M.'. W.'. William S. Farmer, Grand Master, delivered the 
following address : 

Brethren of the Orand Lodge: 

It' is needless for me to dwell upon the emotions of personal 
happiness I experience in making my report of the engage- 
ments, undertakings and accomplishments of the Craft for the 
last year to the Grand Lodge, which is composed of the intelli- 
gent and noble representatives of the Fraternity. 

We commence our proceedings to-day with a spirit of rever- 
ence and gratitude to the Supreme Architect of the Universe for 
his lovingkindness to us and to all men; and through the 
manifold blessings vouchsafed to us as a Craft since last we met. 

I am pleased to report that unusual harmony has prevailed, 
that no factional, personal, or other differences have interfered 
with our steady progress, and that the Fraternity to-day in this 
State holds a high position in the galaxy of fraternal organ- 
izations. 
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For our brethren who have been and are confined to their 
homes on account of ilhiess^ either of themselves or families, we 
bespeak a goodly measure of sympathy, fraternal greetings and 
good cheer, and assure them of the kindliest thoughts of the 
brethren of this Grand Lodge. May they and theirs speedily 
recover. 

Since last we convened in Annual Session, we have listened 
to the beating of the wings of the Angel of Death as it has 
entered, from time to time, within the portals of our fraternal 
home and carried hence certain of our brethren, one by one. 
Death has not dealt kindly with us, as the record shows ; and I 
doubt not that many an eye before me is moist to-day, and many 
* a heart longs for the touch of the vanished hand and the sound 
of the voice that is still — as we call attention to our fraternal 
dead. 

Thb Fratbrnal Dead. 

Immortality is the absorbing theme of our day. So many 
noble and gifted souls have been rudely taken out of this mortal 
life during the past quadrennium, that everywhere we meet 
the question — ^ageless as the consciousness of the race — "If a 
man die, shall he live again ?'' The answer is found for us in the 
Book of Books, which is our illumination; an answer cor- 
roborated by the logic of reason, by the more profound and 
assured logic of the affections. 

Character is the robe of the soul and, clad in its imperish- 
able textures, no Brother need fear to face the Great Unknown. 
He will find his life and all of its vital correspondences in that 
glorious realm where heart and mind, according well with the 
supreme purposes of the Divine Architect of human destiny, 
shall make one splendid harmony. 

We announce the names of our departed ones in the calm 
confidence that nothing dies in God's universe which is fit to 
live. Those who have kept the faith shall receive the crown; 
and where life here has been wisely administered and virtuously 
exercised, life hereafter meets it in one blending of the river with 
the oceanic fulness: 

B.'. W.'. John R. Gardnbr, Past Master of Excelsior Lodge, 
No. 195, Past Senior Grand Deacon, Past District Deputy Grand 
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Master of the fonner Fifth Masonic District, Past Qrand Mar- 
shal and Past Grand Treasurer, died November 19, 1919. 

His Masonic activities were not confined to the Lodge and 
Grand Lodge. He was Past High Priest of Jerusalem Chapter, 
Past Master of Adelphic Council, Past Grand Master of the 
Grand Council and Past Commander of Palestine Commandery. 

With him activity was life. Possessing a determined nature, 
he embraced the opportunities which came to him in life and 
made the best of them. He freely expressed his opinions and 
cared little for the plaudits or the criticisms of the multitude 
when satisfied that his cause was right and just. He performed 
the work that came to him with enthusiasm and the desire to do 
it well. He was one of those men who not only accomplish things 
themselves, but have a direct influence over others to see that they 
accomplish things. A true friend and charming companion, 
John E. Gakdner was beloved by those who knew him well. 

He loved life, but feared not death. 

E.'. W.'. Sbymoue H. Stonb^ Past Master, served Central 
City Lodge, No. 305, as Worshipful Master in 1868 and 1869, 
D. D. G. M. in 1869 and Grand Standard Bearer in 1872 and 
1873, died at his late residence, 524 James Street, Syracuse, 
early Thursday morning, January 1st. 

Brother Stone was a resident of Syracuse for seventy-four 
years. He entered the dr^ goods business and then in later 
years became first a jeweler and then publisher of The Northern 
Christian Advocate. Later he was manager of Oakwood Ceme- 
tery for many years prior to his retirement from business about 
three years ago. He served as a vestryman of St. Paul's Church, 
Syracuse, for approximately forty years and was elected an 
honorary vestryman two years ago. 

Brother Stone was initiated October 3rd, passed October 
24th^ and raised to the degree of Master Mason, November 14, 
1853. He was, therefore, a Mason for over sixty-six years, 
and no one in this part of the country who has died in recent 
years figured so prominently as he in Masonry. 

In 1867 and 1868 he was Grand High Priest of the Grand 
Chapter of the State of New York, and was the oldest living 
Past Grand High Priest He was a charter member of Central 
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City Council^ No. 13^ Boyal and Select Masters, and in 1860 and 
1861 was Deputy Grand Master of the Orand Council of the 
State of New York. He was the first member knighted in 1856 
in Central City Commandery, No. 25, Knights Templars. 

Brother Stone was a charter member of each of the four 
Central City Scottish Site bodies and from time to time held 
office in each of the bodies as follows : 

Lodge of Perfection — Junior Warden for four years. 

Council of Princes of Jerusalem — Sovereign Prince for ten 
years. 

Chapter of Rose Croix — Orator for four years. 

Consistory — Secretary for five years and Second Lieut Com- 
mander for five years. 

Brother Stone was a charter member of the Masonic 
Veterans' Association. He was elected an honorary member 
of the Supreme Council, receiving his 33® on June 7, 1866. 
He was the oldest 33** Mason in the entire Northern Masonic 
Jurisdiction. 

The funeral was Saturday afternoon, January 3rd, at his 
home, where the 33® services were held. A Knights Templar 
escort accompanied the body to Oakwood Chapel, where the 
officers of Central City Lodge, No. 305, conducted the services.

This year the official visitation of the Grand Master and his 
staff to the Home was for reasons deferred until September 

20, 1919. 

Following what seems to have become a custom on the 
evening before the official visitation, the Grand Master delivered 
his annual message to the District Deputies, as follows: 

In accordance with the custom which has been followed for 
the last few years, you are called together upon this occasion to 
receive the message of the Grand Master, to get better acquainted, 
to compare notes, to become familiar with The Home and know 
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more fully of the doings and undertakings of the Fraternity, 
and '*be thereby the better enabled to*' present to the Craft 
our needs^ undertakings and accomplishments. 

As you are probably aware, the reason for the deferring of 
this meeting, from the eve of St. John's Day, the usual time 
set, until now, was owing to the ofBcial absence of the Grand 
Master and Grand Secretary, both of whom were, at the time, 
in London in attendance at, and as the guest of, the United 
Grand Lodge of England, at an especial Jubilee Peace Session, 
which was attended by representatives of the English-speaking 
Grand Lodges of the world. 

You will be interested in knowing that thirty-seven Grand 
Jurisdictions were represented, including sixteen from the 
tJnited States, also including representatives from Canada, 
China, New Zealand, Australia, Egypt, the British Kingdom and 
Provinces and South America. 

The meeting was held in Albert Hall; an imposing gather- 
ing it was. Ten thousand Masons were in attendance, all in 
full regalia and jewels, making a most wonderful and thrilling 
sight. The Memorial Hall was filled from pit to dome, all ani- 
mated with a determination to do full justice to the occasion. 
As the delegations were received and announced, the Grand 
Honors given, the appeals of the soul-stirring music sounded, 
the loyal and royal words of welcome, as well as the generous 
responses, one could not help but feel the wonderful influence 
Freemasonry exerts and but think that with the Craft united, 
united as are we in New York, it would become, indeed, a 
mighty influence for good in the world during all the years to 
come. 

We also visited France and familiarized ourselves with our 
activities there and we are convinced that, although opposed, 
hindered and prevented early in the war, yet when the history 
is written it will show that our fraternity did its full part, 
accomplished fully as much and took its proper stand and 
place among other and kindred institutions and this without 
ostentation or undue pretentions or skillful advertising. 

We were there under the auspices of and as a separate 
and distinct branch of the Y. M. C. A. More than one-half of 
the Y. Secretaries over there were Masons, 
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The Overseas Masonic Mission organized the Masons in the 
Y. They, in turn, re-organized the Y. with the result that it 
became and was the largest and strongest and most powerful 
civic organization overseas. It did splendid work, saved many 
lives, accomplished great achievements. It was a great influence 
in keeping the morale of our American Army intact. 

The Mission organized and worked with seventy-seven 
Masonic Clubs, over there. These clubs became the headquarters 
and homes, while on leave, of a great many Masonic soldiers. 
The influence of those clubs extended to all the Camps and Can- 
tonments. In Coblenz, to-day, is a Masonic Club which has a 
membership of three thousand ofiicers and men. 

These clubs were freely patronized and became centers for all. 

The Grand Master of New York has had four Masonic 
Lodges in full working order, in Prance, all under his personal 
Warrant. Probably eight hundred men were made Masons in 
these lodges — men from many different states and sections, who 
I am told joined with full permission and concurrence of the 
Jurisdiction from which the individual hailed. 

The expense of our Overseas work is to be divided between 
the several Jurisdictions which have consented thereto, and the 
expense to us, comparatively speaking, will be slight. I shall be 
surprised if it is over thirty thousand dollars. 

At home our efforts on behalf of our returning brothers arc 
continued as reported and set forth in the message of the Qrand 
Master at the last session of the Qrand Lodge. (See the Pro- 
ceedings at page 64, "and should and will be continued as long 
as there is need.*0 Also see Report of R.'. W.\ Erastus C. 
Knight, page 137. 

The activities I have outlined with reference to our doings 
overseas and at home, you will present to your lodges that 
each may know that its contribution has not been wasted and 
that each member who has not contributed may do so now that 
the Fraternity may carry out the plans adopted by the last Qrand 
Lodge Session. We have done what we could overseas and at 
home. We have served the best we knew under the cir- 
cumstances. 

The Deputies are the personal representatives of the Qrand 
Mftster. You should always do his bidding, carry out his policies 
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and follow his lead. You should never present or advance any 
of your own ideas or policies without first getting the consent 
of the Orand Master. They may not be in keeping with the 
general plan of the administration of which you are a part. 

As to the Ritual. You should be familiar with the Standard 
Work and see to it that the Standard Work, and that only, is 
used by the lodges. By Standard Work, I refer to first sections 
of the Degrees and not to monitorial items, lectures or sections. 

You should visit every lodge in your respective districts at 
least once during the year and oftener should occasion require. 
Study the Constitution, Regulations, Definitions and Bules of 
Order and see to it that the lodges follow them. Examine the 
petitions for membership and for affiliations and see that they 
conform to constitutional requirements. Examine the lodge 
minutes. Insist that they be kept fully and accurately. Insist 
that lodge dues be kept up. Dues should not be allowed to nin 
unpaid for more than two years. Follow the Constitution and 
the edicts and suggestions of the Grand Master. 

The Sinking Fund is practically all paid in. Every lodge 
in the State, save four, I think, have paid. The Grand Master 
will deal with them direct or will advise you of any action he 
wishes in the cases. 

Look at the record. In five years the Craft has paid into 
this fund the sum of $1,435,288.03 and our indebtedness has 
been reduced by reason of it to eight hundred thousand 
($800,000.00) dollars. Of course, we are proud. 

The War and Belief Fund, to-day, amounts to the sum of 
$575,522.32, paid in. There are still further amounts to be 
raised. Many lodges have contributed. Some lodges have paid 
nothing. Each lodge should pay into this fund an amount equal 
to five dollars for each member on its Roster. 

You will be asked. Why pay more? Why should this or 
that lodge pay? The war is over, our overseas activities have 
ceased, the boys are returned, we have funds enough. There is 
one answer. We are building at XJtica a Masonic Soldiers and 
Sailors Memorial Hospital. We must have funds to completely 
complete this building as well as to furnish it and when in 
working order to maintain it up to the time when the income 
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from the Endowment Fund wll be sufficient for the purpose^ 
which will be probably five years, perhaps longer. 

You will be furnished with lists of the lodges with the 
amount due from each. Urge immediate payment. Let it go 
forth that the Masonic Fraternity in New York State raised 
voluntarily one million dollars for relief. You need not hesi- 
tate to say to your lodges that this fund has not been wasted but 
conserved, and thanks to it, the Fraternity is able to erect this 
Soldiers and Sailors Monument, the corner-stone of which has 
been laid to-day. 

What of this Hospital? At the last session of the Orand 
Eodge the following resolution was unanimously adopted: (See 
page 208 of the Proceedings.) 

"Resolved: That the War and Belief Administration be and it is 
hereby authorised, directed and empowered to build at Utica a hospital 
in accordance with the plan and scope outUned by the Grand Master in 
his address, and that the War and Belief Administration devise ways 
and means for the maintenance thereof." 

Therefore the War and Eelief Administration is, under the 
instructions, building the Hospital. It will cost to build about 
the sum of $700,000.00. To furnish— well, the 4th Masonic 
District of Manhattan, from which E.*. W.". Robert H. Robin- 
son, the Deputy Grand Master, hails, has already raised the 
funds for the purpose and has agreed and undertaken to furnish 
and equip the operating room. I think that other districts 
have undertaken to furnish certain rooms or wards or sections. 
Of course, we welcome these tenders and undertakings. En- 
courage similar action of your districts. Due credit will always 
be given and it will always remain a monument to the donor. 

With reference to the need of this hospital, see the Qrand 
Master's message, also the excellent report of R.*. W.'. William 
A. Rowan, President of the Board of Trustees (page 66), and 
the addresses of R.*. W.*. Brothers Petty (page 200) and 
Johnson (page 204) in the Proceedings. 

The Grand Lodge of New York was organized in 1781. 
Since that time, now for 138 years, so far as we know, not one 
single, solitary eflfort has been made for the care of our brethren 
who are sick and afflicted. About twenty-five years ago the 
Home for the care of the aged and indigent financially and their 
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helpless dependents t^s bnilded by the Craft, at TTtica, but 
even then no thought was given to the sick, to those indigent 
physically. It was only for the aged and infirm and their 
dependent children. No brother suflFering from disease can 
be admitted. To the poorhouse or some kindred institution 
for those of our brethren who are sick ! This situation of affairs 
has existed down to the present. 

To-day, we have laid the comer-stone of the Hospital. When 
that is completed, the Fraternity will have taken the best step 
forward since its beginning in this State. Then the sick as 
well as the indigent will be ours for care and maintenance. 
After this hospital is finished and furnished and the sick and 
afflicted begin to arrive, they must receive medical care, they 
must be clothed, they must be maintained. How can it be done ? 

The Enpowmbnt FunDl 

At the last session of the Grand Lodge the machinery was 
started which if it is kept going will, in time, not only supply all 
necessary funds for the support of the Hospital but of the Home 
and other enterprises as well. 

On page 224 of the Proceedings you will find a proposed 
amendment to the Constitution. It reads as follows: 

Amend Section 37, Sub-division 6. 

"For every person initiated into a lodge, thirteen dollars and fifty 
cents (113.50), $3.00 whereof shall be appropriated to the Hall and 
Asylum Fund, and 110.00 whereof shall be paid to the Trustees of the 
HaU and Asylum Fund and by such Trustees held in perpetual trust, 
safely invested^ and the income thereof used for the benefit of the Home 
and the Hospital as respective needs may from time to time be by said 
Trustees, determined." 

Amend Section 37, Sub-division 6, to reaS as follows: 
• 

"For the aflSliation fee of every Master Mason, Entered Apprentice 
and Fellow Craft 50c. 

"For every expelled, unaffiliated or non-affiliated brother upon re- 
instatement $10.00 

"Unless the brother shaU have in case of unaffiliation remained so 
unaffiliated less than five years, in which event such reinstatement so to 
be paid shall be $5.00 

"Such reinstatement fee to be converted into the endowment fund here- 
inafter provided for." 
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The proposed amendments mean just* this: That for the con- 
tinuous support and maintenance of this Home and of the 
Hospital, tliere shall be paid to the Trustees of the Hall and 
Asylum Fund, for each person initiated the sum of ten dollars 
and for the reinstatement of every expelled, unaffiliated or non- 
affiliated brother the sum of ten dollars unless the brother so 
reinstated has been out less than five years, in which event only 
five dollars is to be paid by the Lodge acting. Said funds to be 
forever kept intact, safely invested by the Trustees and the 
income thereon used for the benefit of the Home and Hospital 
as deemed advisable. 

Before these proposed amendments become the law of the 
Craft, they must be submitted to and adopted by three-quarters 
of all the lodges in the State. It is the work of the Deputies 
and the Staff to see to it that these amendments are adopted by 
the required number of lodges. 

The creation of the Endowment Fund is the most pro- 
gressive and up to date step ever taken by this fraternity. 

Money now is cheaper than it has been before in a genera- 
tion. By this I do not mean that one dollar will go further, 
because such is not the case. Rather the purchasing power of 
money is to-day not more than half what it was five years ago. 
By the statement I mean that there is to-day more money in 
circulation per capita than ever before. Everything is higher. 
Lodge initiation and lodge dues should be higher. Further, a 
new member has the same privileges, the same rights and is 
entitled to the same benefits as the older ones in the Craft and 
it is but right and justice and in accordance with the times that 
he pay something more upon initiation than the older ones did 
in their day. 

You may be .told that ten dollars added to an initiation fee 
will keep applications away. Such ought not to be the case, for 
money will not purchase what it would when you and I joined. 
Further, Freemasonry is not a necessity, but a luxury, and any 
man who really wants to join the Order will not let an addi- 
tional ten dollars or twenty dollars prevent him from making 
application. 

I refer you to page 56 of the Grand Lodge Proceedings for 
other reasons why this fund should be accumulated.

What of the Edict, ratified and confirmed at the last Grand 
Lodge Session, that all work in the lodges be in the English 
language? 

It seems to be the consensus of opinion that such action was 
a step in the right direction. The war unified America and 
Americanized citizens of alien birth as no other infiuence could. 
The war proved to be a mighty stimulant for the Americaniza- 
tion of American citizens, wherever born. This unification 
must be fostered and cemented. The greatest influence in this 
direction is to bring men and women into knowledge of the 
general speech. To lecture an alien to become an American 
may be of some use, but he would form more real contacts in a 
week if his insulation were broken than from a year of 
exhortation. 

The foreign language press, even though it loudly praises 
America, necessarily tends to perpetuate immigrant colonies. 
So does the foreign language pulpit and the foreign language 
lodge. 

The language problem facing America is different from 
that facing any other country. The question has nothing what- 
ever to do with the advantages of knowing more than one 
language, or the inherent superiority of one language above 
another. If every American knew American, then as many 
other languages might be taught as could be absorbed. 

The problem here is to have a common language as na- 
tional cement. It is a political matter and not a cultural one, 
although some confuse the two things and deem it narrow to 
exclude the alien tongues. Depend upon it, brethren, we must 
look forward to the time when the foreign language press and 
the foreign language church and the foreign language lodge 
fraternity are ended, except as able to survive among those who 
know English as well. 

For the reason that it has come to my attention that certain 
lodges working in a foreign tongue could not get ready to work 
entirely in English by July 1st, I have extended the time for 
them until January 1st, 1920. No further extension will be 
required in my opinion. See to it that all lodges, after Janu- 
ary 1st, work in English and in Standard Form.

In these days of reconstruction the world is aflame with 
many conflicting emotions. There are many enemies to civiliza- 
tion existing in different parts of the world. There is Bol- 
shevism in Russia^ Imperialism in Germany, Ecclesiasticism, 
Social unrest in England and I. W. W. and kindred influ- 
ences in the United States. The names are different but the 
evil, everywhere, is the same. All represent re-action and forces 
opposed to a desirable civilization. All these false standards 
and beliefs and evil yifluences should and must be combated 
with all the force at our command. It is the work of to-day to 
grapple with these problenas and tear them open and let the 
li^ht shine through them. We must meet these problems with 
the definite, determined and continuous effort by which we won 
the war. We should, at all times, be true to our national ideal- 
ism, continue our lessons and ideas of unity, and always be 
ready to serve, ever continuing the spirit of the times of the 
war, and as time solves all problems, so we shall soon emerge 
from the mists and darkness of the recqpstruction period and 
our flag shall still be basking in the glory of another victory 
won. 

Preach to the brethren to be true to the Government, to be 
charitable to all, to spread the Doctrine of Universal Brother- 
hood, to frown on and put down Bolshevism, Imperialism, Social 
Unrestism, I. W. W.ism, wherever found and always to stand 
on and to bank on Americanism. 

Another thing. Never did I realize until last year the 
apparent lack of interest in Masonry shown by many lodges. 
I refer particuliirly to the rural or up-state districts. In many 
lodges the attendance is small. Little or no interest is mani- 
fest. There seems to" be no one to lead off and none to follow. 

Wherein lies the trouble? What can be done to arouse the 
membership from the lethargy into which they seem to have 
fallen, from the Rip Van Winkle sleep ? What can awaken the 
members of these lodges to the times and make them realize that 
it is the individual effort which is necessary to the better success 
of the Craft? Each lodge is a spoke in the wheel of our 
fraternity, which is like a chain, only as strong as its weakest 
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link. For the active good of the Fraternity, each lodge must 
make its spoke as strong as the strongest so that nothing can 
rend us asunder. 

Something must be done to arouse the same interest in the 
country lodge as in a city lodge. Perhaps visitations by one 
^odge to another will help or entertainments of different kinds, 
lectures, debates, public meetings, any proper methods to get 
the members out, and after you have gotten them out, interest 
them and keep them interested. Qive them something to do and 
as a rule they will get into the spirit and become active — active, 
not alone in the line of amusements, but active and wide awake 
to the progressiveness and urgent demands of the times. 

What the people of this government did in the recent war 
by co-operation is an excellent example for us to follow, as a 
fraternity. 

W.". Brother C. T. Stagg, Master of Hobasco Lodge, No. 
716, of Ithaca, has adopted a plan which is having a restorative 
effect there. At every meeting of the lodge he talks to the 
brethren assembled on some subject of his choosing. Masonry 
or other subject, with the result that the meetings are attended, 
the lodge room filled; visitors from surrounding lodges attend 
and he is having a prosperous year. 

Beverting to the War and Belief Fund, I wish to emphasize 
the different view point of the up-state lodges and those making 
up the Metropolitan District. Over fifty per cent, of the amount 
already contributed to this fund has come from the seventeen 
Metropolitan Districts. Had the thiriy-five up-state districts 
done as well the fund would be nearly double what it is to-day. 
This situation, in my opinion, arises, not because the up-state 
members are not willing to help, but for the reason of the com- 
parative inaccessibility of the up-state districts. 

It is not my purpose to draw any unjust distinctions, but 
it is a fact that any movement looking toward the improvement 
or betterment of the Craft meets with- more opposition in the 
country districts than in the city communities. 

Of course, we have the carper, the knocker, the constitu- 
tional obstructionist in all sections, and from wherever he hails. 
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he becomes a hindrance to our progressiveness, a drag to every 
effort made to better conditions, and did it ever occur to you, 
that those very same knockers often become the recipients of the 
very charity they most opposed? 

My suggestion is that you advance to your lodges the reasons 
for the War and Belief Fund. That you present the argumenta 
in favor of the proposed Endowment Fund. Then ask those 
favoring the two propositions to rise and those against to rise. 
Ask those who vote in the negative to give their reasons and to 
present an alternative. Ask them what is to be done to keep our 
undertakings going. Ask them if they expect to share the 
benefits and to shirk the responsibilities. 

Brethren, it costs money to maintain these benefactions. It 
costs money to be a consistent Mason in these days. We preach 
in favor of these things. Let us back up our prayers and under- 
takings with this Permanent Endowment Fund. Let the new 
member do his part and ere long we shall have accumulated a 
fund, the income from which will be sufficient for all our needs. 

When we read and hear and see and know what our Amer- 
ican soldiers did in the war, the hardships and dangers they 
underwent, all willing to die if need be, for the good of humanity, 
when we think of these things the thrills go through us and 
we are mighty proud of "our boys.*' We welcome them home; 
we feel heartfelt sorrow for those whose boys will never return ; 
we preach fratemalism, we believe in fraternity, and now, when 
it comes to giving up five dollars to the War and Relief Fund, we 
should not hesitate. As our soldiers did in the war so should 
we do now. Be Masonic soldiers, live up to our own Masonic 
principles and teachings. Be charitable, be kind, be steadfast, 
be consistent. We have our charities, it is for us to maintain 
them. 

This is a matter that is largely up to the Master and active 
ones in the lodge. I must leave it to the local Deputy to work 
out the scheme. You know your districts and know what is 
needed. Go to it. Always keep me posted and do not hesitate 
to call on me at any time for assistance. I am always ready to 
help in any capacity. 
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CO-OPKRATE WITH TbIJSTBBS. 

There are three ways in which this co-operation should be 
put into effect. 

FiBST. — ^In making out applications for admission to the 
Home, it is absolutely essential that statements regarding the 
economic conditions of applicants must be carefully verified. 
Very often it is found that lodge committees have made very 
superficial or practically no examination of the case. 

Only recently a closer scrutiny of an applicant revealed the 
fact that the lodge conmiittee had not only neglected to make an 
examination of his financial condition^ but had actually misrep- 
resented the facts so that members of the family who were able 
to care for the applicant were incensed that misstatements con- 
cerning their willingness and financial ability to provide for 
their parent had been made. 

The Trustees are obliged in the interests of the Fraternity 
carefully to scrutinize every application, and they are dependent 
to a large extent on the accuracy of the information given them 
by the lodges. A number of cases recently, in which this initial 
information has been incorrect, have caused a great deal of 
delay and trouble to both the applicants and the Trustees. 

Sbcond. — In replying to requests for additional informa- 
tion when incomplete applications are received and the de- 
mand is made for more detailed statements, in many cases the 
lodges delay replying to or absolutely ignore the request of 
the Trustees. This is often unjust to the applicant, as cases 
are on record where needy persons could not be received because 
the lodges refused to give additional information which it was 
necessary for the Trustees to have before admitting the 
applicants. 

Third. — In assisting the Trustees to secure the removal of 
unsuitable persons from the Home : It becomes necessary, from 
time to time, to remove persons who have been members of the 
Home, and before this is done word is usually sent to the lodge 
asking it to make arrangements for the person who is to be 
discharged from the Home. It is very embarrassing to the 
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management to receiye no replies. to such communications and 
the whole situation becomes complicated because of this lack of 
assistance. 

It should be borne in mind that the Trustees are the 
Trustees of the whole fraternity. They are required to protect 
the interests of the Fraternity, not simply to assist some indi- 
vidual lodge. In carrying out the purpose of the organization 
in this state they should have the hearty co-operation of every 
lodge, so that only the really indigent should be cared for by 
the Fraternity and that no persons legally or morally bound to 
care for their own should be needlessly relieved from that obli- 
gation, and that parasites on the Fraternity should not be 
developed and provided for, through neglect of the lodges to 
take the larger view of our Masonic charity. 

New Lodgbs. 

Nine dispensations have been issued for the establishment 
of new Lodges, viz.: 

Mayflower, at Brooklyn ; 
Prosperity, at Woodhaven; 
Astoria, at Long Island City; 
Warren C. Hubbard, at Eochester; 
Geneva, at Geneva; 
Jesse L. Gooley, at Elmira ; 
Levant, at Buffalo; 
Philo, at Syracuse; 
Craftsman, at Rochester. 

All have complied with the requirements of the Constitution 
and only await the examination and report of the Committee 
on Charters for the Grand Lodge to act upon the petition that a 
charter be granted to each. 

SflA AND Field Lodges. 

In my address to the Grand Lodge at its 138th Annual 
Communication, I stated that the warrant establishing Sea and 
Field Lodge, No. 1, was still outstanding, and that I had also 
issued warrants establishing Sea and Field Lodges, Nos. 2, 3 
and 4, for work and instruction overseas. 
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I did, in fact, issue warrants for Sea and Field Lodge, No. 2, 
with M.'. W.'. TowNSBND ScuDDER as Master, at Paris, F^rance; 
Sea and Field Lodge, No. 3, with R.". W.\ Harey B. Mock, 
Past Master of Excelsior Lodge, No. 195, as Master, at Le Mans, 
France; Sea and Field Lodge, No. 4, with W.'. Chahles T. 
Abriqhi^ Past Master of Howard Lodge, No. 35, as Master, at 
Marseilles, France; and Sea and Field Lodge, No. 5, with 
Brother Maek E. Pennbt, Junior Warden of Konosioni Lodge, 
No. 950, as Master, at the A. E. F. University, Beaune, France. 

For further details regarding the establishment of these 
Overseas Lodges, and of their proceedings and activities in the 
A. E. F., I refer to the reports of the several Sea and Field 
Lodges, which will be submitted to this Grand Lodge and 
printed in the Proceedings. 

I am satisfied that it was timely and of great value to Masonry 
and to the men engaged in the Country's service, that Masonic 
service of this character should have been established in France 
and the association of the Masonic Lodge and its true Masonic 
life made available. 

The zeal and devotion of the officers of the several Overseas 
Lodges were marked and their proceedings were of a high order. 
I had the privilege myself of sitting in Sea and Field Lodge, 
No. 2, at its last session on July 10, 1919, at 42 Eochechouart, 
in Paris, and witnessing and taking part in its ceremonies. 

A large amount of the material of these Lodges has already 
affiliated with regularly chartered Lodges in or near their domi- 
ciles or places of abode, but considerable thereof remains still 
on the rolls. I have ordered that all such untransf erred brethren 
of Sea and Field Lodges, Nos. 2, 3, 4 and 5, be transferred to 
Sea and Field Lodge, No. 1, for the purposes of orderly conduct, 
record and control, and have held in abeyance the warrants of 
these Lodges. The service which they rendered was of such a 
nature, and under such circumstances, as strongly to suggest 
the propriety of it being memorialized by the retention and 
use of the names of these four Overseas Lodges; and I recom- 
mend to this Grand Lodge and to my successor or successors in 
office, the appropriation — when and as convenient — of the names 
of these Lodges, or such part of them as is appropriate, to regu- 
larly chartered Lodges hereafter to be established, to the end 
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that their names may be perpetuated and their service held in 
pleasant memory. The warrant of Sea and Field Lodge, No. 1, 
is still outstanding, and that Lodge will handle and dispose 
of the material made by it and by the other Sea and Field Lodges, 
and perform such other service as the Grand Master may require 
of it during his pleasure. 

Inasmuch as the establishment of Sea and Field Lodges was 
commenced in the administration of my predecessor, I should 
hope — ^if my .suggestion is approved — that one of said Lodges 
may be located in Buffalo ; and I should be glad if one of them — 
No. 2 — ^might be located in or near my own home city, Syracuse. 
I should like to see them established in different parts of the 
State. 

GuABDiAN LonaB, No. 921. 

Complying with the direction of the Grand Lodge of 1919, 
after suitable pledges had been received the charter of Guardian 
Lodge, No. 921, was restored conditionally. Guardian Lodge 
immediately commenced fulfillment of its promises by attempt- 
ing to purge its membership of an offending member who had 
been received under misrepresentation and concealment^ and 
over whom at the time of his acceptance the Grand Lodge of 
Connecticut claimed jurisdiction. 

An appeal was had from the action of the Lodge, which 
appeal is now pending before the Commissioners of Appeals. 
Further time will be required to determine whether the Lodge 
will fulfill its pledges. 

Masonic Home at Utioa. 

The Home at Utica is in a flourishing condition. 

Early in January the Gra^nd Master caused to be sent to 
every member of each and every Lodge — so far as I have been 
able to locate them — ^in this Jurisdiction a pamphlet in which 
had been written the story of the "Home at Utica** in every 
detail. It tells of our activities from the time the Home was 
builded to the present time. There is nothing I can add to that 
story. If you have not read the pamphlet please do so, if you 
want to become posted. 
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I consider that the Fraternity in this jurisdiction is indeed 
fortunate in that it has been able to retain the very efficient 
services of Brother and Mrs. Wiley as Superintendent and 
Matron. Our wards at Utica are safe in their hands. 

The Masonic Bblief Association of the United States 
AND Canada 

Something like two thousand years ago, the Master Shepherd^ 
realizing that the time was at hand when He should separate 
from His Disciples and be no longer upon earth, in a personal 
sense, left this one particular admonition to His followers: 
'Teed my Lambs/' 

This expression was in no sense intended to be construed as 
a request, but as a command; and in it is to be found all that 
pertains to man's humanity to man. 

The mere giving of chariiy, unprompted by human kindness 
as the motive and the impulse, is not at all in keeping with 
this command of the Saviour; for, in designating human crea- 
tures as His needy lambs. He intended that the wealth and 
wisdom of the more fortunate beings should be utilized for the 
betterment of all the less fortunate multitude. 

It is with these thoughts in mind that I refer to this organ- 
ization in Masonry — The Masonic Belief Association of the 
United States and Canada. The executive body of the Fraternity 
of Free Masonry, to which is assigned the task of caring for the 
temporarily unfortunate sojourner in a strange land, who is 
living his life under the symbolism of the Order, and who, in 
the dark hours of adversity, turns to his brethren for guidance 
and assistance, readily at hand and at the service of the worthy, 
ever after must find eminent satisfaction in the knowledge that 
he has had a practical demonstration of the intent and purpose 
of the Fraternity. 

And it is in the organization of this particular Association 
in our Order that we must learn of the needs of those tem- 
porarily resting under the shadow of misfortune; and we should 
each, as Masons, heartily support the work and labors of this 
Masonic Association, this National Board of Belief.

We each realize that the material worth and need of our 
Institution and its kindliness toward all mankind^ especially to 
the Brethren^ is emphasized in the fact that the degraded^ 
unaffiliated impostor seeks to unworthily benefit by our fraternal 
charity; and, until very recent years, in fact until the organiza- 
tion of this Association of Relief Boards was inaugurated, the 
impostor in many instances succeeded in hoodwinking the 
Fraternity at large with his story of misfortune and poverty, 
until the genuine applicant was ofttimes refused needed help 
because of the many cases of unpublished imposition, — a condi- 
tion much to be deplored. 

The systematic method of exposing and publicly denouncing 
these miscreants who traded upon the principles and practices 
of charitably disposed Freemasons throughout the country has 
made their avocation almost a thing of the past, and their sup- 
pression is cause sufficient for the organization and perpetuation 
of the National Board of Relief. 

It should be encouraged by each Grand Jurisdiction in the 
world, even this Grand Jurisdiction. In approving and sup- 
porting it we should ofiEer the prayer that its labors may con- 
tinue to move forward in the universal betterment of our fellow- 
men and of Masons; that from its efforts and labors may come 
a disposition to accord to the worthy needy, to the affiliated and 
unaffiliated, their need and right to the necessities of life, which 
was signified by the Master in His command to His Disciples, 
'Teed my Lambs.'' 

Interim in Conferring Degrees. 

As our law now reads, a degree cannot be conferred on more 
than five candidates in one day, and a Lodge, either by itself 
or through another Lodge acting for it, cannot confer more 
than one degree in one week, and at least seven days must 
intervene between the conferring of any two degrees. 

It often happens that a Lodge upon request of a sister Lodge 
confers a degree upon one of the brothers of the sister Lodge. 
In some such cases it is sometimes unavoidable that the sister 
Lodge making the request finds to its credit six or even seven 
candidates in one day, and sometimes it works out that not 
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seven full days have intervened between degrees for such a 
Lodge. 

Further^ it sometimes happens to be convenient for a Lodge 
to confer a degree upon a brother for some reason within the 
prescribed time. 

It seems to me best that the Grand Master have power to 
grant dispensations in such cases in his discretioii. I^ therefore^ 
recommend such action. 

Initiation Fbbss and Annual Dubs. 

In 1884 M.*. W.'.. J. Edwakd Simmons^ Qrand Master, 
addressed the Grand Lodge as follows: 

"It is a fact, worthy of special conrideration, that, throughout this 
jurisdiction, subordinate Lodges have as a rule adopted the minimum 
fee for degrees which the Grand Lodge has established by statutory 
provision, and hence we find in many cases membership of the Frater- 
nity is obtained at the trifling cost of twenty dollars. In one of the 
largest districts in the State, the average membership is about sixty-one, 
and the average rate for dues is less than three dollars per year. How 
a Lodge with a total income of two or three hundred dollars per annum 
can pay its Grand Lodge fees, all its current expenses, and contribute 
anything but a mere pittance to the relief of worthy brethren in distress 
is a somewhat difficult problem to solve. It is certain that such inade- 
quate fees and dues are calculated to impoverish rather than build up 
the Fraternity, and unless the membership is unusually large, and the 
calls for charity unusually few, the usefulness of a Lodge conducted on 
such a narrow, economicid basis must of necessity be seriously curtailed. 
It is a lamentable fact that Masonry in this State is too cheap, and 
unless a more liberal financial policy is adopted, its value as a charit- 
able institution must depreciate, and its moral influence in the estimation 
of the world must be greatly circumscribed. It seems clear to me that 
a Lodge should surrender its warrant unless it can provide itself, by 
fees and dues, with a sufficiency of money to enable it to meet promptly 
all Just debts, and contribute liberally to the relief of those who have a 
claim on it for substantial assistance in the hour of need. Most Wor- 
shipful Brother Fox caUed the attention of the Graft to this subject in 
his annual address, delivered before this Grand Lodge in 1873, using the 
following language : 'The Grand Lodge, in the interests of the Fraternity, 
has wisely fixed the amount below which no one can be made a Mason. 
Should it not also, in the exercise of a wise discretion, require its sub* 
ordinates to exact from their members the payment of dues in amount 
sufficient to meet their obligations, and maintain a sound financial 
condition?' " 
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Brethren, those words were uttered in this Orand Lodge 
thirty-six years ago, and they are, in the main, applicable to the 
situation in this State to-day. I can endorse nearly every word. 
I also endorse the words of M.'. W.'. Brother Fox, Grand 
Master, in 1873. I am of the firm opinion that the time has 
come when we should insist that our Lodges adopt a scale of 
initiation fees and annual dues which will insure a stability in 
finances and enable them to not only meet fixed charges but 
accumulate a reasonable amount for dispensing relief and charity 
among needy Masons. 

More than this, in many instances, in our cities Lodges are 
charging too much for initiation; in this respect there is no 
equality. Those Lodges charging the larger fee do not save it in 
a fund, but spend much of it as they go along. 

I am convinced that there should be established a maximum 
as well as a minimum fee ; for the minimum it should be $50.00 
and the maximum $100.00; and in no instance should annual 
dues be less than $4.00. A Lodge should be maintained by the 
annual dues of its members. 

And, further, life memberships should be regulated so that 
the amount paid will produce at least $4.00 per annum, and 
should be kept separate as a fund, the income from which is 
applied to charity. In operation. Lodges should be as careful in 
conserving their funds as we are with our ritual or any other 
function. 

The Sinking Fund. 

Every Lodge in the State has paid in full its quota into 
the Sinking Fund. 

The munificent sum of $1,454,215.17 has been accumulated. 

By reason of the Sinking Fund we have reduced the indebt- 
edness of this Grand Jurisdiction by this amount. The incum- 
brances on our New York properties have been reduced to the 
sum of eight hundred thousand ($800,000.00) dollars. We are 
saving in interest charges alone the sum of $87,253.00 per year. 

I wish to thank and congratulate the jurisdiction for the 
very satisfactory manner in which it responded to the call of 
the Grand Master of 1913 when the enterprise was started. 
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Endowment Fund. 

The proposed amendment to Section 37 of the Constitution 
passed at the last session of the Grand Lodge and which created 
an Endowment Fund for the permanent benefit of the Home and 
the Hospital, became the law of the Jurisdiction, March 16, 1930. 

In the latter part of the year 1919 this proposed amendment 
was submitted to the Lodges for action. The result of the sub- 
mission was that out of 879 lodges 721 favored the amendment; 
60 rejected it and 98 took no action. More than three-quarters 
of the Lodges having adopted, the Grand Master made promulga- 
tion, December 15, 1919, and the same became the law, March 15, 
1920. Accordingly, Section 37 of the Book of Constitution, as 
amended, reads as follows: 

1. For every Digpensation to form a new Lodge $100.00 

2. And if a Charter shaU be afterward granted, the additional 

sum of 20.00 

3. For every Grand Lodge Diploma 2.00 

4. For every Grand Lodge Traveling Certificate: 

On parchment 1.60 

On paper 50 

5. For every person initiated into a Lodge 13.60 

$3.00 whereof shall be appropriated to the Hall and 
Asylum Fund; and $10.00 whereof shall be paid to the 
Trustees of the Hall and Asylum Fund and by such Trus- 
tees held in perpetual trust, safely invested, and the income 
thereof used for the benefit of the Home and the Hospital 
as their respective needs may from time to time be by said 
Trustees determined. 

6. For the affiliation fee of every Master Mason Entered Appren- 

tice and Fellow Craft 50 

For every expelled, unaffiliated or non-affiliated brother 

upon reinstatement 10.00 

Unless the brother shall have in case of unaffiliation re- 
mained so unaffiliated less than five years, in which event 

such reinstatement so to be paid shall be 5.00 

Such reinstatement fees to be covered into the endowment 
fund hereinbefore provided for. 

7. The registry fee of every adjoining member or Entered Ap- 

prentice made 25 

8. Every Lodge shall pay for each of its members annually 50 

9. Every Lodge shaU pay for each of its members annually, which 

shaU be appropriated to the Hall and Asylum Fund 50 

10. No new charge shall hereafter be imposed upon the Lodges or 

their members for the benefit of the Masonic Hall and 
Asylum Fund, except by an amendment to this Constitu- 
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tion, which shall not be valid until it shall have been 
submitted to and adopted by three-fourths of all the Lodges ; 
and 'this Subdivision shall in no wise be amended except by 
the vote of the same number of Lodges. 

I predict that in five years the income from this endowment 
will be sufficient to more than maintain the Hospital, and in 
a short number of years it will support the Home as well. 
Glorious achievement! 

War Belief Administration and the Masonic Soldiers' 
AND Sailors' Memorial Hospital. 

There has been paid into the War Relief Fund the rich' and 
bountiful sum of $710,977.45. Nearly every Lodp^e in the 
State has paid s6mething. Quite a number have paid in full. 
A few have paid nothing. All realize the necessity. A very 
small number consider it a hardship and do not try, and one or 
two sit back and say they *^won't.** All should pay — volun- 
tarily if they will — ^but pay they should. 

BE A booster* 

If you see some feller tryin' 

For to make some project go, 
You can boost it up a trifle; 

That's your cue to let him know 
That you're not a-goin' to knock it, 

Just because it ain*t your "shout," 
But you're Roin* to boost a little, 

'Cause he's got "the best thing out." 

If you know some feller's failin's. 

Just forget 'em, 'cause you know 
That same feller's got some good points, 

Them's the ones you want to show; 
"Cast your loaves out on the waters, 

They'll come back," 's a sayin' true; 
Mebbe they will come back "buttered," 

When some feller boosts for you. 

This fund enabled this Jurisdiction to take its place and do 
its part with other Jurisdictions in sending the Masonic Mission 
overseas and to minister to our brethren in the A. E. P. 

This fund permitted the establishment of the Soldiers' and 
Sailors' Club in this building, which contributed liberally to 
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the wants and needs of our soldiers and sailors en route overseas 
as well as when they returned. 

This fund certainly cheered and comforted the wounded 
and sick in mind and body when the boys returned, as we all 
well know; and, notwithstanding all this, there remains and will 
be paid into this fund money enough to build, furnish and 
equip the Hospital at Utica. 

But, What of the Hospital? 

The Hospital is under way. The cornerstone was laid Sep- 
tember 20, 1919. Since the foundation, it seemed best in the 
judgment of the Administration to let the matter rest in abey- 
ance and to again submit the proposition to the Orand Lodge 
for its advice. 

At the last session we were told that the cost would be about 
the sum of $370,000.00. Well, there were legal questions to 
adjust; it took some time to complete the specifications and 
plans; and, of course, differences of opinion arose in the Board. 
The matter was referred back to the architect a few times, 
and by the time it was reached and the plans satisfactory to all, 
the figures of contractors obtained during the interim, the cost 
of material and employees had largely increased. Labor troubles 
were in the air, carpenters and bricklayers were striking for 
more pay; and, owing to the general situation, the figures had 
climbed to about $750,000.00. It was then late in tiie season 
and we concluded to wait until spring, and here we are. 

We have on hand $543,243.31 in the Fund. In addition, we 
have on deposit in Paris, France, the sum of nearly 200,000 
francs belonging to this fund. 

Hospital Maintenance Fund. 

In accordance with the resolution of the Grand Lodge at its 
last session, provision has been made for the maintenance of the 
Hospital until the Endowment Fund is sufficient, as you shall see. 

Early in the year the Craft received at the hand of the Grand 
Master the pamphlet describing the Home, and to which I have 
Heretofore referred. This pamphlet was followed by a personal 
letter from the Grand Master, and on February 2l8t, 193,000 
letters were sent out to our membership. In this letter I 
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appealed for subscriptioiis to the Maintenance Fund. The re- 
sponse was almost instantaneous. It seemed that the whole 
universe round about the Craft in New York had been set oflf 
with an electric spark. Subscriptions came rolling faster than 
the office force of Brother Montgomery, the Treasurer of the 
Board of Trustees, could attend to them. 

The avalanche thus loosened still continues; and to-day we 
have on hand in cash and pledges the sum of over $225,000.00 ; 
and I have not the slightest doubt but that this fund in the end 
will amount to the full sum of a half-million dollars. You 
would be of the same opinion had you read the letters that 
came with the responses. A few have been published. I beg of 
you to read them and judge for yourselves. 

We have provided for the funds to build and equip. We have 
a Hospital Maintenance Fund sufficient for the purpose. We 
have in the making that which will sometime be an ample 
endowment fund. 

The foundation has been set, the cornerstone laid. 

The Hospital should be commodious, elegant, comfortable. 
It should be an institution of which the Fraternity will be 
proud. It should be kept up in such a way that it will be 
the favorable talk, not only of the brethren but also of the 
Medical fraternity; that will be pointed out as an example of 
the last word in high-class equipment, sanitation and eflSciency. 
If it is worth doing at all, it is worthy of the best, the grandest 
and the greatest institution of its kind in the State of New York. 

The Grand Lodge a year ago committed itself to the project. 
The War Relief Administration asks you to concur in its judg- 
ment, that the Hospital be built now — ^in its discretion — ^with 
the funds now or shortly to be on hand, and on the plans which 
it has approved. What is your suggestion ? 

Masonic Service Association of the United States. 

We all know of the conditions prevailing throughout the 
world, and seriously affecting the United States, which are con- 
sequent on the War. I conceive that Freemasonry can render 
tremendous service in correcting these conditions and in restor- 
ing tranquillity and contentment in socieiy. With this in view, 
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with the assistance of mj aids, I formulated and presented for 
consideration to the Executive Commission a proposed Plan of 
Organization and Activity for the Masonic Service Association, 
which has in part been adopted. 

Feeling as I do regarding these important matters; trying 
as I am to see my duty — ^which means my opportunity; to play 
my part in life; to paint the thing as I see it — ^''for the God 
of things as they are/' and to set the Craft at work, giving them 
proper instructions for their labor, I addressed to my District 
Deputies for the advisement of the Craft an encyclical expressing 
my views and informing them fully regarding the plans and 
possibilities for Masonic service which tiiis situation presents. 
I will not repeat what I then said, it is of record. 

Two unparalleled opportunities are now presented; and, as 
I have said, to my mind opportuniiy and duty are synonymous. 
They mean the same thing to a Freemason. The one is doing a 
man's part, a loyal citizen's part, in fighting baneful isms and 
promoting the one and only ism for us, and that is unadulterated 
Americanism; the other, to fit ourselves mentally and morally 
Ebth to do this work and our general work in life. 

If there is any panacea, any cure-all, for our present ail- 
ments, I believe it to be education. Education has made this 
modem world what it is, and compulsory education is the great- 
^t leveling influence which this country has developed. It 
makes us all sovereigns. It alone, or above all things else, makes 
for equality and helps to afford us equal opportunity. The 
country needs us. The times demand us. We cannot hold back. 

Moreover, just as surely as we pursue the business of fitting 
ourselves for service in life, for life's service, we insensibly but 
inevitably find occupation of the highest, the best, the most 
useful, the most absorbing kind. 

Our scheme of education involves the practical application 
of our Shibboleth: man's brotherhood; God's fatherhood; and 
the tutorial feature of the plan as simply outlined in the program 
seems to be beyond measure fascinating. 

Of the practicability of the plan I have no question. Of its 
virtue no one can have any question. Literally, in proportion — 
I believe geometrically — as we serve society we serve ourselves. 
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Brethren, there is an intimate connection in this opportunity; 
in this service; not only between the Pratemiiy and the welfare 
of society — the welfare of the State, but> between the Fratemily 
and itself. We are stagnating for lack. of something to do. 

It is not enough to attend Lodge, to witness, and to take part 
in ritualistic work, to study and to ponder over it; to fancy 
ourselves practicing in our lives what we preach to our candi- 
dates. It is not enough. Nor is it enough to contribute to many 
worthy causes which appeal to us for support That will not 
suffice us; employ us; inspire us; keep us spiritually alive. We 
must be busy in realiiy; do real work; if really we would live 
and keep our recruits alive in Masonry. 

They demand employment. They must be put to work. 

It is not given to every Mason to be Master of his Lodge. 
There are not places enough to go around. Why do they s1»y 
at it? 

In this plan of useful service an opportunity is afforded to 
every man to do something; to take part; and if it is put into 
practical operation, I am convinced its benefits will be im- 
measurable. 

It will require planning and supervision. It will be seri- 
ously tested; and for the first year will probably cost $5,000.00 
for literature, postage and clerical help. 

I reconmiend that the subject be referred to the War Belief 
Administration and be reported back to Grand Lodge at this 
session for definite action. 

The Obanb Lodos of England. 

On June 27th, one day before the Peace Treaiy was signed 
by the Oermans, the Grand Lodge of England held at Albert 
Hall, London, an Especial Peace Jubilee Session to which had 
been invited all the English-speaking Grand Lodges of the 
world.

The meeting was most notable in every sense. It was really 
and truly a Peace Jubilee Assembly. Albert Hall, of all places, 
seemed to be eminently fitted for the meeting. Nearly ten 
thousand Masons were in attendance. 

Beneath those acres of roofing, amid that bewildering vista 
of balconies, in the presence of an ocean of faces, one felt like 
a pigmy. Above, around, on every side, the booming of anima- 
tion, the expression of each echoed and re-echoed like a storm, 
and from all came to us a surging sound as of seas — ^the 
murmuring of the multitude. 

The ceremony of receiving the members of deputations and 
guests, the hearly words of welcome, the generous responses from 
visitors, the prayer, the soul-stirring music, the place of meeting, 
the mingling of colors indicative of different rank; the glorious 
and spontaneous good cheer that animateid the hearts and ex- 
pressions of all in attendance, made the occasion in every sense 
worthy of the name. 

The proceedings of the meeting will be printed in the history 
of this Grand Lodge. 

Our English brethren are excellent hosts. The uniform good 
will and cordial greeting accorded us made us feel that we were 
welcome and among friends. 

All in attendance, either as host or guest, were, in the main, 
leaders in the Craft, leaders of thought and in the activities 
of the respective localities ^from which they hailed. The motive 
which seemed to animate the minds of all was an ardent desire 
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to place the Fraternity in such a position that it could be of the 
most service in the world new construction; that its influence 
may be constructive and orderly in the future^ as it has been in 
all ages in the past. 

There was, among other things^ a sentiment for a general 
Masonic World Conference, and such an event will probably 
take place during the present year. 

The result of the Especial Communication is and will be 
far-reaching — a wonderful influence upon us all. Qreat good 
will come from it; a real and final joining together of the in- 
fluences represented; influences which, as the years go by, will, 
t believe, enlarge and expand, and eventually include within its 
grasp, all Masonic activity wherever situated. 

Thb Position of Nbw Yobk. 

Due to the position it occupies in Freemasonry, the State 
of New York cannot be backward in «expres8ing its sympathy 
with, and participating in, every movement in the Fratemi^ 
in this or any other country which has for its purpose a closer 
union of Masons, with a view to the promotion of the principles 
for which the Fraternity stands and the making of the Fraterni^ 
a world asset of our civilization. 

We have talked much of its universality, but, when we come 
down to the final analysis, all jurisdictions are more or less 
provincial, and, in their association with each other, find them- 
selves divided by barriers for which there would be found little 
justification, were a perfect understanding had and the differ- 
ences discussed in a conciliatory and sympathetic spirit; and, 
of course, all this without any departure from ancient land- 
marks or standards. 

Realizing the mission of Masonry as an universal institution, 
its potentiality for good and the great service it can render now 
in world reconstruction, the State of New York should be willing 
to lead and to follow and to be represented in every great con- 
ference or assembly where it can contribute to the general cause 
by its counsel and co-operation. It is a duty growing out of our 
position in the Fraternity, and a duty which is enhanced because 
we are strong, wealthy and powerful. 
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Mailing Lists of Oub Membbrs. 

During the last year the Grand Master deemed it important 
io communicate directly with each member of the Fraternity in 
this State. 

To do this it was necessary to obtain mailing lists of each 
Lodge. Accordingly, I requested the Master and Secretary of 
each Lodge to forward me the list. Besponses came slowly. A 
second, a third, and even a sixth, request, was made to some of 
the Lodges, and, finally, in quite, a number of instances, I tele- 
graphed making a last demand. I succeeded in getting lists 
from all but one Lodge. Then I sent out the pamphlet on the 
Home, also the personal letter hereinbefore referred to. I 
should say that ten per cent, of this printed matter and the 
letters were returned to me for the want of better addresses, thus 
showing that very incomplete and unsatisfactory mailing lists 
are kept by the Lodges. 

I deem it for the best interest of the Craft that there be kept 
in the Qrand Secretar/s oflSce a department wherein will be 
for use a file containing the complete mailing list of our mem- 
bership, so that we can always, in a few hours, get a letter into 
Che hands of each member. That all Lodge secretaries be 
required from time to time to notify the Grand Secretary of any 
changes in address of its members; that suitable blanks be sup- 
plied for the purpose. I believe the Grand Lodge should be kept 
in touch with the members and that the members should be 
kept informed as to our activities; that as soon as a newly made 
brother is raised he should be put in possession of a copy of our 
Constitution and Begulations. He should be advised as to our 
Masonic Home and all our other undertakings; in short, we 
should inform our brothers, new and old, thai they may know of 
our beautiful Masonic edifice. 

Thb Qbobgb Washington Masonic National Mbmorial 
Abbooiation. 

The Washington Memorial Association, composed of Qrand 
Jurisdictions of the United States, is organized for the purpose 
of preserving the Masonic relics and souvenirs of W.*. Brother 
Gbobob Washington and his time; to build near Alexandria, 
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Virginia, a memorial building for this purpose — a building large 
and commodious enough not only to house these relics, but also, 
other Masonic keepsakes and memoranda; a building that will 
include an Assembly Hall of sufficient size and dimensions for 
national meetings and conferences which may be held; and, 
possibly, a Masonic library, and for such other purposes as may 
seem reasonable and proper. 

Washington, the Father of his Country, the first President 
of the United States, was a member of, and at one time Master 
of, the Lodge at Alexandria. 

The Master's chair wherein he sat as Worshipful Master ; the 
gavel he used; his Masonic regalia; apron, pictures, and a good 
many other relics of the man, are now the property of the Lodge. 
Arrangements have been made whereby these now priceless treas- 
ures will pass to the George Washington Masonic Memorial 
Association, to be kept, housed and exhibited by it in perpetuity. 
This movement is being supported, by many of the Grand Lodges 
of the United States. We of New York have not up to the 
present been active in the undertaking, for the reason, I assume, 
that we have been busy with important matters of our own — 
been, as it were, 'TioUering down our own rain-barrel.'* New 
York, however, cannot afford otherwise than to support actively 
this movement. I recommend that the Grand Master be empow- 
ered to appoint a committee with power in the premises. 

ACENOWLEDGliBNTS. 

I desire to express my grateful acknowledgments to all with 
whom I have been associated in the work of this jurisdiction 
during the time I have been Grand Master — now rapidly draw- 
ing to a close. 

To the Masters of Lodges and all the brethren who, during 
sunshine and storm, have supported and upheld the Grand 
Master in every effort — my associate Grand Lodge officers have 
been most generous and devoted to the Grand Master, and to 
every interest of the Craft — ^my warmest thanks go out to 
each of them. 

No Grand Master ever had an abler or more loyal staff of 
deputies than have I; their work has been unceasing; they have 
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carried the message of the Grand Master to the furthermost parts 
of our Jurisdiction ; and it is largely due to their efforts that we 
are in the splendid condition in which we now find ourselves. 
They and each of them are entitled to the salutation of, ''Well 
done, good and faithful servant I*' Words are quite inadequate 
to express the sentiments I entertain as to the Orand Secretary. 
The generous friend, a most loyal co-worker in the vineyard; 
upon him have I relied; and to him I pay my tribute of love and 
appreciation — Most Worshipful Bobsrt Judson Kbnworthy, 
Grand Secretary. 

To all, from the Entered Apprentice in the northeast comer 
of the Lodge, to the Senior Past Grand Master, in the Grand 
East, for duties well performed, for loyal service, I thank you. 

R.'. W.'. George T. Montqomeby. 

It would ordinarily seem not in keeping to single from among 
so many zealous and serviceable brethren one for special mention, 
but those familiar with his relations to this Grand Lodge will 
at once recognize that simple justice is the underlying motive. 

H.'. W.". Brother George T. Montgomery became a mem- 
ber of this Grand body as the Master of St. John's Lodge, No. 1, 
in the year of 1902, and has ever since been actively. connected 
with our affairs. Elected as a Trustee of the Masonic Hall and 
Asylum Fund in 1909 he was at once chosen its Treasurer, which 
office he has since continuously held, and in which his talent for 
finance and unwearying capacity for hard work has been daily, 
and almost hourly, devoted to our interests. In his personal 
charge has been almost entirely the management of these build- 
ings; to his business intelligence we are indebted more than to 
any one else for the successful completion of that upon Twenty- 
third Street; the betterment in every way of the physical con- 
ditions of the Utica properties has largely had its inspiration 
from his foresight and good sense, while in his position as 
Treasurer our security investments have been most expertly and 
profitably maintained by him. In short, he has been one of the 
most potent factors in the financial improvement of our affairs 
during recent years, and invaluable in his assistance to the 
severfd Grand Masters under whom he has served. Elective 
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Orand Lodge ofiQce has never been sought by him — ^his modesly 
being in keeping with his worth.

THE MASONIC HOME. 

The Report of R.'. W.'. William J. Wiley, Superintendent of the 
Home, begins in a minor strain which reflects the anxieties and per- 
plexities under which his work has been carried on during a year made 
difficult by labor conditions and a severe winter. But it will be noted 
that the Report ends in a cheerful note of optimism, — a very anthem of 
thanksgiving for past successes, and a marching song for the better time 
to come. 

The great advance in the cost of all supplies and the continuous lure 
of short hours and high wages which makes it difficult to keep experi- 
enced service, are expressed in the expense accounts. Constant and 
watchful economy was practised and untiring toil on the part of old and 
loyal associates. And, through all, the Home was maintained at its high 
standard of beneficence, our wards of all ages never lacked for care and 
comforts and the Craft may now as ever be proudly grateful for its 
participation in Masonic Brotherliness. 

Some facts stand out prominently in the statistics of the Home and 
afford matter for consideration that must be given in the near future. 

(1) The Masonic Home has up to this time sheltered 964 men, 477 
women, 257 boys, 213 girls — total 1,911 members. 

Vote — ^During all that time not one of the 470 children under oar 
care has died, though they have naturally been subject to the usual 
ailments and accidents of child life. With profound gratitude to the 
Father of the fatherless, we feel justifiable pride in the human care and 
kindness which have ministered to this condition. 

(2) During the year we have lost by death 28 men, 14 women, 
total 42. Nearly all have succumbed to advanced age and a number 
have died within a very short time after their admission to the Home. 

3^0/0— The Trustees have felt that the uprooting of these aged people 
from their accustomed surroundings, the breaking of ties and the sever- 
ance from home interests have seriously affected their physical and 
mental condition and that this fact adds emphasis to the suggestion 
contained in last year's Report, viz. : — "Some day we will find that both 
adults and children, or at least a portion of them will be better off if 
cared for in the surroundings and communities to which they are accus- 
tomed." Is it not probable that a carefully devised plan whereby the 
Board of Trustees and the Local Lodges could share in the expense of 
maintaining aged people in their own communities would be better for 
all concerned than the present system of transferring them to the 
Home? Is it not probable that by such co-operation of Trustees and 
Lodges, many aged and indigent people could be placed to board in the 
homes of deceased Masons' needy widows of the same neighborhood, thus 
providing double benefit by enabling those widows to maintain their 
homes and to keep their little families together? 

(3) During the year the withdrawals have been 7 men, 3 women, 
17 boys, 12 girls—total 39. The deaths, 42. Total 81. 

The aggregate time in the Home of these members is 415 years, 
4 months and 20 days, an average of more than five years each. 

^(jie — ^At the present per capita cost (and we cannot expect a de- 
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crease), approximately $500 per year, the total expense of their main- 
tenance would be approximately $208,000. In view of the fact that 93 
have been admitted during the year to offset the losses, the figures should 
lead to serious thought of the future. In the Report of last year 
attention was directed to the fact that our adult members are being 
admitted from those who became Masons in the late 50's and 60's when 
our membership in the State ran from less than 20,000 to at .most 
74,000. How may the future deal with applicants from 250,000 mem- 
bers, unless, indeed. Lodges exercise greater care in the physical, mental 
and spiritual qualifications and development of candidates and members? 
It is as true of Masons as it is of any others that "If any provide not 
for his own and specially for those of his own house, he hath denied 
the faith and is worse than an infidel." 

I have received from Superintendent Wiley, too late to be incorporated 
in the printed report, a little statement of facts which I know will be 
interesting along this line : "Of the members at present in the home, one 
has been there over 26 years ; one over 23 years ; one more than 22 years ; 
two more than 20 years ; 19 years, three ; 17 years, one ; 16 years, one ; 
16 years, one ; 14 years, eight ; 13 years, six ; 12 years, ten ; 11 years, 
eight ; 10 years, nine ; nine years, ten ; eight years, 16 ; seven years, 24 ; 
six years, 36 ; five years, 37 ; four year, 28 ; three years, 62 ; two years, 
62. Two have been there one year, tfnd 76, the rest of the 463 in the 
Home, have been there from one month to eleven months. The aggregate 
of this residence is more than 2,668 years." 

Among the expenditures charged to the Home there is an item of 
$6,476.12, which was paid in settlement of a claim made by the West 
Shore R. R. Co., for street openings and assessments, in an exchange of 
property which was made about twenty years ago, and which has been 
pending in law proceedings for more than twelve years. This should not 
be considered as an expense of this year. 

And after thus dealing with certain very practical problems in a 
way that may be considered serious, the Trustees feel that they may 
with full justification pattern after the Superintendent's Report and 
sound a note of Thanksgiving and Courage. 

The laying of the Comer-stone of the War Memorial Hospital and the 
wonderful response that is being made by Lodges and individual mem- 
bers to the Grand Master's call for a Maintenance and Endowment Fund 
bring to the Trustees a joy beyond measure. In this enterprise we see 
the solution of the most pitiable problem the Trustees have had to face 
in dealing with applicants for admission to the Home. Think of it 
The most needy, the most deserving, the most pitiable, applications that 
come to the Trustees are for the admission of men and women hope- 
lessly, helplessly and incurably afflicted with disease, needing constant 
attendance, skilled medical care and unending kindliness. The mentally 
defective and afflicted we cannot and should not attempt to deal with, 
but the bodily afflicted we must also deny. We dare not undertake such 
responsibility utterly lacking in facilities for the task. We should not 
i^ccept one such member, however sore his need, when by so doing ou|* 
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I 
doors must be closed against a much larger number equally indigent, 
equally worthy, but who need only the ordinary provisions of the Heme. 

The Trustees may not trench upon the Report of the War and 
Relief Administration but we cannot refrain from the expression of a 
great thankfulness and hope for the Work so auspiciously begun which 
will provide for our afflicted brethren. 

The erection of the Children's Play House at a cost of $16,000 has 
supplied a great need and we believe will contribute greatly to the 
health, happiness and development of our children. 

In addition to the Children's Play House, it has been found necessary 
to enlarge the Sleeping, Study and Dining facilities for the children and 
there have been a number of needed improvements and repairs to the 
Home which have added to the comfort of the Members. 

The experience of last summer, when our boys enjoyed the rugged 
pleasures of Summer Camp, the expense being met from the Children's 
Fund, has suggested some such permanent provision for the benefit of 
both girls and boys. The matter is having earnest consideration in the 
hope that some provision can be made which will not involve expenditure 
more needed elsewhere. 

We are gratified to be able to report that our boys and girls who have 
gone into the busy world from our Home are industrious men and 
women who are honoring the communities in which they live. In New 
York City there has been organized a Masonic Home Alumni Association, 
composed of young men and iVomen once our children, who are now 
useful and honorable citizens of New York. 

Parish Lodge, No. 202, of Buffalo, offered a higher education for one 
of our members and Aza Stagg who had just graduated with honor from 
the Utica Academy was awarded the appointment and is now taking a 
two years' course in Russell Sage College, Troy. 

Another of our girls has graduated from Oswego Normal School, is 
now teaching and doing well. 

Cyprus Temple of the Mystic Shrine of Albany has also given $300 
toward the fund for the higher education of our children. 

St George's Lodge, No. 6, of Schenectady, has founded a Scholarship 
in Union College for the higher education of boys nominated from our 
Home. This, will be available this year. 

The Fund for the same purpose established by the old Eighth 
Masonic District, turned over to the Trustees last year, and now con- 
tinued by the Fifth Manhattan District has received additions from that 
source and will continue to increase from the proceeds of entertain- 
ments given annually. 

The grateful thanks of the Grand Lodge are dtie to all who have by 
such special gifts contributed to the great work of the Craft. 

And the Trustees would feel they wore remiss if they did not again 
reiterate what has so often been stated in other reports in times past, 
that — I was going to say the masterly — it is not masterly except in one 
sense — that these proofs of master energy, master mind, master labor and 
the wonderful sagacity and splendid kindliness which have always char- 
acterized the work of Superintendent Wiley, and I would almost say — I 
believe I will- say it — I think our trustees would be willing to bear me 
out if I would sound in equal measure about Mrs. Wiley — have been such 
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that we may be truthfully grateful to the All Wise Father of all who 
led to the selection of this man and this woman and their lovely daughter 
and which has permitted their remaining in the Home so long to minister 
to the afflicted brethren, their wives and our little children. 

NEW YORK PROPERTIES. 

One hundred per cent rented is the epitome of the Report that is 
made in this department. Lodge rooms, stores, offices, lofts, entirely 
occupied and all renewals or new rentals at the increased charges in- 
cidental to the times and present business conditions. There are a 
number of leases which will expire during this year and there is every 
reason to expect that new leases will be made at the now prevailing 
rates. 

The stores and basement occupied by the Sea and Field Club have 
been restored to their original condition and are now producing revenue. 

The net return for the year is $129,398.14 as compared with 
$103,578.01 last year. 

In last year's Report it was stated that the mortgage of $900,000 
would be reduced by $50,000. It has been reduced by $100,000 and now 
stands at $800,000 on which five per cent, interest is paid. 

Considerable sums have been expended for repairs and alterations 
during the year, several made necessary by requirements of dty 
ordinances. Safety doors are being installed on all elevators, weather 
doors have been provided, exterior walls and roofs repaired, etc., etc 

The total Net Income from all transactions of the Board of Trustees 
for the fiscal year amounts to $61,759.66. The total reported last year 
was $48,980.56. Net gain, $12,779.00. 

After writing off the depreciations of real property for the year, the 
total Resources appear as $4,798,707.76. Resources reported last year, 
$4,690,888.51. A gain of $107,819.25. 

As stated before our Mortgage liability has been reduced by $100,000, 
while the amount due to various funds of the Grand Lodge is increased 
by $77,990.34 and $168,054.50 received from Per Capito Tax and Grand 
Lodge Fees is held in reserve, as against $141,876.50 reported last year. 

The Trustees feel that the Grand Lodge is to be congratulated upon 
the progress of the past year, and we invoke the further co-operation 
of the Freemasons and Lodges that it may be continued in the year 
to come.

THB SUPBRINTENDENrS REPORT. 

Utica, New York, March Slat, 1920. 
To the Tbxjbtees of the Masonic Haix and Astluk Fund : 

Submitted herewith is the Twenty-seventh Annual Report of the 
Masonic Home. 

The past year has been a trying and anxious period. The cost of 
maintenance, notwithstanding our every effort to keep expenditures within 
that of the previous year, increased tremendously. The increase, over 
and above last year, was mainly in the food, clothing and wages accounts. 

The winter has been very severe and many times because of the 
heavy snow storms we have been isolated for days, unable to leave the 
buildings. It became necessary on more than one occasion to take the 
children's sleds to draw produce from Bleecker Street to the Home. 
It was impossible for horses to get through. Our deaths during the 
winter months numbered 24. The Home was wonderfully comfortable 
during the severe cold spells but owing to the advanced years of our 
members, the weather conditions had a distastrous effect We had more 
than the usual number of sick children in the Hospital, suffering from 
severe contagious diseases and pneumonia, but w^ are thankful to report 
that every child recovered and that at this writing, all are perfectly well. 

During the summer months the children had their individual gardens, 
producing vegetables which were purchased by the Home at market prices. 
The older boys built a splendid house for the care and raising of rabbits, 
and during the year, furnished a number of very palatable "rabbit, 
stews.'' They also raised over five hundred chickens. 

During the year we formed a council known as Boy Scouts No. 23, 
consisting thus far of forty-four boys. They are under the Constitution 
and By-Laws of the Boy Scouts of America. Our boys have received 
much commendation on their work and efficiency, which is a source of 
gratification. Last summer, these boys spent, at different periods, from 
one to three weeks at Gamp Russell, White Lake, New York (the begin- 
ning of the Adirondack woods) and had a wonderful and beneficial time. 
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They excelled in wrestling, boxing, swimming, basel^all, hiking and 
deportment. 

We haye long wished that we could have and own some such place 
in the Adirondack region for our children during their vacation months. 
Take a child who spends ten or twelve vacation (yearly) i>eriods, always 
with the same surroundings and environments, no matter how you try 
to change conditions, they become monotonous. This has been very 
noticeable when boys and girls reach the age of twelve or fourteen years. 
Had we such a camp on a Lake, where our children could boat, swim 
and hike, do their own cooking, build their own camps and learn the 
mysteries of the woods, our opinion is that they would go from us better 
equipped for the battle of life. Our idea would be to give the girls, say 
the month of July, and the boys August 

The expense would be but the initial cost. The same food could be 
taken to the Gamp that they would require at the Home ; also, the same 
caretakers to look after the children. Many institutions in our State 
have such camps for their children and it would be a source of much 
happiness and great benefit to our youngsters, should they have one also. 
We sincerely hope that some suggestion may be offered in connection 
with such a project 

One hundred and sixty-three children attend the Public Schools, of 
whom twenty-five are students at the Utica Free Academy. Twenty- 
five of our little tots attend the Home Junior School. One of our girls, 
through the kindness of Parish Lodge, No. 202, of Buffalo, New York, 
which Lodge pays for her tuition, is taking a two year course at the 
Russell Sage OoUege, Troy, New York. The young lady, who, in our 
last report, was attending the Oswego Normal School, has since gradu- 
ated with honors and is now teaching and doing remarkably well. 

Outside of school work, the children are instructed at the Home as 
heretofore, the girls in cooking, sewing, stenography and typewriting. 
Wonderful progress has been made by many during the past year in 
stenography and typewriting. In fact, we have a room fitted out for 
such work. The boys are doing good work and we hope to turn out in 
the near future some splendid craftsmen. It is really remarkable what 
has been accomplished in this line. • 

From April 1st, 1010, to March 31, 1020, there have been admitted 
to the Home, 36 men, 22 women, 21 boys and 14 girls ; total, 03. 

In the same period, the Home has lost by death, 28 men, 14 women ; 
total, 42. The withdrawals have been as follows: 7 men, 3 women, 
17 boys and 12 girls; total, 30. This number, with those who have 
died, total 81 deducted from our Membership. 

Our Membership at this writing is as follows: 153 men, 112 women, 
00 boys and 80 girls ; total, 453. 

It might be interesting to state that the aggregate time spent at the 
Home by those of our Members who have passed to the Qreat Beyond 
added to those who have withdrawn during the fiscal year was 416 years, 
4 months and 20 days. 

During the life of the Home it has sheltered and taken care of 064 
men, 477 women, 257 boys and 213 girls; total, 1,011. 

We desire to express our hearty thanks and appreciation to the 
Members of Cyprus Temple A. A. O. N. M. S. of Albany, N. Y., for 
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their splendid donation of Three Hundred Dollars, the purpose of which 
is to further the education of our children through the methods of busi- 
ness colleges. This will be a wonderful help to those of our children 
who have entered life's work and desire and require further knowledge. 

The winter months have been made enjoyable with moving pictures, 
musicales and dancing. 

To the many Lodges and friends who were so generous during the 
Christmas and holiday seasons, we express our earnest and sincere thanks 
and appreciation. It has been remarked by many Members of the Home 
that the Christmas just past was the '*best ever" and everyone was 
happy and contented.

REPORT OF THE GRAND LIBRARIAN 

R.'. W.'. Elmek B. Silver, Grand Librarian, presented the 
following report, which was received and referred to the Com- 
mittee on Finance. , 

To M.'. W.'. WiLUAM S. Fabmer, 

Orand Master of Masons in the State of Neto York. 

My dear Orand Master: I submit herewith my report as Grand 
Librarian for the year ending April 30th, 1920. 

The Library today is in a more perfect condition than ever before 
in its history. During the past three years, many of the Jurisdictions 
ceased printing the proceedings of their respective bodies, especially 
those of foreign countries, and for that reason we were nnable to keep 
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OUT files up to date. Nearly all of these proceedings have been printed 
thiB past year and have been duly received, properly bound and placed 
on the shelves. 

The attendance has been equally as large as that of last year, showing 
some 14,000 members of the craft and others having made use of the 
library. 

During the summer months, the Library was thoroughly renovated, 
and those volumes in need of repair were rebound. The item of binding 
is becoming a serious problem; the cost of binding each volume is a 
little over three times as much as it was three years ago, and yet it is 
quite necessary to rebind the proceedings in leather back and comers, 
as they are nearly all received in paper covers. The magazines and 
papers have likewise advanced in price, and it will be difficult to maintain 
the Library during the coming year under $1,900.00. I would therefore 
respectfully ask for an appropriation for that amount for the coming 
year.

PRESIDENT'S REPORT. 

Brooklyn, N. Y., April 12, 1920.

Pursuant to the provisions of the Charter and the By-Laws of the 
Guild, I herewith submit the following report of the financial condition 
and the operations of the Guild during the past year.

Our chief event of the year was the Reception and Ball held on 
February 11, 1920, at the 23rd Regiment Armory. In addition to this 
being a great social event the net proceeds from the same, up to the 
present time, exceeds the sum of Ten thousand dollars and several Lodges 
yet to be heard from. 

For this splendid result, our full measure of praise is due to the 
committee headed by such men as Brothers Stratmann, Wimpfheimer, 
BoBsbottom, Gardwell and Hadlock. To these men and to their asso- 
ciates, we owe a debt of gratitude. 

My earnest hope is, that we not only have an annual Ball and Re- 
ception, but that this affair be supplemented by others of a similar nature, 
so that we might hurry the day when we may see, actually before us, 
that for which our Guild is organized, "A HOME for Indigent Masons 
on Long Island." 

In accordance with the terms of the mortgage which secures our 
bonded indebtedness, the time has arrived whereby we are privileged to 
redeem our outstanding bonds. The procedure laid down by the terms 
of the mortgage, for redemption of the bonds, is rather costly, and for 
the purpose of avoiding this expense, your Board of Trustees requests 
the delegates to induce their lodges to sell their bonds to the Trustees 
directly instead of waiting until such time as their numbers are drawn 
and thereby compelling us to advertise in the daily papers, which would 
entail much unnecessary expense. 

This is my valedictory as President of the Guild. 

To you, my brethren, and to you, my brother Trustees, for your en- 
couragement and for the splendid support given to me as your President.

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BEPOBT OF THE MASONIC WAR AND RELIEF 
ADMINISTRATION 

M.'. W.*. Robert Judson Ken worthy, from the Masonic 
War and Relief Administration, presented the following report, 
which was received and referred to the Committee on Juris- 
prudence : 

To the Orand Lodge: 

The War Relief Administration submits the following report : — 

Grand Lodge, at its 138th Annual Communication, adopted the 
following resolution : 

''That the War Relief Administration be, and it hereby is, authorized, 
directed and empowered to build at Utica a Hospital in accordance with 
the plan and scope outlined by the Grand Master in his address, and 
that the War Relief Administration devise ways and means for the 
maintenance thereof." 

The plan and scope of the proposed Hospital were outlined in general 
terms in the Grand Master's address in advocating the project, and in 
these words: ''R*'* W/* Habbt P. Knowles has prepared plans and esti- 
mates, also an elevation, which is here displayed. 

"The building complete will cost about the sum of $370,000. I 
recommend that the War Relief Administration be directed and empow- 
ered to erect and build upon our property at Utica a Masonic Soldiers 
and Sailors Memorial Hospital along the lines herein contemplated." 

The War Relief Administration assumed that the general character 
of the building as shown in the picture exhibited to Grand Lodge was 
approved by that body, and that its commission under the resolution 
referred to, involved the erection of a building in substantial reproduction 
of the idea portrayed. 

At its meeting on May 24th following, it appointed a Building Com- 
mittee of five of its members, and instructed it to prepare and submit 
at the next meeting of the Administration a proposed plan and arrange- 
ment of the Hospital, and the Committee was authorized to consult 
expert advice. On June 7th, the site was selected, and on June 21st the 
tentative plan of the proposed building was approved and the Committee 
was authorized to proceed with the preparation of working plans. Prior 
thereto, however, it had become necessary to obtain legal advice regard- 
ing the authority of the Trustees of the Hall and Asylum Fund to 
undertake the operation of the enterprise after it should have been 
completed, and the general outline of the plan and project involved In 
the resolution of Grand Lodge herein set forth, was submitted to the 
Attorney General of the State of New York, and to the State Board of 
Charities, and their advice solicited. 

In order, also, to carry out without legal complication the instruc- 
tions of Grand Lodge it became necessary to arrange a lease for the 
purposes of the project, from the Trustees of the Hall and Asylum Fund, 
of the ground on which the building was to be located. 
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On July 18th, the Attorney General approved the project as within 
the power of the Trustees of the Hall and Asylum Fund, and the State 
Board of Charities advised that it was not necessary that the plans for 
the new Hospital be approved by that Board. 

The Administration let contracts for excavation and construction of 
the foundation, and the lease by the Trustees of the Hall and Asylum 
Fund was executed and exchanged. The Building Committee was 
authorized to prepare sets of blue print plans of, and specifications for 
the construction of the proposed Hospital, and to secure estimates of 
the cost thereof for submission to the Administration for action. 

On August 23rd, the plans and specifications submitted by the 
Building Committee were approved and the Building Committee reported 
that It had solicited bids from several responsible concerns, and that the 
lowest bid on the original plans was $725,159 which included the cost of 
the tunnel to conduct heating pipes from the central heating plant, the 
fixed cost of which was $9,400. This bid did not include furnishing or 
equipment 

Five additional variations of the plan, each omitting certain features 
involving changes calculated to reduce cost, and appropriate specifications 
for each, were prepared and bids solicited thereon, which were received 
subject, however, to acceptance within ten days. The lowest bids sub- 
mitted on these several variations were $655,400; $561,400; $456,400; 
$602,400 and $565,400. Each included the consUnt $9,400, the cost of the 
tunnel above referred to. These bids were not accepted, and all thereof 
were withdrawn. It seemed probable that the bidders had endeavored, by 
providing in their bids a wide margin of safety over the then existing 
costs, to guard against loss, by rising costs of labor or material before 
completion. 

The cost of labor and materials having increased so radically over 
the figures available in May last when the project was presented to 
Grand Lodge, and the conditions being so unsettled, and the outlook so 
uncertain, the Administration has not undertaken to proceed with the 
erection of the Building until Grand Lodge could be consulted and its 
views obtained. It has, however, completed the foundation at a cost of 
$65,000, and the cornerstone was laid by the Grand Master, September 
21st, with appropriate ceremonies. The foundation has been carefully 
protected against injury by the weather. The War Relief Administration 
fraternally requests the advice of Grand Lodge in the premises. 

The best information which the Administration is able to obtain 
indicates no prospect of falling prices or reduced costs of building either 
in respect of material or labor for months to come, but the difficulty of 
the housing problem all over the country and the apparent necessity of 
solving same seems to indicate a probability of a convention between 
employers and employed and material men to stabilize prices for a rea- 
sonable period, to the end that contracts may be made and enterprises 
undertaken with some assurance that they can be finished without loss 
which would result from increased costs during construction above those 
anticipated at the time contracts are entered into. It seems probable that 
on the basis of present costs the building can be coutructed for, for 
about $750,000. 
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Grand Lodge has decided that the Graft needs the proposed Hospital, 
and has committed itself to the project, but on the basis of a cost much 
lower than that necessarily to be now incurred. 

In all the circumstances the War Relief Administration recommends 
that it be authorized to proceed with the erection of the proposed 
Hospital in its discretion.

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REPORT OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON GRAND 
MASTER'S ADDRESS 

R.*. W.'. Chaklbs H. Johnson, from the Special Com- 
mittee on Qrand Master's Address, presented the following 
report which was received and ordered printed in the Pro- 
ceedings, having been amended on motion of M.'. W.*. Thomas 
Penney in the matter of the General Masonic Relief Associa- 
tion of the United States and 'Canada by referring that portion 
to the Committee on Finance : 

To the Members of the Grand Lodge: 

Your Committee has made a careful study of the Address of our 
Most Worshipful Grand Master aud desires to make the following 
recommendations : 

One : That the section of the address relating to our Fraternal Dead 
be referred to the Committee on Deceased Brethren, in order that in the 
archives of our fraternity there may be a permanent and detailed state- 
ment of these our brethren who walk with us no more. 

Second : That the section relating to the establishment of new lodges 
be referred to the Committee on Charters. 

Third: That the section relating to Sea and Field Lodges be also 
referred to the Committee on Charters, and your Committee wishes also 
to go on record as unanimous in favor of the proposal and sentiments 
expressed in this section. 

Fourth: That the section relating to Guardian Lodge, No. 921, be 
referred to the Committee on Charters. 

Fifth: That the section referring to the Masonic Home at Utica, in 
so far as it requires any further consideration, be referred to the Com- 
mittee on Hall and Asylum, and your Committee expresses its gratification 
at the splendid conditions as they exist in the Home in spite of many 
difiSculties of administration and also our approval of the preparation 
and distribution of the pamphlet describing the Home and its activities. 

Sixth : That section relating to the Masonic Relief Association of the 
United States and Canada be referred to the Committee on Finance. 

Seventh: The sections relating to the Interim in Conferring Degrees 
and Initiation Fees and Annual Dues be referred to the Committee on 
Constitution. 

Eighth : Your Committee has studied with much interest the sections 
relating to War Relief Administration, the Hospital and the Hospital 
Maintenance Fund and believe that they contain facts that should inspire 
and encourage every member of the craft interested in the wider and 
more inclusive benevolent activities of Masonry. As the subject matter 
of these paragraphs, however, was referred at yesterday's session to the 
Committee on Jurisprudence, your Committee makes no further comment 
but recommends that the above mentioned paragraphs be referred to the 
same Committee. 
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Ninth: In the section devoted to the Masonic Service Association of 
the United States your Committee finds such a splendid treatment of a 
most vital subject that it is to be regretted that it should be lost in the 
volume of Proceedings. No more important theme is before the fraternity 
to-day than that of utilizing the human resources that now belong to it 
and which are increasing in such rapid numbers. But these magnificent 
resources will not be used nor will the energy they represent be set free 
unless the individuals composing our lodges are instructed in the obliga- 
tions and opportunities resting upon and presenting themselves to them. 
It is nothing short of a crime for such a magnificent body of men as to>day 
compose the Masonic Craft in this Grand Jurisdiction to neglect to 
consecrate itself to the furtherance of the splendid principles of our 
order and the perpetuation of the ideals for which America has been 
the symbol. But to harness our forces to these great purposes will 
require education in the purposes of Masonry and the principles of 
Americanism. We must assimilate our new material so that our Craft 
may be strong and powerful as well as numerous, and to do this requires 
activity on the part of the individuals. It is for this reason that your 
Committee desire that the attention of the Masters and leaders of the 
Fraternity should be called to the splendid utterances of the Grand 
Master on this subject and to that end we would recommend that the 
statements on pages fifteen and sixteen of the address be printed in a 
separate form and distributed widely among the Lodges. 

Tenth: That section relating to the possibility of a Masonic World 
Conference be referred to the Committee on Jurisprudence. 

Eleventh : The section referring to the Mailing Lists of Members 
treats of a matter of considerable importance. This Committee is 
strongly in sympathy with the desire and idea that each member of the 
Fraternity should be kept informed of the work of the Grand Lodge and 
that there should be in the Grand Secretary's office a complete mailing 
list of the members. However, the immense number of members, we 
realize, makes this undertaking quite difficult and we therefore recommend 
that a special Committee be appointed with power to arrange in 
conjunction with the Grand Secretary such a mailing list and system. 

Twelfth: That section relating to the George Washington Masonic 
National Memorial Association, your Committee believes to be of interest 
and importance to all Masons. The name of Washington has inspired 
our Nation through all its history and to-day shines with still increasing 
lustre. Everything associated with his home and person are sacred to 
Americans and Mount Vernon is an American Shrine. It is well that 
this should be, as through these personal reminders of the man we are 
brought closer to his great thought and purposes for this nation. The 
same is true Masonically. As a Mason he has been an inspiration to 
Masons through the decades; it is right and fitting that the Masonic 
relics associated with him should be preserved for the inspiration and 
instruction of future Masons. Your Committee would recommend that 
this subject be referred to a special Committee to take into consideration 
ways and means for the promotion of this project. 

In conclusion, brethren, your Committee wishes after its careful study 
of the Grand Master*s Address to congratulate the craft upon the record

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON DECEASED 
BRETHREN 

R.'. W.\ William Klingenstein, from the Committee on 
Deceased Brethren, presented the following report, which was 
received and its recommendations adopted: 

7*0 the Grand Lodge: 

Revereui'e for the dead has at all times been the thought of Masons. 
Reverently, therefore, do we in this hour give thought to our dead as we 
are assembled in annual communication of the Grand Lodge to legislate 
for the benefit of the living and the generations to come, and our 
thoughts revert to those who gave the best that was in them for the. 
welfare of the Graft and who, in the year now passed, have dropped the 
working tools of life and journeyed to that Country "from whose bourne 
no traveler ever returns." 

Sad though their journey may seem, we are reminded of the Seer who 
uttered a warning to his people not to grieve too much for the loss of 
their beloved, for it is not considered right in the eyes of the Lord to 
grieve too much. 

"To die is landing on some distant shore, 
Whore billowH never break nor tempests roar. 
*Kre well we feel the friendly stroke, 'tis o'er." 

No matter how long man lives, to those he leaved behind and to 
whom he became endeared, his life on earth seems short indeed. Years 
alone mean little in the life of man. Whether he lives the three score 
years and ten allotted by the Prophet of old, or that span of life be denied 
him, he has not lived his life unless he has performed his duty on earth, 
as the path of duty alone leads the way to glory. 

The bodies of the Brethren who have passed away are resting in the 
tomb or beneath the surface of the Earth, cold as the marble tablet or 
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monument erected on the spot upon which there may be chiseled the 
record of the life of him who there may lie, cold though the body may 
be, there is hope and consolation in the thought that there is an immortal 
part within us which does not die. We believe in the Immortality of 
the Soul and are happy in that belief. Before this sublime truth we 
stand silent and are awe-struck. There are no words that can be uttered 
by the tongue of man that can speak of the unspeakable, the Life Byer- 
lasting, the joy of our innermost thoughts, the most brilliant gem in the 
crown of life, the reward which far outruns the wildest dreams of delight 
conceived by man. There is a life beyond this human struggle. No eye 
has seen the beauties of the fair land of Immortal bloom, no ear has 
heard the harmonies arising from the song in the home of Celestial 
praises, no heart has conceived the glories existent in that haven of 
peace where the God of all believers reigns supreme. No man shall live 
in body and behold the beauties there existent, no man shall look upon 
the face of God and live and yet we know the Land exists. There is a 
home beyond the pale of death where we shall find Bternal peace. 

"Yet love will dream, and Faith will trust, 
(Since He who knows our need is just) 
That somehow, somewhere, meet we must. 
Alas for him who never sees 
The stars shine through his cypress trees ! 
Who, hopeless, lays his dead away. 
Nor looks to see the breaking day 
Across the mournful marbles play! 
Who hath not learned in hours of faith, 
The truth to flesh and sense unknown. 
That Life is ever Lord of Death, 
And love can never lose its own." 

Franklin said: *'Life Is rather a state of embryo, a preparation for 
life. A man is not completely born until he has passed through death." 

Every able man, ilo matter what he has performed or how his work 
is admired, considers his work far short of what it should be and feels 
that it should be done better by him. This thought of doing better is 
explained by Emerson as "a flying ideal the perpetual promise of the 
Creator." A promise that the work here begun will be finished in the 
world to come. 

"Know also that everything is done according to the account," said 
one of the famous Hebrew scholars, "and let not thine evil imagination 
persuade thee that the grave is a place of refuge for thee, for against 
thy will wast thou formed, and against thy will wast thou born, and 
against thy will dost thou live and against thy will shalt thou die, and 
against thy will must thou hereafter render an account, and receive 
judgment in the presence of the King of Kings, the Holy God." 

While in life we prepare for that Life which comes after death, we 
express this hope for those who are no longer with us in body, who 
have laid the corner stone of their moral edifice upon the Rock of Ages, 
who have drawn their inspiration from the fountain that never faileth, 
who have fixed their longing eyes of Hope upon that beautiful Temple 
that crowns the everlasting hills, while they built enduring monuments in 
the hearts of their fellowmen, that they have entered in peace "that 
House not made with hands Eternal in the Heavens." 
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And with that thought ezpreased for our Brethren who have gone 
from U8, we turn to the living whose duty it is to be exalted to the 
sublime thought of the Psalmist so expressive of the Omnipotence of 
God and which gives to us a lofty conception of the virtues in this life 
when he said : 

"The Earth is the Lord's, and the fulness thereof; the world and 
they that dwell therein; for he hath founded it upon the seas and 
established it upon the floods. Who shall ascend into the Mountain of 
the Lord? And who shall stand in His Holy place? He that hath dean 
hands, and a pure heart ; who hath not taken My name in vain, and hath 
not sworn deceitfully" ; and with that thought uppermost in our minds, 
let us keep clean hands and pure hearts and take not the name of the 
Lord in vain, so that we may receive a blessing from the Lord, and in 
meekness will vanity be banished from our thoughts. 

Your Committee recommends that a place be set apart in the published 
Proceedings of this Grand Lodge for the following names mentioned in 
the Grand Secretary's "Roll Gall of the Dead."

EEPORT OF THE GRAND HISTORIAN 

R.'. W/. OssiAN H. Lang, Grand Historian, presented the 
following report, which on motion was received and ordered 
printed in the Proceedings: 

To the Qrand Lodge: 

The report of your Grand Historian this year deals with a most 
turbulent period in the history of Freemasonry in the State of New 
York. It seeks to cover the period from 1826 to 1856, — ^beginning with 
a brief space of persecution, violent persecution, from without, followed 
by dissension and confusion within the Craft, and then ending finally 
in the establishment of Grand Lodge unity, stronger than had ever existed 
before, and a unity which has continued to this day, and God willing will 
continue for evermore. 

I want to invite attention particularly to the initial chapter, which 
deals with the so^alled Morgan excitement. Masses of evidence had to 
be gone ovpr and carefully sifted to arrive at justifiable conclusions. It 
may be that some of the inferences drawn from this sifted material 
fnay not please all of you. The report was not written to please you, 
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but to state the facta. But you may be assured that all those conclu- 
sions and inferences were not carelessly drawn. Candor has, at least, 
this advantage, that it deprives those who are not friendly to us of the 
opportunity of saying the unpleasant thing for us, or charging us that 
we have something to conceal. There are no family skeletons in our 
Grand Lodge closet We need not be ashamed of any period in Grand 
Lodge history, while we may be ashamed of some of the things that 
have been done by individuals in the Fraternity. 

The story told in this year's report may not be inspiring, but I trust 
it may be found instructive. It does not flatter our pride, but it may 
foster the more excellent sentiment of humility. And, above all, it is a 
story which stirs us to gratitude that our beloved Fraternity emerged 
from a period of severe trial stronger in unity and with a clearer vision 
of its opportunities for" usefulness than ever before. The results of the 
application of this new strength to the realization of the discerned 
opportunities, will be described in a succeeding report. 

Now, Most Worshipful Grand Master, I move that this report be 
received and printed in the Proceedings of this Grand Lodge. 

HISTORY OF FREEMASONRY IN THE STATE OF NEW YORK 

(Continued) 

chapter xv 
The Anti-Masonic Excitement (1827-1833) 

Ever since Freemasonry has been in existence, it has excited the 
curiosity of inquisitive people. Books purporting to supply exposures of 
its alleged secrets have appeared in many languages to satisfy such 
curiosity. The various Masonic Grand Lodges have, as a rule, refrained 
from taking notice of publications of this sort, preferring to let reasonable 
non-Masons draw their own conclusions as to what credibility to attach 
to productions of avowed enemies, propagandists, perjurers and roman- 
cers. A small number of individual Masons, however, have not always 
exercised calm discretion. Jealous for the honor of their Fraternity, they 
have been inclined, under tense provocation, to suppress any and every 
pretense to exhibit to public gaze the hidden things of their Craft. 
Taking account of natural impulses, it is not difficult to explain how 
some ordinarily law-abiding citizens may, under the stress of outraged 
feelings, become incensed to the heat of a lynching mood. 

It is well to keep these introductory suggestions in mind when reading 
the facts connected with the anti-Masonic excitement which, starting in 
the small village of Batavia, in Western New York, traveled through 
the whole State, into neighboring commonwealths and almost over the 
whole United States. 

In 1826, a man named William Morgan came to the village of 
Batavia with his family. Soon the news got abroad that he was com« 
piling a book which should expose the secret degree work, passwords, 
grips and whatever else was taught and done in the Lodge and other 
Masonic bodies. David G. Miller, a local printer, was to revise, edit and 
publish the work. A New York City Mason who had been expelled from 
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the Fraternity, after having been admitted to membership in a Com- 
mandery of Knights Templar, was to supply the work of degrees of 
which neither Morgan nor Miller could have any knowledge. 

The news caused intense excitement among the Masons of the village, 
which then numbered about 1,400 people. Word was passed to Brethren 
in near-by towns, more particularly in the village of Ganandaigua, 
Le Roy, Buffalo, Lockport and Rochester. Soon there formed themselves 
small groups of Masons bent on preventing the enterprise from being 
put into execution. 

Small town excitement explains much. There were, besides, aggra- 
vating circumstances which added fuel to the fire. Morgan, who was to 
supply the material of the book, in conjunction with an expelled Mason, 
was a new-comer in the village and generally considered unreliable. 
Miller, who was to edit the material, had received only the initiatory 
first degree in Freemasonry and had never been permitted to advance 
beyond that 

Perhaps we ought, for the sake of greater clearness, say a word more 
about Morgan. He was a Virginian by birth and a stone mason by 
trade. At the age of forty-five (in 1819), he married the sixteen-year-old 
daughter of a Methodist clergyman of his native State and set up as 
a trader in Richmond. In 1821, he left Virginia and went to Canada, 
where he operated a small brewery which was soon after destroyed by 
fire. Left penniless, he moved with his wife and two infant children 
to the State of New York and resumed his trade, working at it more 
or less steadily during the genial seasons, first at Rochester, then at 
Le Roy, again at Rochester, and finally went to Batavia with his family. 

In every place Morgan had left behind him small debts. If it is true 
that he was a heavy drinker, this would not have put him in a class by 
himself in his day and generation. I am inclined to believe that his 
personal habits were no worse and probably no better than those of 
other men of his unstable disposition and station in life. Besides, there 
appears to be no ground for denying the fact that, probably owing to his 
Southern origin and breeding, he made friends easily often to the detri- 
ment of his none too satisfactory reputation, in that he was able to 
borrow money more readily than he was able to repay it. Haunted by 
debt, he was continually on the lookout for the grand opportunity for 
acquiring wealth at one bold stroke. 

Why, when and how Morgan came to identify himself with the 
Masonic fraternity, appears to be beyond human power to ascertain. 
No Lodge has been found that could claim him for its own. Quite likely 
he was "book-made." There were in circulation several exposes of 
Masonic ritual from which a clever Individual might glean enough with 
which to "get by," during the period of unsettled conditions, when two 
Grand Lodges were contending for sway in the State. A man of Morgan's 
suavity would have no difficulty to explain defects in his examinations by 
answering that "down South where I was raised, Sir," things were 
different. He managed to visit Lodges and even to be exalted to the 
Royal Arch degree in Western Star Chapter, at Le Roy. 

In Batavia, he visited a Lodge, but was excluded from participation 
in the formation of a new Chapter. The latter experience nettled him 
considerably and he was further disturbed by the evident suspicion the 
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Brethren of Batavia entertaiDed reg^arding his peculiar brand of Masonry. 
His chafing under this suspicion and finding himself treated as unfit for 
fraternal intercourse by the local Masons, may have had much to do 
with the pushing of his plan to expose the ritual work of the Fraternity. 

David G. Miller, publisher and editor of the local Republican Advocate, 
encouraged the design, if he did not instigate it. He himself knew next 
to nothing of Freemasonry, but with an eye to business could readily be 
persuaded that a book such as Morgan purposed to compile would prove 
a good seller. Here was the chance to clean up troublesome debts and 
maybe a small fortune besides. As soon as the publication had been 
decided upon, announcements were made, which raised the tempest in 
the village. 

Some hot-headed individuals were for driving Morgan and Miller out 
of town, others were determined to seize and destroy all manuscript copy 
and to scatter whatever typed matter there might be found. Various 
parcels of manuscript were actually obtained by surreptition. Fire was 
set to the printshop, but put out before any serious damage had been 
done. Miller shrewdly utilized all this for "publicity" purposes and 
hastened to complete the book. Thereupon he was forcibly taken and 
imprisoned on a trumped-up charge, with the result that four Masons 
were indicted for "riot, assault and false imprisonment," and three of 
them sent to the county jail. 

Meanwhile, small groups of Masons entered into a conspiracy to 
extort from Morgan the manuscript of the "Illustrations," or else to 
remove him from the State, by fair means or foul. His numerous petty 
debts afforded so many opportunities for having him sent to jail. On 
August 19th, he was arrested and imprisoned, but bailed out by Miller 
two days later. On September 11th, the morning following the firing of 
Miller's printshop, he was taken to Ganandaigua on the charge of having 
stolen a shirt and cravat, but was discharged by the magistrate. He 
was rearrested immediately after on a claim for $2.68 due to an inn- 
keeper. He admitted the debt and agreed to leave his coat as security, 
but the offer was refused, and he was sent to jail. 

The next day (September 12th) a man named Loton Lawson 
appeared and asked for Morgan's release. At nine o'clock in the evening, 
he came to the jail with one Foster. The amount of the execution was 
paid and Morgan set free. He left the jail with Lawson and Foster. 
Suddenly cries of agony were heard. The keeper's wife ran to the door 
of the jail and observed Morgan struggling with the two men to get 
away from them and shouting "Murder!" She saw an unknown person 
strike with a stick a resounding blow upon the well-curb, and immediately 
after a carriage appeared. Another witness, living in the vicinity of 
the jail, witnessed the same scene and heard the cries. She saw Morgan 
placed in the carriage by four others. 

The persons later directly charged with the abduction of Morgan were 
Nicholas G. Gheseboro (Master of the Lodge at Ganandaigua), Gol. 
Edward Sawyer, Loton Lawson, and John Sheldon. Two indictments 
were found against them : ( 1 ) for conspiracy to seize William Morgan 
and carrying him to foreign parts, and to secrete and confine him there ; 
(2) for carrying the conspiracy into execution. 

The conspirators drove with their victim, by relays of horses, through 
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the Tillages and towns of a thickly populated region, a distance of one 
hundred miles, to Fort Niagara, arriving there during the night from 
September 13th to 14th. Morgan was confined in the magazine of the 
fort, on the bank of the river, near the ferry house. He was subsequently 
taken by boat to Canada. Arrangements had been made to turn him 
over to Canadian Masons, but these declared that they were not yet 
r^ady to receive him. The party rowed back to the American side and 
Morgan was again placed in the fort. He became restless and violently 
troublesome. A small group of Lewiston Masons, upon whom now 
devolved the duty of looking after him, sent a messenger to Rochester 
to ask those who had brought him there, to relieve them of further 
responsibility in the matter. 

What happened after this, is shrouded in seemingly impenetrable 
mystery. 

If we can accept the story told by Thurlow Weed in his autobiography, 
the perplexity of the jailers of Morgan was solved by a heinous crime, 
the responsibility for it being indirectly shared, with those directly 
concerned, by the Rev. F. H. Cuming who later found it advisable to 
withdraw from his rectorship and leave the State. The report is that 
while the deluded conspirators were struggling with the problem what 
to do with Morgan, a Knight Templar installation took place at Lewiston, 
at which the Rev. Mr. Cuming officiated, having come from Rochester 
for that purpose. At the feast following the ceremony, he is reported to 
have pronounced the following toast: "To the enemies of our Ordert — 
may they find a grave six feet deep, six feet long, and six feet due east 
and west." Unmasonic, unatnerican, unhuman, as the sexitiment was, it 
seems not to have been challenged, though it created **the wildest excite- 
ment." We are led to infer that coming from the lips of a clergyman, a 
guest of honor at a Knight Templar banquet, the mischievous utterance, 
with the added effect of intoxicants freely indulged in at the time, 
suggested or encouraged the plot to murder Morgan. 

Col. William L. Stone, himself a Mason, reports a "confession" made 
to James A. Shedd by a Knight Templar, six months later, from which 
we gather the following account: On the nineteenth day of September, 
eight Masons, having determined to put Morgan to death, held a consul- 
tation as to the mode of procedure. It was decided that three of their 
number were to be selected to act as executioners. Eight folded slips of 
paper, three of which were marked, were then placed in a hat. According 
to the plan agreed upon, each man drew a slip and, retaining it unopened 
in his closed hand, walked away immediately after, not being permitted 
to examine it until he was entirely out of sight of the others. The five 
who had drawn blanks were to return to their homes by different routes 
and never to utter a word about the matter thereafter. The three who 
had drawn the fatal tickets were to return to the magazine of the fort 
at a designated hour and "complete the design." Colonel Stone, after a 
careful study of all available "evidence," expressed the belief that 
Morgan was taken in a boat to the middle of the stream, "at the black 
hour of midnight," that heavy weights were attached to his body, and 
that he was then "plunged into the dark and angry torrent of the 
Niagara." 

Incredible as all this may appear, the accounts given by Thurlow 
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Weed and Colonel Stone appear to be true in substance. At any rate, 
the murder theory, though never established absolutely, was believed in 
by those who may be regarded as well informed. 

For example, Grand Secretary James Herring, who was instructed 
by the Grand Lodge, in 1831, to gather from the public records a state- 
ment of facts regarding the abduction of Morgan, and who accumulated 
a vast amount of information, said in a public Masonic address, on 
June 7th, 1837: *'The general belief is that he (Morgan) perished by 
violence." 

Assemblyman Gross who "avowed himself a Mason," said at a meet- 
ing of the House, on April 4th, 1828, that he believed Morgan was 
murdered, and murdered by Masons. On the same occasion. Assemblyman 
Wardwell, who also acknowledged himself a Mason, said that at first he 
had believed that there was '*not a Mason in this country so deluded and 
wicked as to commit so great a crime," but that he had changed his 
opinion, and now believed that **Morgan had been murdered, and murdered 
by Freemasons," that the commission of the crime was "without excuse 
or palliation," but that he could say with equal emphasis, "There are 
no principles of Freemasonry which require a man to act contrary to 
the dictates of morality and religion." The speaker of the House said 
that it was not certain that Morgan was killed, "though conjectures 
fasten strongly on the belief that he is." 

Governor DeWitt Clinton, though he did not at any time give public 
utterance to his personal conclusions with regard to the fate of Morgan, 
suggested his anxieties on several occasions. As the chief magistrate of 
the State and the foremost Freemason of his time, he was doubly solici- 
tous to obtain the fullest possible information. Barly in September of 
1826, he learned that a portion of Morgan's manuscript of the "Illustra- 
tions," surreptitiously obtained, was in the possession of a Royal Arch 
Mason who offered it to the Grand Chapter over which the Governor 
presided. He declared emphatically that an obnoxious individuars viola- 
tion of his obligation as a Mason was "no justification or excuse for any 
violation of the law of the State." He enjoined upon the messenger to 
hasten his return to Batavia and restore the manuscript to the person or 
persons to whom it belonged, adding the apprehension that "the misguided 
men" in the Western part of the State might still further compromise 
themselves. Robert Martin, editor of the Rochester Telegraph, told his 
associate, Thurlow Weed, in later years that he had been the messenger, 
and that "Governor Clinton did urge him to return and prevent further 
mischief, which he would have gladly done, but that it was too late." 

Immediately after being officially informed of the ascertained details 
in connection with the abduction of Morgan, the Governor issued a 
proclamation calling upon the State officers and civil magistrates to 
"pursue all just and proper measures for the apprehension of the 
offenders, and commanding the co-operation of the people in maintaining 
the ascendancy of the laws." 

A second proclamation was published, on October 26th, 1826, in 
which several rewards were offered, one of three hundred dollars for the 
discovery of the offenders, one of one hundred for the discovery of any 
and every one of them (to be paid on conviction), and one of two 
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hundred dollars for authentic information of the place where Morgan 
had been conveyed. 

The third proclamation, issued by Governor Clinton, on March 19th, 
1827, read as follows: 

Whereas, the measures adopted for the discovery of William 
Morgan, after his unlawful abduction from Oanandaigua, in Sep- 
tember last, have not been attended with success ; and whereas many 
of the good citizens of this State are under an impression, from the 
lapse of time and other circumstances, that he has been murdered : — 
Now, therefore, to the end that if living, he may be restored to his 
family; and if murdered, that the perpetrators may be brought to 
condign punishment, I have thought fit to issue this proclamation, 
promising a reward of ONE THOUSAND DOLLARS for the dis 
covery of the said William Morgan, if alive; and, if murdered, a 
reward of TWO THOUSAND DOLLARS for the discovery of the 
offender or offenders to be paid on conviction, and on the certificate 
of the attorney-general, or officer prosecuting on the part of the 
State, that the person or persons claiming the last mentioned reward 
is or are justly entitled to the same, under this proclamation. And I 
further promise a free pardon, so far as I am authorized under the 
constitution of this State, to any accomplice or co-operator who shall 
make a full discovery of the offender or offenders. And I do enjoin 
it upon all officers and ministers of justice, and all other persons, to 
be vigilant and active in bringing to justice the perpetrators of a . 
crime so abhorrent to humanity, and so derogatory to the ascendency 
of law and good order. 

The most thorough investigations, official and private, failed to estab- 
lish any final conclusions as to what .happened to Morgan after his re- 
moval from Fort Niagara. Weird guesses were in circulation. Man^' 
people were sure to have seen Morgan in various places. A favorite tale 
was that seafaring men and travelers had run across him in Smyrna, in 
Asia Minor, where he had adopted the Muslim faith and conducted a 
prosperous business as a commission merchant. There were not wanting 
captains of trading vessels who avowed that they had talked with him 
at Smyrna, where he was reported to have arrived from Canada, with 
$4,000 in his possession, and that he was constantly receiving contribu- 
tions from Anti-Masonic politicians desirous of keeping alive the popular 
**delu8ion" that he had been murdered. These yarns were all of them 
too coarsely spun to persuade analytic minds. The Anti-Masonic agita- 
tors were not spending their own money. Besides, the $1,000 offered by 
Governor Clinton "for the discovery of the said Morgan, if alive,*' were 
never claimed. 

In justice to the names of the men who abducted Morgan from 
Canandaigua and carried him to Fort Niagara, it should be said that 
they were in nowise connected with the murder, if such had been com- 
mitted. Their understanding and intention had been that Morgan was 
to be removed from the influence of Miller and given a chance to start 
life anew in a foreign land. Morgan was fully informed regarding the 
details of the plan and consented willingly to its execution. The 
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understanding was that his debts would be paid, and that his family would 
be taken care of until he should send for them to join him in his new 
home. He was, besides, given fifty dollars for the purchase of clothing 
and other immediate necessities, with the promise of further provision 
for his future. He was offered the choice of a farm home in Canada and 
emigration to an over-seas country. The hesitancy or unreadiness of 
the Canadian Masons, whose co-operation had been calculated upon, upset 
this plan, with results for which the original conspirators cannot be held 
responsible. This exculpation from participation in the assumed criminal 
finale should also include Eli Bruce, resident of Lockport and sheriff of 
Niagara county at the time, who was removed from office by Governor 
Clinton and later sent to prison for aiding and abetting the unlawful 
abduction. 

Thurlow Weed mentions the names of the men supposed to have 
been the murderers, but as the murder, if it occurred, was never judicially 
established, it would be unpardonably cruel to repeat his poorly sub- 
stantiated accusations. 

The chief difficulty encountered, in attempts to trace the facts involved 
in the disappearance of Morgan, was (and is) that political pothunters 
sought to use the prevailing excitement for their own personal advantage. 

At one time it looked as if those who maintained that murder had 
been committed might succeed in establishing their contention: On 
October 28th, 1828, more than two years after the disappearance of 
Morgan, a partly decayed human body was found on the beach of Oak 
Orchard Park, on Lake Ontario, forty miles east of Fort Niagara. 
Inquests were held, and Mrs. Morgan allowed herself to be persuaded to 
identify the body as that of her abducted husband. An elaborate funeral 
procession was formed by Anti-Masonic partisans and the body interred. 
Thurlow Weed, who attended the inquests, on being asked what he would 
do for a Morgan if it should be proved that the body found at Orchard 
Park was that of another, replied in a cynical phrase that whatever 
might be proved to the contrary, it was a **good-enough Morgan until 
after the election." Weed himself disclaimed the remark, in later years, 
and declared what he really did say was, *'That is a good enough Morgan 
for us until you bring back the one you carried off." Nevertheless, the 
"good-enough Morgan until after election" appears to have been the 
phrase used. Weed's connection with the inquests was a subject regard- 
ing which he was very sensitive in after-years. 

A few days after the interment of the body, the news reached Batavia 
that a Canadian named Timothy Munroe had been drowned, on Sep- 
tember 24th, and that the description given in the newspapers with regard 
to the clothing found on the body and other details pointed to the belief 
that the alleged Morgan was this Munroe. Another inquest was held on 
October 26th. This time the body was positively identified as that of 
Timothy Munroe, and it was taken to Canada by the widow and buried 
there. 

All this happened in the closing days of an exciting political cam- 
paign. The Anti-Masonic partisans used every artifice not to have the 
impression disturbed that Morgan's body had been found, identified, and 
buried in Batavia, and that his murder by the Masons had been estab- 
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lished beyond a doubt. The vote cast for avowedly Anti-MaBonic 
candidates was regarded as sufficiently encouraging to suggest the 
establishment of a new political party to prevent the election of Masons, 
or "Mingoes" as they were nicknamed, for public office. Here was the 
opportunity for Thurlow Weed to swing himself into political leadership, 
which had been denied him by the existing parties. He became the 
organizer, the mouthpiece, the platform builder, the "boss" of the new 
party whose venomous agitations stirred the country for almost ^ye 
years. 

In Weed's autobiography we read: "The election of 1833 demon- 
strated unmistakably not only that opposition to Masonry as a party 
in a political aspect had lost its hold upon the public mind, but that 
its leading object, namely to awaken and perpetuate a public sentiment 
against secret societies, had signally failed. The Jackson party was now 
more powerful than ever in three fourths of the States of the Union. 
The National Republican party was quite as fatally demoralised as that 
to which I belonged. This discouraging condition of political affairs,' 
after a consultation with W. H. Seward, Francis Granger, Trumbull 
Gary, Bates Gook, Millard Filmore, Frederick Whittlesey, John G. 
Spencer, Philo G. Fuller, Edward Dodd, George W. Patterson, Timothy 
Ghilds, Lewis Benedict, John Townsend, Thomas Glowes, Nicholas* 
Devereux, James Wadsworth, Thomas G. Love, and others, resulted in a 
virtual dissolution of the Anti-masonic party." 

Many of the names, recorded with evident pride by the instigator of 
the party, are those of men distinguished for high patriotic motives, 
evidence of the effects of the malicious slanders heaped upon the Frater- 
nity in the trying times. In private life the results were equally 
disheartening. Dissension entered families, merchants known to be 
members of the Fraternity were boycotted, religious organizations were 
agitated into dismissing preachers who would not denounce Freemasonry 
from the pulpit. Masonic meetings were suppressed, often by recourse 
to arms. 

A conference of Baptist congregations published a formal condemna- 
tion of Freemasonry. Among the chief reasons given for their denuncia- 
tion of the Graft were, that it had been "accommodated to the preju- 
dices of the Jews" and that it "receives and adopts Orders of Knighthood 
from Popery." Other denominations followed the example of the 
Baptists in threatening Masons with disfellowshlpment 

Frederick FoUett, who was a member of the Lodge and Ghapter at 
Batavia and of the Gommandery at Le Roy, at the time of the Morgan 
abduction, tells in a letter written by him in 1878, forty-seven years 
after, about the excitement following the outrage, these particulars: "It 
swept over the western portion of the State, in relation to the political 
standing of parties, with the devastating power of a tornado. It interfered 
somewhat, and in some instances wholly broke up the social relations 
of life. Ghurches became more or less involved in the controversy, and 
so bitter and inveterate was the feeling thus engenderd, that Masons 
were excluded from a participation in the Holy Gommunion ; their names 
were thrown out of the jury box; and at the social gatherings of the 
grave matrons of the neighborhood resolutions were, in many instances. 
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passed, forbidding their daughters keeping company with a Mason. The 
old party landmarks thus swept away or swallowed up in this new 
element of discord and strife, it resolved itself into the fact that no 
member of the Masonic order was allowed to fill even the position of 
pound master." 

Nineteen Anti-Masonic conventions were held in the State in 1827. 
Among these were two of "Seceding Masons*' who had severed their 
connection with the Fraternity to open battle against all secret societies. 
Public renunciations of Masonry were announced by thousands, among 
them, for example, one by Cadwallader D. Golden who had been Senior 
Grand Warden of the Grand Lodge for fifteen years. The election in 1828 
resulted in a vote of 136,785 for Van Buren (Democrat and Mason), 
106,415 for Thompson (National Republican), and 38,335 for Southwick, 
the Anti-Masonic candidate for Governor. The largest Anti-masonic 
vote in the State was polled in 1830, when the candidate of the party 
came within 8,000 votes of being elected Governor. In the Presidential 
election of 1832, the candidates of the Anti-Masonic party are said to 
have polled 340,800 votes in the United States. Vermont elected an 
Anti-Mason as Governor that year and was the only State which cast its 
vote in the electoral college for the Anti-Masonic candidates for 
President and Vice-President. 

Confidence in the motives of the Anti-Masonic agitators waned 
rapidly after this. The people came to know that they had been 
duped by scheming demagogues. And so, after five years of turbulence, 
the partisan propaganda against Freemasonry collapsed, never to raise 
its shame-covered head ag^in. 

The Brethren in the State of New York could look back with grateful 
hearts upon the period of their Fraternity's martyrdom : Their principles, 
their work, their organization had been preserved intact, and the Old 
Landmarks of the Craft had weathered the fury of the storms, however 
much individual Lodges and Brethren had suffered. Numerically the 
losses were heavy. Hundreds of Lodges had stopped work. Many for- 
feited warrants were scattered over the State, and illegitimate use of 
them caused much confusion. Nevertheless, the outlook was bright with 
promise of growing usefulness for the Fraternity. Unworthy, spineless 
creatures measuring the value of their aflUiations by material advantages 
accruing to themselves, had withdrawn and left the field to men firmly 
persuaded of the world's need of the beneficent influence of the unifying 
spirit of their time-honored institution. 

CHAPTEB zvi 

The Grand Lodge Dubino the Time of Persecution 
1. the obandmastershif of general van rensselaer 

In 1827, before the outbreak of the anti-Masonic excitement, there 
were in the State about five, hundred Lodges with a total membership of 
approximately 20,000 members. In 1830, there were only eighty-two 
Lodges, with not more than 3,000 members. The largest defection was 
in the rural districts. 

When the Grand Lodge met in 1828, there hovered over the proceed- 
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ings a cloud of unmistakable apprehension. It was too early to form an 
estimate of the harm wrought by the rising tide of excitement in the 
State. All were resolved to stand firm and await developments. 
Stephen Van Rensselaer was re-elected Grand Master, and again the 
following year. The new officers chosen, in 1829, to assist M-'- W-'- 
Brother Van Rensselaer, were Mordecai Myers as Deputy Grand Master, 
James Van Benschoten as Grand Treasurer, and James Herring as Grand 
Secretary. 

James Herring proved a tower of strength in the trying days. His 
untiring zeal and masterly management did much to pilot the Grand 
Lodge through the night of storm. He was an orator of considerable 
force. While serving as Master of Clinton Lodge, for four years, during 
the height of the anti-Masonic stir, he labored without ceasing to beat 
down the odious charges raised against the Fraternity. As Grand Secre- 
tary he gave most of his time to the visiting of Lodges, urging the Breth- 
ren to acquit themselves as men and remain loyal to the truth. He held 
the faithful remnant together and Inspired them with a staunch resolve to 
stand by the Grand Lodge. 

2. GRAND MASTERS U IP OF GENERAL LEWIS (1830-1843) 

That which more than any other thing won the reasoning people of 
the State away from the calumniators of Freemasonry was the election 
of General Morgan Lewis, of Revolutionary fame, as Grand Master, in 
1830, when the fury of the attacks upon Freemasonry approached its 
climax. He was one of the most popular men in the State and univer- 
sally respected as a patriot. 

General Lewis was in his seventy-sixth year when he became Grand 
Master. He was a native of New York City, son of one of the signers 
of the Declaration of Independence, a graduate of Princeton College, and 
had studied law in the office of Chief Justice Jay. When the Revolution 
broke out, he had joined the army as a volunteer rifleman and won rapid 
advancement by distinguished service. He had accompanied General 
Gates as Chief of Staff, with rank of Colonel. Congress had appointed 
him Quartermaster-General for the Northern Department. He had been 
active in the field until the surrender of General Burgoyne*s army. To 
him had been accorded the honor of escorting General Washington, when 
the latter was inaugurated as the first President of the United States. 
After the close of the war, he had served successively as member of the 
State Assembly, Judge of the Court of Common Pleas, Attorney-General, 
Justice of the Supreme Court, Chief Justice, and Governor of the State. 
In the second war with England he had been made Quartermaster- 
General, on recommendation of President Madison, and, having distin- 
guished himself in many important battles, had been promoted to the 
rank of Major-General. 

Such is, in brief, the record of the Brother who was made Grand 
Master in 1830, and remained at the helm until the day of his death, in 
1844. The words spoken at his inauguration are noteworthy as setting 
forth the attitude of the Grand Lodge toward the Morgan abduction. 
Past Grand Master Elisha W. King, who installed General Lewis in 
office, said, 
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"Freemasonry can now enroll on her list of patrons another soldier 
of the Revolution ; and whilst the most important offices of the Institu- 
tion shall thus continue to be filled by men enjoying the affections and 
confidence of an intelligent community, we may reasonably hope that the 
apprehension and prejudices excited by the misguided conduct of a few 
obscure and wicked individuals belonging to the Order, will, ere long, be 
dissipated, and the benign influence of Freemasonry again be exercised 
without interruption." 

General Lewis was even more emphatic, when in his reply to Past 
Grand Master King's remarks he said, 

"The circumstance alluded to ♦ ♦ ♦ is one to be contemplated more 
in pity than in anger. • • ♦ The crime must, in candor, be allowed to 
have been of an aggravated nature, and, as far as the immediate perpe- 
trators of the offence are concerned, merits the most exemplary punish- 
ment. But to visit the sins of a few worthless individuals on the body 
of an institution founded in benevolence, charity, and the purest 
philanthropy, which has subsisted for ages with unblemished reputation, 
enrolling within its pale countless numbers of the best of patriots, states- 
men, sages and divines, must meet the reprobation of the virtuous and 
disinterested. If Masonry, a human institution, is to be anathematized 
for having furnished a few, a very few, fanatics, what shall we say of 
those deemed of Divine origin? ♦ ♦ • 

"I have been a member of this useful and honorable Fraternity for 
more than half a century, and have never till now heard the calumny 
offered, that its obligations, under any circumstances, impugned the 
ordinances of civil or religious society. On the contrary, we hold our- 
selves bound to render unto Caesar the things which are Caesar's and 
unto God the things which are God's ; and I can with truth affirm that I 
never knew a man who became a Mason, and whose practice conformed 
to the precepts it inculcates, who did not become a better man than he 
had been before." 

The first work undertaken and carried on with vigor, under th« 
Grandmastership of General Lewis, was to re-establish order and disci- 
pline in the conduct of the Lodges. Strict adherence to the Constitution 
and Regulations of the Grand Lodge was enjoined upon all. Lodges 
which, after due admonition, failed to comply with the law, were 
deprived of their warrants. 

On June 20th, 1834, the Grand Ix>dge took a prominent part in the 
public memorial exercises, held under civil auspices, in the City of New 
York, in honor of the memory of the Marquis de Lafayette, who had died 
on May 20th. Six hundred Brethren joined in the public procession. 

At the annual Communication, in 183G, the general impression freely 
expressed was that organized opposition to Freemasonry could never be 
revived in this State. 

chapter xvii 

"St. John's Grand Lodge" Secession 

Rejoicing in the re-establishment of the Fraternity in the confidence 
of the people, a number of City Brethren determined to revive the 
custom of celebrating St. Johu Baptist Day by a public procession. 
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York Lodge, Number 367| took the lead. It invited other Lodges to join 
with it in the undertaking. Benevolent, Silentia and Hibernia Lodges 
expressed their readiness to participate. A joint Committee of Arrange- 
ment was appointed to prepare a program and engage a church, an 
orator, a band of music, and a banqueting hall. Announcements of the 
contemplated celebration were published in the New York City news- 
papers. On the night of June 23rd, Acting Grand Master Van Benschoten 
issued an edict forbidding a public celebration. The notice was attested 
by the Grand Secretary. The planned program was carried out in 
defiance of the known prohibition. 

Thereupon an emergent 'meeting of the Grand Lodge was called and 
charges preferred against Henry G. Atwood, Master of York Lodge, and 
William F. Piatt, Past Master of Lafayette Lodge, for having taken a 
leading part in the prohibited procession. The Grand Stewards' Lodge 
conducted the trial, and on its findings these two Brethren were expelled 
from all the rights and privileges of Freemasonry. Other expulsions 
followed. The charters of York and Silentia Lodges were declared 
forfeited. 

The impetuous Atwood now called a meeting of the expelled Brethren. 
A Lodge was opened under the warrant of Benevolent, Number 142. 
Grievances were aired and proclamations made. On September 11th, 
1837, another meeting was held and a ''Declaration of Rights and Inde- 
pendence" adopted. An election of "Grand Officers for a new Grand 
Lodge" was decided upon and Henry Marsh made Grand Master. On 
September 16th the title of "St. John's Grand Lodge of the Most Ancient 
and Honorable Fraternity of Free and Accepted Masons of the State of 
New York" was adopted. Henry Marsh was installed as Grand Master, 
William F. Piatt acting as Grand Marshal. 

(Both, Marsh and Piatt, had been candidates for office in the legiti- 
mate Grand Lodge, and both had been defeated, in 1837.) 

For a short space of time, the St. John's Grand Lodge was very 
active and issued many charters. However, it soon declined. A revival 
of interest manifested itself in 1849. Atwood succeeded in enlisting the 
help of several zealous workers. The prospect of an early reunion with 
the Grand Lodge of the State no doubt was the inducement. Atwood 
became Grand Master of his organization that year. Associated with 
him on the board of officers were two men who later became very influen- 
tial in the Masonic affairs of the State. They were John W. Simons and 
Robert Macoy. It was due largely to the tactful endeavor of these 
two men that a union was brought about with the legitimate Grand 
Lodge on December 27, 1850, which was celebrated with elaborate 
ceremonies and much rejoicing. 

CHAPTEB xvin 

The Schism of 1849 

Meanwhile many changes had taken place in the Grand Lodge of 
the State. General Morgan had died in 1844. Alexander H. Robertson, 
who had served as Deputy, became Grand Master. He was succeeded, 
in 1846, by the Hon. John Dwight Willard, with whom was associated 
Isaac Phillips, of Albion Lodge, as Deputy Grand Master. 
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Judge Willard was a graduate of Dartmouth College, and occupied 
many offices of trust, being held in high esteem throughout the State. 
Isaac Phillips was a self-made man and a lawyer ; honest, but hot-headed 
and inordinately ambitious for honors. 

In 1847, with seventy-five Lodges in good standing, the Grand Lodge 
re-elected the officers of the preceding year. There was a contest for the 
office of Grand Secretary. James Herring who had retired, and had 
been succeeded by Robert R. Boyd, made an effort to get back into the 
Secretaryship. He was unsuccessful, and took his defeat rather ungrace- 
fully, as we shall presently see. 

The next year Isaac Phillips made an attempt to be elected Grand 
Master. He received only 133 votes, as against 241 cast for John D. 
Willard. His friends then tried to have him retained as Deputy, but 
failed, only 157 out of 348 votes being recorded in his favor. James 
Herring made another effort to secure the Grand Secretaryship, but 
received only 113 votes, against 222 cast for Robert R. Boyd. 

The 1848 meeting indicated that the feelings which bad at one time 
divided the State into up State and city factions were still alive. The 
reason was that the city Lodges had an advantage of being represented in 
the Grand Lodge by all their Past Masters, as well as their ruling officers, 
while the country Lodges, as a general rule, had only three votes each. 
Grand Master Willard's re-election was a victory for the contention of 
the country Lodges that a more equitable plan of representation should 
be adopted. As a result, a resolution was passed to abolish life member- 
ship of Past Masters, and to abrogate their right to vote in Grand Lodge. 

When the Grand Lodge opened in 1840, Grand Master Willard 
announced that the proposed change had been ratified by the affirmative 
votes of fifty-six Lodges and had thereby become part of the Constitu- 
tion. He recommended a further curtailment of power in Grand Lodge 
by depriving Past Grand Officers of the right to vote and making them 
simply honorary members. 

Isaac Phillips then rose and called upon the members who stood 
ready '*to continue the organization of the Grand Lodge according to its 
original Constitution, to unite for that purpose." Past Grand Deputy 
Grand Master Willis was called to the chair as Grand Master pro iem. 
Others were appointed to take the places of the constitutional officers for 
the time being. Herring assumed the Grand Secretaryship and called 
the roll of Lodges. A full list of officers was then elected by the rebels. 

Excitement ran high. Grand Secretary Boyd tried to remove his 
official records and other possessions, inluding $2,000.00 Lodge dues 
received at the session, but all of this was taken from him by the 
rebellious brethren. Grand Master Willard remained immovable in hip 
chair, declaring he would not adjourn the meeting until order should be 
restored. Thereupon the followers of Phillips left the hall. After they 
had gone, the Grand Lodge adjourned until the next day, on motion of 
Ebenesser Wadsworth. 

Grand Master Willard was re-elected, much against his wishes. The 
"first five officers*' were authorized, **at their discretion, to take legal 
means for the recovery of property and funds of this Grand Lodge, which 
are now or may hereafter be withheld.'* Ten Brethren, who were 
designated as the leaders of the confusion^ were cited to appear and show 
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cause why they should not be expelled. They paid no attention to the 
summons, and were excluded from membership. Among them were 
Isaac Phillips, Past Deputy Grand Master Willis, and former Grand 
Secretary John Herring. Subsequently, Graitd Treasurer Horspool was 
also expelled for refusing to turn over Grand Lodge property to the 
rightful owner. 

The committee authorissed to recover the Grand Lodge property 
illegally taken and held by the Phillips body, proceeded to obtain the 
opinion of Chancellor Walworth, a Free Mason and Past Master, distin- 
guished as the foremost jurist of the State, who, with other eminent 
counsel, concurred in the opinion that the property and funds of the 
Grand Lodge should be restored forthwith, that the proceedings of the 
**seceding body" were "unauthorized, and that their officers were not 
duly elected." It was also held that the amendment depriving the 
Past Masters, by virtue of the Provincial Grand Warrant granted by 
the Duke of AthoU, or otherwise, howsoever, was not contrary to the 
"Compact of 1827," and that the amendment **is valid and binding upon 
the officers and members of the Grand Lodge, and of the subordinate 
Lodges, as a part of the Constitution." 

The Lodges of which Willis, Cuyler and David Booth were members 
repudiated the action of the seceders, and voted to adhere to the legitimate 
Grand Lodge ; they were Independent Royal' Arch, No. 2 ; St. Patrick's, 
No. 4, and Union, No. 87. 

New York now presented the unedifying condition of having three 
Grand Lodges at work, each claiming supreme authority. The union 
of the Atwood body with the Grand Lodge, under the Grand Mastership 
of William H. Milnor, in 1850, reduced the number to two. 

As happens frequently, when jealousies and personal ambitions are 
the dominating passions, the pretense of championship of a fundamental 
principle was seized upon as a respectable excuse for the secession of 
the Phillips body. The ancient Provincial warrant was exhibited as 
authority for the contention that Past Masters could not be excluded 
from voting membership in the Grand Lodge. The false principle of 
making individuals rather than the Lodges the component parts of the 
Grand Lodge, was a distinguishing mark of the "Ancients," which did 
much to popularize the Dermott Grand Lodge in its day. At the Union 
of 1813, the proper principle of representation had been restored in 
England. That, however, did not disconcert the followers of Phillips in 
the least, if they did inform themselves regarding the issue. Later 
accessions were probably misled by the reading of the Atholl warrant. 

The main point is that the Grand Lodge of the State of New York, 
whatever its Provincial predecessor may have been, is an independent, 
sovereign body with inherent Masonic powers to make its own local 
laws, as long as the "ancient Landmarks of the Craft" are not violated. 

The Phillips body, largely because of its being in possession of the 
records and funds, managed to prolong its existence, though steadily 
declining in influence and numbers, until November, 1S5S, when a union 
was effected with the legal Grand Lodge on exceedingly generous terms. 

The Brethren who had been suspended or expelled for participation in 
the "difficulties of 1849," were restored to full Masonic membership. The 
Grand and Past Grand Officers of the seceders were to be recognized as 
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Past Grand Officers of the Grand Lodge. The Lodges which had been 
warranted by the Phillips body were granted legal charters, without 
charge. One of the articles of union met the contention for the 
rights of Past Masters by providing that the Grand Lodge shall be 
'^composed of all the Grand Officers, and of the Masters and Wardens, or 
the representatives, legally appointed, of all the Lodges under the 
jurisdiction, and all such Past Masters of Lodges under this Jurisdiction 
as shall have been elected, installed, and served one year in the chair, as 
Master, prior to December 31, 1849." All funds, archives and other 
properties were placed in the keeping of the Grand Lodge as the rightful 
owner. All difficulties were adjusted *'freely and fully as though no 
differences had heretofore occurred." 

John L. Lewis, Jr., was Grand Master at the time (1858). 

CHAPl'EB XIX 

More Confxtsion in the Craft 

Grand Masters Coles (1851) and Randall (1852) had done their 
best to establish peace and harmony. Surface appearances looked hope- 
ful enough, but there were restless spirits who could not be subdued 
long. A new storm broke out when Chancellor Reuben H. Walworth 
was elected Grand Master, in 1853. 

Reuben H. Walworth was, perhaps, the ablest equity jurist of his 
time. He reduced the bewildering formalities of court procedure to 
simple standard rules that could be easily understood and applied and 
did much toward simplifying the equity laws of the United States. He 
was a man of genial, sympathetic manner, ever ready to help the needy. 
It was in answer to the insistent urging of the leaders in the Grand 
Lodge that he consented to accept the Grand Mastership. 

The Chancellor was no sooner declared elected when the pugnacious 
Atwood arose and gave notice that he would not sit in Grand Lodge 
with one who had basely forsaken the Fraternity in the troublous times 
of the Morgan excitement, and he called upon the Lodges which had 
composed the former St. John's Grand Lodge to follow him and have 
nothing to do with the Grand Lodge presided over by Reuben H. 
Walworth. 

A formal protest was presented also by a number of Brethren, stating 
that they had been informed and believed that Brother Walworth had 
"lent" the powerful aid of his pen to the injury of the institution 
"during the dark days." 

The Chancellor replied: "I was never a renouncing Mason, and no 
man ever heard me speak one word of derogation of the institution. On 
the other hand, at all times, and in all circumstances when I had 
occasion to speak thereof, I have strenuously defended it and insisted 
upon the purity of its principles as one of the noblest of charitable 
institutions." 

The explanation for the existing ill-feeling was that the Chancellor 
had been grossly misrepresented during the dark days by the enemies of 
Freemasonry, who were ever ready to use the names of distinguished 
leaders to give credence to their own calumnies. His frank "explanation" 
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was accepted by the Grand Lodge and, on motion of Past Grand Master 
Willard, voted "full, complete and entirely satisfactory/' 

The aroused discontent continued, nevertheless. A number of rebel- 
lious brethren, among them R. B. Folger, of Independent Royal Arch, 
No. 2, determined to revive the former St. John's Grand Lodge. They 
issued a manifesto in which they said that "indignity had been heaped 
upon them by a certain clique ruling the present Grand Lodge of the 
State of New York in forcing on them, as Grand Master, Reuben H. 
Walworth, late Chancellor of the State, whom they deemed as entirely 
unfit to fill that high oflSce." Subsequently they elected, on June 24th, 
1853, their Grand Officers, who were installed by Henry C, Atwood. 

Atwood and Folger soon became identified with another departure. 
The discredited James Foulhouze, who styled himself "Commander of the 
Louisiana State Supreme Council, Scottish Rite," had arrived in New" 
York, early in the year, to promote his system. Warrants were issued 
to two Lodges to work the three symbolic degrees of the Lodge according 
to Scottish Rite procedure. Atwood, who had espoused the Foulhouze 
cause, was cited before the Grand Lodge to answer charges preferred 
against him for his clandestine activities. He did not appear, but sent 
instead an abusive letter, and was thereupon expelled, along with R. B. 
Folger and others. 

There were now no less than six bodies claiming authority over 
Symbolic Lodges in the State: 

1. The Grand Lodge. 

2. The Phillips Grand Lodge. 

3. Pythagoras Lodge, working under warrant from the 
Grand Lodge of Hamburg, Germany, in violation of 
indivisible sovereignty and Grand Lodge supremacy. 

4. Negro Lodges, working under a "Grand Lodge of North 
America." 

5. The revived St. John's Grand Lodge. 

6. The Foulhouze-Atwood-Folger Scottish Rite Council. 

CHAPTER XX 

Restoration op Unity 

In spite of the "confusion" the Grand Lodge prospered under the 
leadership of Chancellor Walworth. No less* than twenty-six dispensa- 
tions for new Lodges were issued by him, bringing the list up to 268, 
with an aggregate membership of about 15,000. Financially, too, the 
gains were substantial. The Brethren desired to retain the Chancellor 
in office, but he declined to serve another year. 

Joseph D. Evans, who was elected Grand Master in 1854, was an 
enthusiastic Mason and accomplished much lasting good for the Fra- 
ternity. He instituted the District Deputy system which has continued, 
with steadily increasing importance, to this day. The ritual was definitely 
fixed, and the Grand Lodge Library also had its beginning under his 
administration. When he retired from t)ffice, after serving two terms as 
Grand Master, there were enrolled 319 chartered Lodges, and thirty-two 
additional Lodges were working under dispensation. 

In 1856, Judge John L. Lewis, Jr., was elected Grand Master. Under 
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his administration, the last vestige of division and schism disappeared, 
and unity was restored to continue unbroken to the present, and, let us 
hope, for evermore. 

The Phillips body returned to the fold, under conditions already 
described. Pythagoras Lodge became a lawful Lodge. The Negro Lodges, 
and the Atwood bargain scheme for making Masons, were outlawed as 
clandestine. The revived St. John's Grand Lodge was abandoned, in 
1859. The following year. Grand Master Lewis was able to proclaim, 
"We have effected a durable union of the entire Craft in our State under 
one governing body, and without sacrifice of principle."

REPOBT OF THE COMMISSION OF APPEALS 

B.'. W/. John A. Button, Chief Commissioner, presented 
the report of the Commissioners, which was received and ordered 
printed in the Proceedings : 

To the Chrand Lodge: 

The Commission of Appeals respectfully reports: 

Two appeals have been taken to our Commission during the past year. 
Arguments have been heard in both cases, and we submit herewith our 
opinion and determination in each case. Our calendar is now clear. 

In one of the cases heard by us, our attention has been particularly 
directed to the present law of the Grand Lodge regulating the issuance of 
a summons by a Lodge. Section 56, subdivision 2, of the Constitution 
of the Grand Lodge, provides, "The Master of a Lodge has power, and 
it shaU be his duty : * * * To issue summons, which must be issued over 
his name by his order, and attested by the signature of the Secretary 
under the seal of the Lodge; and such summons must be addressed to 
the Brothers summoned, and either be handed to him or sent through 
the post-office to his last known address." 

Construing this section, the Grand Master in 1917, upon advice of 
the Judge Advocate, held that "A summons must bear the written 
signature of the Master, or If issued by order of the Master, the written 
signature of the Secretary attested by the seal of the Lodge." 

Upon recommendation of the Committee upon Jurisprudence, the 
Grand Lodge at its session, in 1918, approved this decision. 

From the facts, as we have been able to ascertain them, in the cases 
in which this and a similar decision were rendered by the Grand Master, 
we understand that the written signature prescribed by the decision, 
means an original written signature. 

In the particular case before us, the summons upon which the Lodge 
wa9 assembled to consider the receipt of charges against the accused, 
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bore only the printed names of the Master and Secretary of the Lodge, 
and thereby failed to comply with the law prescribed by the Grand 
Lodge, and makes a reversal of the judgment necessary, even though it 
be otherwise valid. 

It seems to us, that the law as it now stands is unnecessarily technical 
and strict. Our experience leads us to believe that it is frequently 
violated, through ignorance of the law rather than intent, by the issuance 
of summonses bearing only printed or facsimUe signatures of the Master 
and Secretary. Such defects are jurisdictional, and while they may, 
perhaps, be waived in some cases, they nevertheless render proceedings 
taken thereon open to serious attack. The probabUity of an attempt to 
issue a summons without the authority of the Master is very remote. 
That such illegal action, if attempted, should escape detection, or that 
action of the Lodge should be taken thereon, seems beyond probability. 
The manual subscription of a summons by the Master or Secretary of a 
Lodge casts a heavy burden upon those officers in Lodges whose member- 
ships are large, as is the case in so many of the Lodges in our jurisdiction 
We believe that every safeguard will be provided, and the rights of 
the Fraternity and its members fully protected, if the law be amended 
to provide, that one original summons be issued by order of the Master 
and over his name, attested by the seal of the Lodge and the original 
written signature of the Secretary; such original summons to be 
inserted in the Lodge minutes and a copy thereof, either written or 
printed, handed to each Brother of the Lodge, or maUed to him, addressed 
to him at his last address known to the Secretary. We have, therefore 
prepared and submit herewith, a proposed amendment to the Constitution 
embodying our views and recommend its adoption by the Grand Lodge.

OPINION, PER CURIAM: 

An Appeal was taken from the judgment of Batavia Lodge No. 475, 
F. & A. M., made the 28th day of October, 1919, on the report of Trial 
Commissioners, finding the accused guilty of immoral and unmasonic 
conduct as charged on the complaint of Junior Warden John Tagg and 
expelling the accused from said Lodge and adjudging that the charges 
and expenses of the commission, amounting to $69.28, be paid by the 
accused. 

The charges were presented to Batavia Lodge at its regular stated 
communication of March 11, 1919, and consisted of two specifications 
as follows: 

"First: That the said Watts L. Richmond has by deliberate pre- 
meditated and immoral acts violated his marital vows to Mabel Wood 
Richmond, his former wife, consorted with women with the apparent 
intention and object of separating himself from said Mabel Wood 
Richmond for the purpose of living with or being with a woman or 
women other than said wife, Mabel Wood Richmond." 

"Second : That the acts of the said Watts L. Richmond as aforesaid 
have brought sorrow and distress to his former wife Mabel Wood Rich- 
mond, and shame and reproach upon the craft." 

It is questionable whether the charges as thus stated conform to 
the requirements of Section 10 of the Code of Procedure which requires 
an orderly statement of the facts defining the offense charged, with an 
* accurate specification of time, place and circumstance. In view, how- 
ever, of the opinion of the Commissioners of Appeal upon other questions 
involved, it will be assumed, for the purposes of this case, that the 
complaint was sufficient in form. 

A resolution to receive the charges and authorizing the appointment 
of a commission to consider the same was adopted on March 11, 1919. 
The Master thereupon appointed as such commission. Brothers Carleton 
M. Sleqht, Everest A. Judd, Ervin G. Grinnell. The first two named 
commissioners were challenged for bias and the last named was chal- 
lenged peremptorily by the accused. The accused also filed formal 
objections to the sufficiency of the charges as not complying with 
Section 10 of the Code and also to the jurisdiction of Batavia Lodge to 
try any charges against the accused on the ground that he had become 
a member of another Lodge, all of which were overruled by the Master 
on March 20, 19X9. 
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Demurrer and answer to the complaint denying the charges, covering 
practically the same points, were filed March 22, 1919. The name of 
Brother Herman H. Buchholz was substituted . for that of Brother 
Gbiitnell as a Trial Commissioner. 

On March 25, 1919, an appeal was taken to the Grand Master from 
the decision of the Master of Batavia Lodge, overruling the challenge 
to Commissioners Sleoiit and Judd and also from his ruling upon the 
jurisdiction of Batavia Lodge to try the accused and as to the sufficiency 
of the charges and specifications, and also generally. 

The Grand Master overruled the challenge to the commissioners and 
held that the other questions presented were not subject to review by 
him but were for the Trial Commissioners and that there was no ground 
to pass upon the question of jurisdiction, even if the power so to do 
was vested in him, as there was no basis for the assumption that the 
accused had become a member of another Lodge. The Grand Master 
held that the question of jurisdiction was to be decided according to the 
evidence adduced upon the trial (Grand Master's decision of May 15, 
1919). The Trial Commissioners met after several adjournments, on 
September 29, 1919, and counsel for the accused submitted a series of 
formal motions in writing going to the jurisdiction of Batavia Lodge to 
try the accused, his counsel appearing specially for that purpose. 

The principal objections may be summed up as follows so far as the 
jurisdiction of Batavia Lodge is concerned : — 

That the accused had been elected to membership in Mystic Art 
Lodge No. 899 of Buffalo, where the accused resided, and had consum- 
mated his membership by signing the by-laws on March 10, 1919, and 
that the Secretary of Batavia Lodge bad duly received a request for a 
demit from Batavia Lodge before its communication of March 11, 1919; 
that it was the duty of Batavia Lodge to consider this application and 
to grant the demit in the regular order of business at that communication, 
the dues of the accused having been paid in full, and that accordingly 
the accused was no longer a member of Batavia Lodge when the 
charges were considered and that therefore their action upon the same 
was without jurisdiction. 

That the charges and specifications did not constitute a Masonic 
offense, that they were vague, indefinite and uncertain and did not 
comply with Section 10 of the Code of Procedure. 

That in so far as they were intended to allege a general charge of 
immorality, they failed to allege that the accused had been thrice 
admonished, in accordance with the law of the fraternity. 

That the summons issued to Batavia Lodge to consider the charges 
was irregular and should be set aside as not complying with the require- 
ments of Section 56, subdivision 2, of the Constitution of the Grand 
Lodge, or of Article 6, subdivision 2, of the By-laws of Batavia Lodge. 

So far as concerns the election to membership of the accused in 
Mystic Art Lodge we do not consider the contention of the accused to 
have any merit. We are entirely in accord with the ruling of the Grand 
Master of May 15, 1919, that tHe accused had not terminated his 
membership in Batavia Lodge at the time of the presentation of the 
complaint to that Lodge, nor at the time of the stated communication 
at which the complaint was received. The Conatitutiou of the Grand 
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Lodge (Section* 88, Reg. 16, Section 16) is concluaiye upon this point. 
A brother does not sever his membership in a Lodge by mere election to 
another Lodge followed by the signing of its By-laws, until, in fact, a 
demit has been granted. ' The granting of a demit is not a mere minis- 
terial function of the Secretary of the original Lodge, but results from 
some action taken under the authority of that Lodge. Accordingly there 
was no" authority or obligation on the part of the Secretary of Batavia 
Lodge to issue the demit, nor obligation on the part of Batavia Lodge 
to take action upon the same, prior to the receiving of charges against 
the accused. 

Section 7 of the Code of Procedure provides that: "The manner of 
prosecuting and convicting for Masonic offenses is regulated by the 
Code of Procedure adopted by the Grand Lodge." Section 8 provides 
that proceedings can be had against a defendant "only upon written 
charges called a Complaint, and notice thereof ;" and Section 11 provides 
that "no action shall be taken thereon until the next stated communica- 
tion of said Lodge, to which all the members of said Lodge shall be 
regularly summoned." Section 56, subdivision 2, of the Constitution 
enumerating the powers and duties of the Master of a Lodge, provides 
that he has the power: "To issue summons, which must be issued over 
his name by his order, and attested by the signature of the Secretary 
under the seal of the Lodge." This provision was incorporated into the 
By-laws of Batavia Lodge which provide in subdivision 2 of Article 6 
that the Master shall have power: "To issue summons, which must be 
issued over his written signature, or by his order, attested by the written 
signature of the Secretary under the seal of the Lodge." 

The alleged summons, in evidence here, was mailed to the members of 
Batavia Lodge and dated February 28th, 1910, giving notice that the 
charges presented against the defendant would be considered at the 
stated communication of March 11th. It did not purport to be addressed 
to the members of Batavia Lodge, or indeed to any person. It had no 
caption or address whatever and began "Dear Brother." It did not state 
that the charges were preferred against a member of the Lodge, but only 
against "a brother mason." It did not say where the meeting was to be 
held. It contained the signature neither of the Master nor of the 
Secretary. It was sealed by the seal of the Lodge, the names of the 
Master and Secretary being added in print. There was therefore nothing 
to indicate that it was officially addressed to the members of the Lodge, 
or that it was issued by order of the Master, or that the seal was affixed 
by or with the authority of the duly constituted authorities of the Lodge. 

It will be seen that the defects in the summons of February 28, 1919, 
present themselves under two heads, to- wit: (a) defects in the form of 
the summons; (b) defects in the signature of the summons. 

As to defects in the form of the summons we shall assume that 
the accused waived all defects not coming within his objection that the 
summons did not comply with the Constitution of the Grand Lodge and 
the By-laws of Batavia Lodge, "in that *** (it was) not attested by 
the signature of the Secretary of the Lodge and is irregular." (Objec- 
tion 9, repeated in Clause 11 of the grounds of the Appeal). This was 
an objection to the absence of the signature and not to the general form 
of the summons. We assume also that the differences were not so vital 
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or jurisdictional that they could not be thus waived. (See printed form 
at p. 91, Book of Constitutions.) 

As to the question of the signature, no possible interpretation of the 
Constitution or the By-laws of Batavia Lodge can justify the "signa- 
tures" of the Master and Secretary in the form of ordinary print, unless 
we are willing to hold that the addition of the names of the Master and 
Secretary in print is equivalent to their written signature. 

The Grand Lodge, at 'its session in 1918, adopted a report of the 
Committee on Jurisprudence in connection with certain decisions of the 
Grand Master in 1917. The report adopted certain principles which 
were declared to be Masonic Law applicable generally to the craft, 
among others the following: — 

A summons must bear the written signature of the Master, or if issued 
by order of the Master, the written signature of the Secretary attested 
by the seal of the Lodge. 

(Proceedings of the Grand Lodge, 1918, p. 268.) 

The decision of the Grand Master upon which this report and the 
action of the Grand Lodge was based, referred to the Matter of Altair 
Lodge No. 601 and was made in response to an inquiry of the Secretary 
of that Lodge as to whether a printed facsimile of the signature of the 
Secretary sufficed on a summons, when the same was not issued by the 
Master of a Lodge. 

In the Matter of Callicoon Lodge No. 521, a printed notice was sent 
out to the members that election of officers would be held at the annual 
communication of the Lodge upon a certain date. The notice bore no 
signature, nor was the seal affixed, but the names of the Master and 
Secretary were printed upon the notice. The results of the election were 
contested upon the insufficiency of the notice as well as upon other 
grounds relating to the eligibility of the candidates and the impartiality 
of the election. The Grand Master declared the election void by reason 
of the failure of the summons to comply with the provisions of the 
Constitution. 

Of course where action is taken resting upon the issuance of a 
defective summons, such as the election of officers, or the entertaining of 
charges against a brother, as in the present case and no objection is 
taken at the time, and the action of the Lodge has been acted upon and 
concurred in by the parties concerned, or by the members of the Lodge 
generally, it might very well be argued that the requirements of the 
Constitution and of the Code of Procedure had been waived and that 
substantial justice required that the subsequent action and course of 
proceedings should not be disturbed by reason of the initial defect. In 
other words, the defective summons may be considered as voidable but 
not absolutely void. But the question before us is an entirely different 
one, because objection to the insufficiency of the notice was taken at the 
very outset of the proceedings and a motion was made to set the 
summons aside, which was denied. 

It is urged that these defects were merely "technical," and that, under 
Section 67 of the Code of Procedure, the decision of the Trial Commis- 
sioners and the judgment of the Lodge should not be reversed. But the 
irregularities were not merely technical ; they were vital and fundamental.' 
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In a procedure bo important to the reputation of the accused and 
threatening his very life in the craft, he is entitled to have his brethren 
as judges summoned in an official and solemn manner, so that the attend- 
ance of all of the members of the Lodge, not exempted by the terms of 
their obligation, will be assured, to the end that he be dealt with in 
the presence of substantially the entire membership and not by a few 
who may be especially interested. To give to the notice sent out in this 
case upon the presentaion of the charges, unsigned as it was and not 
addressed either generally or specially to the members of the Lodge, the 
same significance and weight which a summons bears according to the 
traditions and laws of the craft, would be subversive of impartial and 
systematic justice in masonic trials. It would substitute a haphazard 
procedure for the salutary rules of the Masonic Code. 

In the Matter of Watson^ Digest p. 151, an appeal was taken from 
the decision of the Grand Master reversing and setting aside a judgment 
of expulsion upon the ground that the notice of the decision of the 
Trial Commissioners did not conform to the requirement of the Code in 
that it did not state what the decision of the Commission was and was 
not served in the manner provided by the Code. The accused appeared 
at the communication at which the action was taken and did not object 
to the informality of the notice of the decision nor to the irregularity of 
its service. The Commissioners of Appeal nevertheless sustained the 
action of the Grand Master saying (at p. 152) : ". . . the question of juris- 
diction is an important and vital one. It is too well settled' to be 
questioned in this or in any judicial tribunal, that its jurisdiction may 
be challenged, and that question raised at any stage of the proceedings.'* 
The present case is much stronger because the defendant did not fail 
to object to the jurisdiction of the Trial Commissioners both generally 
and specifically before the Commission itself on the ground that the 
summons was irregular. (Motion 9.) 

With regard to the summons of October 16, 1910, the form was not 
so objectionable as in the first summons. But there were nevertheless 
important omissions and differences between it and the form printed in 
the Constitution. It omitted the name of the brother, individually or 
by group, to whom it was addressed, the place at which the Lodge 
would meet and the name of the accused brother. The accused was 
more general in alleging the defects in this summons. He raises his 
objections by Clause 18 of his Appeal and alleges that it was irregular 
and void in that it failed to comply with the Constitution and with the 
By-Laws of the Lodge. The question therefore arises whether the form 
of this summons is so defective as to render it void. 

Having taken timely objection to the form of the summons, the ques- 
tion arises whether a summons not addressed to the brothers of Batavia 
Lodge eo nomine, which fails also to state that there would be considera- 
tion of a report of Trial Commissioners appointed to hear evidence 
against a brother of Batavia Lodge, and which also fails to state the 
place of the meeting, is sufficient to comply with the requirements of the 
Constitution after timely objection has been taken. We think that the 
accused has been substantially aggrieved by these defects, in view of the 
fact that he took advantage of them in time and gave the Lodge an 
opportunity to issue another summons in due form prior to the con- 
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sideration of the report of the Trial GommiasionerB. If we were to 
disregard the requirements of the Constitution as to the content of the 
summons and permit defects such as in the summons now under con- 
sideration to be passed by over the objections of accused made at the 
time, there is no reason why other defects, such as omission to state the 
time of the meeting, might also be passed by as immaterial. If the form 
of the summons without stating the place of meeting may be deemed 
sufficient, a summons in which notice is given that a report will be 
considered at "the next meeting" of the Lodge should also be deemed 
sufficient. In this way the most formless and Irregular paper may come 
to have the same function in our Masonic procedure as a summons, 
notwithstanding that the accused makes vigorous objection to the 
irregularity at the proper time. 

However, in addition to the view that a majority of the Commission 
takes as to the defective character of the form of the second summons, 
we are all agreed that the first summons creates a lack of jurisdiction 
in the initiation of the procedure in that the written signature of neither 
the Master nor the Secretary was added to it. To arrive at any other 
conclusion would require a change in the present law of the Fraternity. 

Perhaps it may be well for the Grand Lodge in its wisdom to consider 
the advisability of making some provision by which a facsimile signature 
of the Master or Secretary may be deemed sufficient. Under the present 
law, there is even grave doubt as to the validity of a facsimile signature, 
although the increasing membership of our Lodges and the manual 
labor involved in adding a signature to a very large number of sum- 
monses would seem to indicate the necessity of making some provision 
in this respect. But this question does not arise in the instant case as 
the first summons contained only the printed names of the Master and 
Secretary. 

In view of the opinion which the Commission of Appeals takes as 
to the summons of February 28 and also as to the summons of October 
16, it will not be necessary to consider the other objections urged by 
the accused. 

For the reasons above set forth, the Commission of Appeals recom- 
mends that the judgment of Batavia Lodge No. 475, be set aside and 
the proceedings herein dismissed. The charges herein are of a grave 
character and if Batavia Lodge is of a mind to place the accused upon 
trial under new proceedings and in proper form, there is nothing in 
this opinion intended to prevent the same or to pass upon the merits.

John A. Button, Chief Commissioner, presented, 
the following report of said Commission, which was received, 
its recommendations adopted and ordered printed in the Pro- 
ceedings : 

GRAND LODGE OP THE STATE OF NEW YORK, F. & A. M.

Appeal by Philip Eberich from the judgment or action of Guardian 
Lodge, rendered June 9, 1919, and purporting to expel him from 
membership in the Lodge. ' 

AppeUant presented his petition to Guardian Lodge for initiation 
therein September 20, 1915, and was thereafter elected and initiated 
October 19, 1916, and raised March 21, 1916. 

At a summoned communication of the Lodge held April 3, 1917, 
charges against appellant^ previously presented by the Junior Warden 
of the Lodge, were duly received by the Lodge and Trial Commissioners 
appointed to hear the same. 

The complaint charged, in substance, that appellant in his petition 
for initiation in the Lodge, in answer to the question **Where have you 
resided the ten years last past? If in more than one place, state the 
particular years in each place and specify your r'esidence during the 
four months last past," answered "N. Y. City." That this answer was 
false; was made with intent to deceive the Lodge and induce the 
members to initiate him therein by concealing the true fact that he 
was at the time and for one year previous a resident of the State of 
Connecticut, and that he did deceive the Lodge, thereby procuring it to 
violate the Constitution of the Grand Lodge. 

Appellant answered, denying the charges. 
The matter was brought to a hearing before the Commissioners, and 
evidence taken as to the place of residence of defendant. Appellant gave 
testimony to the effect that he actually lived in this City during a part 
of the time in question, but he finally withdrew his so-called plea of 
guilty "to a technical violation of Masonic law in having unintentionally 
falsely answered the question" (as to his residence). 

The Trial Commissioners found, that the charges of misrepresenta- 
tion made against the appellant were in part sustained. They recom- 
mended that he be suspended from the Lodge and privileges of Masonry 
for one year, and that he pay the charges and expenses of the Commis- 
sioners, amounting to $48.50. 

The report of the Trial Commissioners came before the Lodge at a 
summoned Communication thereof on June 19, 1917. A motion was 
then made that the recommendation of the Commissioners be concurred 
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in. An amendment was offered, to the effect that the penalty should be 
expulsion from membership in the Lodge instead of suspension for one 
year. This amendment was put to vote and defeated. The original mo- 
tion to concur in the report of the Ommissioners and make the same the 
judgment of the Lodge, was then adopted. 

No appeal was ever taken from this judgment by either of the 
parties. 

On September 4, 1017, about two and a half months after this 
judgment of the Lodge was made, the charter of the Lodge was arrested 
by order of the Grand Master. The charter remained in abeyance until 
June 9, 1919, on which date the Lodge members assembled at Mas*nie 
Hall, pursuant to notice sent out under authority of the Grand Master, 
and by and over the signature of the Grand Secretary. The Deputy 
Grand Master was present at the opening of the meeting, and stated, in ' 
substance, that he placed upon the Master's table the charter of the 
Lodge, which was restored to it pursuant to action of the Grand Lodge 
and order of the Grand Master, with charges against the Lodge still 
pending but held in abeyance until there should be a restoration to that 
order and decorum which marked the life of the Lodge at its inception. 

Thereafter, at this same meeting, the following proceedings took place : 

*'It is moved that in the matter of Philip Eberich, who was found 
guilty by the Trial Commission of having obtained admission into Guar- 
dian Lodge by fraud and misrepresentation, that the vote by which the 
motion to approve the recommendation of the Trial Commission that he 
be suspended for one year, be reconsidered and suitable action taken in 
the matter. Carried." 

**It is moved that in the matter of Philip Eberich, found guilty by 
the Trial Commission of fraud and misrepresentation in gaining admission 
or election to membership in Guardian Lodge that the recommendation 
of the Trial Commission, that he be suspended from membership for one 
year, be rejected, and that in lieu thereof the penalty to be inflicted by 
the Lodge is that the said Philip Eberich, for the offences of which he 
was found guilty, be expelled from membership in Guardian Lodge. 
Carried." 

The members of the Lodge were not summoned to attend this meeting, 
and no notice was given to them or to the appellant that any action with 
reference to appellant would be taken thereat. 

Appellant duly appealed from this action of the Lodge in attempting 
to expel him, and this appeal is now before us. 

Appellant alleges, in substance, as grounds of his appeal, that the 
attempted expulsion is null and void, because the action of the Lodge 
was by resolution only, without charges or trial; that the Lodge was 
without power or jurisdiction to reverse its former judgment to his 
prejudice; that two trials for the same offense were unauthorized, and 
that he could not twice be put in jeopardy for the same offense; that 
the attempted expulsion was without notice, without charges and without 
an opportunity to appellant to defend. 

Some question was made on the argument of this appeal that appellant 
had not paid the fine imposed by the original judgment It was conceded, 
however, that he paid the amount to the Commissioners, and in view of 
the language of the judgment, to the effect that he was to pay the

expenses of the Commissioners amounting to the sum actually paid, we 
hold that appellant had complied therewith. 

The Lodge, in support of its action, contends, that its action in 
attempting to expel the appellant was taken before the year for which 
he was suspended by the original judgment had expired. This contention 
is based upon the fact that, although nearly two years had intervened, 
yet the Lodge had been deprived of its charter during all but about two 
and a half months of this period. It is urged that only this latter period 
of time should be counted on the year of suspension; that, upon the 
arrest of the Lodge's charter the status of each member of the Lodge 
remained as it was on that date until the charter was restored ; that the 
Lodge was non-existent, and, therefore, there could be no suspension of a 
member during that period, and that appellant remained suspended for 
a full year of life of the Lodge. 

We cannot agree with this contention. The sentence involved more 
than mere suspension from the Lodge. It necessarily carried with it 
suspension from the rights and privileges of Masonry generally. Under 
the express language of our Gonstitutioni appellant, because of the 
judgment, was not in good standing. (Sec. 5 of Definitions). When the 
Lodge became dormant, through the arrest of its Charter, appellant did 
not thereby become restored to the rights and privileges of Masonry 
generally. This disability continued and he was not in good standing 
until a whole year from the date of his suspension had expired. On the 
other hand, when that year did expire he thereby became automatically 
restored to the rights and privileges of Masonry generally. He could not 
be further deprived of these because the Lodge had temporarily forfeited 
its Charter. Otherwise he might have been forever deprived of them had 
the Charter been revoked. If the Lodge was prejudiced by inability to 
exercise its alleged right of action against appellant (but which we hold 
it did not have), it was the result of its own wrongful acts whereby its 
Charter was suspended, and it, rather than appellant, must suffer thereby. 

But even if the action of the Lodge had been taken within the period 
of suspension, we do not think it had the right to reconsider its former 
judgment, or to impose a different penalty upon appellant. 

In 1875, the Grand Lodge approved and adopted the following 
decisions of Grand Master Thorne made during recess of Grand Lodge, 
viz., 

*'A Lodge may not reverse its own action after sentence has been 
pronounced, and while the accused is undergoing punishment, so as to 
prejudice his standing or rights." 

"That a Lodge having sentenced a brother to be reprimanded for a 
Masonic offense, has exhaus^d its right to punish for that offense. The 
subject may not be judicially reviewed or reconsidered by the Lodge. 
Only on appeal may the action of the Lodge be reversed or set aside." 
(Crook's Digest, pp. .128-9). 

These decisions thus became the law of the Grand Lodge, and must 
be respected unless they have been over-ruled or modified by appropriate 
action of the Grand Lodge. They are directly in point in the present 
case. They appeal to reason and in our opinion are wise and just and 
ought not to be disturbed. 
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Counsel for the Lodge has earnestly contended that the practice as 
to trials has changed and progressed since the rendition of these decisions ; 
that there has been a tendency to depart from strict legal rules, and that 
these decisions should not be rigidly adhered to. 

It is true that our Code of Procedure provides that a judgment of a 
Lodge shall not be reversed for technical irregularities or technical 
violation of the rules of evidence, except in case evident injustice has 
been done. (Sec. 67.) But this rule relates to methods of procedure 
rather than substantive law vitally affecting jurisdictional rights of 
members. 

We find no action of the Grand Lodge which expressly or by inference 
indicates a change on its part of the law laid down by it in 1875. On 
the contrary, it is sustained and upheld by the latest revision of our law 
as contained in the Code of Procedure. Section 42 reads, "The decision 
of the Lodge (upon report of Trial Commissioners) shall be final, unless 
an appeal be taken therefrom to the Grand Lodge and proceeded with in 
the manner prescribed by Section 54 of the Code of Procedure." Sections 
51 to 75 of the Code contain complete provisions for appeal from the 
judgment of a Lodge, induding the provision that the same shall be 
taken within sixty days after the judgment appealed from. 

The Code thus prescribes that a trial must have a finality, and that it 
shall be reached in the judgment of the Lodge, unless an appeal is taken 
therefrom. 

The Lodge contends that there was no change in the judgment by 
the action which it took, but only a modification of sentence, and a 
case in the Criminal Courts of the State is cited as authority. In that 
case a special statute of the State was involved, and the defendant was 
re-sentenced for the purpose of making the same conform to the express 
language of this statute which had been violated by the original sentence. 
Furthermore, there is a vast and obvious difference between the criminal 
procedure of the State courts and that under our Masonic Law. 

Counsel for the Lodge has also ably and earnestly contended that the 
Grand Lodge has the power and should affirm the action of a Lodge 
where ample justice has been done. 

We agree with this as an abstract proposition. We do not agree, 
however, that it applies to the present case, for the reason that, in our 
opinion, the Lodge was without jurisdiction or authority to proceed as 
it did. Ample justice can only be done in a lawful manner, and when 
the proceeding of the Lodge is unauthorized and unlawful, all of its acts 
are of the same nature. When the Lodge rendered its judgment of 
suspension, it exhausted its power to punish the appellant for the offense 
of which it had found him guilty. 

The Lodge goes farther, and asks thaf the Grand Lodge find that 
appellant was guilty of the offense of suppressing the fact of his former 
rejection by a Connecticut Lodge. To support this charge we are 
referred to appellant's petition to the Lodge, where, in answer to the 
question, "Have you ever presented a petition to any Masonic Lodge? 
If so, when and to what Lodge?" he answered, "Continalton Lodge, 
Con,"; and in answer to the further question, "Have you ever been 
rejected by any Masonic Lodge? If so, when and by what Lodge?" he 
answered, "Yes, Continalton." The Lodge now says, that, as a matter of 
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fact, defendant had been rejected by Continental Lodge of Waterbury, 
Connecticut, and that appellant's misspelling of the name of the Lodge, 
and his failure to fully answer these questions, was such a serious sup- 
pression of facts as to call for his expulsion from Masonry, regardless of 
the regularity of the proceeding by which it is effected. 

But this charge was not made against appellant in the complaint 
presented to the Lodge, and he has never had an opportunity to defend 
himself against any such charge. He cannot be convicted by the Grand 
Lodge of an offense charged against him for the first time upon an 
appeal, and for the purpose of sustaining a judgment attempted to be 
imposed for another offense and which cannot be otherwise sustained. 

Aside from all technicriities, express law and rules of procedure, the 
action taken by the Lodge shocks the sense of justice. Appellant was 
tried, found guilty of 1;he charges made against him and sentenced to 
suspension for a definite time. After serving this sentence, as we hold, 
and after serving part i>f the sentence as the Lodge concedes, the Lodge 
attempted to undo its former action and to impose a sentence of Masonic 
death upon appellant. This, too, without summoning the Lodge, and 
without notice to its members or to appellant that any such action would 
be taken. If such action should be held to be valid, then no member of 
the Fraternity, once found guilty of any offense, would be secure in his 
rights. A sentence of reprimand could be changed to expulsion at any 
time without notice. The door would be open to the rankest injustice. 
Chaos would be the substitute for law, and reason and justice would be 
at the mercy of passion and prejudice. 

While technicalities should not be encouraged for the purpose of 
aiding the guilty to escape punishment, neither should a brother be 
deprived of his rights, and particularly his Masonic life, without 
adherence to the salutary and orderly processes which our law prescribes, 
and which are in such harmony with every sense of right and justice. 

We hold that Guardian Lodge was without jurisdiction or authority 
to change its original judgment of suspension of the appellant to that of 
expulsion, and that its attempted action in that respect, taken June 9, 
1019, was null and void, and direct that the same be set aside.

BEPOBT OF SEA AND FIELD LODGE, No. 1 

M.'. W/. TowNSBND ScuDDER presented the report of Sea 
and Field Lodge, No. 1, which was received and ordered printed 

in the Proceedings: 

New York City, May 4, 1920. 
Hon. W. S. Fabmeb, Grand Mabteb. 
Dear Sir and M.\ Tf.'. Brother: 

I beg to submit the following report of Sea and Field Lodge No. 1. 

Since November 9, 1918, no sessions' save formal business sessions 
have been held. The last session was held on April 5, 1920, in conjunc- 
tion with a regular session of Jonkheer Lodge, No. 865, at Yonkers, N. Y., 
on which occasion, by your permission, the officers of Sea and Field 
Lodge, No. 1, undertook to confer the Second Section of the Master 
Mason Degree for that Lodge. 

In March last you issued instructions to the Wor. Master to assimilate 
the undemitted material of Sea and Field Lodges, Nos. 2, 3, 4 and 5, over- 
seas, and that thereafter that material should be recorded and transferred 
in the same manner as the material of Sea and Field Lodge, No. 1. 
Your instructions have been carried out. 

During the year 1919, 145 demits were issued, and from the institu- 
tion of the Lodge to date 226 have been transferred to other Lodges. 
The number remaining upon the roll, untransferred, exclusive of the 
personnel, is 204.

W.\ TowNSBND ScuDixBB, from the Committee on 
Jurisprudence, presented the following report, which was re- 
ceived and its recommendations adopted;

GRAND LODGE, 1920 161 

To the Grand Lodge: 

The opinions of the Judge Advocate, rendered to the Grand Master 
for the Masonic year ending May 6th, 1919, have been referred to this 
committee for examination and report. They may be divided, generally 
speaking, into three classes: 

A — Those based upon well settled law of the Grand Lodge. 
B — Those involving discretionary action arising out of war 

conditions not likely to recur. 
G — Certain others in which the questions are either entirely 
new or else heretofore undecided. 

Your Committee therefore recommends that all the decisions be ap- 
proved. 

That such as are referred to in the subdivision "C" above be spe- 
cifically adopted as the law of this Grand Lodge, governing all lodges 
under its jurisdiction, viz. : — 

1st — The Master of a Lodge shall not destroy any ballot, or permit 
same to be destroyed, more than twice, and shall finally declare its result 
after same shall have been twice destroyed, and in such a case he shall 
announce the result on the third ballot. 

2nd — The individual policy of each Grand Lodge is determined by 
such Grand Lodge in its own sovereign right. Until fraternal relations 
have been severed between the Grand Lodge of New York and any of 
the several Grand Lodges of the United States, they are each entitled to 
full recognition, and the right of any brother to fraternally communicate 
with or visit their lodges is fully recognized. 

3rd — The application of a brother for non-affiliation as specified in 
section 10 of the Definitions must be in writing and signed by him. 

4th — The brethren of a Lodge may at will collectively join in civic 
processions, but Masonic clothing and insignia can be used, carried or 
(and) worn only when engaged in Masonic duties. 

5th — No brother shall hold actual and Honorary membership in the 
same lodge ; but a lodge may upon such terms or otherwise as it deems fit 
create life members by absolving one or more of its members from further 
payment of dues. 

6th — No petition can be received from a candidate under twenty-one 
years of age, and any such petition, or action had thereon, shall be 
ineffective for any purpose.

Most Worshipful Grand Master and Brethren : The Committee on 
Jurisprudence, as T stated a little while a^o, held a x)rotracted session, 
and made a report which will be submitted to you by Most Worshipful 
Town SEND Scuddeb. 

M.*. W.'. TowNSEND ScuDDER, from the Committee on 
Jurisprudence, presented the following, which was received and 
its recommendation adopted: 

To the Grand Lodge: 

The Committee on Jurisprudence, to which was referred the report 
of the War and Relief Administration, has given particular attention to 
that part thereof dealing with the construction of the Hospital at Utica, 
in harmony with the plans therefor, by said administration adopted, and 
your Committee is of the opinion that Grand Lodge should respond to 
the invitation of the Administration to advise it in the premises. 

Your Committee is of the opinion that an undertaking of this kind 
necessarily must be mana.^ed and directed by a comparatively small, and 
necessarily an efficient Board ; and the War and Relief Administration 
surely has proven itself such. 

Wherefore your Committee unanimously reiomnicuds the considera- 
tion by Grand Lodge of the follov/ing Resolution : 

RnsoLVKD: That it is the sense of Grand Lod^^e that the War and 
Relief Administration proceed with the erection of the Hospital when in 
its judgment business conditions warrant.

as follows and on motion the resolution was referred to the War 
and Eelief Administration : 

If re / Arm: 

I do not know how much interest thorc is in the dream of a dreamer, 
but, after all, if ideas are not expressed something may be lost, and if 
they are expressed — well, no worse may happen other than our patienee 
will have been taxed. 

We want this hospital. We want it very badly. "We want it 
because for so many years our lack of it has been a reproach to the 
Fraternity. We want it because to-day we realize more than we ever 
did before how needed the hospital is to crown our charitable endeavors. 

We are confronted by a condition. It is one not confined to this 
locality, but reaching out and covering the whole world. Little or 
nothing is stable. Chaos is in many places, and no one can tell just 
what the morrow will bring forth. 

When we decided upon our hospital, we had every assurance that we 
could get what we had planned, and could get it beyond a reasonable 
doubt, for about .$.'{70,000 ; but to-day, as conditions are, no man can 
positively say that we can have it for twice that amount. 

Our Fraternity in its generosity of heart, influenced by a patriotic 
desire to serve, raised a great sum of money ; — its purpose being that 
it should be devoted to and expended for the benefit of our country during 
the war and meet its needs as far as possible after the war. Through 
God's providence the war came to an end, — in fact, if not theoretically ; 
and the fund did not have to be expended entirely in war relief service, 
so the remainder of the fund was dedicated or rededicated to service 
which the tni)sy-turvy conditions in the world are inviting every 
agency eciuipped for service to a renewed effort to relieve suffering 
humanity from the conditions caused by the war ; and thus came a 
rededication of this fund to the hospital by a unanimous vote a 
year ago, a vote re-aJ9Srmed now, and all this is a meet and right thing 
to do; and yet it is a grievous thing that when we have dcme this we 
may have on our hands a building that will not be worth anything like 
it cost when business tigain drifts back into its normal groove. And yet, 
we can have that hospital at a fair cost if we so will it. It is quite 
possible for us to have it, if we want to engage in a great adventure, 
an adventure which would set an example not alone in this State but 
throughout the Union. The thing can be done, I am convinced. But in 
any event, it sliould be referred to men learned in such matters, with 
capacity for organization to determine whether it can be done practically, 
and if it ( an be, the War Kelief Administration should do it. 

And this. Brethren, is the thing we can do: We used to be operative 
Masons. We ceased to be operative Masons, — why you all know, — and 
then we became siieculative Masons. Perhaps, in the first instance, we 
became speculative Masons because the younger men in the guilds of 
builders had tiie older men on their hands who no longer could compete 
as they formerly did before the art of building had become public prop- 
erty. The printing press had brought that about. And so a speculative 
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society was formed, — the objects of which were, largely, charitable, — to 
take care of those old Masons, whose mark is still on the wonderful 
edifices which grace the world. Then because the principles which our 
forefathers adopted as theirs and gave to the world were good, they 
attracted men from every walk in life, and thus the Masonic Fraternity 
Fraternity grew into a great speculative fraternity, — cultivating men's 
souls to seek greater heights. 

Now the question is, in these wonderful times, shall we again become 
operative Masons? Shall we ourselves make a survey of our State and 
find out, during this coming year, how many men will volunteer for 
a week or two of actual work at Utica building this hospital? The 
unskilled labor, we have in plenty. We have in our ranks men of every 
calling. The trades are splendidly represented. We have engineers of 
high renown, architects excelled by none, all that is needed for an effec- 
tive organization. The problem will be the bringing together when they 
can come those men who will volunteer fox this service, even as the 
legend tells us it was done when the Temple of King Solomon was 
builded. This great Fraternity of ours will just join the "overall" club 
and put this great thing over provided we have the spirit. And the 
world will stand up and take notice. What an example it will be ! Certain 
skilled men we will have to employ, but I venture to say that we will have 
more labor volunteered for one week or two weeks in the summer season 
when usually we take our vacation, than we will need to accomplish the 
work. It will be an inspiring, a wonderful undertaking. Our facilities at 
the Home are such that we have the necessaries to have an effective 
canteen. We can easily manage it so that we will also have suitable 
sleeping quarters. No man need to be put to expense, — not even to 
purchase of his overalls. Of him will only be asked the skill which 
he possesses ; and if he can bring no skill then the good will to be a day 
laborer. We can finish the shell of the building; and the cost, under 
proper protection and guidance, will be not more than what we would 
have had to pay had we been able to start when we first planned the 
enterprise, and we may be able to finish the building at a like relative 
cost. It is up to us. I know the suggestion comes with a surprise ; it ik 
just a dream, but it is one of those dreams that, somehow or other, should 
come true. And then the psychology of it all, the moral effect of it, the 
wonderful stimulant it will be to Masons everywhere ! Our charity work 
is surpassed by none in the world, and here we are now setting a new 
example, and a useful one. 

Brethren, if you think well of this dream — to the end that it may be 
considered, I move that this matter be referred to the War Relief 
Administration, that they consult necessary experts and see whether such 
an organization of builders from our ranks can be gotten together on the 
basis of a week or two of service by those who can give it, and thus 
put the thing over. We stand in splendid position to reach our brethren 
now, for we have a mailing list whereby we can quickly sound our 
members. To bring this dream of a dreamer before the Grand Xiodge, I 
move the adoption of the resolution. 
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BEPORT OF THE MASONIC WAR AND RELIEF 
ADMINISTRATION 

M.'. W.'. William Shbrer, Chairman of the Masonic War 
and Relief Administration, presented the following report, which 
was received and its recommendation adopted : 

To the Orand Lodge: 

The War and Relief Administration, to which was referred that por- 
tion of the Grand Master's address relating to the Masonic Service 
Association of the United States, and the general scheme of Masonic 
Service set forth in the Grand Master's enclydical dated January 31st, 
1920, begs leave to report : 

It has carefully and fully considered the recommendation of the 
Grand Master and the general plan of service for the fraternity sug- 
gested by him. It recognizes the foresight of the Grand Master and 
appreciates the opportunity and duty which is presented. 

It recommends the adoption of the following resolution: 

Resolved : That Grand Lodge is sensible of the high service to which 
it is called in the emergency facing the government and the social order 
upon which our institutions depend. It believes that the most effective 
service which it can render will be, by, in every way, promoting and 
extending to and among the members of the fraternity and through them 
to society in general the benefits of education and enlightenment. It 
believes that a practical and useful method of education is presented by 
the program outlined by the Grand Master and its natural and logical 
extension and development and gives its unqualified support and approval 
thereof. 

FuBTHEB Resolved : That the War and Relief Administration be re- 
quested to undertake and carry out, in its judgment and discretion, 
the general plan of Masonic Service suggested by the Grand Master's 
address and encyclical, and to appropriate from the War and Relief Fund 
such moneys to defray the necessary expense of said Committee, of 
effectively putting in operation said program of service, as may from 
time to time be required.

R.'. W.'. Fkederick G. Lemmermanx, from the Committee 
on Charity, presented the following report, which was received 
and its recommendations adopted: 

To the Grand Lodge: 

Your Committee on Charity recommends that the following payments 
be made: 

That the sum of ?200 be placed in the hands of the Grand Treasurer, 
to be paid over by him at such time and in such manner as he may deem 
best for the relief and maintenance of the Widow of a Past Junior 
(irand Warden. Ifurther, that the sum of $200 be placed in the hands 
of the Grand Treasurer to be paid over by him at such time and in such 
manner as he may deem proper for the relief and maintenance of the 
widow of a former Trustee of the Masonic Hall and Asylum Fund. 

Your Committee has investigated the necessity of a continuance of 
the following appropriations made by previous Sessions, to wit : the 
sum of $25 a month to the Granddaughter of a Past Grand Master; 
the sum of $o5 a month to the widow of a Past Grand Master, and the 
sum of $39 a month to the widow of a deceased Brother. 

Our attention has again been called to the case of a Widow of a 
Past Grand Lodge Officer and in her case we recommend that the Grand 
Treasurer set aside the sum of $200, the said amount to be paid to her 
in such payments as the Grand Master shall direct. 

Your Committee recommends that the sum of One Hundred Dollars 
be paid to R.'. W.*. Emil Frenkel, the same to be distributed by 
him for humanitarian purposes. 

We further recommend that these appropriations be continued until 
the further direction of this Grand Lodge.

REPOKT OF TUE MASONIC OVERSEAS MISSION 

M.*. W.'. TowNSEKD ScuDDEij, froni tile Masonic Overseas 
Mission, presented the following report, which was received 
and ordered printed in the Proceedings: 

New York City, October 1, 1919. 
Hon. William S. Farmer, Grand ^ faster. 
Dear ^ir avd ^f.'. W.'. nroihrr: 

The Mission which yoii dispatrhed in Jnnnary last to Freemasons in 
the Unitod States Forces Ovcrscns begs leave to submit the following 
report : — 
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A report in writing of the negotiations of the Mission with the United 
States Government for passports, bearing date December 31, 1918, has 
heretofore been made. Thereafter, an opportunity having been presented 
for aiiiliation with the A. E. F.-Y. M. C. A. as a Masonic Unit, and, 
liaving been accepted, pursuant, in part to the suggestion of the President 
and of Mr. Raymond B. Fosdick that we ally ourselves "with a recognized 
relief agency," arrangements were perfected, so far as they could be, and 
passports applied for through the Y. M. C. A. Further difhculty in 
obtaining passi)orts was then experienced, which was solved, however, 
by a visit to Washington, and passports were actually issued and deliv- 
ered to us on the 21st day of January, 1919. We immediately sought 
transportation by the first available steamer. The lung delay goaded us 
to get to our destination at the earliest possible moment, and learning 
that the "Aquitania" of the Cunard Line was to sail from Halifax 
February 1, still a troopship in the service of the British Admiralty but 
carrying passengers on that voyage, we succeeded in securing passage 
on that steamer and left New York January 30 for Halifax by rail. 
Each member of the Mission carried hand luggage and in addition each 
had a small service trunk ; we took along, also, a large trunk containing 
stationery, typewriter and supplies. On arriving in Boston one of the 
party accompanied the trunks crosstown in an express wagon to safeguard 
their arrival at the North Station, and saw them aboard the seven 
o'clock train for Halifax on the Boston & Maine Uailroad. This being 
accomplished we were reasonably coniideut that our luggage would be 
duly delivered at our destination because transi)orted on the same train 
with ourselves, but on arriving at Halifax after midnight February 1, 
we were dismayed to find that but two of the six trunks were on the 
train, the others, including the large trunk referred to, having been 
lost somehow en route. The steamer was due to sail 9 A. M., and 
the next train to arrive from St. John which could bring the trunks was 
scheduled to arrive at the same hour. The agent of the line, to wliohi 
we appealed, was most sympathetic an() promised to do all that he could 
for us but feared the worst since the ship, being still a troopship, was 
under the control of the Government, and he doubted that her sailing 
could be delayed. 

Pending the result of his efforts we had determined that two of the 
Mission whose trunks had not arrived should remain ashore and, in the 
event of their failure to arrive in time to sail, that they should return to 
New York, and thence sail on the next available steamer. 

However, by great good fortune and the kind offices of the agent, 
Mr. Barrow, the steamer's sailing was delayed an hour and a half. 
Three of us went aboard, leaving the other two ashore, and well within 
the time appointed they joined us on board with all our property, and 
thus we sailed, according to plan, with Mission and impedimenta intact. 

The ship was dingy and rusty, with partitions removed and furnish- 
ings very scanty ; she had not been overhauled for months. All the ports 
were blackened to prevent lights being seen w^ithout. The passenger list 
was small and varied, but our accommodations, in the circumstances, 
comfortable. We were booked to land at Liverpool, but, for reasons of 
state, the ship w^as diverted to Glasgow, where we arrived at noon of 
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Friday, February 7, and that evening left by rail for London, having 
previously wired for accommodations. Labor in both Scotland and 
England at the time of our arrival was in a turmoil, and a railway strike 
was on affecting the London tubes. We had reason to apprehend an 
extension of the disorder, and, therefore, sought to make all haste to 
push forward toward our destination. 

Arriving in London on the morning of February 8, we drove to the 
hotel to find it crowded and no accommodations awaiting us. London 
was overcrowded ; the many hotels, diverted to Government purposes, had 
greatly depleted available room for visitors. We were fortunate, however, 
in finding shelter at The Thackeray in Great Russell Street, where we 
were comfortably established during our stay, if one can do without 
heat, warm baths, and hot water, difficult to get anywhere in those times. 

We thought it advisable, while in London, to learn of the activities 
of the Grand Lodge of England in war work and service; also to lay 
before those in authority in that Grand Lodge the hopes and purposes of 
the Masonic Service Association of the United States, recently projected, 
and other matters of importance connected with our Mission. One of 
our members having been taken ill, the days of his convalescence were 
profitably employed in conferences with Sir Alfred Robbins, P. Colville 
Smith and other Grand Lodge Officers,- and in Inspecting Masonic Relief 
Service, and studying the activities of the. A. E. F.-Y. M. G. A. in and 
about Loudon, to the end that we should be somewhat familiar with 
the method of operating **Y" huts and the relation of that service to 
the men when we should undertake such work ourselves, in accordance 
with the terms of the arrangement which we had made with the *'Y" 
before leaving New York. We had engaged to take over and operate 
such hut or huts as might, in a conference at Paris between the **Y" 
authorities there and the War Department, be mutually deemed advisable, 
the same to be maintained as **Y" enterprises for all men in the service, 
but designated by an appropriate tablet as Masonically supported. It was 
further understood that all purely Masonic service should be outside such 
quarters. This arrangement, it was calculated, would afford us a maxi- 
mum of liberty and freedom of action and, at the same time, of economy 
of expense and organization in the matter of movement throughout the 
A. B. F. 

Our interviews in Ix)ndon were highly satisfactory, and the cordial 
reception which we had at the hands of our English brethren will long 
and pleasantly be remembered. We there had the additional privilege 
of attending the consecration of the Woodfoid Lodge in East London by 
a ceremonial most impressive and in many particulars unfamiliar. Our 
reception at the dinner following the consecration, attended by a large 
body of average English Freemasons — business men of the City of 
London — and the hearty response to our brief remarks, was wonderfully 
stimulating. 

We had learned that Paris was not less congested than London and 
therefore endeavored to make sure of accommodations when we should 
arrive there. The work in London being finished, and arrangements 
to travel to Paris via Folkestone-Boulogne having been effected 
through the Movement Order Department of the **Y" (a very difficult 
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route over which to obtain permits to travel in war times, we found), 
we left London February 15, and arrived in Paris the same evening, in 
a steady downpour of rain. London had been intensely cold and dis- 
agreeable, but dry. Heat in hotels and public buildings was unusual and 
deficient, and the discomfort of living conditions intense. Food was 
expensive and meagre, and we were assured that food, at least, would 
be more abundant, and less expensive, in Paris. We were disillusioned. 
Fortunate to a degree in being received at the hotel with which we had 
communicated (an old French establishment familiar to one of the 
Mission) we found Paris not less uncomfortable than London, no heat, 
little food, higher prices, great congestion, and continuous, dreary daily 
rain. 

We promptly sought opportunity with the "Y" authorities to discuss 
our business, and to effect plans for the work which we had projected, 
and, though we were met with cordiality by the officers of that institu- 
tion, the very conditions under which work was done in Paris and the 
circumstances of the war, made progress agonizingly slow. For nearly 
four weeks we worried along, making little headway and not knowing 
whether we should be able to pursue our work and perform the service 
which we had hoped to render, or should have to fold our tents and 
return home. 

That time of uncertainty was by no mean wasted ; it was devoted to 
the full, and e\*ery minute of it, to canvassing the Masonic situation in 
the A. E. F., and planning and arranging ways and means for under- 
taking and pursuing our work, as soon as a foothold should be established. 

We had carried with us from home a large number of letters from 
Masons With the A. E. F., inquiring about Masonic activity, existent or 
projected. Responses to these letters were prepared on the steamer, and 
mailed on our arrival at Glasgow. Replies to our letters, which had 
announced our expected arrival in France about February 16, and given 
an address there, began to arrive before the end of February, and thus 
we started a chain of active correspondence. 

We had understood, before leaving home, -that a considerable propor- 
tion of the Secretaries in the service of the **Y'' were Masons, but 
observation, contact, and the records which were subsequently opened 
to us, led us to believe that not less than 70 per cent, of the **Y" Secre- 
taries were members of the Craft. We had been in correspondence with 
a Masonic organization in the "Y," composed of "Y" Secretaries, called 
the Trowel and Triangle Club, which had existed for some months, and 
whose main purpose seemed to be an occasiooal dining together, and the 
entertaining of persons of interest or distinction. It had no other 
apparent activity ; but we saw in it a means, effectively and economically, 
to extend our influence, and by combining effort, to reach and serve the 
members of the Fraternity in the service. 

Its officers and members we found to be intelligent, zealous, keenly 
alive Freemasons, some of them hailing from our own State. We 
promptly got in intimate contact with these brethren, told them the 
story of our efforts to get Overseas and to serve, all which stimulated in 
them prompt sympathy and diesire to co-operate. This resulted, gradu- 
ally, in the formulation of a plan for the reorganization of that Club, 
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ramifying, as it did, tliroughout the entire A. E. F., and comprising, in 
its membersliip, a very large number of the Secretaries at training camps, 
leave areas and with various units of the army all over France and in 
Germany, and the utilization of the Club, and, through it, of the Secre- 
taries, members of it, throujjhout the A. E. F,, as the connecting link 
between Masonic life in the A. E. F., and the Missicm, with its head- 
quarters in Paris. Through the Trowel tmd Triangle Club, to member- 
ship in the Board of Governors of which, one of the members of the 
Mission was elected, and with all of whose administration the Mission 
was intimately in touch, we advertised promptly for the names and 
addresses and the officers of all Mascmic Clubs or other orgauizatiuus in 
the A. E. F., with the result that, within approximately two weeks, we 
were in receipt of a large volume of mail and in close touch with the 
Masonic pulse of the Forces, and equipped with intimate and reliable 
information regarding most, or all, of the Masonic Club life, which tiieu 
existed, and some of which had become dormant or extinct by reason of 
the departure or impending departure for home of the units with whi< h 
connected. Conspicuous among our co laborers in this s.'rviie were 
Sidney Morse, in charge of the Records Bureau of the A. E. F.-Y. M. 
C A., .John (jarland Pollard of the Board of Discipline, Cass (^mnaway. 
Chief (*ounsel, William L. Hartman of Denver, Colorado, and J. M. 
("roucli of West Virginia, in charge of Paris Warehouse. 

On March 11, 1919, the "Y'' oflfored us the hut known as the "Ofliters 
and Men's Club," .*U Avenue Montaigne, Paris, which we immediately 
accepted. The offer contemi)lated our taking it over and operating it as 
a "Y" hut, bearing all expense thereof. Investigation i)roved it to be 
the original headcpmrters of the *'Y," a palace, charmingly located, and 
capable, we-thou.;;ht, of great development. It was serving, at the time, 
approximately 110 officers and men, some of whom — about 25 — were 
accommodated with rooms, and all with luncheon and dinner at prices 
materially below the prevailing prices of similar accommodations. The 
use of the building for months had, of course, resulted in deterioration 
and the existence, we thought, of the restaurant, led to conditions of 
untidiness which were better avoided. We found, also, that the res- 
taurant was a serious expense, all out of proportion, we thought, to 
tiie service rendered. The method of its management seemed calculated 
to i)amper a few, instead of to serve many, and we concluded promptly 
to eliminate the restaurant and to develop the usefulness of the institution 
to the greatest possible extent. On March 14ih, letters were exchanged' 
covering the agreement to take that property over, which we were 
fortunate in arrangiug not to involve liability on our part for damage to 
property (a familiar invariable consequence of the relation of landlord 
and tenant in France), and that we should be at liberty to abandon the 
enterprise at any time on thirty days' notice. 

The figures of its operation for a year previous, which were furnished 
us, showed an annual loss or excess of outgo over income of approximately 
$30,000. The managem<'nt of this enterprise we had no hesitation in 
undertaking, in view, not only of the duty, as we con ce vied it, of keeping 
our bargain, but the necessity, as we found it or then saw it---of our 
having a definite status with the "Y'* in the A. E. F., in order to 
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maintain our position and render any kind of service, Masonic or other- 
wise, to the men with tlie colors. 

Fortune, however, was kind. It chanced tliat certain devoted women 
had been interested in the conduct of that hut from its inception and 
the tliought of it being taken out of their control distressed them. We 
were asked, first, to reconsider our proposal to abandon the restaurant, 
to which we consented, temporarily. The agreement covering its opera- 
tion by the Mission was modified at our instance, by providing that we 
should conduct it in any case from April 1st until June 30 (the end of 
a rent period ; at whcih time the tenant, under the lease, would have the 
right to abandon), with the privilege, however, of abandoning it then 
on thirty days' notice to the "Y" and, if continued thereafter by us at its 
instance, with the i)rivilege of abandoning it at any time during that 
continuance, on thirty days' notice. 

Notwithstanding, the movement in "Y" circles to withdraw the offer 
of the hut progressed, without interference on our part. Awaiting the 
final decision we pursued our activities intensively in every direction. 

The hut was not turned over to us, and we incurred no expense in 
connection therewith, but by mutual consent we were relieved from thp 
duty of carrying on operations of that character or of devoting our time 
or energy to such activities. Gradually we drifted into a service of a 
purely Masonic character, and no question was raised or exists as between 
any party to the original agreement, regarding the soundness of our 
position, or the propriety of our conduct. 

Meanwhile, we undertook also, the re-organization of the local Masonic 
Club in Paris, and the placing of it in a postion of usefulness. This 
involved further advertising for local Masons, particularly among the 
oiRcers stationed in or near Paris and resulted, most happily, in pro- 
curing the consent of Col. H. H. Whitney, Chief of Staflt of the Paris 
Division, to act as President, and Major Otto H. Lee, Assistant Judge 
Advocate, and Capt. Keely, Q. M. C, as Governors, thus assuring to the 
Club not only the patronage of officers, which was essential to its use- 
fulness, but also their keen interest in its welfare, with the result tha't 
its sessions were greatly popularized. 

Brother J. M. Crouch was actively interested in the Trowel and 
Triangle Club, and one of its Governors. He was also an intimate 
friend of Judge George Fleming Moore and deeply interested in his 
enterprise at 10 Avenue Victor Emmanuel III. It was natural that 
Brother Crouch, whose friendly interest in the activities of the Mission 
was early manifested, should suggest the propriety of the Trowel and 
Triangle Club Governors holding their meetings, and the members of the 
Overseas Masonic Club their sessions, in the quarters at 10 Avenue 
Victor Emmanuel III, and as spontaneously and in the the same kindly 
spirit as the suggestion was made, it was accepted. The Mission had 
maintained iis headquarters at the Hotel Peiffer, Passage de la 
Madeleine. It had been planned to transfer headquarters to the hut at 
31 Avenue Montaigne, but late in March Brother Charles W. Connery, 
the manager of the Am<M*ican Masonic Headquarters, 10 Avenue 
Victor Emmanuel III, offered to the Mission the use as offices, without 
charge, of the entresol rooms in that building, and to decorate them for 
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that purpose. The offer was gratefully accepted and our quarters 
appropriately furnished by the Mission, and these quarters were from 
early April, 1919, used by the Mission as a convenient place to meet 
Masons seeking information and advice, relief and Masonic service. 

This CO operation between the Mission and Brother Connery was 
most genuine and comfortable, and re-acted promptly in a marked 
increase in the attendance of visitors at the building, 10 Avenue Victor 
Emmanuel III, and the extension of its .usefulness. It grew to be in 
fact as well as in name the American Masonic Headquarters in Paris 
and France. 

Continuously, members of the Mission were in the field. The occupied 
territory at Coblenz and its neighborhood was visited, as well also the 
leave areas, General Headquarters at Chaumont and its neighborhood, 
the seaports — Marseille, Bordeaux, St. Nazaire, Brest and Le Havre — 
and the intervening country in central France, where most of our 
forces were camped or billeted. The time of the members of the Mission 
was devoted to visiting Clubs and addressing the men, encouraging the 
formation of Clubs where none existed, furnishing Masonic information to 
interested inquirers, and generally rendering all and any assistance to 
Freemasons, which was within our power to render. We early established 
pleasant relations with Major W. S. Solomon, 417th Telegraph Battalion, 
Signal Corps, stationed in Coblenz, who hails from Rhode Island, and 
who had undertaken the reorganization of the Third Army Masonic Club 
at Coblenz. At the time we came in touch with him, the membership of 
that Club was about 500. We aided him in every way in our power, 
and he was, by great fortune, aided also by the presence and active 
co-operation of two "Y" Secretaries in his neighborhood. Past Grand 
Master Davis of the Grand Lodge of Rhode Island, and Deputy Grand 
Master Collins of the same jurisdiction, with both of whom we had the 
most delightful and profitable relations. Before we left, the. membership 
of that Club was about 2,000, and included two sub-Clubs, one made up 
of Ohioans, and the other of New Yorkers, each of which numbered 
over 125. 

Soon after the arrival of the Mission in France there commenced a 
regular system of granting leave to soldiers to visit Paris for a period 
of three days and approximately 300 — 900 men daily arrived in Paris on 
leave. Shortly thereafter the Government inaugurated an educational 
program, the purpose of which was to occupy usefully the men awaiting 
the determination to evacuate France, and their transportation home, 
and considerable numbers of men were assigned to the University of 
Paris, to the Sorbonne, and other Paris and French educational institu- 
tions, and many were assigned also to educational institutions in England. 
The plan involved a change in their pay system and a transfer to a 
different paymaster, and commutation of housing and rations amounting 
to the equivalent, with their pay, of approximately $3 per day, not, 
however, payable in advance. 

The Mission found opportunity for most useful service in directing 
visiting doughboys to places of interest, hotels, amusement places, etc., in 
Paris, and furnishing general information, for which at the time no 
adequate provision had been made. 
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Soon, the problem of loaning funds to officers and soldiers, members 
of the Craft, was sharply presented. The cost of living in Paris was 
excessive, and they were in many instances short of funds, expecting 
pay and with funds at home which they were unable to avail of. At 
one time the American Red Cross had served in the matter of cashing 
checks. The Y. M. C. A. had rendered similar service, but both had 
been discontinued. In this situation the Mission realized that both an 
opportunity and a duty were presented, and endeavoring to exercise 
discretion and discrimination, during its entire stay in France, made 
loans, cashed checks, made advances and assisted financially many mem- 
bers of the -Fraternity engaged in the service. That this service was 
appreciated by the beneficiaries thereof goes without saying, and' the 
loans were in most cases repaid promptly. But few thereof are out- 
standing. 

About the time of the arrival of the Mission in France the withdrawal 
of our troops from the front, and from billets, at the instance of the 
French Government, had begun, and thereafter rapidly progressed. The 
expansion of Le Mans as a concentration district for our troops thus 
withdrawn and prior to their dispatch to the seaboard for embarkation 
for home, was undertaken, and a capacity of 350,000 men was planned. 
Early in March Brothers Moore, Lay and Goodrich were commissioned 
to visit the Le Mans area after a conference at Paris with Brother Harry 
B. Mook, Regional Financial Director of the A. E. F.-Y. M. C. A. in 
that area, and we determined to aid and sustain an Ajnerican Masonic 
Club in that district. This Club was established with Bro. Harry B. 
Mook as President, occupying the building at 45 Rue Chanzy, the rent 
of which the Mission paid, and its membership approximated 900, besides 
which it served a very large number of men, visitors to that area, or 
temporarily therein. 

On March 10th, Brother Goodrich visited Lyons to inspect that 
field from a standpoint of Masonic service, and from there proceeded to 
Dijon, returning to Paris. 

On March 11th, Brothers Moore and Lay visited Marseille, attended 
the weekly meeting of the American E. F. Masonic Club, which met 
in the temple of the Lodges of the Grand Orient at 24 Rue Piscatoris, 
and enjoyed fraternal intercourse with both American and French 
brethren. They proceeded on March 13th to Nice, an important leave 
area, where the situation was canvassed with Bro. James G. Gipe, 
Y. M. C. A. Secretary, and arrangements made to foster a Masonic 
Club in that area, and to guarantee its rent and necessary expenses. 
From there they returned to Paris. 

On March 17th Brother Prime visited Chaumont, investigated condi- 
tions in that area, including the former aviation base at La Trecey ; also 
Neuchateau; and addressed Goodfellowship Masonic Club presided over 
by Capt. A. C. Howard. 

On March 22, Bro. Lay visited Saumur, and attended a banquet held 
at the Budan Hotel by Villebernia Masonic Club, located at Camp 
Strathcona and Mt. Royal, a few miles outside Saumur ; 68 members of 
the Fraternity were present. The members of the Club for the most 
part were officers and men from the First Company, 14th Grand Division, 
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and tho 31st EnRiuocrs. Tho camp had boon a p'^nr a nciit one, with 
little (•han*;o in its personnel since June. IIUS. TL(\v were en:Tai;pd in 
the operation of the railroads in connection with tlje S. (). S. 

On March 'J-lth, I5ro. Lay visited Tours, attendod a meeting of the 
Acacia Club with Col. George K. Newell of Vin^iuia in the chair, the 
meeting of which was held in the Y. M. C. A. Headtpiarters. 

On March 2r>th, Brother Goodrich visited Chaumont ; also Ncucha- 
teau, and neighborhood, with a view to ascertaining what service, if any, 
the Mission could perform in that area. 

On March 2()th, Brother Lay visited Sunset Overseas Club at St. 
Aignan, at which camp approximately 10,000 men were quartered, and 
addressed over 250 men. 

On March li(5th, Brother Moore visited Coblenz and the occupied 
territory, and attended a dinner of the N. Y. Club on March 2Sth, and of 
the Third Army Club on March 31st. He also visited the Masonic Club 
at Mayeu, and generally insi>ected the district. 

On March 27th, Brother Lay proceeded to Bourges, and investigated 
with members of the B^raternity the desirability of establishing a Club 
at that point. 

On March 2Stii, he attended a meeting in the Central Records oHlce 
of Bourges, and they then decided to form a Club which the Mission 
undertook to .support. There were no social service attractions at that 
city, except a K. of C. hut. 

On March 2Sth, he went from Bourges to Marmagne near Mehun, a 
camp of 5,000 men. Espoir Masonic Club meets on Wednesday nights, 
using the Y. M. C. A. hut, and performing an important service. 

On March 2nth, the Masons in Camp at J>onri;es lr*ld a banquet at 
the City Prefecture with Lieut. Col. Smith presiding which Brother 
Lay attended. 

On March 'Hst, he proceeded to Gievres. th'^ great warelmuse camp 
of central Frame, whi«-h joins and co-ordin;it- s with the air station at 
Pruniers, better known as Komorantin, and attended the East sub-P<ist 
Masonic Club meeting. It had a membership of over 400 men and used 
a hut furnished by the Camp Commandant in the ollicers' barraclis. 

On April 1st, he visited the Sipmre and Compass Club at Gievres, 
which met in the Jewish Welfare Hut. 200 men were present. He was 
also able, through the *'Y" Secretary, to arrange with the Commandin:; 
OiTuer for a hut for the use of the Club. He there met Bro. Charles 
H. Huntley, a "Y" Seretary, who wiis an active worker, and the origi- 
nator, with Brother Porter, of tlrs S. O. L., a very popular so-tailed 
side dv'gree, returning them e to Paris. 

On April 5th, Brother l*rinie visited Bordeaux, accompanied by 
Brother James D. Collins, I)"puty (irand :iLister of Khode Island, who 
was planning to embark for h'-me from Bordeaux, and with him visited 
Cam]) I)e Souge, 15 miles out of Bordeau::, and there conferred with 
oOicors, members of tlie Fraternity, regarding the Masonic situation, 
and the possible service to be rendered by the Mission. They also met 
a delegation from the Camp De Souge Masonic Club at Camp I)e Souge 
who were planning to visit Liberation Lodge at Bordeaux (holding 
obedience to the (hand Loge National) that afternoon, ' and conferred 
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with Major Gilbert in chargo of the hospital at that point. Returning 
to B(»rdeaiix with Brother Collins, he attended a session of Liberation 
Lodge in the Masonic Temple occupied by the Loge Anglais, founded in 
17.^4, under dispensation by the Gimnd Lodge of England, and at various 
times thereafter holding obedience to the Grand Orient, or the Grand 
Lodge of England, but now holding obedience to the (irand Lege Na- 
tional, and being one of the constituent Lodges which formed that 
Grand Body in the autumn of 1»13. He took part in conferring the 
Masonic degrees on four members of the A. E. F. in the afternoon, and 
on eight in the evening. He also conferred with Capt. John D. Hatch 
and associates regarding^ the establishment of a Masonic Club in 
Bordeaux, which was shortly thereafter established with the zealous 
aid and support of Bro. Collins. 

Proceeding on April (5th to Ninies he invcsti.s:ated that leave area from 
a Masonic point of view, and determined that it would close so shortly 
thereafter as to require no service from the Mission. Proceeding to 
Marseille that afternoon, he conferred with Bros. Charles M. Conant, 
(^aptain A. C. Gilbert and other brethren regarding the American 
Masonic Club at Marseille. The following day he attended a meeting of 
the American Masonic Club at Marseille held in conjunction with Heather 
Hill Masonic Club of the i;>th Engineers (which was about to return 
home) at the Macaroni Factory in Camp Covington outside Marseille, 
and addressed about 400 brethren. Proceeding that night to Beaune by 
way of Lyons, he arrived there on April 11th, conferred with Bro. 
Mark E. Penney regarding the needs of that Camp^ of approximately 
14,000 men, and visited the A. E. F. Universitj', an extensive establish- 
ment which had taken over a base hospital of many buildings on a 
plateau overlooking the Rhone, situated about four kilometres outside 
Beaune, and that evening attended a meeting of the newly organized 
Masonic Club, and addressed about 200 members, leaving at midnight 
for Paris. 

On April 9th Bros. Moore, Lay and Goodrich visited Lc Mans, and 
addressed large gatherings of Brethren, besides performing other import- 
ant Masonic work. 

On April 14th Bro. Lay visited Nevers and the American Masonic 
Club at that place. He learned that the Club had raised a fund of 
over 5,000 francs for the placing of art glass windows in the Protestant 
Chapel at Nevers as a memorial to the American Masons in Ihe A. E. F., 
and attended the regular meeting of the Club on April ir)th. He 
proceeded to Bourges again on April 10th in connection with the Club 
at that point, and arranged for quarters to accommodate them. 

On April 10th, he again visited Espoir Club at Cam]) Mnrmagnc. 
On the 17th, he proceeded to Gievres, and visited the Trowel Club 
which meets in the Y. M. C. A. hut. 

On the 18th, he visited the Square and Compass Club at Pruniers, 
where arrangements were made to decorate the graves of Masons on 
Easter Sunday, and he attended the memorial service. 

On April 10th, he visited Issoudun, and conferred with the officers 
of the Fellowcraft Club of Montierchauine Camp near Chateauroux, and 
conferred also with Lieut. l*oole, Secretary of Base Hospital No. 6^?, 
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organized in 1913 at Caen, and finally located at Chateauroux. He 
also met representotives trom four Clubs at Gievres, and Romorantin. 
regarding Masonic work at Romorantin. 

On April 20th, Easter Sunday, h% attended the decoration of graves 
in the American Cemetery at Gievres by the Trowel Club. 100 men 
marched to the Cemetery. Six graves of Masons were decorated and 
photographs taken to be sent home. That afternoon he attended a 
banquet of the Square and Compass. Club at Romorantin, with 175 
men present, and in the evening attended Masonic Memorial Services 
under the auspices of the Trowel Club in the main auditorium hut of 
the "Y," with 800 men present, and Red Cross and Y. W. C. A. women 
present by special invitation. 

On April 16th, Brother Moore of the Mission was compelled to return 
to New York by reason of important business matters. He left regret- 
fully, after serving faithfully the entire period for which he generously 
had volunteered. 

From the time of his arrival in France until April 16th the Chairman 
of the Mission was constantly in Paris in charge of the affairs of the 
Mission and daily occupied with correspondence, conferences, assisting 
brethren, and generally superintending the Mission's affairs. Excepting 
as indicated in the above analysis of activities, Brother Prime also was 
occupied assisting the Chairman, and attending to correspondence. The 
first few months the Mission employed no Clerk, its voluminous corre- 
spondence being attended to by the members. 

On April 16th, the Chairman departed for Switzerland on an im- 
portant mission, arriving again in Paris on April 23rd. 

In his absence Brothers Goodrich and Prime were constantly in Paris. 
You had cabled the Chairman requesting him to return in time for 
Grand Lodge, which was to sit May 6th, and great difficulty was experi- 
enced in arranging transportation home. However, accommodations were 
secured for the Chairman and Brother Prime, who left Paris on April 
26th, and Havre the same day, arriving in New York May 5th, the day* 
before the Grand Lodge convened. Brothers Goodrich and Lay remained 
in charge. On the voyage home, we volunteered as Troop Secretaries, 
and served 252 casuals and 17 officers. 

On May Ist all passes for American soldiers to be in Paris were 
withdawn, and all Americans in uniform were ordered to remain off the 
streets. Not a wheel turned in Paris. All cars, taxicabs, subways, and 
all means of transportation remained idle. All stores, restaurants, and 
places of business were closed. Troops were brought into Paris, and 
thoroughfares leading to central points were closely guarded in anticipa- 
tion of labor disturbances. 

Provision was made at the headquarters at 10 Avenue Victor Emman- 
uel III from possible danger to American women in Paris, particularly 
Red Cross and Y. W. C. A. women, for whom cots and blankets were 
provided. A large number of American women gathered there. 

On May 3rd, Brother Lay proceeded to the A. E. F. University at 
Beaune. 

On May 6th, he proceeded to St. Nazal re, and attended » meeting 
of Masonic Club No. 1 which was organized July 8, 1918. 
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On the following day he visited the Montoir Masonic Club near St. 
Nazaire, and Base Hospital No. 1. At that time two other Masonic 
Clubs were in process of formation in the St. Nazaire area, and to meet 
the needs of the Clubs he assigned Brother Charles H. Huntley as 
General Secretary for Masonic Clubs in that area, his salary to be 
borne by the Mission. He also arranged for a distribution of cards to 
all home-coming soldiers. 

The Labor Department of the Government had been anxious for our 
co-operation in reaching home-coming soldiers with information and 
advice to proceed, promptly on arrival, to their home towns and not to 
linger in cities or near the seaboard, and respecting re-employment. We 
gladly afforded all aid in our power in this endeavor. 

On April 25th a delegation of doughboys from St. Aignan, headed by 
Sergeant Starkey, visited Paris and presented the situation of upwards of 
100 doughboys, members of the Fraternity, at that camp, about to be 
commissioned officers, requiring uniform and equipment as a condition of 
receiving their assignments, and without funds to purchase same, and 
solicited the aid of the Mission in their behalf. St. Aignan was a casual 
camp, to which all men for any reason detached from their units were 
assigned ; also replacement troops sent from home awaiting assignment ; 
also men awaiting sentence after trial by court martial, and doughboys 
awaiting commission after examination for promotion. It was dubbed 
"St. Agony," an obviously appropriate term. Lieut. Col. Oliver S. 
Perry, a member of the Fraternity, was in charge of the camp, and he, 
as well as other officers, members of the Fraternity, had exhausted their 
resources in relieving and assisting Brethren in the service, situated as 
reported by Bro. Starkey. The sum of 50,000 francs was requested, for 
use as a revolving fund to relieve these brethren in their emergency. It 
was represented that they were possessed of funds at home or of funds 
in the hands of friends, neither of which were readily available, or at all. 
excepting after great delay, and we were satisfied that a a rare oppor- 
tunity for service was here presented. We desired, however, to be sure 
of our ground, and requested Brother Starkey to return to St. Aignan, 
canvas the situation most carefully and advise the minimum amount 
which would afford the relief desired. 

On May 9th, Brothers Lay and Goodrich proceeded to St. Aignan 
and there conferred with Col. Perry and other officers, members of the 
Fraternity, and with Bro. Starkey. They presented a list of 74 candi- 
dates and commissioned Second Lieutenants in financial need. It 
appeared further that immediately a man received his commission, his 
findings as private stopped, and he was required to pay for his food at 
10 francs per diem, and often was short of funds until next pay day. 
Careful investigation established the worth of the applicants, and the 
Mission deposited with Col. Perry 25,000 francs to be distributed by 
him, Major McCatharan and Brother Starkey among the men deemed 
worthy by them, in sums not to exceed 300 francs each, for which their 
obligations were to be given, payable to the Mission. These obligations 
were met with almost uniform promptness, and but a few thousand francs 
of the total amount remain outstanding. The fame of this service, and 
its signal ipflpence, spread rapidly throughout th? A. JJ. F. No otlier 
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institution or organization was prepared to, or endeavored to, furnish 
any similar service. 

Brothers Lay and Goodrich returned to Paris, where they remained 
in charge of the Mission's activities until their departure for home on 
June 28th, constantly occupied during the entire day from early in the 
morning until late at night in the office of the Mission in conferences 
with, and assisting, memhers of the Fraternity seeking aid and advice. 

On May 10th, they mailed letters to all Masonic Cluhs enclosing 
greetings from the Mission and literature prepared hy the National 
Superintendent of Bureaus for returning soldiers and sailors. 

On May 28th, they distributed among the Masonic Clubs memorial 
aprons contributed by the Bee Hive Lodge of Chicago, 111. 

The services of the members of the Mission were called for several 
times in the conduct of Masonic funerals. 

On May 29th, Wor. Brother C. D. Brooks, of ITncas Lodge, No. 949. 
Syracuse, who had been engaged in the educational activities of the 
Y. M. C. A., and had planned to take part in the educational work of 
the A. B. F. University at Beaune, was buried with Masonic -services 
in the Suresnes Cemetery outside Paris, conducted by Brother Lay. 

May 30th, Memorial Day, Brother Lay proceeded to Montrichard, 
and there delivered a Memorial Day address. From there he proceeded 
to St. Aignan for a conference with Col. Perry regarding loans and 
other matters. 

On June 20th, the Mission gave a dinner in honor of Col. H. H. 
Whitney, President of the Overseas Masonic Club of Paris, at the 
Laurent Restaurant. General Pershing had been requested to attend 
this function, and wrote an appreciation, of which he afterward author- 
ized publication.

He did not attend the dinner. However, among those attending were 
Col. H. H. Whitney, Majors Martin and Robinson, Cass Connaway, Gen- 
eral Counsel of the Y. M. C. A., Charles W. Connery, Manager of the 
American Masonic Club, Sidney Morse, in charge of the Records De- 
partment of the Y. M. C. A., John Garland Pollard of Virginia, member 
of the Board of Discipline of the Y. M. C. A., Ex-Governor Dunn of 
Indiana, Brother Newby of the Grand Commandery of the United 
States, Major Ross Corbin, of the Red Cross, Sherif Pasha, a Turkish 
Mason, and many others. Anticipating the return of Brothers Lay and 
Goodrich, Brother Erastus 0. Knight, who had been originally designated 
a member of the Mission, but had taken up active duties in New York 
in connection with the activities of the War and Relief Administration, 
and particularly in connection with the care of wounded brethren during 
their presence in and near New York at the various debarkation and 
Base Hospitals was dispatched, and arrived in Paris on June 13th in 
time to gain from Brothers Lay and Goodrich, before they left, an 
intimate understanding of the various activities of the Mission, it being 
planned that he should remain indefinitely after they left, and as long 
as the need required. The fund raised by the American Masonic Club at 
Nevers for stained glass memorial windows in the Protestant Chape] at 
^Nevers was turned over to the Mission, the glass ordered, and under its 
auspices and supervision installed. The Chairman of the Mission returned 
to Paris, after visiting London and attending the Peace Session of the 
United Grand Lodge of England in company with you, and arrived in 
Paris, July 3rd, remaining there to close up the various activities of 
the Mission, its relations with the Y. M. C. A., and with Headquarters, 
No. 10 Avenue Victor Emmanuel III, also to settle all bills or arrange 
for same. When he departed he left Bro. Knight to oversee the finul 
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details. He sailed from Havre about the middle of August. Brother 
Knight left Paris Aug. 30, 1919, and arrived in New York with the 
records and other property of the Mission. 

A list of the several Masonic Clubs, their location, secretaries, and 
A. P. O. addresses, is appended. With most of these we were in 
communication. 

You will remember that at the conference of Grand Masters held at 
Cedar Rapids, Iowa, November 24tb to 28th, 1918, which resulted in 
the adoption of the tentative organization of the American Masonic 
Service Association of the United States, the project of dispatching the 
Mission overseas was brought before the assembled Grand Masters, and 
it was unanimously voted that the Chairman of the Mission be appointed 
the representative of the Masonic Service Association of the United 
States overseas. The original plan by New York for Masonic Service 
overseas contemplated impartial service to all Freemasons in the United 
States forces whencesoever they hailed, and the Masonic Service Asso- 
ciation of the United States at the conference referred to adopted the 
Mission also as its Mission to Freemasons in the United States forces 
overseas, and undertook to share pro rata in the whole expense thereof. 
We bore letters of credit for fifty thousand dollars, in addition travelers 
checks, aggregating $5,000, in all $56,000. The toUl expenses of the 
Mission, including outstanding loans but not including the depreciation 
in the value of the franc, are approximately $35,600, of which New 
York will pay her proportionate share, our sister jurisdictions joining in 
this service having requested that they each pay on a proportionate 
basis equal to what the membership of each bears to the total membership 
of all contributing. 

In closing this report, it is fitting that sincere acknowledgment 
should be made of the cordial relations which at all times prevailed 
between the Mission and the A. E. F.-Y. M. C. A. as well as of the 
great service and assistance which that organization afforded us. All 
our transportation in France and England was obtained through its 
Movement Order Department, and Masonic Secretaries were assigned 
and transferred freely at our request. Motor vehicles, mechanics, build- 
ing material, hut equipment, moving picture machines and films, enter- 
tainers, food and supplies of all kinds were freely and promptly furnished 
upon our requisition, and while our arrangements, as was proper, pro- 
vided for payment for all such services and supplies, we received great 
assistance, many facilities and favors for which we could not compensate 
in money, and were not asked to. 

The situation of our boys after the Armistice was signed, and move- 
ment back from the front was commenced, concentrated for transporta- 
tion home, no longer with the stimulus of a fight unwon, with little to 
do and less to occupy their minds, much of the time in mud, wet, cold, 
and general distress of mind and body, can well be imagined. Words 
are inadequate to express it accurately. To such men, in such a plight, 
yearning for home, and in dire need of distraction, the Mission and its 
varied service was a veritable God-send. 

The influence of the Mission's presence, representing organized 
freemasonry in the Unitec| States, was also felt deeply by the A. E. Vr 
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Y, M. 0. A. The large namber of members of the Fraternity in that 
service were greatly heartened and stabilized thereby, and beyond doabt 
rendered more efficient service. 

* In closing this report the members of the Mission desire to record 
their personal appreciation of the privilege of participating in this 
service, and their admiration of the quality as men and Masons of the 
rank and file of American officers and doughboys engaged in the World 
War. The memory of the dear associations which they have enjoyed 
will never die.

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EEPORT OF THE JUDGE ADVOCATE 

B.\ W.'. Habold E. Lippincott, Judge Advocate, pre- 
sented the following report, which was received and referred to 
the Committee on Jurisprudence: 

M.'. W.'. Wqxiam S. Fabkeb, 

Qrand Matter of Masons in the State of New York. 

M-'' W'- Orand Master: 

The activities of the year just past have reflected the transition and 
readjustment period consequent to the Great War and the problems 
which have arisen as a result thereof, have covered a great number of 
questions of jurisdiction of our Constitution and as well helpful sugges- 
tions and advice to aid our various lodges in transacting their business 
in conformity with our Land Marks, Rules and Regulations. The interest 
of our several Masters in endeavoring to proceed in an orderly manner 
has given rise to an unusual amount of correspondence relating as weU 
to the property interests of the Masons, and questions of taxation as to 
the incidence of membership in our fraternity. 

From the emergency measures taken by the Fraternity during the 
War to facilitate membership, have arisen questions affecting our relations 
with other jurisdictions in the acceptance of candidates over whom 
Grand Lodges of other states have claimed a priority of jurisdiction, but 
fortunately in no instance has the situation reached a controversial stage 
which would tend to lessen our amicable foreign relations. In each case 
the Grand Master has endeavored to comply with the requests of other 
jurisdictions and satisfy a proper demand for the recognition of the 
rights of other Grand Lodges. 

The difficulties of Guardian Lodge, which were the subject of con- 
sideration by the Grand Master in his address to the Grand Lodge in 
1919 (G. L. Pro., page 39) and which were disposed of by the Grand 
Lodge on the recommendation of the Committee on Charters (G. L. Pro. 
1919, page 199) resulted in the return to Guardian Lodge of its Charter, 
conditioned upon its carrying out the promises made in its behalf, among 
other things, to purge its membership of material improperly accepted. 

One member of Guardian Lodge has been the object of complaint by 
the Grand Lodge of Connecticut, it being claimed that not only was this 
member a rejected applicant of a lodge under the jurisdiction of the 
Grand Lodge of Connecticut, but that he also was a legal resident of the 
State of Connecticut at the time of his acceptance by Guardian Lodge. 
No waiver of jurisdiction has at any time been granted by the Grand 
Lodge of Connecticut over this member and his presence in Guardian 
Lodge was claimed to be not only contrary to our Constitution but in 
violation of the amicable relations which should exist between the Grand 
Lodges of different states. 

It is recommended that such consideration shall be given to the 
matter that harmony may be restored between the Grand Lodge of 
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Connecticut and this Grand Lodge and also that the welfare of Goardian 
Lodge may be conserved.

REPORT OF LODGES OVERSEAS 

M.'. W.'. TowNSENn ScuDDBR presented the following re- 
portSy which were received and ordered printed in the Pro- 
ceedings: 

New York, March 10, 1920. 

Hon. William S. Fabiceb, Qrand Maeter. 

Dear Sir and M-'- W-'- Brother: 

I beg leave to submit the following report: — 

When you appointed me Chairman of the Mission to Freemasons in 
the United States Forces Overseas, you also commissioned me as your 
plenipotentiary in territory outside the United States, with all power 
and authority possessed by yourself as Grand Master, in respect of 
Freemasons without the United States, owing obedience to the Grand 
Lodge of New York in respect of the relations of the Grand Lodge of 
New York with Masonic Grand Jurisdictions overseas, and you committed 
to my care four Warrants for Overseas Sea aud Field Lodges exclusively 
military in their character, which Warrants were signed by you Decem- 
ber 24tb, 1018. You instructed me to complete the same by inserting the 
names of the seven principal officers of each at my discretion, and in 
case I should determine that the welfare of the members of the Fraternity 
from New York, with the A. E. F., required it, or would be promoted 
thereby, to institute said Lodges or any thereof, as regular Naval or 
Military Masonic Lodges, in such places without the United States as 1 
should see fit, for service' to and with the men enlisted, drafted or com- 
missioned iu the United States Forces in the Great War, or regular 
members of the A. E. F.-Y. M. C. A. or American Red Cross ministering 
to our men. 

The form of these Warrants is as follows: 

SIT LUX BT LUX FUIT 

WiLLiM S. Farmer, Grand Master. 

I, William S. Farmer, Qrand Master of Masons in the State of 
New York, do, by these presents, appoint, authorize and empower our 

Worthy Brother to be the Master, our 

Worthy Brother to be the Senior Warden, our 

Worthy Brother to be the Junior Warden, our 

Worthy Brother to be the Treasurer, our 

Worthy Brother to be the SecreUry, our 
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Worthy Brother to be the Senior Deacon, our

And further, the said Lodge Is hereby invested with full power and 
authority to assemble on all proper and lawful occasions and to elect 
and confer the three degrees, or either of them, of Ancient Graft Masonry, 
without the usual formalities and requirements of chartered Lodges upon 
candidates, who have actually enlisted, or been drafted, or commissioned 
officers in the Ignited States forces in the present great war, and who 
apply therefor in writing and satisfy the Master and Wardens of said 
Lodge that they are qualified, and in case they be sons of Master Masons, 
so they be over the age eighteen years; and on payment of twenty 
dollars; as also to do and perform all and every such acts and things 
appertaining to the Graft as have been, and ought to be, done for the 
honor and advantage thereof. 

Membership or officership in said Lodge shall in no wise impair or 
affect existing membership or' officership in a regular chartered or 
warranted lodge. 

Said Lodge shall have a seal and shall have and keep all books re- 
quired to be kept by regular Lodges in the State of New York, the same 
and all records to be surrendered to the Grand Lodge on the termination 
of this warrant. 

This warrant shall terminate at the pleasure of the Grand Master.

of a Sea and Field Lodge of Free and Accepted Masons, to be by virtue 

hereof, constituted, formed and held at 

and elsewhere overseas as may be convenient and necessary, which Lodge 
shall be distinguished and known by the name and style of Sea and 

Field Lodge No 

The Said Master is hereby authorized to appoint subordinate officers 
of said Lodge and said Lodge is authorized to adopt all such by-laws 
and regulations for the governance of its proceedings and labor as may 
be necessary and requisite, subject to my approval and subject as l^er^iq- 
fifter set forth.

And, further, the said Lodge is hereby invested with full power and 
authority to assemble on all proper and lawful occasions and to elect 
and confer the three degrees of Ancient Craft Masonry or any or either 
thereof upon candidates who have actually enlisted or been drafted or 
commissioned officers in the United States forces in the present great war, 
on payment of Twenty dollars; conforming in all respects and at all 
times to the provisions of the Book of Constitutions of the Grand Lodge 
of the State of New York and to the standard ritual prescribed thereby, 
as also to do and perform all and every such acts and things appertaining 
to the Craft as have been and ought to be done for the honor and 
advantage thereof. 

Membership or officership in said Lodge shall in nowise impair or 
affect existing membership or officership in a regular chartered or 
warranted lodge. 

Said Lodge shall have a seal and shall have and keep all books 
required to be kept by regular Lodges in the State of New York, the 
same and all records to be surrendered to the Grand Lodge on the 
termination of this Warrant. 

This Warrant shall terminate at the pleasure of the Grand Master. 

Given under my hand and Private Seal at the City of New York 

in the United States of America, this day of December, in the 

year of our Lord, One thousand nine hundred and eighteen, and in the 
year of Masonry, Five thousand nine hundred and eighteen. 

Orand Ma9ter. 

I left New York January 30th, 1919, with the Mission, and arrived 
in London, via Glasgow, February 8th, remaining seven days, which 
were devoted to examining into the welfare of our numerous sailors at 
several Naval Bases in the United Kingdom, and many soldiers and 
sailors on leave in London, or at the several rest camps. Inquiry of the 
proper authority of the United Grand Lodge of England led me to believe 
that objection would not be made to a Sea and Field Lodge at some place 
in that jurisdiction, if I should decide that the welfare of our men 
would be promoted thereby. I also studied war service and activity of 
•the United Grand Lodge of England to the end that we might profit by 
the experience of our mother Grand Lodge. 

I proceeded to Paris, arriving February 15th. We had mailed to 
France, in anticipation of our arrival, some fifty letters addressed to 
well known Brethren with the Forces announcing our comings and giving 
them our address in Paris, and soliciting their advice as to the paramount 
needs of men in the service, and particularly of our brethren. Answers 
to these inquiries soon began to come in, and in addition an active corres- 
pondence commenced with Masonic Clubs, which we located by various 
means, including advertising in the Daily Mail, the Paris Herald and 
the Stars and Stripes. Through the Trowel and Triangle Club, an 
organization of Freemasons who were Secretaries of the A. E. F.-Y. M. 
C. A., through personal interviews, with officers and men, members of 
the Fraternity who came to us in Paris, and through a thorough canvas 
of the whole of France by the several members of the Mission, I endeav- 
ored to sense the situation and determine the needs of our men. 

I was greatly enlightened on conditions in the occupied territory by 
interviews in Paris with Major W. S. Solomon, 417 Telegraph Battalion, 
Signal Corps, a prominent and zealous member of the Fraternity from 
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Rhode Island, who was stationed at Goblenz, and who had, as President, 
undertaken the re-organi^tion of the Third Army Masonic Club in the 
occupied territory of Germany, assisted by M.*. W.*. Wendell Davib, 
Past Grand Master, and by R.'. W-'. James D. Collins, then Deputy 
Grand Master, now Grand Master of Rhode Island, both Secretaries of 
the A. B. F.-Y. M. O. A. These Brethren who had been with the forces 
for months, in conflict, and behind the lines, and who had been in Ger- 
many for some time since the Armistice, not only recognized the need 
of the Masonic Club referred to, but had cabled the Grand Master of 
Rhode Island, requesting a Warrant for an Overseas Lodge with the 
Army of Occupation, and in due time were assured that their request 
had been granted and a Warrant dispatched. I offered these Brethren, 
whatever I might decide as respects Lodge activities in France, to hold 
for them one of the Warrants which I carried, until their own should 
arrive, or until they should be assured it had not been lost in transit. 
Their Warrant, a replica as to authority of those entrusted to me, arrived 
in due course, and Overseas Rhode Island Lodge, with Bro. Davis as 
Wor. Master, did valiant service for the A. E. F. in the Occupied Terri- 
tory, and I am informed has been preserved as a living instrumentality 
for such service as may be required of it, at home. By virtue of the 
authority invested in me, I exchanged plenary waivers, over all material 
in France and in Germany, respectively, with Overseas Rhode Island 
Lodge, and referred to it all requests for courtesy service coming to me, 
affecting men stationed in the Occupied Territory. 

At the conference of Grand Masters, held at New York May 9th, 
1918, the possibility of Overseas Lodge activity, under New York auspices, 
was intimated to certain of the representatives of Grand Jurisdictions 
there assembled, and by some, plenary authority was granted me, to 
accommodate their material applying to me in France, without reference 
to headquarters. 

Though the Grand Lodge of New York was not and is not in fraternal 
relation with any French Grand Jurisdiction, I bore letters to the Conseil 
Federal of the Grand Orient, and Grande Loge de France, and to the 
Supreme Conseil; also to Brother Edmond Heisch, Senior Grand 
Warden of the Grande Loge National et Regiilaire pour la France, and 
soon presented them, and established most amicable and fraternal per- 
sonal relations with them all. With each of these Obediences, the 
possibility of Lodge activity in France, under authority of the Grand 
Master of Masons in the State of New York, for the benefit of the 
A. B. F., was discussed, and from each cordial acquiescence was received, 
and offers of use of all facilities and premises belonging to them, without 
charge, were graciously made. It would be difficult to imagine a more 
perfect courtesy than that shown me and all American Freemasons with 
whom I came in contact, by the Masonic Authorities and brethren of 
France. 

As graphically descriptive of the condition of our men when I arrived 
in France, let me quote the following from an article by Katherlne Mayo 
in the Outlook for March 3rd, 1920: Referring to Le Mans, she writes, 
"In order to appreciate, however, anything of what it really meant, one 
should be able to realize, as perhaps only an eye-witness can do, the 
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utter depressioD, the weighted melancholy, the general low morale of the 
whole body of troops held waiting in the Embarkation Center Area. 

"The great machine that had been throwing men across the ocean 
into France was now to be reversed. All the big, nervous effort that had 
preceded the Armistice had stopped short. The excitement was over. A 
dull, long pause had ensued. Men had begun to fret and fear about their 
jobs at home; to ponder at leisure the possible personal cost of their 
war period. Mail service had been exceedingly defective. For many 
months, in many cases, home news had been entirely shut off. Meantime, 
in America, the influenza had slain its thousands, and every man who 
had failed to hear from his family dreaded the possible truth. 

"Under conditions as anxious as these, with little but time killing 
labor to occupy attention and with sailing orders still delayed a vicious 
circle of thought ground on." 

I saw these same conditions. Each member of the Mission saw them 
in every part of France where our men were. The sad story was brought 
to me by Masons in numbers, and by others, competent observers. 

I became convinced that valuable as was the influence of the Masonic 
Club, it was not sufficient. The existence of Masonic life, to vary the 
tedium of existence was necessary. Once established it came to the 
knowledge of innumerable non-Masons, buddies of our Brethren in the 
service, and they were keen to acquire the same privilege. The need for 
more genuine Masonic life than the Club could afford was conspicuous. 
If we were justified in our effort to serve in the activity of our Sea and 
Field Lodge No. 1 in New York, and in our regularly chartered Lodges, 
men about to be sent out of the country, surely in their sorry plight, if 
we could, it was our duty to serve them "over there." 

I decided to institute Sea and Field Lodge No. 2 at Paris, and ar- 
ranged with the officers of the Grande Loge National, to rent quarters for 
that Lodge at 42 Rue Rochechouart, Paris, in the headquarters in France 
of that Grand Jurisdiction, and equipped our premises there with such 
furnishings as were needed. You had designated the personnel of this 
Lodge in the Warrant which you had signed, and it was supplemented by 
Brothers Davis and Collins of Rhode Island, Keelt of Nebraska, Lee 
of Oklahoma, Crouch of West Virginia, Eddt, now Grand Master of 
Michigan, Ackeb, Past Grand Master of Texas, and many other keenly 
interested and devoted Brethren, hailing from all over the United States. 
It sat first on April 3rd, 1010, and nine times thereafter, its last session 
being July 10, 1010, at which you were present and took part, and it 
conferred the degrees of Craft Masonry on 278 candidates, which included 
40 candidates accommodated by courtesy for other Lodges. 

The full personnel, and the roster, are appended to this report, to- 
gether with the same information respecting the other Sea and Field 
Lodges temporarily located in France in the A. B. F. 

I also instituted Sea and Field Lodge No. 3 at Le Mans, the great 
Embarkation Center, with R.'. W.'. Harry B. Mook, of New York, as 
Wor. Master, which sat 12 times at the Temple of the Lodge Les Amis 
du Progr^s of Grand Orient, No. 3 Rue Gastelier, and conferred the 
degrees on 203 candidates, which included 14 candidates accommodated by 
ppurtesy for other Lodges. 
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Its first sessioD was April 0, 1919, and its last June 21, 1919. 

I instituted Sea and Field Lodge No. 4 at Marseille, with Wor. 
Ghakles T. Arbiqhi, of New York, as Wor, Master, which sat 21 
times at the Temple of the Grand Orient, 24 Rue Piscatoris, and con- 
ferred the degrees on 142 candidates, which included 5 accommodated by 
courtesy for other Lodges. Its first session was April 16th, 1919, and 
its last June 4, 1919. 

I instituted Sea and Field Lodge No. 5 at A. E. F. University at 
Beaune, with Bro. Mark B. Penney of New York as Wor. Master, 
which sat 10 times at the Temple of the Lodge Reveil de la Gdte d'Or, 
of Grand Lodge, No'. 1 Rue de la Loge, Beaune, and conferred the degrees 
on 64 candidates. Its first session was May 3, 1919, and its last July 4, 
1919, at Brest. 

In instituting these Lodges, and issuing the Warrants, I sought to 
commit them to the care of discreet and experienced Master Masons, 
qualified within the meaning of our Law, all hailing from this ^risdiction, 
and to place them where they would do the most good, and perform the 
widest service, and have reason to believe that their service was of a high 
order, was discreet, and was not alone beneficial but most appreciated. 

The meeting places of these Lodges, as above indicated, only suggests 
the extreme cordiality and fraternity of our relations with the French 
Brethren, wherever we came in contact with them. 

Of the Masons made overseas, by these several Lods^es, to date 62 
have demitted from No. 2; 52 from No. 3; ^ from No. 4 and 8 from 
No. 6. 

The Warrants of all have been surrendered to you, and arc in 
abeyance, and the untransferred material, consolidated with that of Sea 
and Field Lodge No. 1, of which I have the honor to be Wor. Master 
and Bro. W. C. Prime, the Secretary. That Lodge will keep in touch 
with all these brethren, and will d^mit them as promptly as may be to 
regular chartered Lodges, in the regular way, and will keep complete 
records of all its actions. 

In closing, I beg to express the great pride I have in the confidence 
you reposed in me, the pleasure and inspiration the opportunity to serve 
which you gave to me has afforded me, and the confidence which I have 
that you rendered to the Graft and to humanity in the dark days of the 
most awful of wars, a service the appreciation of which will grow with 
time.

Dear Sir and Jf.*. W-'- Brother: 

Herewith I submit a report of the activities of Sea and Field Lodge, 
No. 3, located at LeMans, France. 

From Aug. 26, 1918, I was stationed at LeMans, France, as Regional 
Financial Director of the A. E. F.-Y. M. C. A. in that area. 

LeMans is approximately 240 kilometers (130 miles) in a general 
southerly direction from Paris, and had been early in 1918 established as 
a camp for the American forces, with a quota of approximately 4,000 
men. 

Soon after the Armistice the necessity of withdrawing American 
troops from the front and from their several billets was presented to the 
Commander-in-Chief, and pending the determination by the Government 
to return the troops to America, and the method of such return, it was 
planned that the LeMans area, comprising roughly the territory centering 
about LeMans with a diameter of 100 miles, should be expanded as a 
so called embarkation camp to a capacity of approximately 325,000 men, 
for the purpose of providing accommodations for the men thus necessarily 
transferred, and for whom accommodations elsewhere, and particularly at 
the seaboard were entirely lacking. 

This enterprise was speedily undertaken and promptly carried out, 
and January and February, 1919, saw a sudden, continuous and incredible 
increase both in the number of men stationed in that area and also in 
the accommodations for them. 

The resources of the Welfare Workers, and particularly of the A. E. 
F.-Y. M. C. A., were sorely taxed. Officers and men situated thus, 
heart-sick for home, uncertain when they could be embarked, with nothing 
to do and little or nothing to occupy their minds, were in a moral and 
mental plight which can only be imagined. Naturally coincidentally with 
the expansion of the area and the congregation of large numbers of men 
thereat, the civilian population increased correspondingly, and among 
them were a large number of dissolute women from the larger cities, and 
particularly from Paris, seeking to prey upon our troops. 

I was personally in the most intimate association with conditions. I 
know whereof I speak. 

When I learned early in February, 1019, of the advent of the Masonic 
Overseas Mission it seemed to me as though a veritable gift of God was 
at our door. 
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I promptly applied to you and to the Mission for assistance in the 
financial support of a Masonic Club at LeMans, which you graciously 
and immediately granted without stint. That is another story, however, 
save that the Club, thoroughly established in ample and unusually com- 
fortable and appropriate quarters, with a permanent membership of 903 
men, and a roving attendance of at least 5,000 additional, proved wholly 
inadequate for the purpose. The association of Masons which the Club 
afforded, and the comfortable opportunity for recreation and social 
enjoyment was most important, but the need for a more intimate and a 
more genuine Masonic relation soon presented itself. The facilities of the 
Club naturally were limited to Masons, and the opportunity and pleasure 
which that relation afforded was observed by their non-Masonic buddies 
and intimate friends, and both for non-Masons and Masons the request 
for Lodge activities was insistent. 

I presented the matter to you. The Mission investigated the situation, 
and you graciously issued the warrant of Sea and Field Lodge, No. 3, 
overseas, signed by the Most Worshipful Grand Master of New York, 
and appointed me Master thereof with authority to designate the other 
necessary officers. 

The French Masons of LeMans, owing obedience to the Grand Orient 
of France, most cordially welcomed us and our Masonic activities, and 
tendered to us, free of charge, the use of their Lodge room, 3 Rue 
Gastelier, and here Sea and Field Lodge, No. 3, was instituted April 0, 
1919, by the Masonic Mission. 

As Master of the Lodge I did my utmost to impress upon the candi- 
dates from the A. E. F. as well as upon the Frenchmen's minds, the 
dignity and character of our institution, and I hope with some measure 
of success. 

The quarters of the French Lodge being inadequate, I secured the 
use of the Opera House, which was employed on May 2, 1919, the 
attendance outside the candidates testing the seating capacity of the 
house, about 1,500. 

At the request of the Mayor of LeMans, M. Buon, who is not a Mason, 
I called upon him, and was pleased to learn that he was desirous of 
doing something for the American Mason, because he had learned the 
difference between American and French Freemasons in respect of their 
belief in God. It was through him that I secured the use of the confer- 
ence room in the Municipal Dessin and found it .to be what was needed, 
holding from three hundred to four hundred with ample floor space, and 
with adequate security. Our . paraphernalia was crude but served the 
purpose. Our ballot box was made of a cigar box, the ballots marbles 
painted with white enamel, the cubes pieces of an ebony ruler, the gavels 
potato mashers varnished, the jewels of the officers made from brass 
linings of shells at the machine shop in Camp Hospital No. 52. For 
cabletows we used upholstery cord, for staves we used flag poles, for 
canvas sheet an army blanket ; for the representatives of the three lesser 
lights, candles bought in the department store; the altar was a table 
properly draped, the square and compasses came from the Engineering 
Corps, 83rd Division, and the Bible was one which I had in my trunk 
and took from my rooms at Cavanagh's, the largest Bible available, and 
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which bore the name in gilt letters on the cover "Gavanagh," who, I 
understood, is a member of the K. of C, and on this Bible were raised 
the candidates of Sea and Field Lodge, No. 3, overseas. 

The ceremonies of the Lodge were marked by dignity and order. It 
sat April 9, 17, 24, May 2, 8, 16, 23, 29, June 6, 13, 20 and 21 and each 
of its sessions was very largely attended. The ceremonial and ritual 
were the standard of the Grand Lodge of New York, which the personnel 
of the Lodge, hailing from all over the United States, zealously applied 
themselves to and mastered with singular success. 

Its service was indeed a holy service and its influence benign. 

In closing, I wish to express to you my thanks and appreciation for 
the many kind acts extended to me by you on the occasion of our 
numerous meetings at Paris, and for your helpful assistance, encourage- 
ment and advice which did much, toward making our efforts so successful 
in LeMans.

Dear Sir and M-'. W.'. Brother: 

I beg to submit the following report of the institution and proceedings 
of Sea & Field Lodge, No. 4, Overseas, at Marseille, France. 

Following a visit to Marseille, on March 12th, 1919 by Bros. Thomas 
Ghanning Moore and Merwin W. Lat of the Masonic Overseas Mis- 
sion, who looked carefully over the ground, and of Bro. W. G. Prime, 
also of the Mission, on April 9th, 1919, the warrant issued by you was 
delivered to Bro. Ghables M. Gonant in Paris on April 14th, 1919, and 
by him taken to Marseille. 

No delay was made in calling a meeting and it was held in the lodge 
room of the Grand Orient, Masonic Temple, 24 rue Piscatoris, on the 
evening of April 16th, 1919, the charter members being present. In 
addition the Worshipful Master appointed the necessary subordinate 
officers, all of whom are included in the personnel of the Lodge appended 
to your report to the M-'. W.'. Grand Master. The first meeting was 
devoted to organizing and installing various officers. 

The initiation fee was fixed at the minimum, $20.00, as prescribed in 
the Warrant, with no dues, as the expenses being light, no rent to be 
paid, etc. it was not desired to make the initiation burdensome to the 
applicants, many of whom were dependent on their meager army pay. 

It was decided that the seven charter members should constitute an 
examining committee to pass on applicants and that the applicant should 
be judged as to fitness for membership from personal examination, his 
army record and the testimony of his comrades. 

On account of the various jurisdictions from which the officers of 
the Lodge hailed, and the variation in ritual, it necessitated, as the 
Lodge was operating under a New York dispensation, that they all con- 
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form to the work standard in New York State. This caused a little 
raggedness in the rendition of the ritual at first, but the rough spots 
were soon ironed out by a little practice. 

Paraphernalia was loaned by the French, but owing to the absence of 
an altar, one had to be improvised out of a desk belonging to one of 
the minor French officers. The bible was furnished by the Y. M. G. A. 
and the square and compass hand hammered out of steel by Brother 
Bonner. The aprons were made by the seamstresses of the Base Salvage 
Repair Shop and the costumes for initiates were obtained from the 
same source. 

Thirty-one applications for initiation were acted upon, all having been 
thoroughly investigated. 

The second meeting, at which the first degree work was performed, 
was held on April 21st with the Worshipful Master, Ghas. T. Abbighi, 
in the East and all officers at their respective stations. 

Shortly after the opening, it was announced that Le Venerable Grand 
Maitre Aime Mognier, 33", and head of all Masonic activities of Southern 
France, sought admittance. He was received, together with a delegation 
consisting of Masters of the local lodges, by the Master, who made an 
address of welcome in French, necessarily short, as he was not exactly a 
fluent speaker in that language. Brother Mognier responded, translated 
as follows: 

"It is indeed a pleasure and an honor for me to be present at the 
first meeting of the American Lodge, No. 4, Sea and Field. As a 
member of the Gouncil of the Grand Orient of France, and as 
Worshipful Master of a lodge of the Orient of Marseille, I assure 
you, my dear brethren, of our entire fraternal affection. As we 
declared to you on the occasion of your first visit and reception at 
the solemn meeting of the French rite, it is with all our hearts that 
we offer you in its entirety the halls of the Masonic lodges of the 
Grand Orient of France. In the name of the Grand Orient of 
France I salute your Worshipful Master, your worthy officers and 
you, my brethren. Our affection for America is already of long 
standing, and to-day since this frightful war has permitted you to 
know us better, we hope that sentiments of a new and great recipro- 
cal affection will be established between us and that our relations 
will be of intimate friendliness. To the glory of our Masonic ances 
tors, American and French. Our heart is with you." 

At the conclusion of his remarks, Brother Mognier embraced the 
Master and saluted him with a kiss on each cheek, in due French form, 
which rather unexpected - honor was bravely borne by the embarrassed 
Master. After the Grand Honors were given, the distinguished visitors 
were seated in the East and the meeting was continued. 

During the work, thirty-five candidates were initiated in full form. 

Notwithstanding the unfamiliarity of some of the officers with the 

standard New York work, the degree was presented in a dignified and 

'impressive manner, the trifling irregularities in ritual which existed 

proving to be no impediment to the effective performance of the 

ceremonies. 
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At this meeting were present the seven charter members, fifty brethren 
who had all been duly examined and vouched for, thirty-five candidates 
and fourteen visiting French brothers ; a total of 106. 

After the meeting, all adjourned to the banquet room where a supper 
of sandwiches, cheese and coffee was furnished and the balance of the 
evening was passed in social intercourse. 

Up to and including the last meeting of June 4th, there were twenty- 
one stated communications and three special meetings. June 4th was 
the last meeting, as Brother Abbiohi was to sail for the United States 
on June 7th, and the dispensation had been granted with the understand- 
ing that the charter would lapse with his withdrawal from Marseille, 
also the city was being evacuated as /in American Base. 

Before dosing the lodge sine die, a contribution of 2,000 francs to the 
French Masonic Building Fund was made as part recognition of their 
great hospitality and use of their temple free of rent. An artistic and 
appropriate memorial, done by one of the local artists, was framed and 
also presented to the French Lodges. 

The Lodge conferred the degrees of Graft Masonry, according to the 
Standard Ritual of the Grand Lodge of New York, on 142 candidates, all 
members of the A. E. F., which number includes 5 candidates accommo- 
dated by courtesy for other Lodges. 

All the sessions were well attended by Freemasons hailing from all 
over the world, many of whom, as occasion required, took part in the 
service, or rendered various assistance. 

Materially the lodge prospered. Morally and spiritually it was an 
instrument of great good. Marseille, even in peace times, has an atmos- 
phere not only repulsive to the nostrils but even more so to American 
morals and ideas of right-living, which was greatly magnified by war- 
time conditions. The city was congested, its normal population of 
500,000 being more than doubled by the great influx of troops from all 
parts of the globe — French and British Colonials, black and white, 
Asiatics, Brazilians, Americans, swarms of refugees from the devastated 
portions of France, and riflP-raif from Paris, the shores of the Mediter- 
ranean, Spain and Italy. It made the city a veritable rabbit warren of 
things unclean in person and mind, where vice of the most loathsome 
kind and crime of all varieties flourished, and human life, let alone 
morals, wasn't worth a sou. 

In this plague spot of rotten and noisome influence. Sea and Field 
Lodge, No. 4, proved a haven of clean, wholesome character, where Masons 
and their friends could meet in pleasant surroundings and be free from 
the degrading and revolting influences of the city. In that lodge room 
as Masons they met and conversed, and as many testified, it was the 
nearest approach to home that they had encountered since their arrival 
on those alien shores. Here it was that they all met on that common 
level of true Masonic democracy not even attainable in the ordinary 
dub, where the humblest private could talk as man to man to his colond 
without the restrictions of military regulations, and in this way better 
understanding and closer relations were established. 

The lodge exerted a wholesome effect on the entire American estab- 
lishment in that section, and operating as it did in those weary, homesick 
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days existing between the Armistice and the actual return home, it 
proved a steadying and uplifting influence to a sagging morale. 

The Warrant and all the Lodge records, have been surrendered to 
the Grand Secretary, and the annual report made and dues paid on 137 
initiates. The surplus has been turned over to the War Relief Fund.

Most Worshipful Sir: 

In submitting my report of Sea and Field Lodge, No. 5, Overseas, 
permit me to say at the beginning that the statements and discussion 
which follow are not offered as in any sense a justification, either of the 
request of the American Masons at Beaune for the greatest possible 
Masonic intimacy, or of your own action in granting one of the warrants 
• issued by the Grand Master for the establishment of Sea and Field Lodge, 
No. 5, Overseas at Beaune. The former, I venture to assert, needs no 
justification, and the latter is amply justified in the Grand Master's and 
your own desire to offer to the Masons of America a type of Masonic 
intercourse which, without the foresight of the Grand Master of New 
York, and magnanimous concern for the interests of the American soldier 
at home and overseas, would never have been achieved. 

Upon iny arrival at Beaune I set myself to ascertain something of. 
the status of Masonry in the camp, and to learn, if possible, the number 
of Masons assembled there. By personal inquiries I was soon able to 
gather a little group of sixteen officers and Y. M. G. A. secretaries. We 
met in one of the unused barracks, and it was decided to advertise all 
over the camp, a meeting of all the Masons to be called at an early date. 
Each member of the group offered his services to distribute the notices to 
a section of billets, and the result surpassed anything that could possibly 
have been predicted. The meeting was called to be held in the largest 
mess hall in the camp, and when I arrived there, not even standing 
room was available inside the doors, and large numbers of Masons stood 
around outside, crowding the doors and windows. This condition was 
not merely an incident of masonic activity at Beaune, but in the highest 
sense typical of what took place there until the camp broke up. The 
American Masonic Club at Beaune was formed at that meeting, with the 
Gommander of the camp as honorary president. The prestige of the Glub 
soon gave rise to a desire on the part of non-Masons to associate with us, 
and this in turn, quite naturally and inevitably, gave rise to a desire on 
the part of Masons and non-Masons alike for a masonic lodge. 

I sent a telegrftm to the c}iairn|an of \he ^asonic Mission at Paris,

requesting a visit from him, and asking him if a lodge would be possible. 
In response to that telegram Right Worshipful W. C. Prime, a member 
of the Masonic Mission, paid us a visit, fortunately on the date of the 
regular meeting of the club. We did not know of his coming until he 
was upon us, his letter of advice having miscarried, and in spite of the 
fact that no notice of his visit had been given, he was enthusiastically 
greeted by upwards of a thousand Masons, whom he addressed in the 
evening. 

At this time there were estimated to be in the vicinity of fourteen 
thousand men in camp, more than half of whom were students and 
teachers in the university which had been created there by the American 
Expeditionary Forces. This is a clear indication of the type of men who 
were interested in masonic intercourse. Representatives were there from 
all the learned professions, and among the students were many young men 
who had left their studies where they were preparing to become lawyers 
and doctors, etc.,. and some who expected to enter studies leading to these 
professions upon their return to America. These students, and the 
officer-instructors were not required to do camp duty except in emergency, 
and thus- had ample time to devote to masonic work. As to the exact 
number of Masons in camp it was impossible to make a census, owing to 
the conditions of camp life, and the changing personnel. But a conserva- 
tive estimate placed the number between three thousand and four 
thousand. At one time we had on our club roster the names of over 
twelve hundred Masons, and that in the earlier days of the camp. 

It was generally understood at this time that the duration of the camp 
at Beaune would extend throughout the summer and autumn, and 
perhaps even longer, and the Commander of the camp, in a personal 
conversation with Brother Pbime in my presence, made the statement 
that, so far as any one could foresee, the camp would remain for an 
indefinite period. Whisperings were heard that a renewal of. hostilities 
might become imminent, in which case the American camp at Beaune 
would continue until the American armies should be withdrawn from 
Europe. 

As a result of this visit and Brother Prime's report thereof, I 
received, some days later, a notification from the Masonic Mission at 
Paris that we were to receive a warrant for a lodge. In due time, 
Brother Merwin Lay came to the camp, instituted the lodge and 
installed the officers. The Commander of the camp and his adjutant 
gladly consented to act as senior and junior wardens respectively. The 
cosmopolitan character of the lodge may be seen when I point out that 
ten states were represented among the officers, and among those who 
attended the meetings of the lodge I was told by the examining committee 
that, during the course of the lodge meetings, every State in the Union 
was represented. 

The granting of the warrant for a masonic lodge at Beaune raised 
the question as to a suitable place in which to hold the meetings. The 
buildings of all army camps, and consequently those at Beaune, were 
flimsy structures, inadequately lighted and heated, cheaply and hurriedly 
built, and in no sense adapted for the purpose of holding masonic lodge 
meetings. The Commander of the camp assured me that everything 
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possible would be done to make feasible the holding of the Lodge in the 
camp. But after careful investigation, the situation was considered 
hopeless. Moreover, it would be extremely difficult to procure proper 
furniture and keep it from being destroyed, or defiled, when accessible to 
strangers and enemies. In my anxiety to find a suitable place for meet- 
ing, I consulted the Master of the French Masonic Lodge in the City of 
Beaune, and asked him where a suitable building might be found in the 
city for our purposes. He immediately offered us the use of the French 
Lodge rooms, their furniture and equipment, without any reservation 
whatsoever in regard to time and nature of their use. The spontaneity 
of this offer, his willingness to be of service to us, and his co-operation 
during our stay at Beaune, are in no small degree responsible for the 
success of our work there. 

The French Lodge at Beaune operates under the jurisdiction of the 
Grande Loge de France. It bears the suggestive title of le ReveU de la 
Cdte d*Or, It has been for sixteen years under the guidance of Worship- 
ful Master, or as he is called. Venerable LouiB Babbieb, a man of broad 
sympathies and high intellectual attainments. He has a profound 
knowledge of Masonry in France, both as to its historical and philosc^hi- 
cal aspects. Through his efforts, the French Masonic fraternity at 
Beaune occupies a status which is exceedingly gratifying to him, and 
whcb procured for us a welcome and prestige socially and fraternally, 
which we could not otherwise have attained. 

In bringing this report to its conclusion, permit me to express the 
hope, in which I voice the desire of almost every Mason who had anything 
to do with our work in Beaune, that some means may be found whereby 
a closer relation may be brought about between the Grand Jurisdiction 
of which this French Lodge is a member, and that of American Masons in 
general, and those of the State of New York.

REPOET OP THE COMMITTEE ON GRIEVANCES. 

R.\ W.*. Ebnest W. Stratmann, from the Committee 
on Qrievances, presented the following report, which was re- 
ceived and its recommendations adopted : 

To the Grand Lodge: 

There has been submitted to your Committee the Petition of Charles 
H. Craig for Restoration. The petitioner was formerly a member of 
Pacific Lodge, No. 233, F. & A. M., and in January, 1899, was tried 
and convicted on the charge of forgery in the Court of General Sessions 
in the County of New York, the victim of the forgery being the widow 
of the petitioner's fellow member in The Brotherhood of Railroad 
Trainmen. The petitioner was charged with the larceny of $1,200.00, 
which should have been paid to the widow. 

The only papers and evidence before the Committee, other than the 
petition itself, and a petition to Pacific Lodge, are a statement by the 
petitioner in which he offers an explanation of the transaction in question, 
which absolves him from aU criminal intent, and a letter, dated April 23, 
1920, from the Secretary of Pacific Lodge, with the seal of the Lodge 
attached, to the Grand Secretary, certifying that the application of said 
Charles H. Craig together with the above-mentioned statement had been 
considered by the members of the Lodge at a stated communication held 
on April 16th, 1920, and that "the Lodge voted to endorse the petition 
of Charles H. Craig for restoration." 

There is nothing before your Committee to show whether the officers 
and members of Pacific Lodge made any investigation whatsoever, or in 
any manner inquired into the merits of the petitioner's contention, nor is 
there any evidence of any kind, other than the petitioner's statement, 
before your Committee from which it might form an opinion as to the 
justice or injustice of the petitioner's conviction, or as to his worthiness 
to be restored to the rights and privileges of Freemasonry. 
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In view of the seriousness of the crime of which the petitioner was 
convicted, and the total lack of evidence, your Committee recommends 
that the matter be referred back to Pacific Lodge for further proof and 
compliance with Sections 80 and 81 of the Code of Procedure. 

Your Committee also received the petition of Vincent M. Cajano, of 
Alba Lodge, No. 891, for 'Restoration. The petition and papers were not 
filed within the time prescribed by Section 5 of Rule XI, nor were the 
papers submitted proper in form. The petitioner and Alba Lodge must 
comply with the Provisions of Sections 80 and 81 of the Code of Pro- 
cedure in order that his Petition may be entertained. Your Committee 
recommends that the matter be referred back to Alba Lodge, No. 891.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON CHARTERS. 

R.'. W.'. JoAB H. Banton, from the Committee on Charters, 
presented the report of said Committee, which was received 
and its recommendations adopted. 

To the Or and Lodge: 

The Committee on Charters submits the following report : 

Petitions for charters for nine Lodges under dispensations issued by 

the Qrand Master were referred to this Committee. The names of the 

petitioners are as follows: 

Mayflower Lodge, Brooklyn, County of Kings. 

Prosperity Lodge, Woodhaveu, County of Queens. 

Astoria Lodge, I^ng Island City, County of Queens. 

Geneva Lodge, Geneva, County of Ontario. 

Jesse L. Cooley Lodge, Elmira, County of Chemung. 

Levant Lodge, Buffalo, County of Brie. 

Warren C. Hubbard Lodge, Rochester, County of Monroe. 

Craftsman Lodge, Rochester, County of Monroe. 

Philo Lodge, Syracuse, County of Onondaga. 

The Committee finds that the petitioners have complied with the re- 
quirements of the Constitution and that the officers of the Lodges have 
been duly certified as competent, and after having very carefully examined 
into the reports,, certificates, records, and various documents submitted, 
with each petition does hereby recommend that a Charter be granted to 
each Lodge. 

The Committee finds that in nearly every case the by-laws submitted 
by the petitions exhibit pronounced variations from the Constitutional 
requirements. It was felt that this is a matter of great and fundamental 
importance for the stability of new lodges, and the Committee therefore 
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took up the by-law question in careful detail with each petitioner, with 
the result that in each case the by-laws are to be amended to conform 
to the Constitutional requirements. 

In this connection the Committee on Charters considered a report of 
a sub-committee on by-laws for lodges under dispensation, appointed at 
the last annual communication of the Grand Lodge, and adopted the 
report and recommendations of that sub-committee, incorporating it 
herewith as a part of the complete report of the Committee on Charters, 
and urges the adoption of the recommendations of the sub-committee. 
The Sub-Committee reported as follows: 

To the Committee on Charten: 

At a meeting of the Committee on Charters held during the Annual 
Communication of the Grand Lodge on May 7th, 1919, a sub-committee 
consisting of R**. W-*- Henrt E. Wiuson, R.*. W-'* Joab H. Banton and 
R.'. W>'. Sam H. Sternberg was appointed to draft a form of By-Laws 
to be recommended to the Grand Lodge for adoption as a standard form 
of By-Laws for Lodges U. D. and to report thereon at this time. 

The Sub-Committee has given the matter due consideration and sub- 
mits a form for such By-Laws. 

The Sub-Committee believe that the adoption of one uniform standard 
form of By-Laws for Lodges U. D. is practical and timely ; that it will 
largely reduce the work of this Committee and remove a cause of much 
confusion in such Lodges; that the proposed By-Law embraces every 
essential for the government of a Lodge U. D., and with the addition of 
a section providing for annual dues, a penalty for the non-payment of 
the same if desired would be amply sufficient for the government of a 
chartered lodge. 

The practice of incorporating in the By-Laws of Lodges provisions of 
the Ancient Landmarks, Constitution of the Grand Lodge and Code of 
Procedure is altogether useless, often causing trouble and confusion and 
is disapproved by this Committee.

BY-LAWS 
Lodge U. D., F. & A. 
, N. Y. 



Section 1. This Lodge shall be known as Lodge, U. D., 

F. & A. M. 

Section 2. The stated communications of this Lodge shall be held at 

, N. Y., on the of each at 

o'clock P. M. 

Section 3. The officers of this Lodge, in addition to the Master and 
Wardens named in the dispensation, shall consist of a Treasurer, a Secre- 
tary, a Senior Deacon and a Junior Deacon, with such other officers as 
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may be required for the working of the Lodge, whose duties shall be 
governed by the provisions of the Constitution of the Qrand Lodge. 

Said officers may be either elected or appointed, as the brethren may 
determine. 

Section 4. The fee for initiation shall be Dollars ; and for 

affiliation Dollars. 

Section 5. Amendments may be made to these By-Laws or any part 
thereof. Such amendments shi&ll be in writing, read at a stated com- 
munication of the Lodge, and at the next stated communication thereafter 
may be adopted by a majority vote of the members present at said 
communication. 

The Committee on Charters further recommends that the Grand 
Lodge have printed a suitable number of leaflets containing the report of 
the sub-committee, its recommendations, and form of by-laws, and for- 
ward the same to proposed lodges at the same time the dispensation is 
issued, for the guidance of such lodges, with the belief that this may tend 
to establish a more uniform system of by-laws in all Lodges. 

The Committee finds from the different sets of by-laws submitted that 
many of them were far more voluminous than are considered by this 
Committee necessary, as well as not in conformity with Constitutional 
provisions; therefore the Committee is taking the liberty of suggesting 
that many lodges may with profit to themselves revise their by-laws, elimi- 
nating all extraneous matter, and making the by-laws for each Lodge 
in this jurisdiction conform to Constitutional requirements by reference 
rather than by repetition. 

A petition was also presented to this Committee from Solomon's 
Lodge, No. 196, of Tarrytown, asking for a Duplicate Charter to take 
the place of its original Charter, now badly worn, and asking permission 
to retain its original. 

The Committee hereby recommends that the request be granted. 

A petition from Ahwaga Lodge, No. 587, Owego, addressed to the 
Grand Master, was referred to this Committee. The petition asked the 
issuance of a Duplicate Charter to take the place of the original, which 
had been lost. 

The Committee hereby recommends that the petition be granted, with 
the provision that if the Original Charter is found the Duplicate Charter 
shall be immediately returned to the Grand Secretary. 

The Grand Lodge having referred to this Committee such portions of 
the Grand Master's address as relate (1) to the retention and use of 
the names of the four Overseas Lodges, and (2) the matter of Guardian 
Lodge, No. 921, it is therefore recommended as follows : 

First, as to the retention of the names of the four Overseas Lodges: 
That the matter and the two petitions pending before the Grand Master 
be referred to the incoming Grand Master to act upon the two petitions, 
and such others when, and if, petitions for dispensations be presented to 
him for the institution of any such lodges ; and that he be invited in his 
discretion to issue such dispensations ; 

Secondly, in view of the fact that the whole matter of Guardian Lodge, 
No. 921, was submitted by the Grand Lodge at the 138th Annual Com- 
munication to the Grand Master with power to take such action in the 
premises as might be advisable, that the matter of Guardian Lodge, No. 
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821, be continued with tlie Grand Master with full power to take such 
action as he may deem advisable.

RESOLUTION TO PROCEED WITH ERECTION OP THE 

HOSPITAL. 

R/. W.'. Abnon L. Squiers, District Deputy Grand Master 
of First District of Kings. 

Moat Worshipful Qrand Master: 

With your permission I would like to offer a resolution as a test of 
the sentiment of the Grand Lodge and for the guidance of the Grand 
Master : 

Be It Resolved that it is the sense of this Grand Lodge that the 
War and Relief Administration proceed at once with the construction of 
the Memorial Hospital to the end that it may be completed and dedicated 
as speedily as possible. 

If I may add just a word, in moving the adoption of this resolution, — 
on the face of it there were apparently two votes in the First District 
of Kings yesterday against the resolution which was offered. That was 
not due to the fact that they were cool toward the erection of* the 
memorial hospital. As a matter of fact, those two Masters were so 
intense that they were fearful that that resolution meant that there 
might be further delay, and they were for immediate action. 

Most of you will recall — some of you were in the Service — the answer 
of John Bundy, when his division was at the Marne, in his reply to the 
French general when he said : "We regret being unable on this occasion 
to follow the counsels of our masters, the French, but the American flag

has been forced to retire. This is unendurable, and none of our soldiers 
would understand their not being asked to do whatever is necessary to 
remedy a situation which is humiliating to us and unacceptable to our 
country*s honor. We are going to counter-attack." Now, we are engaged 
in a great undertaking, and what we determine we accomplish. We 
have a most wonderful spirit in this Grand Lodge, shown not only 
in this convention assembled but in the work which has been done, Most 
Worshipful Grand Master, during your administration. The spirit is a 
top-notch and 100 per cent one, and the time has come to proceed and 
proceed immediately without further delay to the erection of the Hospital 
so that we may gather there and put up that flag which has been so 
generously given to us by the splendid district in Manhattan, and see that 
flag raised, floating over that Hospital completed and dedicated at Utica. 

The Grand Master: Brethren, you have heard the resolu- 
tion offered by R.\ W.'. Arnon L. Squibbs. All in favor of 
the adoption of the resolution, please rise. (The Grand Lodge 
rises). Be seated. Are there any opposed? If so, rise. I see 
none. It is carried unanimously. I am happier now than I was 
five minutes ago. 



REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON CONSTITUTION. 

M.*. W.*. TowNSEND ScuDDER, from the Committee on Con- 
stitution, presented the report of said Committee, which was 
received and its recommendations adopted. 

To the Grand Lodge: 

Your Committee on Constitution reports as follows: 

To your Committee was referred that portion of the Grand Master's 
address referring to the George Washington Memorial Association. This 
is a subject which hardly comes within the jurisdiction of this committer 
but it can be said that it belongs in no greater degree to any other 
committee. We agree with the Grand Master that New York cannot do 
otherwise than actively to support and promote the movement to build 
near Alexandria, Virginia, a memorial building worthy of the Father of 
His Country. Wherefore we recommend that the Grand Master be 
empowered to appoint a committee with power to promote this cause and 
invite its consideration by our Lodges. 

Your Committee also has had referred to it so much of the Grand 
Master's address as comes under the headings "Interim in Conferring 
Degrees" and "Initiation Fees and Annual Dues." These are matters of 
much concern to the Craft ; it is not possible to give them proper consid- 
eration in the short time at our disposal and we therefore recommend 
that they do lie over for another year to the end that the Craft may be 
afforded a proper opportunity to consider them. 

Your Committee recommends the adoption, so far as it can be done at 
this session, of an amendment to Subdivision 2, Section 56, of the Consti- 
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tutton, as proposed by the Commissioners of Appeals and to read as 
follows: 

**2, To issue summons, which must be issued over his name, by his 
order, and attested by the written signature of the Secretary under the 
seal of the Lodge, and the original inserted in the Lodge Minutes. A true 
copy of such summons must be served upon the brother summoned, either 
personally, or by mail through the Post Office to his address last known 
to the Secretary."

Brethren: During the past year there were issued by the Grand Master 
several wonderful documents, — documents which have been read through- 
out the world. They should not be lost to history; they should be per- 
petuated in some way to the end that the world may be further advised 
of their importance and that New York may credit our Grand Master 
with the wonderful leadership he has accorded to us. That this may be 
done, and done as it is proper that it should be done, I move the following: 

That the Grand Master appoint — ^that is, the Grand Master to be a 

committee of three to determine which of the addresses and papers of the 
retiring Grand Master shall be printed in the Proceedings, and then 
that surh as are thus selected be duly printed. 



The Grand Master resumed the Chair. 

M.'. W.*. TowNSBND ScuDDEB addressed the Grand Lodge 
as follows : 

Most Worshipful Grand Master, just a word? 

The Grand Master: Brethren, M-*. W'. Townsend Scuddeb. 

Brethren: I dislike to recaU the fact that I have been continuously 
a member of this Grand Lodge — I think it is thirty-one years without a 
break. It is a long time, but those years have permitted me to learn a 
few things, and one of those things I desire to present to each brother 
now here. 

It is a duty, as I see it, which devolves upon each of us and should 
be discharged at the earliest possible moment. 

I am happy beyond measure that Grand Lodge saw fit this morning 
to express tangibly what was its will in the solution of the complicated 
problem which has been confronting us in the matter of the construction 
— or when the actual construction of our hospital should begin. You 
appreciate how the War Belief Administration hesitated to go ahead 
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and build at a price of $750,000 that which had been recommended to be 
built at a price of $370,000. The War Relief Administration, 
confronted with this problem, felt that it should take Grand Lodge into 
its confidence and should invite Grand Lodge to take the Administration 
into Grand Lodge's confidence, in reaching the solution of our common 
problem. 

Grand Lodge referred it to the Past Grand Masters, who felt, and felt 
very properly, that this was a matter which the War Belief Adminis- 
tration should decide for itself. In fact, what we did was to pass the 
"buck" to you, who promptly passed the "buck** to the Committee on 
Jurisprudence, and it passed the "buck** back to you, and then you passed 
it back to the War Relief Administration, and we stood no better 
o£E than we were before the "buck** began his journey, so far as knowing 
what the sentiment of Grand Lodge really was. 

Now, Brethren, the sentiment which you have expressed to-day. Grand 
Lodge assumes, is the sentiment of each of your lodges, for you have 
spoken here formally each for his lodge. This means that the Fraternity 
to-day is willing to pay for our hospital fully twice as much as we thought 
would be needed to build it a year ago. And, of course, this also means 
that more money has to come in or the hospital ci^nnot be built. We 
do ilot want to have it charged, if the question is brought up, that Grand 
Lodge, or the Delegates to Grand Lodge, came down here and did not 
know what they were voting upon. We know you did know, because we 
all have voted most deliberately, yet that charge, Brethren, has been 
made year after year. I can hardly recall a year of the thirty-one I 
have served here when something has not happened about which after- 
wards there was raised the question: "Whether it was not put over 
Grand Lodge.** Now, those of you who are here to-day know that 
Grand Lodge did know exactly what the resolution was that was presented 
by Right Worshipful Bro. Squiebs. It was presented only as a test 
vote for the guidance of the Grand Master, and for the guidance of the 
Administration. But this is the important point to which I would invite 
your attention, and the request I make bold to urge: That at the very 
first meeting of your lodge, when you get back, you rise and explain the 
situation fully, and if your lodge does not share your views, immediately 
communicate that fact to the Grand Secretary, so that in this wonderful 
enterprise we shall know whether we have the actual co-operation of 
the Fraternity, and thus avoid having some future Grand Lodge criticise 
us for what has been done this day on the hackneyed ground that the 
thing was put over and Grand Lodge did not know what it was doing when 
it voted as it did. We want harmony in the Craft, and we want the 
backing of the Craft, and we want the Craft to know what the Craft is 
doing through its servants. If this course be followed I am quite sure 
the sentiment will be overwhelming as it was here, and that there will 
be no danger to our peace in the future.

The Grand Master addressed the Grand Lodge, as follows: 

Brethren of the Grand Lodge, my first thought must be a word of 
recognition of the very able administration that has controlled the desti^ 
nies of our Craft during the past two years. It has been a great pleasure 
for me to work hand in hand and heart to heart with Most Worshipful 
William S. Farmer, who has been our grand leader. The administration 
which he has given, and the time and service and constructive ability 
must be to you, as it is to me, an inspiration to go forward and attempt 
greater heights.

There never was a time, I believe, in the history of our 
Craft when so many men are knocking at our doors, and I am quite sure 
also that there never was a time when so many young men are seeking 
admission into our Order. The war has madje Masonry very, very 
popular. And all this places upon your shoulder and upon mine a 
responsibility to see to it that our work does not consist merely in 
grinding out degrees, but that we take these young men that are coming 
into the Order and educate them and instruct them in what "Masonry" 
ineans, th^t they may go out and that we may go out an^ iq our daily 
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life and in our several walks and lines of activity we may carry with iu 
as a vital force in the life of the world and in the life of our land the 
snreatest of Americanism, — if we may use that word, — the principles of 
our Fraternity. BYeemasonry is a great spiritual possession. Free- 
masonry has a great place in the constructive work of the world, if you 
and I are ahle to rise to the heights and see our opportunities. 

In this great task the Grand Master earnestly seeUi the co operation 
of every man in this great Fraternity in this State. To this great task he 
pledges the very best that is in him; and may I add, with complete 
dependence for strength upon my Lord.

ADDRESS OF WELCOME AT OPENING OF CONFERENCE OF 
GRAND MASTERS AT NEW YORK CITY, MAY 9, 1918. 

Brethren: New York bids you welcome. We, of New York, feel the 
urgent necessity of the immediate organization and cooperation of the 
several Grand Jurisdictions of the United States, with reference to 
furnishing relief to our boys at the front in this great war emergency. 
For the reason that Most Worshipful Grand Master Sgudder is familiar 
with our plans and their scope, I have asked him to preside at this 
meeting. I introduce Brother Scuddeb. 

REMARKS AT CLOSING OF CONFERENCE OF GRAND MAS- 
TERS AT NEW YORK CITY, MAY 10, 1918. 

Thank you, gentlemen. Judge Scuddcr, as you know, has been the 
spokesman for New York. We are very much pleased with the way he 
has handled this meeting, with the way you Brethren have respondod. 
I believe that this will go down as a historical meeting. In this great 
war emergency, state sovereignty in Masonic circles has but a small part 
to perform. We should work in unison. Thank you for coming. 

Brethren, the conference stands adjourned. 

RESPONSE AT THE CEDAR RAPIDS MASONIC CONFERENCE, 
NOVEMBER 2G, 1918. 

Brother Grand Master and Brethren: I think ere this you all know 
that New York is in hearty accord with the spirit and letter of that 
resolution which we have just passed. Today the eyes of symbolic 
Masonry throughout the United States are centered upoA this beautiful 
city of Cedar Rapids. New York extends greetings to Grand Master 
Schoonover of Iowa. New York congratulates the members of this great 
and powerful Jurisdiction upon the zeal and devotion of its Grand 
Master to the interests of Masonry. It rejoices with them in his fore- 
sight and vision, which encompass the needs of the Craft, at present and 
for the future, as the problems of to-day and yesterday are succeeded by 
the ever recurring problems of to-morrow. 

New York, and as has been demonstrated, we all accept his leadership 
and unreservedly promise support in the undertaking in which he is 
engaged and in which we are all so much interested. Following the 
pioneer who blazes the trail, those who come after have erected the 
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proudest of cities, and the greatest of commonwealths. So may we, 
Brother Grand Masters, safely follow the leadership of Iowa*8 Grand 
Master, and we have already set up in this resolution new stones, I 
believe, more closely cemented than were the old, and we have added 
strength and unity and symmetry to all the parts of this, our Temple of 
Masonry. 

For more than four years now the world has been on fire in the most 
tragic of wars. In April, 1917, America was swept within its consuming 
flames and there are thousands of our brethren, along with the 2,000,000 
American soldiers and sailors who have been transported overseas to do 
their part, and make the supreme sacrifice if necessary, that right and 
justice and liberty and equality and democracy might be triumphant. 
That war, happily, is ended. Thank God! But many of our own have 
made that sacrifice, and they, with many others, have needed, and still 
many others are needing, such ministrations as only one Mason can 
give to another, and with the need so great, the Masonic fraternity with 
all its wealth and resources and its eager desire to lighten the hardships 
and alleviate the sufferings of our own and the rest of mankind has been 
compelled to stand idly by and see others permitted to do what we were 
not permitted to do ourselves. And why? Simply because in all Free- 
masonry in these United States there is not one representative, responsi- 
ble, national head, to whom the government at Washington could apply, 
as such. To whom could the Secretary of State, or of War, or of the 
Navy, speak authoritatively? To the Grand Master of New York? 
Certainly not, for he . assumed no such dignity, nor could the Grand 
Master of any of the Grand Jurisdictions so speak. 

We saw the Y. M. C. A., the Y. W. C. A., the Jewish Welfare 
Board, the Knights of Columbus, and others all engage in their relief 
work with government sanction and approval, while we were deprived of 
the same blessed privilege, simply because they possessed what we had 
not, some kind of a national head. Such a condition of affairs has not 
been conducive of self-respect or peace of mind, and should not be 
permitted to endure, providing we have the genius and initiative sufficient 
to cure the defect, and it has been demonstrated here to-day in the passage 
of this resolution that we have. 

New York comes here with no definite plan or scheme or program. 
We have nothing we want to put over. With what is evolved from the 
combined wisdom of this Conference, New York will be in perfect accord 
and in entire co-operation as long as our deliberations take such form as 
will be in keeping with the dignity of the Fraternity, will be such as will 
unite the several Grand Jurisdictions into more closely fraternal rela- 
tions, and as a practical proposition will save us from ever again suffering 
the humiliation which we found ourselves in at the commencement of this 
war — for I verily believe that all are of the opinion that a united 
Masonry then could have been accorded leadership by those in authority 
at Washington — ^and that we may take back from this Conference some 
definite, specific recommendation, is the earnest desire of the delegation 
from New York, and we are delighted to know that already we can do 
that very thing, in that we can take back this resolution which has been 
passed unanimously. 
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Now, you would like to know, I take it, something of the negotiatlonB 
of the Qrand Lodge of New York with the government at Washington 
looking towards our going overseas to do our part over there. Is that 
what I understand you want?

Masonic Temple, Syracuse, N. Y., February 22nd, 1919. 
To the Mtuter, Wardens and Brethren of the several 

Lodges of Free and Accepted Masons in the State of Neto York: 

Brethren: 

It having hitherto been by common consent the practice of certain 
lodges existing under the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of the State of 
New York, to exemplify the work, transact their business and record 
their proceedings in an alien language, and such practice, however long 
approved, in the opinion of the Grand Master, militates against the full 
Americanization of such lodges and is not in harmony with the spirit of 
the times ; and being impressed that all lodges will gladly co-operate in 
the adoption of the language of our country as a patriotic duty : 

Now, therefore, I, William S. Farmer, Grand Master of Masons in 
the State of New York, do hereby order and direct, that the practice 
hereinbefore referred to, shall be discontinued ; that on and after July 1st, 
1919, all business of lodges, exemplification of the work, recording of 
proceedings, shall be done and kept by and in the ENGLISH LAN- 
GUAGE as spoken by Americans. 

Let this edict be read in each lodge in and throughout the state at 
the first Communication after its receipt and entered in full upon the 
record.

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Address at an Especial Grand Lodge of Antient Free and 
Accepted Masons of England, held at the Bojal Albert Hall, 
London, England, on Friday, 27th June, 1919, for the celebra- 
tion of Peace. 

If.'. TF.'. Pro, Grand Master: I am at a loss to find words fitly to 
express my appreciation of the very great honor you have conferred upon 
the Grand Lodges of the United States and upon its representatives, in 
your invitation to join with you in this historic Masonic event, and for 
the generous welcome you have accorded to us. I am not unmindful that 
here in this ancient City of London on the 24th day of June, 1717, there 
was organized the first sovereign Masonic Grand Lodge; that you are 
the mother Grand Lodge of the world, and New York as one of your chil- 
dren comes with affection and reverence to render its filial duty ; to pay 
its tribute of honor and respect to its Masonic mother and the mother 
of Masonry. And what is true of New York applies to the other Grand 
Jurisdictions which I have the honor to represent at present Between 
the Grand Lodge of England and the Grand Lodges of the United States, 
now as ever, there are fraternal bonds which no human influence can 
ever rend asunder; and those bonds are only typical of the relations 
which in the larger sense exist today, thank God, between the people of 
the Kingdom of Great Britain and the people of the United States of 
America. Together we stood in the greatest crisis of the world's history. 
Together we stood for Liberty and Justice and civilization, for the 
vindication of human rights, and of free government throughout the 
world. Together we stand for an enduring and permanent peace among 
all nations, and together we shall stand for an untiring and abiding 
friendship in all the years to come. The war forced upon us most 
serious problems, problems that affected us on the earth and in the air 
and on the sea and under the sea. The enterprise and ingenuity of aU 
the allied people were strained to the uttermost to solve those problems. 
The aftermath of the war has its problems no less complex and serious, 
and in the solution of these, and in the world's reconstruction, the 
Masonic fraternity must take its place and play its part, not less 
significant than in the past when the world was once before reconstructed, 
and the fundamental principles underlying Anglo-Saxon civilization found 
expression in Masonic principles which were incorporated in its founda- 
tions. Again the world moves forward under a new order, and in its 
regeneration the Masonic fraternity will occupy an important place, 
exercise a potent influence, steadfast to its history, which is secure, and 
ever looking forward in harmony with the eternal principles of- God's 
fatherhood and man's brotherhood. In these days of a broader recognition 
of man's duty to man and the truth that man is his brother's keeper, the 
fraternity must keep the faith and reaffirm its covenant with the past. 
The Fraternity's fundamental principles once again must be made the 
rock foundation of the new civilization. In accomplishing this purpose 
the first great effort must be to bring together in perfect harmony aU 
Masonic activity, wherever dispersed, that adheres to the ancient faith. 
If this happy result can be accomplished the work will be the better. 
Should it unhappily bo that some could not unite on this broad field of 
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endeavor and accomplishment, then the nucleus formed by those conse- 
crated to the faith of the fathers must labor together to bring back within 
the fold those who have strayed away. May the Fraternity thus united 
throughout the world do its full part in the world's reconstruction. That 
is the labor of today. M.'. W>** Pro. Grand Master, again I thank you. 



EDICT CONCERNING NEW YORK STANDARD AND BELIEF IN 

GOD.

[Edict] in ood we trust 

To the Master, Wardens and Brethren of the Several Lodges 

of Free and Accepted Masons in the State of New York, 

Brethren: 

It will be remembered that at the Reconvened 13Gth Annual Com- 
munication of Grand Lodge, held on September 10th, 1917, a resolution 
was adopted, expressly permitting, during the period of the war, inter- 
visitation between Freemasons owing obedience to this jurisdiction, and 
persons owing obedience to several jurisdictions on the Continent of 
Europe with which Grand Lodge was not and is not now, in official 
fraternal relation. Such visitation by members of the A. E. F. has been 
extensively and profitably enjoyed. Courtesies, most sincere and cordial, 
have been extended to our Brethren which are deeply appreciated. 

From time to time, since the adoption of said resolution, persons 
owing obedience to one or another of such jurisdictions have applied to, 
and been admitted as visitors in our Lodges, and the relation has been 
harmonious, and reciprocal benefits have been derived. Of this, we are 
glad. 

It is our Masonic belief that there is one God and Father of all 
men ; that the Holy Bible is a Divine Revelation, the rule and* guide for 
faith and practice; that man is immortal; that character determines 
destiny ; that man*s love of man is, next to love of God, man's first duty ; 
and that prayer, communion of man with God, is helpful. United, we 
stand upon this Rock. 

By our anbient laws, not only can no atheist be made a Mason, but 
no atheist may be admitted to sit in our Lodges. The presence of such 
a person would disturb the peace and harmony of the Lodge, and no one 
may be admitted whose presence would disturb its peace and harmony. 

From time immemorial, the Worshipful Master of the Lodge has 
been, and is, the guardian of its peace and the arbiter of all questions 
arising therein touching the same. He is charged with the duty of 
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excluding from his Lodge any person whose presence would disturb its 
peace and harmony and has been charged with, and, under the instruc- 
tions of the Grand Master, has efficiently exercised his peculiar duty in 
judging the propriety of admitting visitors from the above-mentioned 
jurisdictions under the authority of the afore-mentioned resolution. 

The professed standards of certain foreign jurisdictions referred to 
are not the same as ours, in that, while requiring that the candidate for 
Masonry shall be a good man and true, they do not require also belief in 
God of their votaries, but profess and proclaim freedom of conscience 
and the right for each to determine his belief for himself. 

To the end, therefore, that so long as said resolution shall continue 
in force and thereafter, in the governance and conduct of the affairs of 
this jurisdiction, the duty of the Craft and of the presiding officers of 
Lodges therein in the matter of visitors to said Lodges may be made 
clear, our ancient standards be maintained and peace and harmony be 
secured in all our proceedings in that regard, and in harmony and 
accord with all former rulings and principles laid down, pertaining to 
the subject, I, William S. Farmer, Grand Master of Masons in the 
State of New York, do hereby order and direct that the admission to any 
Lodge of this jurisdiction of a person owing obedience to any other grand 
jurisdiction or Masonic authority who, himself, does not, on inquiry, 
profess belief in a Supreme Being, is unlawful and may not, in any 
circumstances, be permitted.

Eesponse on behalf of visiting jurisdictions, to address of 
welcome by M.*. W.*. W. A. Westfall, Grand Master of Iowa, 
to first annual session of Masonic Service Association of the 
United States held at Cedar Rapids, Iowa, on November 11, 12, 
and 13, 1919. 

Most Worshipful Orand Master of Iowa, Brother Chairman, and 
Brethren: The very hospitable welcome with which we have been greeted, 
has, I am sure, touched the hearts of us all. I deem it an honor in that 
I am privileged to say a few words in acknowledgement. 

It is a privilege to meet here as we have, under the auspices of the 
Grand Lodge of Iowa, the zeal and determination of which portends much 
for our fraternity ; and brethren, nowhere in the United States could we 
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have met under auspices more in harmony with that which is dear to 
the hearts of us all, namely, that we do not lose our opportunity. 

The world has been moving rapidly since the great war began. Its 
speed since the war ended has been mysterious and threatening. Whither 
does it all trend — the unrest which we find the world over? Are the 
institutions of old as framed by men equal to the task of reconstruction, 
or must they be replaced by institutions more in harmony with the 
demands of the hour? 

Never was human nature so fallible, vacillating and astray. Never 
did institutions seem so inadequate. Never was the world in need of 
wiser counsel. Its problems, or a part of them, will fall to our lot as 
Masons to solve in our sphere of influence, assuming that influence still 
remains to us. 

Excepting that which we undertake here be worthy and worth while, 
it would be better had we not here assembled. In a degree, the world's 
attention is focused upon our deliberations. If we emerge from them 
with a program constructive and inspiring, our fraternity will justify its 
organized existence, and the cause of brotherhood among men will not 
be mere idle words. 

If we satisfy ourselves with little things because we are not big 
enough to measure up to great things, our shame will be great, our 
failure conspicuous because of our boastful professions. 

Let us, then, as men and Masons, alive to the responsibility of the 
hour and to the threatening attitude toward our civilization, gird our 
loins for real work and pledge ourselves to whatever sacrifice duty 
demands. Let us covenant anew to keep the faith by dedicating ourselves 
to the task of promoting brotherly love, relief and truth. 

Love will come if we break down the barriers which keep men 
asunder. For, after all, when we really know our brother we always 
find in him much to love. 

Relief we can give by distributing our talents wherever there is 
need, and devoting ourselves to the cause of greater civil justice.^ 

Truth we can promote by affording all within our circle opportunities 
for a better and a broader education with which they can distinguish 
more easily the rights and wrongs of life and lead them to the great 
truth of Qod's fatherhood and man's brotherhood. 

If to these things the Masonic fraternity will labor, it will live, and 
future generations will call it blessed. But if to such an exalted program 
it can not measure, better that it die at once to the end that something 
more worth while can occupy the thoughts of man. 

My own confidence is great that we will measure up, and when we 
depart from here it will be in a spirit of exaltation, conscious that we 
have set in motion the necessary machinery to make our fraternity a 
living and continuing force, serving men in the love of Qod. I thank you.

Dear «.'. W-'- Brother: 

For a number of years past the membership of the Fraternity in this 
Jurisdiction has been growing at a most rapid rate, and correspondence 
with and information received from other Jurisdictions, both in America 
and abroad, indicates a similar situation. 

The war was only one of the contributing causes of this amazing, if 
not alarming, growth. In this country it long antedated the war, and 
while Lodges also have increased in number, the membership has 
increased out of all proportion to the number of Liodges, and to any 
increase in number of Lodges. In many Lodges in this Jurisdiction, 
Lodge activities have for some years been devoted wholly to conferring 
degrees upon candidates, and the making of Masons, which properly is 
but an incident of the Fraternity's life and purpose, has become all too 
often its only apparent purpose. As the members increase, there seems 
a decrease in interest in Masonic life and in Lodge attendance, and the 
army of unaffiliates continues to grow larger. You know that the Masonic 
life of the average Mason has been computed at from seven to nine 
years, in the State of New York, and I understand the same average is 
observed in many other Jurisdictions in this country. The causes for, 
this are not difficult to discover, chief among them being the unworth- 
whileness of the average Lodge life to most men who can and do stop to 
think, and who have anything worth while to do in the world, the 
indifiterent motive which actuates the candidate to seek the Light, in a 
great many cases, and indifference to the quality of the candidate which 
is too often a concomitant of large numbers in any Lodge. 

These are facts, and the situation which they present has occupied 
the thoughts of many zealous and devoted Masons for years. If these 
things continue; if Freemasonry offers no more useful or attractive 
purpose in life to its members, new or old ; if ail, or the major part, of 
the Lodge's life and time is to be devoted to the incessant grind of the 
degree mill, it is beyond doubt only a question of time when the institu- 
tion will perish from sheer inanition, and some other liver and more 
useful agency for human welfare will replace it. 

If ever Man has understood his needs, his opportunities, his duties to 
himself, his brother, and his God, it is now. He will not waste his time, 
nor spend it in things that are not worth while. He cannot justify to 
himself or to his people the time given to Masonic activities of the kind 
with which most of us are familiar, and will not try to. Life is too 
short; there is too much else to do. 

From many quarters inquiries come to me. From one : "I believe that 
if ever there was a time when real honest-to-goodness Masonry was 
needed, it is now, and I am fearful that unless we show our real colors, 
'the time will come when the world will not regard us as it should." 
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From others, returned Service men, recently made Masons, but little 
used to the theory of the Institution, but very live to the needs of the 
hour, to their duty in life, and quite capable of analyzing values, and 
keen in their instinct to do so: **Is this all there is of Freemasonry? 
What more is there? What can I dot" And, my Brother, the case is 
similar all over this Universe. 

But thanks be to Ood, which giveth us the Victory. He has pre- 
served this Institution until this day, for His own ends and for the 
higher purpose of Service to Mankind, in an hour when the need for 
service is greater, probably, than ever in the history of the world. The 
whole spirit of Freemasonry is Service ; it is a very Religion of Service. 
In action it will not only live — it will thrive. In inaction, it will 
languish and die. 

The time for action is at hand. The very foundation of our social 
structure is threatened by the enemies of law, order, decency, and by the 
apostles of unrest. The foundation of our Government was laid by 
Freemasons, and by Freemasons can an inestimable part be played in 
the preservation of that Government, and in the destruction of its ene- 
mies. In no holier cause could it enlist ; no more valuable service could 
it render to Mankind, and in proportion to the service which it shall 
render to the State, and to the social order, which is our pride and 
heritage, will it serve itself, be regenerated thereby, be revitalized and 
justified. 

The method of this service must be by education. By education only 
can the menace to our civilization be dissipated, and peace and good will 
be established. This means active participation by Freemasons, as good 
citizens, lovers of country and of fellow man, in all good works of civic 
and social virtue. 

The movement, which had its inception in a conference of Grand 
Masters in New York in May, 1918, followed by a conference of Grand 
Masters in Cedar Rapids in November, 1918, resulted in the Masonic 
Service Association of the United States, born under the stress of war 
conditions, to make possible, through united action, the Masonic service 
to our boys in the war which they needed, and which Jurisdictions were 
unable independently to render. Freemasonry, in the United States, is 
now an established Union for Service, but' its continuity will depend on 
the quality of its performance. It has enlisted in the Service of Man- 
kind, through education, and enlightenment, relief, research. Let us 
forthwith enlist also in this compelling cause, and actively prepare to 
and do our part. 

The Plan and Scope, adopted as the Program of Activity by the 
Masonic Service Association at its first session, on November 11, 1919, 
is enclosed, marked A. The Constitution is marked B, and the By- 
Laws, C. 

Arrangements are rapidly being perfected to present to Lodges ways 
and means effectively to take part, both within and without their walls, 
in practical and useful education of their members, their candidates, and 
their brethren in the world. Thus, and thus only, can pure democracy 
be practiced as well as preached ; can Americanism, and all that it 
means, be fostered and accomplished ; can our institutions be established 
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against any assaalt, and, I am persuaded, can Freemasonrj continae 
beneficent to mankind. 

In due course I shall address you further regarding this most import- 
ant forward movement, and present to you more fully the plans which 
are being made. Meanwhile, and without delay, I suggest that you 
present this matter as fully as may be to the Masters and Lodges of your 
District, to the end that the ground may be prepared and fallow for the 
seed soon to be sown, and then intensively and sympathetically cultivated. 

I commend to you a careful study of the enclosed documents, and 
consideration of the principles underlying this inspiring program, to the 
end that you may be enabled to respond to inquiry regarding it, and 
actively .support it. 

And to the Master will be the harvest.

(A) 

Plan and Scope 

The Masonic Service Association of the United States, among its 
principles, does specifically set forth and declare: 

1. We believe in the existence of one Ever-living and True €U)d, and 
that all men are His children, and therefore, are Brothers. 

2. We reaffirm, without qualification, those principles for which 
' Freemasonry has stood from time immemorial — self-government, by, of, 

and for the people, reverence for law, and respect for constituted 
authority. 

3. We declare in unequivocal terms our conviction that a free public 
school system is essential to the perpetuity of American institutions. 
While recognizing the right of the individual to provide for himself other 
forms of elementary education, we believe that the State should exercise 
general supervision over the same. 

We urge the speedy enactment of laws forbidding elementary educa- 
tion in a language other than English. 

We believe that every child in America is entitled to an elementary 
education at public expense, and that the State should provide ample 
funds for that purpose. 

4. We believe that thrift is a patriotic duty ; that economy is a civic 
virtue, and that waste, in any form, is un-Masonic, unpatriotic and 
vicious. 

Among the primary purposes for which this Association was formed 
were Masonic Relief and visitation, the method of affording which Is 
amply provided for in the tentative Constitution adopted November 28, 
1918. 

Said purposes further include the service of Mankind through educa- 
tion and enlightenment, the means of which are uot therein provided for 
or set forth. 

We recommend that the scope of the activities of this Association in 
promoting the service of Mankind throus^ education and enlightenment, 
be declared to be as broad as the Universal Principles of Freemasonry, 
and to embrace, as those principles embrace, the entire field of human 
knowledge, and truth, in their application to the welfare of the members 
of the Craft, and through them to humanity at large. 

To carry into effect the aims thus declared, we recommend the creation 
by the Executive Commission of this Association of such agency or 
agencies, as they shall deem proper, to undertake and to carry out, under 
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the control and supervision of the Executive Commission, the following 
activities : 

a. Masonic Research and dissemination of Masonic truth. 

b. The investigation of and report upon, such subjects of interest to 
the several Grand Jurisdictions as they may from time to time request. 

c. The inculcation of the principles of true democracy. 

d. A strong and aggressive program of Americanization. 

e. An instruction and lecture service of which the Grand Jurisdic- 
tions may avail themselves. 

And we further recommend that it be the fundamental policy of this 
Association to avoid the duplication of machinery already set up by 
other organizations or institutions having kindred ends, but instead to 
seek and to invite co-operation to the end that its whole machinery may 
be simple and inexpensive, and that the largest possible measure of good 
may be accomplished for Humanity at a minimum expense. 

And we further recommend that the Executive Commission have the 
broadest possible latitude and discretion in carrying into effect the 
objects and purposes of this Association. 

(B) 

Constitution op the Masonic Sebvice Association 
OF the United States 

Name — ^The name of this Association shall be The Masonic Service 
Association of the United States. 

Ohject — The object of this Association shall be the Service of Man- 
kind, through education and enlightenment, financial relief and Masonic 
visitation, and ministering to, comforting and relieving the members of 
the Fraternity and their dependents, particularly in times of distress and 
disaster, whether caused by war, pestilence, famine, fire, flood, earth- 
quake or other calamity. 

Membership — The membership of this Association shall be composed 
of the Grand Lodges of the United States which have heretofore voted, or 
may hereafter vote, to become members of the Association^ 

Repreaeniation — The meetings of this Association shall be composed 
of such accredited representatives as may be chosen by each Member 
Grand Jurisdiction, but each Member Grand Jurisdiction shall be 
entitled to only one vote. 

Admini8tration — For the purpose of administration the United States 
shall be divided into divisions, as follows :

Meetings— The stated meetings of the Association shall be held 
annually. 

Quorum — A quorum of this Association at any stated or called m<»et- 
iuK shall consist of the accredited representatives of fifteen Member 
Grand Jurisdictions. 

Officers — At each meeting of this Association, the Association shall 
elect a Chairman and such other officers as may be deemed necessary, 
who shall serve for the meeting only. 

Ereeutive Commission — The management and direction of the aifairs 
of this Association shall be vested in an Executive Commission, composed 
of a Chairman to be elected annually by the Association, and ten mem- 
bers, one from each Division, to be elected annually by this Association, 
all of whom shall serve until their successors are elected and qualified. 

The Executive Commission shall have power to elect and appoint a 
Vice Chairman of the Executive Commission, Secretary and Treasurer 
of the Association and such other oflScers, committees and employes as 
they may deem necessary ; to fix their compensation, if any, and to fill 
all vacancies. 

Amendment — This Constitution may be amended only at a stated 
meeting of the Association by two-thirds vote of the members present at 
such stated meeting, and after such proposed amendment has been sent 
to the Grand Secretary of each member Grand Jurisdiction at least thirty 
days before the stated meeting at which such amendment shall be acted 
upon, provided that this Constitution shall never be amended in such 
manner as to provide or permit the development of this Association 
into a National Grand Lodge. 

Withdrawal — Any member Grand Lodge Jurisdiction of this Asso- 
ciation may withdraw on ninety days written notice given by registered 
mail to the Chairman of the Executive Commission and upon fulfillment 
of all its assumed obligations to the Association. 

(C) 

By-Laws of the Masonic Service Association 
OF THE United States 

Duties of Officers — The Chairman of the Executive Commission shall 
be the Executive Officer of this Association. He shall call to order all 
stated and special meetings of the Association, and shall preside at all 
meetings of the Executive Commission, provided that the Chairman of 
the Executive Commission shall be ineligible to serve as Chairman of 
this Association. He shall perform all acts and do all things necessary 
to carry out the purposes of the Association, subject to the direction or 
ratification of the Executive Commission. He shall, upon the written 
request of any three members of the Commission, call a special meeting 
of the Executive Commission. 

The Vice Chairman shall perform all the duties of the Chairman in 
his absence or disability.

The duties, powers and responsibilities of other officers, committees 
and employes of the Association and of the Executive Commission shall 
be fixed by the Executive Commission. 

Meetinga of the Association — The time and place of the Annual 
Meeting of this Association shall be fixed by the Executive Commission 
and notice thereof shall be sent by, or under direction of, the Chairman 
of the Executive Commission to the Grand Secretary of each member 
Grand Jurisdiction, at least sixty days before the designated date of 
such meeting. 

Special meetings of the Association may be called by the Executive 
Commission at such times and places as it may deem necessary, upon 
twenty days' notice of such meeting. The business to be transacted at 
such special meeting shall be set forth in the call. 

'Special meetings of the Association shall be convened by the Executive 
Commission at times and places designated bv the Commission upon the 
request of fifteen or more member Grand Jurisdictions. 

^Voting — At all annual and special meetings of the Association each 
Grand Jurisdiction shall be entitled to one vote in all elections on all 
questions affecting Constitution and By-Laws, and upon all other ques- 
tions upon which a roll call is demanded. This one vote is to be deter- 
mined by each member Grand Jurisdiction or by its representatives 
present and cast by the Grand Master or Chairman of the Delegation. 

Nominations and Election of Members of Executive Commission-. — 
Members of the Executive Commission shall be elected at the annual 
meetings of the Association and may be nominated by the representatives 
present of their respective administrative divisions, provided such nomi- 
nation may be rejected by the Association. 

Quorum of Executive Commission — The Executive Commission shall 
meet at the call of the Chairman and five members thereof shall constitute 
a quorum. 

Relief — Upon the occurrence of disaster of greater magnitude than a 
local calamity, the Grand Masters of the several member Grand Juris- 
dictions within the division in which said disaster may occur shall appoint 
a committee to survey the needs and report forthwith its findings to the 
Executive Commission. The Executive Commission shall thereupon 
take action on the report of said Grand Masters to the end that necessary 
funds shall be provided and properly disbursed. 

Disbursement of Funds — Funds of this Association shall be disbursed 
only by checks signed by the Treasurer and countersigned by the Chair- 
man of the Executive Commission. An itemized and audited report of 
all receipts and disbursements shall be made by the Treasurer to each 
annual meeting of this Association. 

Report of Executive Commission — The Executive Commission shall 
make a detailed report in writing to each annual meeting of the Associa- 
tion of all their activities since the last annual meeting. 

Order of Business — The order of business for all meetings of this 
Association shall be as follows : 

1. Call to Order. 

2. Invocation. 

3. Roll Call. 

4. Election of Oflicers. 

5. Opening Exercises. 

6. Reading of Minutes. 

7. Appointment of Committees. 

8. Report of Executive Commission. 
0. Report of Treasurer.

12. Adjournment. 
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Amendment of By-Laws— The By-Laws of this Association may be 
amended at any stated meeting thereof by a majority vote of the members 
present. 

Said By-Laws may be amended at a special or called meeting of the 
Association provided due notice of the amendment has been given to the 
member Grand Jurisdictions in the call of said meeting. 



Tentative Scheme of Organization for the Masonic Service 
Association of the United States 

Submitted bt New Yobk 

The accompanying chart (page 6) suggests an arrangement of .the 
activities outlined in the Report of the Committee on Plan and Scope at 
the recent convention at Cedar Rapids. 

It is proposed that the Chairman, aside from general supervision of 
all activities and agents, be directly responsible for the exclusively 
Masonic activities, including Relief and Masonic Research; that the 
Treasurer be responsible for the finances; and that the Secretary be in 
charge of the general field of Education and Enlightenment, and be 
responsible for the Records and Statistics. 

The various activities proposed will be discussed briefly in the order 
in which they appear on the Chart. 

Chairman of the Commission 

Masonic Relief. — Masonic Relief will presumably function only in 
emergencies, when the machinery provided in the Constitution is set in 
motion upon the occasion of a disaster. It is proposed that in such case 
the Chairman be directly in touch with the administration of such funds 
as the Fraternity may appropriate for these purposes. 

He will have intimate touch, naturally, with any situation invovling 
Departmental activity, but requiring emergent aid before the Department 
machinery can function. In such cases he will have available funds 
from which to relieve immediate need, to be restored out of funds 
Departmentally raised. The fund should in this sense be revolving. 

A question which may be worth considering is whether it would be 
advisable for the Commission to publish for the information of the Craft 
an annual report of the sums appropriated by the several Grand Jurisdic- 
tions for Relief within their own borders, and the amount of property, 
personnel, etc., devoted to relief, in order that Masonry, and the world 
at large, may be better informed as to the objects and accomplishments 
of the Fraternity. 

Masonic Research, — The facilities at the disposal of this activity are, 
as indicated, the various Masonic libraries, with their librarians, members 
of the Fratemty who have specialized as students of Masonry, more 
especially the several Masonic correspondents, and the editorial staff of 
approved Masonic publications. 

This activity might, perhaps, be centered in the Masonic Library at 
Cedar Rapids, or in Anamosa, in charge of the Librarian at Cedar Rapids, 
or a member of the staff of The BuHder^ a special appropriation being 
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provided in the budget, to be disbunied under the direction of the Secre- 
tary, for promoting such research, and for such subsidizing as may be 
necessary, of workers of the various classes above mentioned. 

Secbetabt of the Abbooiation 

Publicity and Enliffhienment, — It is atttumed that Publicity would 
be for the activities of the Association as distinguished from the secret 
work of the Graft, and that its object would be to make known the aims 
and accomplishments of the Association along lines of Education, Enlight- 
enment, and, in the emergencies. Relief. 

The members would be furnished news items; pamphlets would be 
prepared primarily for the information of the members of the Fraternity, 
but incidentally for the information of co-operative agencies and the 
public at large; films and slides would be made available for exhibition 
in Lodges and Clubs; and maps and graphs, showing, for example, the 
location of Masonic Lodges, or the distribution of Lodges engaged in 
various branches of the proposed educational work, or the like, would 
be made available for publication and exhibition. 

Ocneral Information, — This activity corresponds to Clause B in the 
Report of the Committee on Plan and Scope, namely, investigation and 
report upon subjects of interest to the several Grand Jurisdictions, as 
requested. 

The first step to this end would be to get in touch with the various 
agencies having facilities for investigation, and ascertain to what extent 
they are available and reliable. 

There are many public agencies of this character, as well as a number 
of private ones. The way to get good results through these channels 
consists largely in establishing personal acquaintance with those in 
charge. 

Under the head of "Present and Proposed Legislation*' it is proposed 
that one or more Masonic members of every legislative chamber in the 
United States, and perhaps of some foreign countries, be requested to 
advise the Association of any proposed legislation likely to be of interest 
to the Fraternity, and that an investigation and report be made of past 
and pending legislation on subjects within the scope of the Association 
. whenever the Commission may so direct. An instance is the case of 
the Smith-Towner Bill, which the Association was asked to endorse at 
Cedar Rapids. 

Under the head of "Periodical and Pamphlet Literature," it is pro- 
posed to gain access, through the various agencies establsihed for such 
purposes, to files of current literature from which to compile reports on 
subjects of interest to the Fraternity. 

These activities would, of course, involve a certain amount of corre- 
spondence and the preparation and distribution of reports. 

Americanization, — The first step here, as in the preceding activity, 
will be the task of maintaining touch with the various public and private 
agencies already engaged in this work, and obtainng the benefit of their 
experience and counsel. The Director of the Study of Americanization 
that is being conducted under the auspices of the Carnegie Foundation 
has a list of several hundreds of these agencies which he is willing to 
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make available, and a complete bibliography of the subject has been 
compiled at Columbia University. 

It is proposed to establish in the several Lodges, provided the Grand 
Jurisdiction and the Masters, of the Lodges approve, groups or classes for 
training for leadership in the work of Americanization, to support these 
by a lecture service, and to bring them to a focus, particularly in towns 
where there are several Lodges, in a Masonic Forum. 

The basis for these efforts would be a pamphlet setting forth the 
problems resulting from immigration and the consequent need for Ameri- 
canisation, reciting the efforts that are being made to this end, and 
recommending plans for procedure, including a bibliography of book and 
magazine literature to be read and studied by those who wish to engage 
in this kind of work. 

The steps to be taken would be for the Master to select a member of 
the Lodge interested in civic affairs and of personality such as to enable 
him to dominate such a group, and to invite him to call for volunteers 
and act as leader. 

The pamphlets above described would be distributed to such volunteers, 
the required reading matter would be made available through the State 
Library service or otherwise, and the group would meet at intervals in 
th^ Lodge room, but not on regular Lodge nights, for conference and 
discussion along the lines described in the proposed pamphlet. 

The members of the group would then go out into the community as 
citizens and enlist in any work of Americanization that might be on 
foot, availing themselves of the "enlightenment" obtained in their group 
study to establish proper standards and greater efficiency in the local 
Americanization efforts. Should there be no such effort on foot, it would 
be the duty of the members of this group to initiate some such effort, 
which might be done by stimulating some other organization, such as the 
Y. M. C. A., or Community Service, Inc., to act, and by assisting them to 
secure the necessary personnel and financial support. 

As to lecture service, it is proposed to prepare a series of standard 
lectures, one on the organization of the above-mentioned groups, and 
others to be delivered to the group at intervals, in order to maintain their 
interest, which lectures could be delivered by the lecturers of the Grand 
Lodge, or the District Deputies, or Special Deputies of the Grand Master 
in Lodges where the groups above described were desired or had been 
organized. 

The Masonic Forum is suggested as a joint activity for a Masonic 
Club supported by two or more local Lodges. The plan would be similar 
to tliat of the numerous forums now operated by churches and civic 
bodies in many cities. Some authority would be requested to make an 
address to the Forum on some phase of Americanization, after which the 
subject would be thrown open for general discussion, the presumption 
being that members of the groups under training for leadership would 
ask questions and contribute their own views. 

Instruction and Lecture Service, — The first step here would be the 
registration of all Masons having the spirit of service and some talent 
which they would contribute to the Fraternity on a volunteer basis. 
This would be followed by the selection of topics and the organization 

I 
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of routing arrangements to make these lectures available throughout the 
Fraternity. 

Upwards of four thousand such men, all Masons, equipped, experi- 
enced, imbued with the desire to serve, and strategically situated in all 
parts of this country to make their service of least trouble or expense, 
are now available and at call. 

The kernel of the Library service and Reading courses is the adapta- 
tion of the "Big Brother" movement to Masonry. For example, a reading 
course based on economics and finance would be prepared for young 
men engaged in the banking business (and similarly in every other 
principal vocation or business or trade activity), the right reading matter 
would be made available through the Library service with practically no 
expense, and the apprentice would be placed under the care and tutelage 
of a Master Mason. This might be an older member of the Lodge, or of 
some other Lodge ; a man preferably of standing in the art, or business, 
or trade being pursued, or it may be only a zealous Brother endowed 
with qualities of leadership and inspiration, seeking and loving to serve, 
whose care it would be to pursue the course with the pupil, to encourage 
and to inspire him, to see that he falters not nor quits his task until 
completed, to examine him as to his progress, and to advise him as to 
his further studies. 

Tbeasukeb of the Association 

The Treasurer is charged by the Constitution with the sole power to 
disburse funds, except that it is further provided that his checks must 
be countersigned by the Chairman or Vice-Chairman. It is obvious that 
a method must be devised by which necessary funds for current expenses 
may be available. This might be done by arranging for a limited account 
for office expense, subject to draft by an authorized person at or near the 
central office. 

The Treasurer will, of course, require an assistant as book-keeper to 
relieve him of detail, and to keep the accounts of the Association. 

The Treasurer and the Chairman will doubtless confer regarding the 
details of these arrangements. 

In General 

Eventually it is likely that each of the more important activities 
above suggested will call for such further organization and assistance 
as their growth and efficient functioning require, and that the relation of 
the Chairman, Secretary and Treasurer of the Association to those in 
charge of its activities will be that of supervision and general administra- 
tion. But in view of the fundamental policy of the Association to co- 
operate with other agencies, it is believed that for some time to come 
the Secretary can set up and handle the proposed machinery with such 
clerical assistance as may from time to time be required, and that it will 
be advisable, as a matter of general policy, for him to work out the 
problems of each of the proposed activities one by one, taking first those 
for which there seems to be the most urgent demand, as for instance, 
Americanization, and responding to demands from the Fraternity rather 
than seeking to stimulate them. 

The accompanying Chart and the above comments may appear \o 
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be over-elaborate, but it is believed that aU these activitieB can be 
initiated, if it should seem desirable, within one year, and that it would 
be difficult for those who are not familiar with the possibilities of work 
of this character to realize into how many ramifications the activities of 
this Association are likely to run within a five-year perod. In other 
words, a very much more elaborate presentation could be made at the 
present time if it should be deemed advisable, the intention in preparing 
the present Chart having been to err on the side of conservatism rather 
than the contrary.

Rome, Palazzo Oiustiniani, Via Dogana Veochia, 29 
21st April 1919 
Moat Worshipful Brothers: 

The 20th September 1920, a half a century will have elapsed since the 
day when the Italian troops entered Rome through the breach at Porta 
Pia, thus signalising the fall forever of Papal Temporal Power; a most 
pregnant fact in National and International History. The Eternal City's 
conquest as Capital was seal and consecration of Italy's unity, her recog- 
nition as a great power among European Powers: whilst of great^ 
significance in the realm of thought, that breach proclaimed, throughout 
the world, man's emancipation ; liberty of conscience for all, it's victory 
over dogmatic despotism, the Pope, head of a religious belief, a spiritual 
leader, like his spiritual fellows, no longer a temporal monarch, immeshed 
in intrigues and calculations to enhance his political power here below, 
free to bargain Christ's reign against Caesar's. 

The fact cannot be passed over, the date without world wide celebra- 
tion by Italian Masonry. It represents too much in human thought, in 
human progress ; an International Masonic Congress to meet on the 20th 
September, and last over the following 21st, 22nd, 23rd, appears beyond 
doubt the most worthy expression of its significance in historical record. 

Such a Congress we desire to promote, to such a Congress invite and 
hope to welcome your representatives, limiting its scope, the subjects to 
be submitted to its consideration, to such as cannot be cause of discussion. 
Thus both religion and politics, party socialism, party philosophy, the 
metaphysics and government organisations that split up men and nations 
into parties, war with brotherhood, must be ruled out of order in the 
projected Congress. 

Subjects instead worthy of consideration as apt to bind Masonry into 
close international relations might be the following: 

a) Determination of the essential fundamental elements constituting 
Masonry ; 
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5) Constitution of an International Centre repreaenting Maaonrj 
throughout the world, with powers limited to aid and advice ; 

o) Deliberation and apportionship of work common to all Masonry, 
without trenching on other tasks determined by national wants, 
aptitudes, attributions and aims. 

Whilst every Grand Lodge would be free to send any number of 
representatives, authorised to take part in proceedings, equity and 
brotherhood would limit to a single delegate the power of vote in the 
deliberations of the Assembly. 

Poorly expressed, we have set forth intense desire to celebrate a 
World Wide event ia a World Wide City in brotherly council, so as to 
bring our World Wide Association more in touch with universal duty, 
brotherly feeling, international moral intercourse; we trust and hope 
you may frankly and warmly accept our invitation in the spirit moving 
us in tendering it : by true brotherhood it is prompted ; by true brother- 
hood we feel assured it will be accepted.

Mp dear Sir and Jf/. W-'. Brother: 

Your invitation dated April the 2lBt and extended to me as Grand 
Master of Masons in New York to meet with you on September 20th, 
1920, and the dates following for the purpose of celebrating the half 
century elapsed since the loss of Papal Temporal Power, and also to 
consider other matters, has but recently reached us which will explain 
our tardy reply. 

We note with sympathy the suggestion that the conference consider 
the following subjects : 

(a) Determination of the essential fundamental elements constituting 
Masonry : 

(b) Constitution of an International Centre representing Masonry 
throughout the world, with powers limited to aid and advice : 

(c) Deliberation and apportionship of work common to all Masonry, 
without trenching on other tasks determined by national wants, aptitudes, 
attributions and aims. 

These subjects do interest us and a business conference of Masons to 
discuss them would doubtless be helpful, and we hope they may be taken 
up and discussed at the Conference in Switzerland to be held in the 
Fall of 1920, but New York does not feel it could accept an invitation 
extended for the ostensible purpose of celebrating the loss of Papal 
Temporal Power, and for this reason : in our United States the Masonic 
Fraternity co-operates with every agency seeking the uplift of our people 
and the betterment of conditions, and has no quarrel with any organiia- 
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tion be it church or lay if and while equally zealous to serve the common 
weal. Wherein we agree we promote the common cause, and, when we 
do not agree, our Fraternity pursues its own path in the furtherance of 
its principles. 

We sincerely hope that at a period not too distant representatives of 
the Masonic Fraternity throughout the world will meet to consider the 
Fraternity's duty along constructive lines in harmony with its funda- 
mental principles, and we hope this may be in Switzerland, but New York 
can not join in a meeting to commemorate an event the celebration of 
and participation in which by us would give purposeless offense to a large 
number of. our fellow citizens with whom in many respects we have a 
common purpose. 

With assurances of personal regard, and hoping that the time will 
come when our paths will cross when we will be able to join hands in 
effective and efficient work for the good of humanity, I am,

SWISS GRAND LODGE ALPINA. 

Bebne, Switzerland, 
September 30, 1919. 
Brothers: 

During the past years of war we frequently considered whether or 
not it was our mission to invite the Brothers of all countries to partici- 
pate in a convention for the purpose of bringing them into closer relations 
with one another, but after due consideration we felt convinced that the 
proper time had not yet arrived, and that this wish could be realized only 
after the cessation of the bloody strife. Now the. war is ended. Nations 
are commencing to resume their relations. The broken threads of mani- 
fold skeins of destiny are to be repaired. In this work of reconstruction 
Freemasonry must not continue its attitude of waiting. It must no 
longer remain idle. For is not Freemasonry the one organization that 
is best qualified to further reconciliation between the peoples, and, by 
means of personal contact among, its members, to aid in the advancement 
of Masonic ideals? 

The Swiss Grand Lodge Alpina offers its services to the Brothers of 
the entire world. It is ready and willing to call an International Congress 
of Free Masons to be held in Switzerland during the autumn of 1920, 
subject to the approval and necessary support of the Lodges of all 
countries. 

We do not desire at the present time to present a specific program of 
work for such a Congress, but view the principal value of such a conclave 
in the exchange of ideas it may bring in order to break down any 
barriers that may still exist and to aid the common cause of a closer 
world brotherhood. Should you, however, be of the opinion that certain 
special matters should be treated by the Congress, we respectfully request 
that you will inform us concerning your definite wishes on this subject, 
and we shall be happy to carry them out so far as may be possible. The 
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Congress will act solely in an informatory capacity, and will not pasa 
binding resolutions. Meetings of a purely business nature can also be 
held, to the exclusion of ritual work. 

There is one concrete question which we wish to bring before the 
Congress, viz: that of the organization of the International Masonic 
Business Office at Neuchatel. This office, which was established seventeen 
years ago, has been directed during this time by Brother Quartier-la- 
Tente. Its work has greatly increased, and the regulations in this 
connection adopted by the Congress of Bruzelles in 1910 no longer 
suffice. The extension of this institution is daily becoming more urgent. 
We therefore particularly wish to draw your attention to this matter 
at the proposed Congress. 

Will you consider our proposal carefully and give it the necessary 
publicity among the interested circles? We should be glad to receive 
your reply by January 31, 1920, whether or not we may count upon 
your participation.

I appreciate your invitation that I indicate suggestions for inclusion 
in the programme of the conference, and will gladly give thia matter 
careful consideration and report to you at an early date. 

We, in America, are conscious of the opportunity and duty resting 
upon the Fraternity to render distinct service to our €k>vemment, and to 
the cause of law and order in the condition of social unrest, which vexes 
the whole world at this time, and which is an inevitable consequence of 
the war happily ended. It is, I think, most opportune that your invita- 
tion should follow so closely the initiation in America of this important 
movement, and I sincerely hope and believe that the conference will be 
productive of infinite good, both to society and to the Fraternity in all 
lands and civilizations.

Syracuse, N. Y., November 25, 1919. 
My dear Grand Matter: 

On my return home from the Cedar Rapids conference, deeply 
impressed with the wonder of its accomplishment and with the signifi- 
cance to humanity of Masonic participation in real service to brother 
man which the program adopted opens to us; nay, to which it summons 
us; and with a heart full of praise to Almighty God for His wonderful 
goodness to the children of men, I find the invitation of the Grand 
Master of Switzerland to an International Congress of Freemasons, to 
be held in Switzerland during the autumn of 1920, and I can not resist 
a feeling of awe at the singular relation of this invitation to the session 
in Iowa just closed. To me, it seems not an invitation but a command, 
and I am impelled, with the spell of our recent close association in 
serious labor still upon me, to express to you somewhat of my feelings, 
and to urge upon you most careful consideration of the invitation and 
its prompt acceptance. 

I claim no talent as a seer, nor gift as a prophet, but it seems to

To the Grand Lodge: 

Your Committee on Foreign Correspondence begs leave to submit 
herewith its thirty-second annual report. 

The endeavor has been, as heretofore, to gather from the received 
volumes of printed Proceedings of Grand Lodges in Fraternal relation 
with the Grand Lodge of New York, interesting data and worth-while 
information with regard to Masonic conditions and doings in the various 
jurisdictions in the United States and elsewhere. While the reviews are 
necessarily brief, we trust that they will be found readable, interesting 
and helpful. 

Your Committee believes that a careful study of the annual reports 
on Foreign Correspondence should prove of inestimable value to the 
Brethren. Here Freemasonry is shown in operation, achievements and 
needs are pointed out, the causes of successes and failures of new depar- 
tures are revealed, critical problems looming up here and there are 
exhibited, watchwords uttered by leaders of the Craft are quoted, — surely, 
the summary survey of the field ought to be of considerable service to the 
thoughtful reader for obtaining a fair idea of the trend of the Fraternity 
in the several jurisdictions. 

Despite the regional independence and supremacy of each individual 
Grand Lodge, there are ties which unite all in one common bond. It is 
of undeniable importance, therefore, that the Brethren should take account 
of what is going on under lawfully constituted Masonic auspices. There 
is constant danger of a breaking down of the partition walls which 
•separate Freemasonry from other institutions. Propagandists are ever 
busy playing upon ignorance of the Landmarks of the Craft, upon com- 
mon vanities, wide-spread prejudices, and ephemeral excitements, with 
specious arguments to lure the Craft from its avowedly non-political and 
non -sectarian course and to enlist its support in the propagandist's cause. 
It is illuminating to watch these things from the vantage ground of an 
interested spectator. There is no better preparation for a possible later 
coping with like intrusions, if they should appear in our own midst. 

The recognition of the Grand Orient of France, as at present consti- 
tuted, by four Grand Lodges of the United States, is a case in point. 
Louisiana has a large French population to whom the Grand Orient is 
known only from the days of its past Masonic grandeur, which may 
explain somewhat the ease with which she was persuaded. How the 
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thing was "put over" in New Jersey, we indicated last year. California 
is now liesitating. As regards Iowa, we are not quite sure whether she 
weighed the question which is troubling California, though seemingly she 
acted with a clear sense of the consequences involved in the hasardous 
step. 

Aside from the fundamental considerations of acknowledgment of 
the Fatherhood of God, and respect for jurisdictional authority, there is 
the equally absolute requirement of non-participation in political aiEairs. 
The Brethren who read the account about the "Masonic" Congress of 
Allied and Neutral Nations, which was included in our report last year, 
may recall the names of the Grand Bodies that participated in that 
Congress and the resolutions that were adopted by them. The endorse- 
ment of the League of Nations and the stipulations how it is to be worked 
out, certainly supplied abundant food for reflection on the dangers 
lurking in Masonic affiliation with apostates of Freemasonry. 

To be sure, the various reviews submitted herewith differ necessarily 
in value. Where nothing of significance transpired nothing significant 
could be reported. Nevertheless, there is plenty of profitable information 
to be found on every page. 

The outstanding topics appear to be six in number: (1) A growing 
recognition of the need of supplying Master Masons with adequate oppor- 
tunities to become informed regarding the history, the spirit and th« 
practice of Freemasonry, — doing something more for them than merely 
permitting them to see others initiated, passed and raised as they them* 
selves had been; (2) the Peace Celebration held under the auspices of 
the Grand Lodge of England and the impressions brought home by dele- 
gates of Grand Lodges there represented; (3) the need of enlisting the 
interest of every individual Mason in the relief of distress and the special 
benevolences of the Fraternity, as an essential practical duty; (4) the 
advisability of regulating the public demonstrations of organizations 
drawing their membership from the Lodge, so as not to have the good 
name of the Fraternity degraded in the eyes of the uninformed, also to 
save the Lodge from becoming the recruiting ground for contending 
"higher" bodies; (5) the Masonic Service Association of the United 
States; (6) the Report of the Masonic Overseas Mission, which has been 
widely circulated and universally commended. 

MASONKT IN MEXICO. 

The Committee on Foreign Correspondence have been solicited by 
parties in Mexico to recognize a Grand Lodge called the Gran Logia 
Yalle de Mexico. 

Our Grand Lodge has been in fraternal relationships with the 
York Grand Lodge of Mexico for several years. 

So far as we have any information that Grand Lodge has not 
transcended or abused the relationships between ourselves and it. 

The Grand Lodge Yalle de Mexico claims that many of the members 
of the Tork Grand Lodge* have deserted that Body and now give 
allegiance to the Grand Lodge Yalle de Mexico. However this may be, 
your Committee feel that it would not be just to sever the relationships 
now existing between the York Grand Lodge and our own. 
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« 

It is a sad condition in Mexico, not only in its political aiEairs, 
bnt in its Masonic relations. 

Regretting the absence of Masonic harmony in the United States of 
Mexico, we must decline to act as arbitrators between the two disputed 
Bodies. 

YUCATAN. 

Grand Lodge of the State "La Oriental," Yucatan, Mexico, requests 
recognition and exchange of mutual representatives. We beg to submit 
that the matter be held in abeyance until sufficient data are obtained 
regarding its regularity. 

COLOMBIA. 

National Grand Lodge of Colombia, Baranquilla, Colombia, likewise 
asks for recognition; but no copy of its Constitution nor similar docu- 
ments have reached us, proving that its standards harmonise with ours ; 
hence no action can be recommended at this time. 

HAYTL 

Inquiries have been made of the necessary action to be taken by the 
Grand Lodge of Hayti for recognition by this Grand Lodge. As yet 
our requirements have not been met with, and therefore we must post- 
pone action as it is not yet officially before us.

Past Grand Master Morris Goldwater represented New York. 

M.'- W.*. Brother Edwin Alvin Hughes, Grand Master, was con- 
fined to his home by illness. 

Past Grand Masters Abtemus Loudon Grow (1895) and Joseph 
Bbawner Creamer (1897) died during the year. 

The address by Grand Master Hughes was read. It contained the 
recommendation that Arizona enter into fraternal relation with the 
Grand Orient and the Grand Lodge of France, without a word of ex- 
planation. The Committee on Correspondence reported: "We recom- 
mend the approval of that portion of the Grand Master's address bearing 
on Foreign Relations." That is all. Not a word said about the mean- 
ing of the recommendation which was packed in with other recommenda- 
tions. The report of the Committee was adopted as a whole. The 
leaders guilty of such inexcusably arbitrary procedure will have much 
to answer for. 

Arizona has no Correspondence Report, and so the Brethren are 
kept in ignorance regarding the momentousness of their step. 

The Grand Lodge joined the Masonic Service Association of the 
United States. 

Thanks were voted to our own "Past Grand Master Townsend 
ScuDDER and his associates*' on the Masonic Overseas Mission, "for the 
able, tireless, conscientious and diplomatic manner in which they have 
performed the work entrusted to their care." It was further voted 
"That for the purpose of defraying Arizona's pro rata of any expense in- 
curred by such Mission, the Grand Master, Grand Secretary and Grand 
Treasurer are constituted and appointed a committee with full power 
to pay such portion of such expense from the General Fund." Another 
adopted resolution empowered the Grand Secretary "to purchase fifty 
copies of the report of the Masonic Overseas Mission for distribution 
among the members of this Grand Lodge."

Past Grand Master William Sew all Wells (1001) died in January. 
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The Grand Master's address is unusually fine. He visited, with but 
two exceptions, every Masonic district in the State. He says: 

"I have* the courage to believe from my observation throughout the 
State, and my correspondence with other jurisdictions, that a greater 
and more vital interest is being taken in what Masonry stands for than 

ever before As we recognise the fact, we realize that 

more and more it is true that the eyes of the world are upon us, and 
that our responsibility is correspondingly enhanced." 

He finds among the craft "a pronounced undercurrent of dissatis- 
faction at undue emphasis placed upon ritualistic activities." He be- 
lieves the remedy to be found in the holding of "frequent social and 
educational meetings which shall be devoted to these purposes alone, 
without the addition of any ritualistic work." 

Grand Secretary Whicheb who attended the Peace Jubilee of the 
Grand Lodge of England, as one of the two representatives of Cali- 
fornia on that memorable occasion, gives a most interesting account of 
his observations. What appears to have impressed him particularly, 
is that "All through the ceremonies of the celebration, Fidelity was the 
dominant note — Fidelity to God, to the countries of our allegiance, to 
home, to self." Our own Grand Master, "Judge Fabmeb," and Db. 
Hamilton, Grand Secretary of Massachusetts, who addressed the vast 
Jubilee assembly of Masons, in behalf of the representatives from the 
United States, proved, he declares, "eloquent and worthy proxies for 
the visitors." 

Grand Secretary Whicher gave much of his time in England to the 
study of the plans of the premier Grand Lodge in raising revenues 
for the relief of their poor. He commends especially the manner in 
which English Lodges teach their members "the glory of giving volun- 
tarily." The voluntary yearly donations of English Masons, as shown 
by last year's receipts, are summarized, as follows : 

To the Board of Benevolence |100,000 

To the Institution for Aged Masons and Widows 150,000 

To the Institution for Girls 300,000 

To the Institution for Boys 435,000 

A total yearly donation of $985,000 

This is exclusive of $100,000 from Lodge treasuries to the Fund 
of General Purposes. 

Brother Whicheb concludes: 

"I have no recommendations to make, but call your serious atten- 
tion to the good points of Masonic practice as established by our brethren 
of the Grand Lodge of England, particularly with relation to the social 
side of Masonry, which they deem of more importance than the ritualistic 
side. They teach enough of ritual to inculcate in the minds of their 
novitiates that Masonry stands first and foremost for the Fatherhood 
of God and the Brotherhood of Man ; for personal righteousness ; for law 
and order ; for good and orderly government by orderly men ; and that 
man is . his brother's keeper. At their social gatherings they aim to, 
and do, bring to the surface the good qualities of their members — and 
never lose sight of their obligations to the poor and distressed in their 
midst. The matter of relief is not referred to the Lodge treasury, but 
to the individual member, who is early taught that his obligations as a 
Mason extend to his personal purse, with the result that nearly every 
Mason of an English Lodge yearly contributes not only to his Lodge 
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treasury sufficient to pay the ordinary running expenses of the Lodge, 
but to the several charities maintained by Ck)mmittees of Grand Lodge, 
aa well to Scholarships to aid poor boys and girls to extend their edu- 
cation even to the larger universities and schools of technology/' 

Amendments to the Constitution were adopted requiring that, on and 
after January 1, 1920, Lodges must collect from each petitioner the sum 
of twenty dollars, for the benefit of the California Masonic Homes. 
Half of the money thus collected shall be set aside for maintenance and 
half for permanent improvements of the Homes. 

As regards the use of English in Lodges having worked hitherto in 
foreign languages, it was voted that the requirement shall be limited to 
Lodges to be instituted hereafter. The Committee whose recommenda- 
tions to this effect were adopted, reported : 

"We see no such exigency as now requires us to take action which 
would have the immediate dCect of depriving several of our oldest and 
best Lodges, among others our Lodges working in the French and Italian 
languages, of a privilege given them by our predecessors, many years ago." 

A resolution offered by Past Grand Master Henderson and referred 
to the Committee on General Policy and Purposes, reads: 

"Resolvedt That the incoming Committee on Greneral Policy report 
at next annual communication whether it would not be best for this 
jurisdiction to return to the practice of conducting all business in Lodges 
while open on the first degree, and thereby pursue a more leisurely 
course in conferring the other degrees, when full worth of association, 
fraternal and otherwise, determines tnat the honor thus conferred is 
placed upon those who can worthily wear said honors. For Masonry 
should honor no man that does not -fully honor it, and one that has 
fully proven himself entitled thereto." 

The Grand Lodge joined the Masonic Service Association of the 
United Stotes. 

The Beport on Correspondence, prepared by Brother Widted, is of 
the topical persuasion, giving the writer free scope to introduce such 
subjects as appeal to him. 

We are at a loss to explain one paragraph under the head of "French 
Masonry." There California is mentioned as one of the four States 
which "have recognized both the Grand Lodge and the Grand Orient of 
France." And then follows this addition: 

"California's recognition was conditional upon the Grand Orient 
recalling charters it has issued in the United States. So far it has not 
done this, so they are ^without the pale.' " 

Is California in fraternal relation with the Grand Orient, or is she 
not? Why mention her among the "four," when there are only three?

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Brother Ralph E. Stevens represented New York. 

The Grand Master's address was manly and soundly Masonic in tone 
and substance. Little did the Brethren realize that less than three weeks 
after the day on which they listened to his words, he would be living 
no longer among them in the flesh. (Brother Kellogg died, on October 
27th, 1919.) 

The address contains this fundamental statement regarding the 
character of Freemasonry: 

"As an Institution we stand for equal rights to all persons, based 
upon an abiding belief in the Supreme Architect of the Universe, to 
whom all shall be accountable, and in the earnest hope and belief that 
the principles to which we are pledged shall live, and that we recognize 
that great light in Masonry — the Bible — as the greatest gift of God to 
man.'^ 

Attention is called to four Landmarks of Freemasonry which the 
Grand Lodge of Colorado is bound to uphold, under all circumstances : 

"That every Mason must believe in God as the Grand Architect of 
the Universe. 

"That every Mason must believe in a resurrection to a future life. 

"That a book of the Law of God must constitute an indispensable part 
of the furnishings of every Lodge. 

"That all men in the sight of God are equal and meet in the Lodge 
on one common level." 

Standing on this platform, Brother Kellogg declared that Lodges and 
Grand Lodges which "do not concur in this belief' and which do not 
recognize these Landmarks as fundamental, cannot be recognized as 
Masonic. 

The Grand Master visited fifty-five Lodges during the year and, if 
it had not been for the influenza epidemic, would have covered an even 
larger number. 

The Mystic Order of Veiled Prophets is severely censured for extrava- 
gant promises made in its official circulars and for trying to convey the 
impression that the "Grotto" is a necessary adjunct to Freemasonry: 

"Freemasonry is a dignified institution ; its ideals are of the highest ; 
and it may not, without grave danger to its honor and usefulness, per- 
mit such a barnacle to attach itself to the body of Masonry, and thereby 
make Masonic ideals and principles a mockery and a burlesque to the 
world." 

The "Confederation of German Grand Lodges" having by its own 
edicts severed all Fraternal relations with all Grand Lodges outside of 
Germany, Colorado accepted the severance and its Committee on Cor- 
respondence recommended "that all necessary proceedings as to with- 
drawal of commissions, etc., be taken by the proper officers of this 
Grand Lodge." 

Colorado voted to join the Masonic Service Association of the United 
States. 

The Report on Correspondence is a concise summary of the Pro- 
ceedings of many Grand Lodges. Two and a half pages are devoted to 
New York for 1919. The introductory words of our own Report are 
quoted extensively. All courtesies are appreciated with thanks.

Past Grand Master Andrew J. Hallook responded for New York 
as Grand Representative. 

Grand Master E. Tudob Gboss of Rhode Island was received with 
honors. 

Grand Master ENGUSfi, referring to the victory and the problems of 
re-adjustment, spoke as follows: 

"We thank God for this glorious victory of righteousness, the dawn 
of the day of peace, and the beckoning vision of a new world wherein 
shall dwell more abundantly righteousness, truth and brotherhood. 
• • • • 

"The new period of reconstruction so full of promise will require 
courage, faith, tenacity of purpose and unremitting effort, if we are 
to see results achieved at all commensurate with the tremendous sacri- 
fices that have already been made ... As men and Masons we must 
be alive and responsive to the call of the hour." 

The Grand Master refused requests for dispensations to work the 
degrees on Sunday, to accept a candidate under age and one who had 
lost "a bodily member essential to the practice of our rites," He ex- 
plained that "a Grand Master can neither add a year to a man's age by 
a dispensation or in like manner supply a bodily deficiency." Regarding 
work on Sundays he stands firm, believing it to be "clearly contrary to 
the spirit and letter of our Institution," adding this word of caution : 

"If we are to respect ourselves, we must respect our principles." 

The Grand Master made many personal visits. He recommended that 
all lodges shall be required to use the English language "in the transac- 
tion and recording of all business, in the ritual of the lodge, and in con- 
ferring the degrees of Masonry." He considers "the great undertaking 
of the year" to have been the drive for contributions to the fund for the 
projected Masonic Home. 

The Grand Master^s recommendation regarding the use of English 
in the work of the lodges, excluding all other languages, was adopted. 

The Report on Correspondence is again the work of Past Grand 
Master Geoboe A. Kies and is a master work of conciseness and incisive- 
ness. 

Under Florida he endorses the statement by the Grand Correspondent 
of that jurisdiction to the effect that Louisiana's recognition of the 
Grand Orient of France was "based upon false premises." He adds: 

"We fear that in this matter some Grand Bodies have been swayed 
by hysteria and have lost sight of the greater consideration for the best 
and permanent interests of one great Fraternity." 

New York for 1918 occupies one page. 

There is a word of admirable comment regarding the criticism of 
Masons who complain because "we have not done more as an organiza- 
tion" for the aid and comfort of our brave boys in army and navy : 

"We believe this criticism to be short-sighted. The very nature and 
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teachings of our Fraternity tacitly forbid all ostentation. Let others 
do what they will, but let Masons be content with a quiet sense of duty 
individually performed. The rest will take care of itself.*'

Past Grand Master JofiN Henry Small, Jr., died December 2, 1918. 

The Grand Master referred to the victory won by the forces of civili- 
zation and humanity for the freedom of the people of the world. He 
accounts for the extraordinary gain in membership by the accession of 
a large number of young men who were called to the service of their 
country. He reports that the Masonic fraternity in the District owns 
War Savings Stamps in excess of $1,411,000.00, or a per capita owner- 
ship of more than $119.00. The response of the lodges to every call 
for service in war relief work was generous in every department. The 
Masonic Employment Bureau has fully justified the high hopes enter- 
tained for its usefulness. The Masonic and Eastern Star Home is 
pronounced exceptionally satisfactory from every point of view. 

Past Grand Master George W. Baird presents an exceptionally 
fine Report on Correspondence, embodying in it much valuable < ma- 
terial of special interest to students of Masonic history. Four pages 
are devoted to New York for 1917 and 1918. Grand Master Penney is 
commended for his courage and determination to stand to and rigor- 
ously abide by the Constitution. The report of the Committee on Plan 
and Scope is called admirable. The thrilling account given by Miss 
Silvercruys of the invasion of Belgium by the German Army is referred 
to. The Grand EUstorian's report is particularly commended and pro- 
nounced "as interesting to our patriotic societies as to Masons." Our 
Correspondence Report is. referred to as having been prepared with evi- 
dent care. This word is added regarding the spirit of the Grand Lodge : 

"In the Grand Lodge of New York there exists a breadth of Masonic 
feeling which we have always admired: They seem ever to have stood 
above the popular thought of club principles." 

Brother Baib adds a thought-provoking "Conclusion," touching briefly 
a number of interesting subjects. Referring to the difficulty of estab- 
lishing the Masonic connections of historic personages in our own coun- 
try, he suggests that the Lodges enter in their records the distinctive 
titles won by brethren who have helped to shape history. He says that 
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"in Ellwand whence we get our Masonry, the civil, military, Judicial or 
college title or degree is usually given ;'* it is also done in France and 
Germany and particularly in Sweden: "Now that so many of our 
brethren have won titles in the existing war, it would be a good time to 
accord them the honor as well as secure t^em a better identification." 

Attention is called to the discovery that the Grand Orient of Spain, 
not recognized in the United States, is chartering lodges in American 
jurisdictions, principally in Pennsylvania. 

There are interesting comments also on German Masonic leaders and 
historic heroes of the days antedating the reign of the brutal Ejiiser.

A widow donated five thousand dollars to the Masonic Home and 
Orphanage fund, as a memorial to her deceased husband, asking only 
that she receive six per cent, interest per annum during the remaining 
term of her life. 

Past Grand Master Silas B. W&ioht submits his eighteenth annual 
report on Correspondence. 

New York gets a double-header. The Proceedings of the reconvened 
Grand Lodge of 1017 and the Annual Communication of 1018 are re- 
viewed in fine style. Ten full pages, overflowing, are devoted to than. 
The story is well told, and we thank the writer for it 

The usual "Conclusion" occupies twenty-six pages. Brother Wright 
points with pride to the great record of Masonry in the advancement 
of the world on the road to Liberty and Democracy. He adds a list of 
Presidents of the United States, who have been Masons, mentioning 
George Washington, Thomas Jefferson, James Monroe, John Quincy 
Adams, Andrew Jackson, James K. Polk, James Buchanan, Andrew 
Johnson, James A. Garfield, William McKinley, Theodore Roosevelt, and 
William Howard Taft 

There is a long discussion of French Masonry, which indicates that 
the writer inclines to the view that we may well make an effort to 
come to a better understanding of that particular offshoot and seek for 
ways of coming into closer relations with it 
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Clandestine Masonry is handled without gloves. There are also 
reflections on Masonry in England, Masonry in Germany, Masonic 
liqaor Laws, the York Rite and many other topics, all presented in the 
outspoken manner which have made Brother Wright's reports uniqu« 
in Correspondeiiee literature.

The usual time for the Annual Communication would have been 
October 22d, but owing to the influenza epidemic and the attendant 
restrictions, the last week in November was app(^ted. 

Deputy Grand Master Chables L. Bass had enlisted in Y. M. G. A. 
war service and was "over there" in France. Senior Grand Warden 
William L. Williaks died on February 3d. On February 28th the 
Grand Master was overtaken by serious illness and confined to his home 
and bed for two months. Past Grand Master Frank O. MnucB was 
appointed Senior Grand Master and was Acting Grand Blaster till 
M.*. W*'- Brother England was able to resume the duties of his office, 
on May 28th. 

The Grand Master said: 

"This has been the most strenuous year in the history of the Grand 
Lodge. We have had no time to play ; have issued more than five hun- 
dred dispensations covering possibly tiiousands of degrees." 

He urged that Masonry is "inseparable from religion." 

"Masonry has to do with ethics both theoretically and practically, 
and as there can be no morals apart from God, we necessarily consider 
our relations to God . . . The ooission is to exemplify the brotherhood 
as contemplated in the Fatherhood. God is our Father, we are his 
children, and all men are brothers and should be regarded and bailed 
as such in every walk of life, accorded the love, assistance* and considera- 
tion due from brother to brother." 

The Grand Master incorporated in his address two exceptionally 
fine special reports of the Committee on Foreign Correspondence, pre- 
pared and submitted by Brother Batmond Daniel, chairman, in regard 
to existing conditions of Masonry in the Grand Jurisdictions of France, 
Italy and Belgium. These reports are commended to all who desire 
to gain a comprehensive true Masonic view of the whole situation. 

The Grand Master visited many Lodges, rendered many important 
decisions, and disposed of an immense amount of Grand Lodge busi- 
ness. He calls special attention to the growth of the Masonic Home, 
"the pride of every Mason in Georgia," and calls it "the greatest con- 
structive work'* accomplished by the Craft. There is also a commenda- 
tory reference to the Scottish Bite Hospital for Crippled Children. In 
his concluding words he gives this significant summary of the principles 
that guided him in his labors for the Craft: 
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"In every instance and at all times have I attempted to strenuously 
uphold the law and sound the keynote of loyalty to God, to country 
and to brother." 

On recommendations by the Committee on Foreign Correspondence 
requests for recognition of the following Masonic bodies were denied: 
Supreme Confederated Council of Serbia, Grand Lodge of Panama, 
Grand Orient of Brazil, United Grand Orient of Lusitania (Portugal), 
and Grand Orient of Scottish Rite Freemasonry of the Argentine Repub- 
lic. Action on the request of the National Grand Lodge of Italy was 
deferred until after adequate investigation shall have been made. 

The greater part of the volume of Proceedings is taken up by the 
excellent Review of Sister Grand Jurisdictions prepared by Brother Ray- 
mond Daniel, Grand Correspondent. In the introduction he discusses a 
great variety of present Masonic problems and gives a bird's-eye view 
of the whole situation, cautioning vnsely here and there. He points 
out that as the entire world has been required to amend previous meth- 
ods, to meet the exigencies of the war, so American Grand Lodges have 
found it necessary to alter, temporarily, formerly accepted customs to 
meet new conditions. Occasionally there has been a regrettable depar- 
ture from fundamental principles: 

"Some Grand Jurisdictions have allowed themselves to become over- 
excited through zeal and desire to be of service, and hysteria of the 
moment has crept in until landmarks are threatened. The majority of 
Grand Lodges, however, have kept firmly (established the unalterable pre- 
cepts of the institution." 

It is mentioned as "a singular fact" that German lodges comprising 
a district of the Grand Lodge of New York offered to the Federal Govern- 
ment the grounds of their Masonic Home as a site for a government 
hospital for convalescent soldiers. 

The annual cost of operating approximately forty Masonic Homes 
maintained by American Grand Lodges, is estimated at one million 
dollars per annum, with investments of more than ten million dollars. 

Four pages are devoted to a generous review of New York, 1918. 
Of our "big volume" it is said that almost all is devoted to the delibera- 
tions and decisions of the Brethren in regard to war work. Our Honor 
Roll is spoken of in glowing 'terms. The Committee on Deceased Breth- 
ren is commended for its beautiful eulogy which is quoted in part. There 
are references to the stirring addresses by Miss Silvercruys and Brother 
Whitehair. a touching tribute is paid to the memory of Brother 
Edward M. L. Ehlers. The report of the Grand Historian is called 
"magnificent," with the flattering addendum that "Brother Lang occupies 
a place in the highest rank of Masonic writers, and his treatises are of 
incalculable worth." Of the report of the Committee on Foreign Corre- 
spondence, Brother Daniel says that he would like to have had Brother 
Sherer include more of his own views in "his splendid report." 

The concluding part of Brother Daniel's report is especially valuable, 
supplying as it does, in convenient form, a summary of important 
decisions of the year. 
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THE PEACE CELEBRATION IN ENGLAND AND MASONIC CONDITIONS 
IN FRANCE. 

The two topics which have held the center of the stage, during the 
year, are the Peace Celebration of the Grand Lodge of England and 
Masonic conditions in France. By far the best account of both is to be 
found in a special report prepared by Brother Raymond Daniel, Chair- 
man of the Committee on Foreign Correspondence of the Grand Lodge 
of Georgia. The report is most heartily commended to the Brethren. 

Brother Daniel attended the Peace Celebration as proxy for the 
Grand Secretary. The description of his experiences is vivid and sup- 
plies a vast amount of first hand information concerning the Grand 
Lodge of England, particularly its splendid benevolences. 

Thirty-three Grand Lodges were represented at the memorable Peace 
Celebration, among them sixteen from the United States. To our own 
Grand Master, M.*. W-'* WnxiAM S. Farmer, was accorded the dis- 
tinguished privilege of speaking on behalf of the visiting Overseas 
Brethren. The words which roused particular enthusiasm were these: 

"Between the Grand Lodge of England and the Grand Lodges of the 
United States, now as ever, are fraternal bonds which no influence can 
ever rend asunder. 

". . . The Masonic principles must become the regular founda- 
tion for the new civilization. The first thing is to gather together in 
one great harmony the Masonic Fraternities, wherever they exist, which 
adhere to the ancient faith. If it should unhappily be that some cannot 
unite on this platform, then the nucleus formed must labor earnestly 
to bring back into the fold those who have strayed away. With the 
Fraternity thus united it must necessarily play its full part towards the 
world's new construction." 

Brother Daniel's thoughtful presentation of Masonic conditions In 
France should .be read by every Grand Lodge committee charged vnth 
an investigation of the fundamental questions involved in the considera- 
tion of propositions to enter into fraternal relation with any one of the 
French Grand Bodies. Brother Daniel shows that the Grand Orient 
and the Grand Lodge of France are in mutual correspondence, issue 
circulars in common and work practically hand in hand. A candidate 
rejected in one bddy stands rejected in the other. Political discussions 
are encouraged in practice. The Grand Orient has issued warrants to 
Lodges operating in California and New York, in disregard of the juris- 
diction of the Grand Lodges in these States: 

"There is no manifestation upon the part of French Masons to 
accept our principles. With French suavity they state, *You take us as 
we are, and we will take you as you are.' ^ 

Brother Daniel summarizes his chief findings, as follows: 

"The Grand Orient of France prohibits the mention of God and the 
Book of the Law of God in its organization. It allows the invasion of 
jurisdictions. It permits the discussion of politics. 

"The Grand Lodge of France claims to perform in the name of the 
Grand Architect of the Universe. But this formula is disregarded at 
the will of Lodges. The Book of the Law of God is not required in 
the Lodges, although it is not prohibited, and some Lodges display it. 
The Grand Lodge permits the discussion of political subjects. The 
Grand Lodge of France emanated from a Scottish Rite organization, 
and, in the opinion of your chairman, cannot be regarded as legitimate. 
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". . . We Masons of Georgia hold to certain requirements, 
among tiiem these: 

"Each Grand Lodge applying for recognition must prove legiti- 
mate descent. 

"It mu8t definitely and openly express in its declaration of 
principles its belief in God, and that this belief is the essential 
Landmark of the Graft. 

"It must have as a part of the furniture of its Lodges, the 
Volume of the Sacred Law, on which its initiates must be 
obligated. 

"It must have full, free and independent control of the three 
degrees of Symbolic Masonry within its territorial jurisdiction, 
and must not be controlled by or subservient to any other so- 
called superior Masonic organization." 

"At such a time as this, when God has blessed our cause, your chair- 
man cannot help but feel that Georgia Masonry should and must turn 
more proudly and closely to her God and His Word — not a camouflaged 
Deity, not a God in whom Masons may or may not believe, but in a real, 
personal Father — a living, supreme, triumphant God.'' 

Brother Daniel's recommendations to the Grand Lodge of Georgia 
might well be adopted, in substance, by every Grand Lodge which is 
determined to remain true to its foundation principle. They were written 
in Paris, on July 16th, 1919, and read as follows: 

"Resolved: That all action on the question of fraternal recog- 
nition, relation or fellowship with the Grand Orient of France 
and the Grand Lodge of France be deferred until the Grand 
Orient of France and the Grand Lodge of France shall acknowl- 
edge God as the Supreme Being and require from its members 
the expression of belief in God, and that the Holy Bible be dis- 
played as a part of the furniture of the Lodge. 

"Resolved further: That, as Masons of the Grand Lodge of 
Georgia, formerly in the service -of the United States Govern- 
ment, have returned from Stance, the right of visitation with 
Lodges and members of the Grand Lodge of France, granted as a 
war-time emergency measure, be and is hereby revoked." ^

Grand Master Delmar D. Darrah and is written in a spirit of whole- 
hearted belief in Freemasonry and its power for good in the world. 
Four and a half pages are devoted to New York. M/- W.*. Brother 
Farmer's address is highly commended. Words of appreciation are 
accorded also to the report of our Masonic Overseas Mission and that 
of the Grand Historian on the History of Freemasonry in the State of 
New York.

Past Grand Master William E. English responded as Grand Repre- 
sentative for New York. 
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The Grand Master reported that the growth in memberahip has been 
phenomenal durinjir the year, the net gain having been the largest in 
the history of the Grand Lodge. 

The Grand Secretary's report is most interesting. The work of the 
year is reviewed with a word of happy comment here and there. Our 
recommendation is particularly noteworthy: The faithful secretaries of 
the Lodges of Indiana are to be invited to enjoy the hospitality of the 
Grand Lodge, in 1020. 

The Masonic Home has 140 inmates, of whom fifty-two are children. 

The Lodges of Indiana contributed $12,473.73 to various War funds, 
besides purchasing Liberty Bonds and War Saving Stamps to the 
amount of $206,123.20. 

The "Grand Instructor,*' besides holding lodges for instruction, in 
all parts of the State, also examines the records of secretaries and the 
general condition of lodges and supplies advice. He is paid $3,000 a 
year. 

The Grand Treasurer receives two per cent, on the moneys in the 
General Fund and the Masonic Home Fund. 

All the members of the Grand Lodge visited the Masonic Home. 

Believing that the emergency has passed, which may have argued 
for the desirability of the proposed Masonic Service Association of the 
United States, the Grand Lodge voted not to join that Association. 

The "Annual Review" of Grand Lodge Proceedings is the work of 
Past Grand Master Elmer F. Gay. It begins with an admirable gather- 
ing together of information regarding French Masonry and Masonic 
charities in the United States. . Two reports on French Masonry are 
presented: one from the address of Grand Master John W. Barry of 
Iowa, in favor of recognition ; the other from a discussion by Past 
Grand Master WnxiAM F. Kuhn of Missouri, opposing recognition 
Brother Gay stands with Brother Kuhx, firmly holding that belief in 
God and the Open Book of the Law on our altars are fundamentals, 
and that no body calling itself Masonic can be recognized as such unless 
it acknowledges these fundamentals. • 

Four pages of courteous review are devoted to New York for 1918. 
Our amendments to the Constitution are given in full. Past Grand 
Master Sawyer is quoted. There is an excerpt from the report by 
Brother William C. Prime on Sea and Field Lodge, No. 1. The report 
of the Grand Historian is referred to. The address by Brother Charles 
W. White HAIR is particularly commended.

Grand Master Schoonover is a man of vision. 'But he is not a 
visionary. He knows how to translate his visions into action. The 
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biggest thing he accomplished is the realization of his plan for a Masonic 
Service Association of the United States. It is an historic achievement 
the ultimate consequences of which we hesitate to predict. One thing is 
certain, the Association will bring unity into efforts of American Grand 
Lodges, which have more than a local bearing. It is a machinery which 
can be brought into action whenever Masons feel called upon to co-operate 
in an organized way on national lines for universal ends. Most of the 
American Grand Lodges have already declared themselves in favor of 
the Association, and there is now provided a means for united action by 
United States Masons, whenever the need and the hour seem to demand 
or make such desirable. Brother Sohoonover's name will ever be 
identified with this sanely devised plan. 

The Grand Master's address is long, occupying 143 pai:es. For the 
new age born out of the carnage of the world war, he has the new motto, 
or rather "an old decree with a new monition" : 

"Love one another, le$t ye die!" 

He believes the ritual to be no more than the "setting-up exercises" 
of Freemasonry: The Fraternity ought to be an "active, positive force 
in the world," a "virile exponent and defender and preserver of true 
Americanism," a synonym for "education in civic duty." 

He considers "the three great enterprises of the Grand Lodge of 
Iowa" to be : (1) the Grand Charity I^2nd, (2) the Grand Lodge 
Library, (3) the development of the "Study Side" of Masonry. Of the 
latter he says : 

"It must come to mean to you that you go back into the ritual and 
history of our institution to find, not musty bones, but the great truths 
which help to solve the problems before civilization to-day." 

He recommended that the minimum initiation fee be made $50.00, 
of which $10.00 should be paid into the Grand Charity Fund. (Acting 
on the spirit of the recommendation, the Grand Lodge fixed $40.00 as 
the minimum fee.) 

He pays a high tribute to "the vision and statesmanship possessed 
by the leaders of New York Masonry," especially Judge Scttddeb, who 
roused the Fraternity to a recognition of the need of making American 
Freemasonry "henceforth a reality." 

The notable address closes with these stirring words : 

"The mission of Masonry in this new world is to work for its re- 
demption from the scourge of hate, thereby putting its ideals of old into 
the form of a new prayer. To work, not in the old way as individual 
men alone, but to join hands and hearts and brains in the manufacture 
of God's most precious product — ^brotherhood. If sacrifice of some prin- 
ciple is involved in this process, we must find a new process, for that 
which is right and true we must never give up. But if only sacrifice of 
a whim or a pleasure or a custom is asked, then it must be swept aside. 
A truer sense of values is necessary. Above all, we must toork together. 
Whether we will or no, we must remember the old saying with the new 
admonition: *Love one another^ lest ye die!' In the early day history 
tells us that Masonry was love, the love of brother for brother — ^these 
brethren who *might otherwise have remained at a perpetual distance.' 
Can we not bring out of our archives this great lesson, take it into God's 
factory, impress it upon our fellow-workers, and lead them to see its 
truth? In a word, can we not fulfill our mission, our peculiar ministry, 
by working hand in hand? Let us try it." 
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From the report on Library we learn that Iowa's ICasonic Library 
represents an investment of approximately $75,000 and an intrinsic 
value of about $500,000. An ingenious system of indexing makes 
. possible a ready reference to any subject covered in the exceptionally 
fine collection which ought to be, and probably is, the pride of all the 
Iowa Brethren. 

The Grand Lodge joined the Masonic Service Association of the 
United States. 

Past Grand Masters P. J. Mabtin (1908-1000) and John W. Barry 
(1917-1918) died during the year. 

Past Grand Master Louis Block is the author of the Report on 
Fraternal Correspondence. New York for 1918 is given generous con- 
sideration. Nine pages are devoted to a review of our Proceedings. Past 
Grand Master Scudder's work for and on the Overseas Mission is espe- 
cially commended: 

"Brother Sct7DDER*8 work . . . has won for him an enviable place 
in the history of the world, and his printed report as chairman of the 
Masonic Overseas Commission is a masterpiece of Masonic literature 
that one may well be proud to possess."

Past Grand Master Matthew Murray Mhxer, beloved by multitudes 
of Brethren and respected as one of the strong pillars of the Grand 
Lodge of Kansas, died November 29th, 1918. 

New York not represented. 

Past Grand Master Frederick W. Craio was accorded a special 
reception as General Grand High Priest of the General Grand Chapter 
of Royal Arch Masons. 

Grand Master Stuart is serving his sixth term as District Judge 
and believes that established laws are there to be observed. During 
his year as Grand Master he suspended the warrant of constitution of 
thirty-three lodges for unlawful practices, such as working on Sundays 
or conferring degrees in less than the statutory time. The drastic 
disciplinary action brought these lodges to terms; they apologized, and 
assured the Grand Master that such offences would not occur again, 
whereupon the charters were restored to them. 

An aggregate sum of $171,110.61 was raised for the rebuilding of the 
Masonic Home, with $10,819.15 still due from delinquent lodges. The 
rehabilitated Masonic Home was completed and stands upon the original 
site in the city of Wichita, and it will be, as the Grand Master said 
in his address, "a lasting and perpetual evidence that Masonic charity 
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is a living, active and vital force, and that our fraternal professions 
and utterances in the cause of human charity- do not end with mere 
words." The Home was dedicated with Masonic ceremonies, during 
the session of the Grand Lodge. It will be remembered that the original 
building was destroyed by fire, on the night of December 2l8t, 1916. 

The* gain in membership (3,045) for the year is reported to be "by 
far the largest net gain in any one year since this Grand Jurisdiction 
was established." 

The original charters of several lodges, which were found to be in 
badly faded condition and almost beyond recognition, were restored 
and placed in first class condition. 

The Grand Secretary's report is a model of completeness and includes 
* many valuable statistics presented in convenient form. 

The Grand Secretary, as the new chairman of the Committee on 
Correspondence, submitted a report on French Masonry, covering eleven 
closely printed pages. While based upon the application for official 
recognition by the Grand Lodge of France, the report deals with the 
whole subject of French Masonry, discussing the claims of the three 
Grand Bodies exercising Masonic jurisdiction in France. The writer 
concludes : 

"1st. The Masonry of the Grand Lodge of France is not founded 
upon, nor does it require of its initiates such a belief in the existence 
of God and in the immortality of the soul as to satisfy our demands. 

**2nd. The initiates of the Grand Lodge of France are not obli- 
gated in the name of God, nor upon the Holy Scriptures, or Book of 
Faith, recognized by the candidate as the Word of God, in the sense 
required by our law. 

"3rd. The Grand Lodge of France is not in every respect sovereign 
and independent of control by any other body whatsoever in the sense 
used by our American Grand Lodge nor by the Grand Lodge of England 
as well. 

^ "We. therefore, are forced to conclude that it would be a flagrant 
^olation of our Landmarks, our Constitutions, our Traditions, our 
Ritual, and our definite and decisive former actions to enter into fra- 
ternal relationship with the Grand Lodge of France under the present 
conditions and circumstances." 

The Grand Lodge ratified this conclusion and adopted the report. 

The Report on Correspondence is the work of Past Grand Master 
Matthew Murray Miller whose death is lamented by the whole fra- 
ternity. He was a master in the art of reviewing Masonic Proceedings. 

New York, 1918, occupies two pages. There is a quotation from 
Grand Master Pennet's address which, the reviewer writes, "struck the 
keynote of Masonic duty and obligation." 

Past Grand Master Vrooman's talk on work for the soldiers is 
called "delightful." 

There is a reference also to the "spirited and patriotic address" by 
Miss Silvercruys.

Kentucky has a St. John's Day League composed of Master Masons 
which meets annually for the celebration of June 24th and exerts itself 
in various ways to raise money for the Masonic Widows and Orphans 
Home. Last year it raised $11,218.40 for this object. 

The Masonic Temple is operating at a loss, and a plan has been under 
way to sell the property. The Grand Master reconmiended that the 
property be turned over to the Masonic Widows and Orphans Home and 
Infirmary. 

An addition to the Old Masons' Home has been biiilt, greatly increas- 
ing the facilities of this institution. 

All these items of information have been gathered from the admir- 
able address of the Grand Master, whose portrait showing him in the 
uniform of our victorious army adorns the volume of Proceedings. 

There is also a dean-cut address by Deputy Grand Master W. O. 
Black covering the period of his stewardship as acting Grand Master, 
during the Grand Master's absence from the State on war duty. 

Kentucky donated $3,000 to the George Washington Memorial Asso- 
ciation. On recommendation of the Grand Master, $2,000 were added, 
making the total donation $6,000. 

$1,000 per year for ten years were appropriated toward the main- 
tenance of the Old Masons' Home. 

An amendment to the Regulations was adopted assessing each and 
every member of the Fraternity in the State, "including ministers, fifty- 
year members and members in the active service of the Army and Navy 
of the United States," one dollar a year for the support of the beneficiaries 
of the Masonic Widows and Orphans Home, the amount to be collected 
by the Lodges from their members "as dues." 

Kentucky is one of the few Grhnd Lodges which have repealed their 
edicts of non-intercourse with the Grand Orient of France. The step 
was taken in 1917. The sober second thought has evidently begun to 
assert itself. A resolution was presented asking that the action be 
rescinded as having been adopted "under the influence of sentiment 
engendered by the war." The explanation was added that "the Grand 
Orient of France does not require the Holy Bible to be placed upon 
the altar, admits women to its lodges and confers the degrees upon them, 
and is political in its working and discussions." The resolution was 
referred to the "Commission on Masonic Research." Whether this 
"Commission" is identical with the "Commission on Masonic Unity" we 
have not been able to determine. 

There is a "Commission on Masonic Unity." It was created in 1917, 
for the expressed purpose of promoting the cause of international Masonic 
rapprochement. Its report covers twenty-six pages and is most inter- 
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esting and supplies in convenient form an abundance of valuable informa- 
tion concerning Masonic conditions over the whole world. An appropria- 
tion of $100.00 was made for the use of the committee during the year. 
It will be well for the "Commission" to examine the details of the 
explanation offered in connection with the resolution asking for a sever- 
ing of the hastily resumed fraternal relations with the Grand Orient of 
France. "Masonic Unity" is fine if it is Masonic. With God or with- 
out God, that is the test question. After that let the other considerations 
be weighed one by one. "Unequally yoked together with unbelievers" 
and political organizations does not make for "Masonic Unity." 

Past Grand Master William W. Clabke presents the Report of Com- 
mittee on Proceedings of Grand Lodges. It gives an excellent survey 
of the field. New York for 1918 is given courteous consideration. There 
are quotations from Grand Master Penney's address, references to the 
addresses by Miss Silvercruys and Brother Whitehaib and the report 
of the Committee on War and Relief Fund. Excerpts are given from 
the report of the Grand Historian, which is commended. This word of 
question is added: 

"Brother Lang's theory is ingenious, and as interesting as ingenious ; 
but one difficulty to its acceptance persists in our mincT: At the time 
of the organization of the Grand Lodge of England, Masonry apparently 
consisted of but a single degree, and its ceremonies seem to have pre- 
sented little of scientific speculation." 

Perhaps Brother Lang had in mind not what Masonry was in 1717, 
but what it became after "scientific" brethren of the Royal Society 
interested themselves in the "restoration 6t the original character of 
Freemasonry." 

Our reviews are characterized as "brief but interesting."

The Grand Master reports that he has been "in constant communi- 
cation in reference to Masonic matters with the Grand Orient of 
France." He requested the Grand Lodge of France to confer the three 
Masonic degrees upon a candidate elected in a Louisiana Lodge but 
temporarily stationed In France. He also issued a dispensation to a 
Lodge to raise nine Master Masons at one and the same communication 
to be held on a Sunday" 

Recognition was extended to the Grand Orient of. Belgium and the 
Grand Lodges of Queensland, Vera Cru2 and Yucatan. 

The Grand Master read an oration delivered by Albert Pike at the 
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Annual Grand Communication in 1858. He was thanked "for re-intro- 
ducing this splendid exposition of Masonic truths and principles," and 
it was yoted to make the oration a part of the Proceedings. Strange 
that they should endorse Albert Pike's definition of Masonic funda- 
mentals and yet rejoice in having recognized the Grand Orient of France 
and other agnostic organizations as Masonic! 

The Report on Foreign Correspondence is the work of the Bey.

Serious illness prevented Grand Master Silas B. Adaics from attend- 
ing the Centennial Communication. A committee was appointed to 
visit him at his home in Portland and tender him the best wishes for 
his speedy recovery. 

The address by Grand Master Adams was not read, but is printed 
in the Proceedings by vote of the Grand Lodge. In it the Craft is urged 
to be true to its best traditions : 

"In the future as in the past, Masonry must always be found on 
the side of civic righteousness." 

Printed copies of the reports of the special committee on Masonry 
in France were distributed. The majority report is signed by Past 
Grand Master Albbo E. Chase and Grand Secretary Charles B. Davis 
and opposes recognition of "Supreme Councils or Grand Orients." Brother 
Archie Lee Talbot's minority report recommends recognition of the 
Grand Orient. It is evident from a reading of the latter report that the 
writer is not acquainted with the relations existing between the Grand 
Orient and the Grand Lodge of France, neither has he made a careful 
study of the history of the Grand Orient. He seems to be persuaded, 
too, facts notwithstanding, that the lodges of the Grand Orient "are 
opened and closed, and the candidate is obligated to the Glory of the 
Grand Architect of the Universe," being even more positive in this 
than the equally misinformed committee of the Grand Lodge of North 
Dakota. He also maintains that "invasion of jurisdiction in the United 
States has ceased," though we know that there are Lodges working in 
New York and California, which are chartered by the Grand Orient of 
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France. The majority report is more to the point: Let the Grand 
Orient come with clean hands when it asks for recognition. 

Smoking is now forbidden in all lodge halls and preparation rooms. 
Violation of this regulation shall be considered "a Masonic misde- 
meanor.'' 

Exercises in commemoration of the hundredth anniversary of the 
Grand Lodge are to be held on May 5th, 1920. The Grand Masters 
of the several Grand Lodges of the United States will be invited to be 
present in person or by proxy.

General Thomas Jacob Shrtock, who served as M.'. W-'- Grand 
Master from 1885 until the day of his death, a period of nearly thirty- 
three years, died on February 3d, 1918. M.'. W-'. Charles C. Homer, Jr., 
said of him: 

"He found the Grand Lodge of Maryland upon his first election 
in a chaotic and impoverished condition. With unwavering faith in 
Maryland Masonry, he staked nearly his entire fortune upon its ultimate 
prosperity, and at the time of his death the Grand Lodge owns its 
magnificent temple practically free from debt. Only a man of his 
unusual executive qualities, of his faith in the teachings of Masonry, of 
his keen jud^ent of men and of their abilities could have brought about 
such a propitious consummation of his labor and zeal." 

During Brother Shrtock's Grandmastership, the membership of the 
Grand Lodge increased from 3,000 to 18,552. 

The Grand Lodge donated $1,000 to the American Red Cross Society 
and $500 to the United Patriotic Home for Orphans and Homeless 
Children in Baltimore. 

Recognition was refused to the Grand Orient and the Grand Lodge 
of France. 

Fidelity Lodge was given a $500 U. S. bond as a prize for having 
obtained the highest per capita subscriptions to the Fourth Liberty Loan. 

Among the distinguished visitors were Major General James Douglas 
McLachlan, Military Attache of the British Embassy and an honored 
member of the Grand Lodge of Scotland, and Major General J. E. W. 
Headland, Past Provincial Grand Junior Warden of Punjaub, India. 

The Report on Correspondence is the work of the Rev. and R.'. W-'. 
Brother Henry Branch. The reviews are well written, comprehensive 
and concise. New York for 1918 is given courteous consideration. There 
are extracts from the address by the Rev. and R.*. W.'. Brother Abbot- 
son, on the two hundredth anniversary of the founding of the Grand

At the Quarterly Communication, in March, the Grand Master called 
special attention to the prohibition of "proselyting and importuning men 
to join our ranks," which he believes to have been "a great contributing 
factor in the enduring success of our organization." He urged that 
every newly admitted member should be advised early by the Master 
and Committee on Instruction as to the duty of every Mason to respect 
the established prohibition. 

He expressed himself freely regarding "the atrocious burial service 
laid down in our Masonic Trestleboard," which he considers "cold, 
stilted, formal and comfortless." A committee was appointed to provide 
a service "more in keeping with the spirit and faith of the Twentieth 
century," one that should bring "some ray of comfort and hope" instead 
of "a deeper sense of sorrow and despair." The Committee presented 
a new Masonic Burial Service, in June, which was adopted in September. 

At the June Quarterly, the Grand Master explained again his firm 
stand on the refusal of recognition of any of the Grand Lodges of 
France, insisting that no organization can be recognized as Masonic 
that does not hold to the Landmarks of Freemasonry: "Any Grand 
Jurisdiction which does not require of its initiates an acknowledgment 
of their belief or trust in God in any obligation or ceremonies of ini- 
tiation is outside the pale of our Masonic acquaintance." 

At the September Quarterly, the Grand Lodge observed the birthday 
of Lafayette. Grand Secretary Hamiltoit gave a splendid address on 
Lafayette, the "Apostle of Constitutional Liberty." 

At the Annual Coqamunication the Grand Master reported on the 
financial condition of the Grand Lodge which he regards as "a great 
business concern requiring an employment and service equal or greater 
In amount than is required by many large corporations." There were 
contributed to the War Relief Fund up to December 2d, $133,232.38 
which with interest added made total receipts of $135,085.10. The Grand 
Master made numerous visitations and disposed of an enormous volume 
of business during the year. In closing his annual address he spoke 
feelingly of the crucial trials of the period of war and the problems 
of the new era of peace, impressing upon the "Brethren of the oldest 
Grand Lodge jurisdiction in America" that they owe it to themselves, 
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"to the Fraternity, to suffering liumanity and to God to be the first 
and foremost in charitable, benevolent, educational and religious service 
in every Masonic and patriotic endeavor." 

M.*. W-*. Melvin M. Johnson, as Chairman of the Committee on 
the Revision of the Grand Constitutions presented a report starting with 
a most valuable historic survey of the development of the Constitution. 
The revised Code was adopted. 

On the day of Installation, the Mayor of Boston, Brother Andrew 
J. Petebs, gave a brief address which is a Masonic gem. He closed with 
these ringing words : 

"Ideals are necessary to the stability of institutions. Our institutions 
and ideals of government are being challenged as never before. There 
was never greater need for lofty patriotism, high ideals, clear thinking, 
unswerving loyalty. 

"As Americans and as Masons we have great truths to preserve and 
to teach. It is a splendid thing to realize that here we have no divided 
duty, for the truths of Masonry and the truths of Americanism are 
identical. 

"We have as a nation great problems to solve. Their solution lies 
in the application in the spirit of loyalty and patriotism of those fra- 
ternal principles and righteous conceptions which are at once the posses 
sion of Masonry and the need of America." 

At the Feast of St. John Evangelist Day, there were fine addresses 
by the Grand Master, Congressman and Brother Allen T. Tbbadwat, 
Lieutenant-Governor and Brother Channino H. Cox and Brother James 
E. Watson, United States Senator from Indiana. 

The vMume of Proceedings is a treasure-trove of good things. It 
lacks only one thing to make it a complete model and that is a first-class 
Correspondence report.

He urged also that the 
Board of Trustees of the Masonic Home be abolished and the Endow- 
ment fund placed in charge of a committee consisting of the Grand 
Master, the Chairman of the Finance Committee, and the Grand 
Treasurer. 

The recommendations were not adopted. A committee was appointed, 
however, to suggest changes in the system of "lecturing Lodges." 

Bbotheb Geobge C. Myebs was elected as Honorary Past Grand 
Master. 

Among the questions decided by the Law and Jurisprudence Committee 
was one asking whether a man with the terminal phalanx of his right 
thumb amputated and who was initiated before the defect was discov- 
ered should be permitted to advance. The answer was that "disqualify- 
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ing maims pertain to the E.*. A-'- degree alone" and the candidate may 
be advanced. 

An amendment to the Constitution was adopted declaring that '*the 
Grand Lodge of Mississippi shall consist of the Grand Lodge Officers, 
Past Grand Masters, Past Masters of subordinate Lodges (having been 
such by office), Masters and Wardens of subordinate Lodges for the time 
being, or the Representative of said Lodge." 

A special committee was appointed to ''investigate all facts relative to 
the laws and customs" of the Grand Lodge of France, "especially as they 
refer to the Holy Writings," and to report on the advisability of recog- 
nizing that Grand Lodge.

was ever more gratefully received." 

The Report on Foreign Correspondence, written by Past Grand 
Master Charles C. Woods, covers the Proceedings of fifty-five Grand 
Lodges. Essential points are brought out clearly. There is an occa- 
sional word of kindly comment Brother Woods is right: The action 
of the Grand Lodges which have recognized either the Grand Orient or 
the Grand Lodge of France, or both, "may yet prove a fruitful cause of 
dissension among us." There is bound to be trouble sooner or later, 
when the day of accounting comes. California appears to have recog- 
nized one difficulty arising out of fraternizing with the Grand Orient of 
France which has invaded at least two jurisdictions in the United States 
and chartered Lodges therein. 

New York for 1918 receives courteous consideration.

The Grand Master visited seventy-nine Lodges of his jurisdiction, 
besides attending Masonic functions in Idaho, Utah and North Dakota. 
Then there were corner stone layings and talks in lodges, public halls 
and churches. He certainly had a busy year. 

A petition was presented, which was signed by 136 members of the 
Grand Lodge, asking that fraternal relations be entered into with the 
Grand Orient of France. The same specious arguments by which other 
Grand Lodges had been persuaded to violate the foundation principles 
of Freemasonry, were advanced in Idaho. But levelheadedness carried 
the day. The entire matter was laid on the table. 

Recognition of the following German Grand Lodges was revoked: 
Three Globes, Hamburg, Eclectic Union, Royal York, National Grand 
Lodge of Germany, and Grand Lodge of Saxony. 

Past Grand Master H. S. Hefneb submits his tenth annual Report 
on Foreign Correspondence, reviewing the Proceedings of fifty-nine Grand 
Lodges, but New York is not among these.

Grand Master Geobge L. Schoonoveb, of Iowa, was welcomed as a 
visitor. 

Past Grand Master Jakes P. A. Black died, November 12th, 1918. 

The Grand Master explained the significance of the Masonic Service 
Association, U. S. A., and urged that Nebraska become identified with 
it. His recommendation was adopted. He also pleaded that future 
Grand Masters be given "an appropriation large enough to permit 
him or his proxy to travel to distant places whenever an important 
Masonic undertaking is being considered": 

"Let us give him an appropriation if necessary to permit him to 
employ adequate assistance so that none of his official duties will be 
neglected; yes, if necessary, to permit him to employ someone to plow 
his own com while he is spending his time and his energies in the per- 
formance of the duties of his office, he will not feel that he is neglecting 
any of those duties he owes to his employer, his family, or his creditors. 
I would not make the Grand East a salaried position, nor yet would I 
continue under a system which, with the increasing amount of work

required of the incumbent, will bar one who is so unfortunate financially 
that he can but ill afford to accept the position. Let us heed the call 
to broader fields." 

The Grand Lodsre appropriated $1,000.00 for the new Grand Master's 
expense and $600.00 for Grand Master's clerk hire. There was set 
aside, in addition to this, $1,500.00 for the expense of the Grand Master 
and Grand Secretary "to attend the meeting of the Grand Lodge of 
England, celebrating the close of the World War." 

Regarding "Communications from a number of so-called Grand Lodges 
and Grand Orients seeking recognition' and fraternal relations, with 
exchange of representatives," the Grand Lodge adopted the report of 
the Committee on Foreign Correspondence, which, among other sound 
explanations, gave this telling bit of advice : 

"We have given the subject careful consideration, and assume that 
an easy way to satisfy the strenuous attempts of these several so-called 
Grand Bodies to gain recognition would be to open the Masonic doors, 
tear down every Masonic barrier, throw Masonic principles to the wind, 
and welcome with open arms any and all institutions, even those claim- 
ing the most distant Masonic relationship." 

Recognition was denied to the Grand Orient and Grand Lodge of 
France, the Grand Orient and Grand Lodge of Italy, and the Grand 
Lodge of Serbia ; or rather, recognition was "deferred until* they comply 
with the fundamental requirements of the Grand Lodge of Nebraska, 
by restoring the Bible to the altar and requiring of their members a 
belief in God." ' 

W.'. Brother J. Dean Rikgeb, Grand Orator, delivered an oration in 
which occurs this re-inforcement of the stand taken by the Grand 
Lodge: 

"Freemasonry is an attempt, by the proper use of signs and symbols, 
to find and understand God, the Grand Architect of the Universe — ^the 
Great Author of Nature. Its votaries are seeking after God, 'if haply 
they may feel after Him and find Him, because He is not far from any 
one of us.' " 

Fatherhood, Brotherhood, and Immortality are set forth as the 
fundamental and central truths of Freemasonry's teaching and practice.

Past Grand Master Edwin Frank Jones died, October Gth, 1918. 

The Grand Master reports two legacies of $3,000 each to the 
Masonic Home which has now fifteen residents. One legacy is credited 
to Past Grand Master Jones who died during the year; the other, to 
the widow of Past Grand Master Gillis, of the Grand Council of New 
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Hampshire. He calls attention to the record gain in membership and 
adds: 

"In no period of its history has the Masonic fraternity of New 
Hampshire stood higher in the esteem of the people of the state than 
at the present time." 

The Grand Lodge voted unanimously to join the Masonic Serrice 
Association of the United States and declared itself "ready to do its 
part in carrying out the spirit which animated the brethren who gave 
direction to this great advance in the work of our fraternity." 

Past Grand Master Habbt M. Cheney, who is Grand Secretary, 
presents his thirteenth report on Foreign Correspondence. It is as 
concise and comprehensive as any of its predecessors and a fine piece 
of work generally. Brother Cheney likes to review Proceedings because 
it keeps him "in a splendid Masonic atmosphere all the^ time." New 
York (1018) receives generous consideration. Our Grand Lodge is 
complimented wholeheartedly on many things, more particularly "its 
wonderful heart" Past Grand Master Townsend Scttddeb is given a 
special word of commendation. The climax is contained in these words :^ 

"The book that we are reviewing is full of wonderful things from 
beginning to end. If its counterpart has ever taken place in any other 
American Grand Lodge we cannot place it. These brethren had won- 
derful leadership, and they followed it in a wonderful way. It all made 
a record which will be highly prized in the years to come." 

For all this kindness we humbly bow the grateful acknowledgment 
of the brethren of New York.

The Grand Lodge of New Mexico, we learn from the special report 
of the Committee of Foreign Correspondence, has from its formation 
required all Grand Lodges applying for recognition to meet certain 
definite requirements: 

"Any Grand Lodge applying for recognition to the Grand Lodge of 
New Mexico must prove legitimate descent, and in addition shall: 

"First — Definitely and openly express in its declaration of principles 
its belief in one God, and that this belief is the essential Landmark of 
the Craft ; and 

"Second — It shall have on its altar the Sacred Volume of the Law on 
which its initiates must be obligated ; and 

"Third — It must have full, free and independent control of the three 
degrees of Symbolic Masonry within its territorial jurisdiction, and 
must not be controlled by or subservient to any other so-called superior 
Masonic organization." 

That is plain. It saves the Grand Lodge a heap of trouble to have 
a settled policy of this kind framed in unmistakable terms. 

The reviews of the Proceedings of Grand Lodges were prepared by 
Bbothebs John Milne and James H. Wboth and fill 120 pages, two 
and a half of which are devoted to New York for 1918.

Past Grand Masters Sylvesteb J. Hnx (1908-9) and James W. 
Gloes (1889-90, first Grand Master) died during the year. 

The Grand Master, speaking of the duty of the hour, said: 

"Masonry was built upon the foundation stone of equality and the 
history of Masonry proves that equality finds its best expression in the 
democracy of American ideals. Masons have throughout history been 
leaders in thought and action. Masons must now help others to do clear 
thinking and face in a rational way the great problems of peace and 
reconstruction." 

Grand Master Vick has been a judge. He holds that a Mason con- 
victed of an offense against the criminal statutes of the State should be 
expelled from the fraternity. Under an approved decision of the Grand 
Lodge transcripts of the records of the trial court are considered good 
evidence in a Masonic trial. Yet the Grand Master finds himself com- 
pelled to record this fact: 

"During the past year members of Lodges, convicted of serious crimes 
in the courts of our state and other states, have been before the bar of 
lodges, and be it said to the discredit of Masonry, conviction was not 
secured in one instance and with difficulty in another." 

Reporting his impressions of the Masonic conference held in New 
York City, May 9th and 10th, 1918, the Grand Master said : 

"At this conference a master mind appeared who was able to point 
out the duty of Masonry overseas and to makeplain to all that the first , 
requirement was national Masonic unity. . . . That Master mind. Judge ' 
Townsend Scudder, presented to us in confidence the whole story of 
Masonry's failure to get overseas as an independent body. This story 
may now be read in the report of the Masonic Overseas Mission. It is 
interesting reading, and every Mason should study it and know that 
Masonry has a complete explanation and no apology to make.'* 

The report of the Committee on French Masonry recommended "fra- 
ternal recognition of the Grand Orient of France and the Grand Lodge 
of France and French Colonies." The Grand Lodge adopted the recom- 
mendation. This in spite of the fact that the report of the Committee 
could have been shot to pieces by any one at all acquainted with the 
history of Masonry in France. Even a statement like the following 
was "put over" seemingly unchallenged : 

"It is contended, and we are inclined to believe, that both the Grand 
Orient and Grand Lodges open and close their lodge and obligate their 
candidates to the glory of the G. A. of the U." 

That Committee will have much to answer for. 

While the Grand Lodge approved of the Grand Orient and Grand 
Lodge of France, it drew the line at the Mystic Order of Veiled Prophets, 
declining to rescind its condemnatory action regarding the "Pony Shrine," 
in 1918. 
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The Grand Chapter of the Eastern Star fared better. A delegation 
from that Order was received, a gift of solid silver square and compasses 
accepted, and a return testimonial made in the shape of a silk flag. 

Grand Master Aucxandeb B. Tatlou of the North Dakota Grand 
Council R-*. and S-*« M-'-, who is also an honored Past Grand Master of 
the Grand Lodge, was received with Grand Honors and given an oppor- 
tunity to speak of the Cryptic Rite and its objects. 

Grand Master Geobob M. Stowb of the Grand Lodge of Minnesota 
who is also the Grand High Priest of the Grand Chapter of that State, 
was among the honored visitors and was elected an honorary member 
of the Grand Lodge of North Dakota. 

Grand High Priest G. Rot Rings of the Grand Royal Arch Chapter 
of North Dakota was also welcomed and accorded Grand Honors. 

The constitution of the Masonic Service Association U. S. A. was 
approved and ratified, the Grand Lodge thereby becoming part of the 
Association which Grand Master ViCK helped to bring into being. 

The Committee on Patriotic Service presented a report which was 
adopted. The legislature is urged to enact a law prohibiting the use 
of any language other than English as a medium of instruction in the 
common schools. A corps of Masonic Minute Men is to be organised 
under the direction of a central committee. Each lodge is to have its 
Minute Men to "discuss matters of interest to Masons generally" and 
to "counteract propaganda designed to undermine our government" 

Past Grand Master Gbant S. Haoeb is again the author of the 
"Fraternal Correspondence." This time his portrait is added, revealing 
a keen and genial type of man. New York (1918) is accorded a page 
of kindly review. The story of the efforts of our Grand Lodge to be 
helpful in looking after the comfort of Masons in the war service is 
briefly told, with the comment: 

"New York' was a trail blazer in attempting practical war work."

The Grand Master directed the purchase of $10,000.00 worth of 
Liberty Bonds, in addition to the amount previously authorized. 

The Grand Lodge voted to become a member of the Masonic Service 
Association, U. S. A. 

The Grand Master "saw fit to establish fraternal relations with the 
Grand Orient of Italy." It was declared that such relations with other 
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jurifldictioiiB can be established or restored by action of the Grand 
Lodge. Not wishing to disturb the effect of the Grand Master's action, 
"unless it be<5omes necessary to do so after further examination," it 
was Yoted that "the matter of relations with the Masons of Italy be 
referred to the incoming Grand Master with authority to take such 
action with reference to the whole matter as he may deem legal, right 
and best for the good of Masonry." Quite a responsibility to put up to 
an individual Mason, even though he be Grand Master! His action is, 
moreover, circumscribed by the added caution that the Grand Lodge 
desires "to deal only with the legally constituted Body of Italy." In 
other words, he must decide whether the Grand Orient or the Grand 
Lodge of Italy is "the Supreme Body of Italy," and whether it is 
"legal, right and best for the good of Masonry" to recognize either Grand 
Body. 

The Grand Master was authorized to appoint a committee to pre- 
pare a plan looking toward the establishment of a Masonic Infant Wel- 
fare and Relief System in Oklahoma. 

$1,800 were appropriated for the office of the Grand Master to cover 
expenses for stenographers, office rent, and other items of- administration. 

Brother Thomas Ghauncet Humphry submits the Report on Cor- 
respondence. He says that the years of his pilgrimage are three score 
and two years, "forty-nine years a Mason," and that his report was 
written in strenuous times. In the rush of things, New York appears 
to have been overlooked. The reviews, are discriminating and interesting.

Deputy Grand Master Earl G. Bronauoh represented New York. 

The Grand Lodge suffered the loss by death of four Past Grand 
Masters: S. S. Spencer, Thomas Gray, Frank A. Moore and Thomas 
M. Baldwin. 

The Grand Master's address is short. He is evidently a man of 
vigorous, straightforward speech. His criticisms of conditions as he 
finds them are linked to constructive recommendations. He says: 

"Neglect of the young Mason and the entire absence of Masonic 
educational facilities induces waning interest among members and small 
attendance in Lodges and prevents the growth of healthy Masonic minds. 
Masonry in Oregon is now the slave of form and ceremony, the creature 
of too much law and regulation, and the cringing instrument of self- 
iuterest" ii ^.„ 

He believes there ought to be Masonic education supplied throughout 
the Lodges to the end that the Brethren may gain an intelligent under- 
standing of the purposes and workings of the Fraternity. 

A word of amply merited appreciation was spoken for M*** W*'* James 
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F. Robinson who has served as Grand Secretary for a quarter of a 
century. 

The Committee on Grand Master^s Address approved of all the 
recommendations of the Grand Master. The censures uttered by him are 
also endorsed. One paragraph reads: 

"We agree with the Grand Master that orgamzations outside of 
Lodges, composed of Masons, which maintain and set in motion influences 
against the peace and harmony of the Grand Lodge, should be dealt with 
by the Grand Lodge or be interdicted as was done by the Grand Master 
of CalifomU." 

Searching for the trouble to which attention is called, we find that 
an institution calljing itself The Masters, Wardens and Past Masters 
Association had laid itself open to censure. It seems that this Associa- 
tion has been exercising "powers and privileges not derived from this 
Grand Lodge." 

Under the Constitution any and all organizations composed of Masons, 
"professing any authority, powers or privileges not derived from this 
Grand Lodge, are clandestine, and all intercourse with or recognition of 
them or any of them is prohibited." 

There was considerable discussion. In the end it was voted that 
inasmuch the President of the Association had admitted "official but 
unintentional indiscretion," there should be no further censure and that 
the Grand Master be "requested, in liis own executive power, to grant 
and authorize by appropriate dispensation the continuance and conduct 
of the said association." 

The Grand Lodge voted to join the Masonic Service Association of 
the United States. 

Grand High Priest James H. Richmond of the Grand Chapter, 
Grand Commander Gbobge C. Bbown of the Grand Commandery, and 
Past errand Master Pheup S. Maloolm as Active 33d of the A. & 
A. S. R. for Oregon, were given a special welcome. 

As a token of appreciation of the life and labors of the Rev. J. R. N. 
Bell who has served as Grand Chaplain for forty-two consecutive 
years, the Grand Lodge voted him $100.00 per annum. 

It was voted that sixteen acres of land adjoining the proposed Masonic 
and Eastern Star Home be purchased at a price not to exceed $10,200.00. 

Past Grand Master Frank J. Williams announced that a member 
whose name was withheld would endow one of the cottages to be erected 
on the Home ground& 

The following resolution was adopted, which is of especial interest 
to us: 

"Resolved, That the Grand Secretary be, and he hereby is, instructed 
to incorporate in the Annual Proceedings of this session about to be 
printed, in form of a supplement, (similar to the report of our own 
Committee on Foreign Corespondence), the full report of said Masonic 
Overseas Mission in its efforts to secure necessary permission to engage 
in independent war work abroad; that in addition thereto 500 paper 
bound copies of said supplement be printed for distribution among the 
brethren of the Craft (on application to the Grand Secretary), so that 
the brethren of tills jurisdiction, as well as future generations, may 
know from said record that it was no fault of Free Masonry that our 
membersliip in the overseas service did not receive that great Fraternal 
assistance for which our noble institution is so well and so justly known 
the world over." 
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Past Grand Master David P. Mason submits a well written Report 
on Foreign Correspondence. New York (1918) receives particularly 
generous treatment. The printer slipped in a little joke of his own by 
having it appear that five Lodges were "wormed" U. D. There is a 
special tribute to the memory of Edwabd M. L. Ehlebs. Quotations are 
given from the Grand Master's Address, the talk by It'- W-*. Brother 
Charles Cabboll Abbotson and the recital of the experiences of Miss 
Silvercrnys. There is also this word of commendation: 

"The Grand Lodge of New York, with its personnel of keen, experi- 
enced men, naturally stood at the front in war work."

and Past Grand Master Josiah W. Evan, of New Jersey, and of our own 
Grand Lodge this fine representation: Grand Master William S. 
Fabmeb, Grand Treasurer Chbistopheb C. Mollenhaxteb, Grand Secre- 
tary RoBEBT JuDSON Kenwobthy, Past Grand Master Townsend 
SciTDDEB, Judge-Advocate Habold E. Lippingott and Chief Com- 
missioner of Appeals John A. Dtttton. 

Among the decisions of the Grand Master are these: Notice of a 
reception to be given by and- under the auspices of another body cannot 
be enclosed with Lodge notices to members. Lodge funds cannot be 
expended for wrist watches, though medals or other tokens may. A 
petition may not be received from one born in a country with which 
the United States is at war, unless accompanied by due proof of natural- 
ization as a citizen of the United States. Lodges permitted by their 
charters to use German in ritualistic work cannot be deprived of that 
right by summary action of the Grand Master. "Masonry has its estab- 
lished rules of procedure, time-honored customs and safeguards, and 
departure therefrom* is subversive of its welfare, no matter how urgent 
and meritorious the reason assigned." 

Grand Lodge War Relief Fund, $135,000. 

In his closing words the Grand Master said : 
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*'Oat of the tumult of yesterday is heard today the earnest and 
unmistakable call to a broader and more unselfish duty, to a more liberal 
recognition and closer union of Masons of this and other €rod-fearin« 
nations, to make true our boasted universality, so that as a fair flower 
. it may be permitted to emit its benign fragrance without being limited 
in its influence and potential power by unreasonable exactions, intoler- 
ance or selfishness." 

The Committee on Correspondence (Brother Thomas F. Penman, 
chairman) has this to say concerning the mooted question of aflillation 
with French Masonic bodies: 

''No one alleges that French Masons are all atheists and materialists ; 
or that a great por^on of them are such. But that some of them are, 
and that no one is excluded on that account, is not denied. Here is 
where our paths diverge. No Pennsylvania Master Mason can sit in a 
French working Lodge without violating his ohligation, so long as the 
Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania maintains its present Constitution and 
rituaL"

Brother James R. Johnson responded for New York as Grand 
Representative. 

The Grand Master's address occupies ninety-one printed pages, 
thirty-four and a half of them being given over to dispensations, fifteen 
to "Opinions," and about twenty-four to letters received and written. 
He urges "full fellowship" with the Grand Lodge of France and the 
Grand Orient of Italy,- arguing ardently but not wisely, giving what 
purports to be a summary historical review of Masonic conditions in 
France but is in reality a one-sided propagandist statement omitting 
essential facts. T)ie Grand Lodge refused to "fall for" the proposition 
and voted to "pursue the course of former years — namely not to hold 
fraternal recognition with any but ESnglish-speaking Grand Lodges," 
which appears safe, though it is rather narrowing Masonic fellowship. 

By the way, the types played sad havoc with South Carolina's 
Ahiman Rezon, on page 151, calling it "our Shiman Regon." 

The "Masonic Service Association of the United States" was approved, 
and the Grand Lodge joined this organization by unanimous vote. 

The Grand Lodges of North Carolina and South Carolina united in 
the erection and maintenance of a Masonic Building as a rallying 
center for the Mason soldiers of Camp Sevier. 

The greater half of the volume of Proceedings consists of the 
"Review of Proceedings of Sister Jurisdictions 1918" and is the work 
of Past Grand Master James L. Miohie. He presents the results of a 
thorough-going survey in his own inimitable and lively style which gets 
a firm hold on the interest of the reader. There is comment a-plenty 
revealing keen discernment, militant spirit and an inexhaustible fund 
of Scottish humor. He insists again and again on the primacy of South 
Carolina in Masonic beginnings in America, assailing particularly the 
daims of Massachusetts ; for instance, under British Columbia : 

"It is unfortunate that all our early records were destroyed by fire, 
but luckily we have preserved, in the Charleston lAJyTAry, newspapers 
printed on the dates they bear showing that we had a Grand Lodge 
prior to 1737. As the Massachusetts claim is founded on documents 
written several years after the events therein narrated, as no mention 
of its St John's Lodge appears on the records of the Grand Lodge 
x>t England, and as said records prove the seniority of Solomon's Lodge 
No. 1, of Charleston, S. C, our claim rests on firm ground." 

He speaks of a Masonic side-degree, known as "Knights of the Palm 
and Shell," conferred upon him and other brothers of his Lodge by the 
Rev. Brother H. B. Coleman, of Kentucky, some twenty-odd years ago, 
with this comment : 

"A most appropriate name: Each of us had to cross his 'Palm' and 
'Shell' out five dollars, for which each of us received a title to a burial 
lot outside of the Walls of Jerusalem, but we have not yet heard of a 
Brother who took possession of his property." 
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He is everlastingly right in applying the old saying that a chain is 
just as strong as its weakest link, to the ill-reasoned arguments for 
closer relations with alleged Masonic organizations : 

*'Carry out that idea in connection with the Grand Orient of France, 
and Freemasonry will be found to have a very weak link if she acknowl- 
edges as Brethren those who have abolished the Great Light of Masonry 
from their Altars." 

In another place he writes: 

"What! Masonry should be willing to drop the 'dogma' of a belief in 
God Almighty 'for the great cause of universal Masonry !' Never ! We 
think it rather a sad thing that our young Masons should be allowed 
to mix freely in Masonic Lodges with Atheists, just at a period of their 
lives when their opinions of life and death and the hereafter are forming/* 

Four and a half pages are devoted to New York. Past Grand Master 
Sawteb is quoted. There are references with excerpts, to the addresses 
by Miss Silvercruys and Brother Wuitehaib. The concluding para- 
graph of the Committee on Grand Master's Address^ is especially com- 
mended as having "the true ring about it.*' The Grand Historian s 
report is called a "valuable Masonic contribution." 

Referring to the "new occasions" which have arisen, Brother Miohie 
says: 

"Now that Peace has been declared throughout the civilized worid, 
and the Arch-Fiend and his six unwounded sons have had to flee for 
their lives like whipped curs, dear Brethren, what fire we going to do 
for our civilian-soldier Brethren who have fought for as on the blood- 
stained fields of France and Belgium? . . Many of our Brethren 
have laid down their lives for us. What shall we do for them and their 
loved ones in return?*'

The Grand Master had served as Grand Secretary for twenty-five 
years, when he was elected to preside over the Grand Lodge. His 
address has many references to the past. Especially interesting is his 
accoont of the division, thirty years ago, of the Grand Lodge of Dakota 
Territory into the two Grand Lodges of North and South Dakota: 

"A double line of members was formed near the center of the lodge 
room, facing East At a given word those living North of the line 
stepped to the North side of the room and those living South of the 
line formed a line in the South, and all faced inward. Those on the 
North side were designated as the Grand Lodge of North Dakota and 
those on the South the Grand Lodge of South Dakota. The officers 
for both Grand bodies had been previously elected.*' 
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He expressed proud satisfaction in the distinction that the Grand 
liodge of South Dakota was the first to recognize a Grand Chapter of 
the Order of the Eastern Star. He also exults that the Grand Lodge, 
last year, recognized the Grand Lodge of France and believes similar 
action ought to be taken with reference to other European Grand 
Lodges and Grand Orients. 

Past Grand Master Charles L. Brookwat, as Committee on Cor- 
respondence, presented a report on French Masonry, in which he recom- 
mended that the resolution according recognition to the Grand Lodge 
of France be rescinded and the Grand Lodge of South Dakota "declared 
to be in accord and fraternal relations with the Grand Orient of France." 
The recommendation was referred to a Special Committee for report 
at the next Annual Communication. Brother Bbockwat is well in- 
formed concerning the history of the Grand Orient, but seemingly fails 
to discern the political character and general spirit of that body. 
Besides, he regards "solidarity" as "meaning about the same as our 
'brotherhood of man'." The Masonry of the Grand Orient, as he rightly 
says, is "solidarity," but it is not brotherhood. There can be no 
brotherhood where there is no common Father. 

A Special Committee on Public Schools reported a declaration of 
principles, among them these two: 1. Every boy and girl in America 
should attend the public schools, "until he or she shall have completed 
a comprehensive common school education." 2. All instruction in the 
American common schools should be given in the English language. 

Past Grand Master and present Grand Secretary of the Grand 
Lodge of North Dakota, M*'. W.'. Walter L. Stockwell, was greeted 
as a visitor. ^ * jjil 

An Eastern Star delegation was received, at recess. 

The report on Correspondence is the work of Past Grand Master 
Charles L. Brockway. It is his "first effort" and gives a fine sum- 
mary of the Proceedings of many Grand Lodges. New York (1918) 
receives courteous mention. The addresses of Grand Master Pennbt, 
Miss Sllvercruys and Brother Whitehair, and the reports of the Grand 
Historian and the Secretary of Sea and Field Lodge seem to have 
appealed to the reviewer. Of the latter report he says that it is "a 
most interesting document."

Brother S. D. Evans represented New York. 

Deputy Grand Master Louis Le Roy Baker died, October 1st, 1918. 

Past Grand Master Loms Cohn died, July 2d, 1918. 

Referring to the closing year, the Grand Master said : 
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"What with the world war reaching the zenith of its terror and 
an insidious disease stalking through the country, leaving death in its 
wake, we have assuredly witnessed a perplexing year." 

But — there is the glorious victory : 

"Our hearts turn in prayerful thanks to the Grand Architect of the 
Universe for the termination of the horrible struggle between the great 
nations." 

Referring to Masonry's share in war service, the Grand Master said : 

"Whether Masonry has done her share in the late war, is a question 

Srobably none of us can answer. That she aided greatly no one can 
eny. But the very nature of the organization proved to be so cumber- 
some that it was difficult, if not impossible, to bring about such a 
concentration of our efforts as might be cidculated to produce the 
results devoutly to be wished." 

The Grand Master was asked to appoint a committee to investigate 
and report on the feasibility of starting a fund for a Masonic Home. 

The recommendation of Past Grand Master S. H. Goodwin, as 
chairman of the Committee on Correspondence, to enter into Masonic 
relations with the Grand Lodge of France, was adopted. 

The Grand Lodge also eliminated from its By-Laws the rule refusing 
admission to a Lodge in the State of a visitor belonging to a Lodge 
under the jurisdiction of the Grand Orient of France. Does this mean 
that members of the Loge Atlantique, for instance, working in the city 
of New York, under a charter from the Grand Orient of France, may 
now visit Lodges under the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of Utah? 

Attempts to "broaden" Masonry sometimes become mere spreading 
till Masonry is thinned down to a mere veneer. The Grand Lodges 
who have acted hastily in extending the hand of fellowship to denatured 
Masonic jurisdictions may have much to answer for. 

Brother S. H. Goodwin's Correspondence Report is of excellent 
literary quality and most interesting. We cannot agree with some of 
his conclusions which would have Masonry abandon principles which 
we in America have come to regard as "Landmarks," believing such a 
course to be a change demanded by the progress of the times. No 
doubt, institutions like individuals must move forward, but forward to 
clearer conceptions of truth and not to the abandonment of them. Re- 
ligion, too, advances — to purer and clearer conceptions of God and 
men's relation to Him ; when it eliminates God, it is no longer religion. 
So Freemasonry must move on to truer exemplification of brotherhood, 
but it cannot do it by divesting itself of the recognition of a common 
Fatherhood of men. The responsibility for turning American Free- 
masonry from the "old paths" is a most serious one. 

More than half the space allotted to New York (1918) deals with 
our attitude toward French Masonry, especially an utterance at our 
celebration of the 200th anniversary of the Grand Lodge of England to 
the effect that the Grand Orient "renounced its faith in God." Brother 
Goodwin holds that this utterance is false and amounts to nothing less 
than "maligning other Masons." He argues himself into quite a heat: 

"All our professed loyalty to the formula of the G.'. A/. O.'. T.'. U.\ 
and to the necessity of having the Bible on the altar is of the worst 
type of Pharisaical 'sounding brass and tinkling cymbal,' if it does not 
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somehow express itself in love of and loyalty to truth, and to a spirit 
of fairness, which will manifest itself in a desire to hear both sides, and 
especially, when on the one side are our brethren pleading for a,, hearing, 
and on the other those whose propaganda of slander has been carried 
forward unremittingly, since 1738. Again those bitterly true words of 
Dean Swift come to mind and condemn us: *We have just religion 
enough to make us hate but not enough to love one another/ Now 
that the war is closed, wouldn't it be well for us to take time to inject 
a little practical piety into our loud-voiced and persistent contention 
for theological formukte for Masonic 'regularity?' " 

We wonder whether Brother Goodwin has ever come in direct con- 
tact with representatives of the Grand Orient and discussed the matter 
with them. He would tell quite a different story if he had. Our 
motto as plain Americans is "In God we Trust." It is inscribed on 
every penny that all may know. Masonry with us is not only true to 
itself but to our country as well by insisting that every candidate shall 
declare his belief in God. The Grand Orient "renounced its faith in 
God," when it opened the doors to unbelievers, to atheists and even 
anti-theists. That the latter are to be found in Lodges of that juris- 
diction we know, and Brother Goodwin can easily discover for him- 
self. There is too much at stake: "Be ye not unequally yoked together 
with unbelievers." 

Recognition of the Grand Orient means violation of the obligation 
of the third degree. Moreover, if the intention is to give comfort to the 
French people by extending the hand of fellowship to that body, we 
make a grievous mistake ; they regard it as essentially a political organ- 
ization which has "renounced its faith in God." 

Whatever the intentions of the original introducers of the "chang^Ss" 
in the Grand Orient were, the, result is that atheists and anti-theists have 
been enabled to enter their Lodges, and we cannot have "Masonic 
intercourse" with these.

"I know of no more liberal Masonic education than can be secured 
by reading the reports of the Committee on Correspondence written by 
our lamented and sadly missed Brother, Mabsh O. Perkins. For a 
quarter of a century he reviewed the proceedings of other Grand Lodges, 
and his comments, usually brisk and vigorous, can be accepted as good 
Masonic law ; he never made a statement that he could not back up with 
a clear and logical argument based on the ancient landmarks or the 
enacted law of our jurisdiction." 
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Masonic reviewers everywhere will be glad to read thia. They 
revered Brother Perkiivs as a master writer. Reference to the Cor- 
respondence reports is not often found in a Grand Master's address. 

Recognition was refused to the National Grand Lodge of France, 
on the advice of the Committee on Foreign Correspondence which 
reported wisely that it is "not satisfied with the regularity of said 
National Grand Lodge of France or that this is sufficiently well estab- 
lished to entitle it to recognition." 

Past Grand Master Chables H. Dablino is the author of the Re- 
port on Foreign Correspondence. He follows the topical plan of presenta- 
tion to the exclusion of the consideration of individual jurisdictions. 
Among the subjects discussed are French Masonry, The Landmarks of 
Masonry, Meeting of Grand Masters in New York, and Physical 
Qualifications.

The Grand Master's address is called by the reviewing Committee 
a "splendid literary production." It certainly is unique from a literary 
standpoint, resplendent in picturesque allusions and poetic quotations. 
If it were not for the discussion of present problems and the pervading 
glow of the new patriotism which has been born out of the war, one 
might conclude that it was prepared in days when life flowed along: 
lazily and there was leisure for embroidery. Pictures abound. No 
quotations can do it justice in a brief review, as this of necessity must 
be. And yet we must give just one thought from it: 

''If you love your country, if you desire that justice, liberty, equality 
and prosperity shall dwell therein, remember that it can only do so when 
each respects the rights of his neighbor and all shall conform cheerfuUy 
to the government under which they live." 

And this summons : 

"I call upon each Masonic Lodge in Virginia to stand like a beacon 
upon a hill, or a light-house upon a shore, shedding light and luster and 
pointing the way at all times to liberty, which can only be maintained 
by love of country, respect for its institutions and implicit obedience to 
its laws." 

He stands firmly opposed to the "recognition of any body calling them- 
selves Masons who do not require a belief in God and have the Holy 
Bible upon the altar." 

There is recorded an interesting bit of discovery regarding the 
"National Independent Grand Lodge of France and the French Colonies." 
Following the lead of the Grand Lodge of England, Virginia had ex- 
tended recognition -to this body. A request was made, in June, 1018, 
that this body request one of its constituent Lodges to confer the three 
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degrees upon an elected candidate of a Virginia Lodge. Later it was 
found that the ''National Independent Grand Lodge" had turned over 
the request to the unrecognized Grand Lodge of France, Ancient and 
Accepted Scottish Rite. 

Recognition was withdrawn from the "National Independent Grand 
Lodge." 

Virginia declined to become connected with the Masonic Service 
Association of the United States, seeing lurking behind it a scheme to 
bring about the formation of a "General Grand Lodge or supreme 
authority, always distasteful to Virginia Masons." 

The Report on Foreign Correspondence is the work of Past Grand 
Master Joseph Wiijjam Egoleston and is the best that has come to 
us from any jurisdiction. It is notable for its genial spirit, its philosophic 
soundness and its charming style. An immense amount of close reading 
of the transactions of Grand Lodges is evidenced throughout, and 
essentials are set forth in plain language. The usual "conclusion" of 
former reports is omitted this year, and, under New Jersey, we find 
this explanation : 

"Confound that conclusion! for too many reviewers quote it instead 
of saying what they think." 

We are tempted to quote much to let our readers share the pleasure 
of a better acquaintance with Brother Egoleston, but we must not. 
Just one profound observation. 

"Masonry is the best of all democracies, because it is a democracy 
of the best of mankind." 

Nine whole pages are devoted to New York for 1918, half of the 
space being given to quotations from the Grand Historian's report. 
Our Committee is complimented on the bigness of its reviews.

Past Grand Master Edwin H. Van Patten represented New York. 

Past Grand Masters Joseph A. Kuhn (1882) and Robebt L. 
Sebastl^n (1915) died during the year. 

The Grand Master recommended that the per capita tax for the 
Masonic Home be increased so as to provide a sufficient fund for 
hospital accommodations. Referring to Masonic War Relief methods, 
he said : 

"The Masonic Fraternity of the whole United States is under a 
deep and lasting obligation to the Grand Lodge of New York, which, 
through its department organisation known as the War and Relief 
Administration, Grand Lodge, F. & A. M. of New York, has rendered 
signal service to the invalid members of the Fraternity, who have been 
in the naval or military service of the United States and who have been 
wounded or overtaken by sickness and have been taken to Army or Navy 
Hospitals in New York for treatment. 
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'*It has a volunteer committee who have kept watch and ward over 
these stricken Brothers, visiting them, supplying their needs, and report- 
ing their condition to the organization. This in turn has kept the Grand 
Blasters of the several juri^ctions advised of their members who were 
under care, and of their condition, until finally discharged from the 
hospitals; and, when transferred, has advised them of the destination to 
which they were sent. 

"It has been my great pleasure to have transmitted the information 
regarding those patients of our jurisdiction to the various lodges of 
the State, of which the^ were members, and it has richly repaid me 
for the time and labor involved in so doing. This attention has been 
gratefully appreciated and acknowledged by the Lodges and friends of 
the patients, and I feel that due and grateful acknowledgment should be 
made by this Grand liodge to the Grand Lodge of New York for the 
great service they have rendered." 

The Grand Master attacked courageously a practice which has crept 
into the Lodges of many jurisdictions, namely the importuning of newly 
made Masons "to seek other rites and ceremonies" before they have had 
time to become acquainted even with the rudiments of the degrees of 
the Symbolic Lodge. He spoke plainly and to the point, when he said : 

"There has developed between the York and Scottish Rites an undig- 
nified solicitation of material, using the Lodge rooms of Masonry as a 
recruiting ground. Frequently not even waiting till the candidates are 
raised to the sublime degree of a Master Mason, they hold up before 
the eyes of these a picture of the beauty and desirability of their par- 
ticular degrees. Such proceedings cannot but beUttle our Institution, 
bv placing it in the seeming position of being only the entrance of 
Masonry instead of thtf complete Institution itself." 

He expresses the hope that the officials of the two Rites will agree to 
act upon the principle that "no man shall be eligible to their degrees until 
he has been a Master Mason for a reasonable, definite length of time." 

Past Grand Master Ralph G. MoAixabteb presented a thoughtful 
report on a number of timely topics. The part relating to "Grand Lodge 
Recognition" is particularly interesting. After explaining why the Inde- 
pendent and Regular National Grand Lodge of France cannot be con- 
sidered as entitled to recognition, although it "requires a belief in God, 
uses the Bible on its altars, and conforms in practice fairly well with 
our own," Brother McAllasteb gives as "established and undisputed 
facts" concerning the Grand Orient : 

"It has abolished the Grand Mastership. 

"It admits Colored men to its degrees. 

"It gives representation in its annual assembly to the 'high degrees.' 

"It admits atheists to its degrees." 

Of the Grand Lodge of France he says : 

"It has removed the V. S. L. from its altars. 

"It admits women to its degrees. 

"It acknowledges itself an integral part of the A. A. S. R." 

A Committee on Masonic Research was established for the purpose 
of "assisting the Lodges and Brethren in their endeavor to enlighten 
themselves on Masonic subjects." Five hundred dollars were allowed for 
the work of the Committee during the year. 

Washington joined the Masonic Service Association of the United 
States. 

A "Flag Ceremony" was adopted. 

The Report on Correspondence, written by Past Grand Master Rai.ph 
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0. McAllasteb, includes a courteous review of New York for 1918. 
The concluding words of Grand Master Penket'8 address are quoted 
in fuU.

Past Grand Master Thomas Pebby jAooBa died, October 30th, 1918. 

The Grand Master's list of Dispensations fills ten pages. There was 
offered in Wheeling Lodge a set of resolutions calling upon the dty 
board of education to abolish forever the teaching of German in the ele- 
mentary schools and to drop German from the high school program 
for the duration of the war. The Grand Master very properly requested 
that such resolutions be not adopted, such action not being within the 
province of a Masonic Lodge. 

The annual address is essentially a business document. The Grand 
Master certainly had a heavy burden to carry. He concludes with these 
modest words : 

"My path has been beset with many difficulties, many of which may 
not have been solved as they should." 

No action was taken with reference to the request for recognition 
received from the Grand Lodge of France. 

The site for a Masonic Home, selected by a special committee, was 
approved and purchase ordered. 

Brother Nathan Bay Scott, of Washington, D. C, presented to 
the Grand Lodge 210 shares of the capital stock of the Continental Trust 
Company of Washington, having a book value of $130 per share, which 
will be available for use in the construction of the projected Masonic 
Home. 

Four Brethren were present who have been Master Masons for 
upward of fifty years. 

The Report on Foreign Correspondence is the work of Past Grand 
Master Geoboe W. Atkinson. New York for 1918 is accorded a 
courteous review. Grand Master Penney*b address is quoted with 
approval.

The Grand Master explained the difficulties experienced by the craft 
in seeking to be officially represented in war relief work at campb 
here and abroad. He did the unusual thing in calling special attention 
to the value of a careful perusal of the reports on Foreign Cor- 
respondence. He urged that serious consideration be given to the 
bereaved families of our deceased brethren : 

"Our duty and our love does not end when we have placed the mortal 
remains of a brother beneath the sod. His widow and children are still 
dependent upon us for advice, sympathy and aid." 

The Brethren of Wisconsin did a noble work in contributing 
$13,179.65 to the relief of Masons in Minnesota, who were left homeless 
by devastating forest fires that swept over two counties. The total 
loss of property in the burned area, covering 1,500 square miles, 
amounted to from twenty to twenty-five million dollars. 

Past Grand Master Aldro Jenks submits his twenty-second annual 
report on Foreign Corespondence. Two pages are devoted to New York 
for 1919. Commenting on the addresses by Miss Silvercruys and Brother 
Whitehaib, he says : 

"We can only be thankful that now the shedding of blood is ended, 
and address ourselves to the tasks whi^h peace and the reconstruction 
of the new order of things presents to us.?

From the response to the address of welcome we learn that Laramie 
is "the Athens of Wyoming." 

There is a rather hesitant note in some of the Grand Master's recom- 
mendations. Here is his presentation regarding "French Masonry" : 

"At the present time we are not holding Masonic intercourse with 
the Grand Orient of France, as I understand it, this relationship having 
been broken off some time ago. France as an ally in the war, however, 
presents rather a new problem in Masonry for the two countries, as so 
many of the men in the service who are now within the borders of 
France are members of the Masonic Institution and yet are unable to 
hold Masonic intercourse with the Masons of France. I am not suf- 
ficiently acquainted with the history of the break in the Masonic rela- 
tion with this Grand Jurisdiction to either recommend or even suggest 
a remedy if there might be one to relieve the present situation, but 
there are undoubtedly those present who have followed the matter 
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closely and who may be able to give good counsel along the line of 
performing our full duty to our French brethren. I believe that it should 
be disposed of in such a way that the new officers may be directed in 
their future course." 

Turning from these un-enlightening, noncommittal words to the 
list of "Standing Resolutions," we find this: 

**Re9olved, That hereafter no member of a lodge in this Grand Juris- 
diction shall hold Masonic intercourse with any man claiming to be a 
Mason belonging to any lodge under the jurisdiction of the Grand 
Orient of France, or that of any Grand Lodge or Grand Orient which 
has not been recognized by this Grand Lodge, and any member or lodge 
disregarding this prohibition shall be subject to the highest Masonic 
penalty under our laws." 

This resolution, adopted in September, 1912, has not been repealed. 
Yet the Grand Lodge voted, on recommendation of Past Grand Master 
Ckx)K, endorsed by the Committee on Jurisprudence, that the Masons of 
Wyoming, "until otherwise ordered, are privileged to visit lodges of the 
Grand Lodge of the Orient of France, and to hold Masonic Intercourse 
with their members, and that the lodges holden under this Grand Lodge 
are authorized to admit as visitors Masons holden under the said Grand 
Body of France." 

There being no such organization as "the Grand Lodge of the 
Orient of France" and the resolution of 1912 standing unrepealed, the 
conscientious Brethren of Wyoming must be puzzled greatly. Probably 
the Committee on Foreign Correspondence will unscramble the eggs, 
after it has gathered "all the attainable information regarding the 
Grand Lodge of the Orient of France" and has reported at the next 
Annual Communication "its recommendations as to what should be its 
attitude toward the said Grand Body," as it was directed to do by vote 
of the Grand Lodge. 

One "decision" of the Grand Master will be questioned by many. 
It is an answer to an inquiry whether it is "lawful for a brother 
to inform other brothers that if a certain petition comes to a vote, he 
will use the blackball." The Grand Master ruled : 

"This is an unusual act on the part of a Mason in arriving at a 
conclusion which is usually accomplished by speaking to the Master 
of the Lodge, and yet I cannot say that an act of this kind is a viola- 
tion of Masonic Law, as a brother would have a right to converse with 
his brother Masons upon this subject." 

The Grand Master's suggestion that the Grand Lodge adopt "a uni- 
versal copyrighted emblem for all Masons," was adopted. The Grand 
Secretary was instructed to procure such an emblem from a Masonic 
Brother of Utah, who has copyrighted one, and to furnish these emblems 
to the lodges at cost, "the issuance of which shall be properly safe- 
guarded by our laws." 

The Report on Fraternal Correspondence fills 120 pages. New York 
not being included, probably because our Proceedings did not reach 
Brother Joseph M. Lowitdes.

Fourteen Grand Lodges are reviewed, New York was 
not among them.

Past Grand Master H. Eugene Staffobd responded for New York 
as her Grand Representative. 

Grand Master Manuel L. Quezon left the Philippine Islands in 
December, 1918, and Deputy Grand Master Spbinoeb thereupon became 
acting Grand Master. The Proceedings are published in Spanish and 
English, in separate volumes. The title of Past Grand Master was 
conferred upon Brother Teodobo M. Kalan. Electioneering in Lodge 
or Grand Lodge was made a punishable offence, and it was voted that 
this regulation shall be read at each annual Communication of the Grand 
Lodge. The Committee on Masonic Study and Research was asked 
to supply at least three lectures on Masonic subjects to be furnished to 
Lodges that may ask for them. This Committee prepared during the 
year a most excellent "Elementary Course in Masonic Study." The 
suggestion is made that the qualified brethren give part of their time to 
the study and research and pass on to the rest of the Craft the results 
of their labors. 

V.'. W.*. Brother Teodobo M. Kalan delivered a beautiful and in- 
spiring oration dealing with the past history of the Grand Lodge and 
the duties of the present hour. He quotes a word from Mabcelo H. dsl 
PiLAB, the great Masonic hero of former days, which is well worth 
passing on : 

"Let us respect the various religious beliefs; let us not disturb the 
peace of honest minds; let us look with compassion upon those who, 
attached to the austerity of Intolerance, are incapable of living in 
harmony not only with Masons, but with all the members of any corn- 
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munity. . . . Our God of Love must not be made a source of 
mutual hatred." 

Grand Secretary Newton C. Ck)MFOBT is the reviewer for the Com- 
mittee on Correspondence. The report is comprehensive and appreciative. 
New York (1918) is given three pages of courteous consideration. The 
addresses by Miss Silvercruys and Brother Whitehaib are referred to. 
The Grand Historian's work is commended. There are quotations from 
the addresses by M.'. W-'. Brother Williaic S. Farmer and R.'< W*'* 
Brother C. C. Abbotson.

The Grand Master's address presents many striking thoughts apply- 
ing Masonic principles to the social problems engendered by the war: 

"In the Reconstruction Processes we hear and read of so often now, 
we will find no need for any change in our objectives of Brotherhoo<L 
Relief and Truth. These are complete in their comprehensiveness, and 
they are eternal verities. . . . Our methods of operation, of ex- 
pression, of internal economy may be found less serviceable than of 
old, may be rearranged and fitted to new and broader ideas of today, 
but that is all." 

In another place he suggests that Service interprets more clearly 
what is implied in Relief : 

"The ideas of Fraternity, Service and Truth are superlative and 
complete. The unrest is the natural result of individual and national 
contempt for these eternal verities." 

In another place he says: 

"I am optimistic enough to believe today that most, or all, of the 
meannesses of men and cruelties of men to their fellows are the results 
of systems, and not of or from individuals." 

He quotes with approval, in substance, what was said in a recent 
issue of one of Canada's ablest publications : 

"This war betokens most the breakdown of a civilization, the col> 
lapse of an order of society. At the beginning of the 18th 'century an 
age of greatly increased production, thro' discovery and invention 
began. This led to vast increases in individual and national wealth. 
This epoch closed abruptly in the early years of the 20th century, because 
these inventions and discoveries had been used to forward designs of 
individual and national selfishness. In this Prussia led the way, but 
she did not sin alone. She was the leader in the faith and practice 
that 'might is right' ^nd by a devilish exercise of. knowledge, and per- 
sistency she excelled. Her vaulting ambition led to her fall, and now 
we understand the fiendish and en^aving purpose behind the doctrines 
of the German staff and the counting house. Here are some of these 
'shibboleths-': — *The survival of the fittest,' 'Every man for himself,' 
'Business is business,' '100% efficient,' 'Nothing succeeds like success,' 
and finally 'Might is right.' There are scores of such. You will find 
them stated boldly by Frederick the Great, and with equal brutality by 
Bismarck and Bulow." 

There is a reference to a most commendable application of Masonic 
principles by the lodges of the city of Edmonton to the relief of distress 
when the influenza epidemic broke out: 

"The several lodges there at once co-operated with the result that an 
office was provided for them in the nursing headquarters, telephones were 
.installed and a voluntary office staff of six or eight brothers from different 
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lodges took charge of day and night work, and as a result hundreds of 
volunteers were placed on duty, helping the nurses or working alone. 
This was continued until the pressure relaxed so that schools, churches 
and theatres were re-opened." 

A soul-stirring letter was read, written by R>'* W«** Brother G. W. 
Feeu), on his death-bed, as a message to the Craft, urging that a 
Benevolent Fund be established sufficient to meet the just demands 
that will be made upon it by Masons' widows and orphans in their 
times of need. An appeal is made that greater efforts be made to estab- 
lish a Provincial Masonic Home. The letter closes with these words : 

''I am answering the summons 'Lights Out.' I trust bravely and, I 

assure you, cheerfully. It is all right. The last enemy is death, but 

the greatest enemy is fear. I've t)a8sed this greatest enemy and from 

the upland send to you a last and fond greeting and summons to duty. 

'I have faith, that, in the shadows blue, at set of sun, 

'I shall be judged by what I've tried to do, not what I've done.' 

Fraternally and ever yours, 

C. W. Field." 

The Grand Lodge having authoris&ed the institution of a system of 
circulating, travelling Masonic library sets, the Grand Librarian organ- 
ized six sets of three books each, enclosed in cases to protect them 
against injury in transit and sent them to lodges applying for them, 
under simple regulations. The six sets have been in constant use since 
the plan went into operation. 

On recommendation of the Ck>mmittee on Jurisprudence, the Grand 
Lodge endorsed the establishment by the Brethren of Edmonton of a 
Bureau passing on all applications for membership of any of the local 
lodges to protect these from the admittance of improper persons. The 
plan is recommended to all centers where lodges hold concurrent juris- 
diction. 

The Committee on Condition of Masonry recommended that the 
lodges take more interest in local charities which are not necessarily 
confined to the Cra^. District Deputy Grand Masters who are remiss 
in the making of official visits are censured. One of these officers who 
failed to visit the lodges in his district was reported by name with the 
recommendation that he be not advanced to the rank of Past District 
Deputy Grand Master. The recommendation was adopted. 

The Grand Lodge of Panama was denied recognition, a Supreme 
Council being the source of authority and the basic requirement of inde- 
pendence under a Grand Lodge warrant being lacking. 

Recognition was withdrawn from the National Grand Lodge of 
France and also from the Grand Lodge of France, ''at once and with- 
out ceremony." , 

A Special Committee presented a recommendation declaring the 
Grand Lodge to be in fraternal relation with the Grand Orient of 
France, preceded by a lengthy discussion with just enough truth in it 
to obscure fundamental considerations. The Grand Lodge wisely refused 
to be rushed into the ill-considered proposition and laid the matter on 
the table for one year. 

Grand Master Hiraic Dabijno is also the chairman of the Committee 
on Foreign Correspondence, and as such presents an excellent summary 
review. He leans toward recognition, seemingly, of the atheistic Grand 
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Orient of France. The "broad" advocates of the perilous step do not 
like to have this body called "atheistic." Why not? Atheism is with- 
out the acknowledgment of God. Can anyone deny the atheism of the 
Grand Orient of France? 

New York is not included in the report. Our Proceedings must 
have failed to reach Brother Dabuno.

Following the signing of the armistice, the Grand Master issued a 
request that the Fraternity throughout British Columbia "attend Divine 
Service for the purpose of general thanksgiving;" this was carried into 
effect on December 8tli, 1918. 

Past Grand Master Leonabd Morris of Prince Edward Island and 
R". W.'. Brother D. Manson of New Zealand were among the dis- 
tinguished visitors. 

Deputy Grand Master S. J. Willis, in closing his fine address, said : 

"Certain it is that our Institution will prove of inestimable value to 
the State in the present period of unrest. Such a large body of thought- 
ful men, bound so closely together as Masons are, and pledged to be 
law-abiding citizens, cannot help exerting — ^perhaps unconsciously — a 
great influence in every community for law, order and constitutional 
government" 

The reports of the District Deputy Grand Masters contain much 
interesting information. One lodge adopted a French war orphan. 
Another lodge formed a small Masonic library : ''New Masons are urged 
to begin Masonic reading." One recommendation is that there should 
be a lecture on Masonic subjects available in each district. 

The Report on Foreign Correspondence is the work of Brother 
De Wolf-Smith who is also Grand Representative of New York and 
Grand Secretary. The reviews are well written. Some of the things 
done at our emergent communication, in 1917, evidently did not please 
the reviewer, and from his superior vantage ground he speaks some 
rather acrid words.

Past Grand Master John W. Habbis responded for New York. 

The fine address of the Grand Master contains a number of solidly 
Masonic and practical suggestions which may well be heeded wherever 
Lodges are in oi>eration. 

He recommends that every Lodge which has not already done so, 
should establish a Benevolent Fund, and that the Brethren be urged 
to make this the channel for the practice of their duty toward the 
needy, remembering that "we stand pledged to see that no brother's 
family shall lack for the necessaries of life or sink under a burden of 
sorrow, while we are able to relieve their wants and soothe their griefs." 

He points out that the practice of electing a Brother to the Master's 
station for no other reason than that he filled a Warden's chair, is 
"an unhealthy one." Occupancy of a Warden's chair should be regarded 
as probationary, affording the Lodge as well as the occupant an oppor- 
tunity to prove whether he is qualified to rule the Lodge. 

Every candidate for admission to membership should be a man of 
proved worth, a loyal citizen, a good neighbor and of good report. "No 
one who profanes the name of God is worthy of Freemasonry." 

It is unfair to leave a newly admitted Brother uninstructed regard- 
ing the history, principles and practice of Freemasonry and to let him 
"grope along the road to knowledge without a guide." Every Lodge 
ought to supply a proper course of instructipn to keep the Brethren 
"abreast of new conditions and new ideals," to stimulate Masonic 
thinking and enlarged vision. 

The Board of General Purposes recommended the adoption of "the 
principle of a war memorial that shall he a recognition by the Grand 
Lodge of the sacrifice made by our Brethren who have fallen." The 
Committee on Fraternal Dead was instructed to report what form such 
a memorial should take. 

The Comqaittee on Condition of Freemasonry reported most encour- 
aging progress in the study of Masonry among the various Lodges. The 
interest in Masonic history and the philosophical teachings of the 
Fraternity has increased considerably : "More has been done during the 
last three or four years in stirring up interest than at any time since 
our establishment as a Grand Lodge." 

R.'. W*'- Brother Sidney A. Lanq who presented this report, also 
submitted a statement concerning the three bodies claiming Masonic 
jurisdiction in France, closing with the recommendation that no action 
be taken as regards recognition of any of them, at least not this year. 
The report was referred to the Committee on Foreign Relations and 
Correspondence. 

The Correspondence Report is the work of Brother A. L. Cbossin. 
It is of the topical variety which is alleged to be particularly useful 
for home consumption in that it keeps the Brethren in ignorance con- 
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cerning the progress and doings of other Grand Lodges and feeds them 
on gleanings gathered under subjects in which the home-centered are 
supposed to be interested. We give vent to this coomient here, because 
the Manitoba report is easily the best of its kind. Brother Gbobsin 
is an interesting and cultured writer who evidently has had the ad* 
vantage of a comprehensive training in philosophy and literature and 
is particularly fitted for the lucid treatment of such topics as Masonry 
and Democracy, Masonic Research and Masonic Symbolism. His excuse 
is that the ordinary run of reports is diffusive and makes too much of 
trivial matters, and he blames the form for this. He could give us a 
splendid series of reviews which would interest the Manitobans quite 
as much as topical dissertations and afford them the additional advantage 
of knowing their Grand Lodge to be one of a large sisterhood of Grand 
Lodges all striving for light and usefulness.

In the morning the Grand Lodge walked in procession to the United 
Presbyterian Church where a sermon was preached by R.*. W.*. Brother 
Robert Johnston, Grand Chaplain. 

The afternoon session opened with the Grand Master's address. He 
referred to the death, during the year, of Past Grand Masters Wolff 
and Flint and of Grand Secretary Thomas Mowbray. The work of 
the year was reviewed at length, especially the efforts made to establish 
an endowment fund for the Masonic Home. The list of rulings and 
' dispensations are long. Encouragement was given to the study of 
Masonic history, symbolism, ritual, ethics and philosophy. Lectures on 
these subjects were regularly delivered in some of the Lodges at the 
regular Communications and the degree work taken up at emergent 
Communications. 

$6,327.07 were contributed to the Halifax Disaster Fund. 

$10,690.00 have been raised for the N. S. Freemasons' Home Endow- 
ment Fund. 

A committee was appointed to report on the question of physical 
disability of returned soldiers and sailors who may apply for initiation. 
This committee recommended that the question should "receive the very 
serious consideration of the Grand Master who shall place an interpreta- 
tion most liberal to the sailors and soldiers who have fought the battle 
for our country and for whom we have all honor and esteem." The 
recommendation was adopted. 

Grand Secretary James C. Jones presents his fourth Report of Cor- 
respondence. He expresses regret that several jurisdictions "appear to 
be quite willing to tear down the foundations upon which the altar of 
Freemasonry is built" R.*. W-'. Brother Merlin, Grand Representative 
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of New York, reviews our ProceedinsB for 1918 with evident apprecia- 
tion of all that waa said and done. He asks that the Brethren of 
Nova Scotia congratulate the chairman of our Masonic Overseas Mission, 
"whose unswerving loyalty and fairmindedness overcame the obstacles 
placed in the way." New York's way of handling Masonic problems 
evokes the commendation : "Three times three cheers for New York.**

The Grand Master referred in eloquent words to the peace won for 
right and democracy in the great world war, and added: 

''The tremendous influence Masonry can exert on the outside world 
was plainly demonstrated during the war. Masonry has ever taught 
true patriotism and self-sacrifice both by precept and example; and in 
consequence the most prompt and copious responses to the call for 
both money and men came from those localities where Masonry was in 
the most flourishing condition. Masonry's great and far-reaching in- 
fluence is also shown in the fact that the new religion which our brave 
heroes are bringing back from Flanders and France, which they call the 
religion of the trenches, is but a modified exposition of those tenets which 
Masonry has been expounding for centuries.^' 

The Grand Master further urged that the influence of Masonry is 
needed more than ever in the world today to stem the tide of discontent 
He urged care in the admission of candidates : 

"The lodge which admits an unworthy person, in the hope of making 
him a good Mason, has as little sense and as little chance of success 
as the foolish maiden who marries a rake in the hope of making a 
man of him." 

He regrets that attendance at Masonic funerals is not what it ought 
to be in town and city lodges and urges drastic action : 

''I would reconmiend that any member who neglects to obey a 
summons to attend the funeral of a brother, and who does not furnish 
the W/. M.'. with a satisfactory excuse for not having done so, shall 
be deemed ineligible of holding any office in the lodge for the space of 
two years." 

The Grand Master visited every lodge in this Jurisdiction.

Past Grand Master J. A. Oameron represented New York. 

The Grand Master reported that no less than 169 true and faithful 
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Brethren were called away by death from their earthly labors, more 
than eighteen per thousand, partly due to the influenza epidemic. Among 
the dead are Past Grand Master Benjamin Tooke, Deputy Grand 
Master David Seath, Past Grand Senior Warden B. F. Cleveland, 
and four Past District Deputy Grand Masters. 

The Grand Master opened his address with these noble words: 

"We meet, for the first time in five years, free from the almost over- 
whelming anxieties and worries which have obsessed us as individuals 
and as a nation, for we are relieved from the intolerable horrors of war- 
fare, and are resting on a peace which came to us almost as suddenly 
as the opening of the gigantic struggle ; indeed, we can, as yet, hardly 
grasp its tremendous significance, nor comprehend the completeness of 
the victory which has come to us through the mercy of the Great 
Architect of the Universe, to whom all grateful hearts should turn, 
during these momentous days, in thanksgiving for the guidance vouch- 
safed our leaders and the brave men who have suffered beyond our con- 
ception and made such sacrifices to bring about complete and glorious 
victory, and which serves to emphasize the eternal truth of His promise, 
'Vengeance is mine, I will repay,' and we feel confident in the belief 
that He has brought to judgment, through the instrumentality of the 
forces of civilization, those who have violated the laws of God and man." 

The Brethren of Quebec having for three years past held services of 
"intercession for the victory of the forces of civilization," a solemn 
thanksgiving service was held, under the auspices of the Grand Lodge, 
on the Sunday following St. John Evangelist day. The collection, 
amounting to $1,585.80, was devoted to the cause of the returned 
wounded soldiers. 

The Grand Master recommended that a Committee be appointed to 
report on the best manner of providing a suitable and permanent memorial 
to the heroism of the Brethren who "rallied to the defense of the 
civilized peoples of the world, and, by their valor, did invaluable service 
for the cause of Righteousness." The recommendation was adopted. 

He also called attention to the approach of the fiftieth anniversary 
of the existence of the Grand Lodge, in October, and recommended that 
the occasion be fittingly celebrated. A Special Committee was appointed 
to arrange for such a celebration. 

The Grand Chaplain, the Rev. Dudley H. Febbell delivered an 
inspiring discourse, concluding with these words : 

"We cannot look upon ourselves as a peculiar grouping with a right 
to exclude the petition of the world's need ; we cannot rejoice in our own 
riches, for we own them not until we share them. And those riches of 
moral understanding the world needs today above all else. Thus, I 
cannot help but believe that, as we allow the spirit of our Fraternity 
to flow out through the many channels we call individual life, I cannot 
help but believe that the world will be lifted out of confusion and 
despair into the freer, happier and holier life." 

The Report of the Committee on the Address of the Grand Master 
was an especially fine presentation. 

Past Grand Master E. T. D. Chambers is again the author of the 
Report on Foreign Correspondence. It is a splendid piece of work. The 
introduction lays stress on the abiding principles which are the very lifo 
of our Fraternity. He points out that Freemasonry has nobly stood 
the test of the Great War and. urges the duty that it stand firmly by 
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its faith. He believes that in teachinss and practices of the Graft are 
to be found the true solution of the after-war problems and most other 
difficulties which distress modem society. The key is to be found in 
the "practical application of a living faith in the Fatherhood of God 
and Brotherhood of Man to the everyday life of the community, which 
begets fair dealing between man and his neighbor and Justice and 
equity for all." 

There is a finely tempered discussion of French Freemasonry, in 
which Brothers express regretful surprise that a few of our American 
Grand Lodges acted hastily in according recognition to the Grand 
Orient of France and other so^alled Masonic bodies of that country, 
without affording these bodies an opportunity to first prove themselves 
worthy of such a privilege. 

Five pages are devoted to New York, 1918, giving a lucid summary 
of our Proceedings. There are references to the addresses by Grand 
Master Pennet, Miss Silvercruys and Brother Whitehair. The dis- 
cussions relating to the Grand Lodge of France are summed up in these 
words : 

"There was an attempt made to fully recognize the Grand Lodge 
of France, so that American Masons might visit its Lodges, but it was 
successfully withstood by the good, sound, common sense of Grand 
Lodge, admirably voiced by the Ohairnuin of Foreign Correspondence, 
M.'. W*. Brother Whxiam Sheber, when he said: *No man with the 
principles of an infidel is worthy of being a Mason, and our boys should 
not be contaminated by associating with infidels. France is. full of 
them. France is patriotic. We are working with France for the great 
object, but we cannot afford to associate with everything that comes 
along and is patriotic also. Let us stand by the principles that Masonry 
was founded on in this country — not the Thomas Jefferson, not the free 
will, but the belief in Almighty God and His sacred word'."

Donations made by the Grand Lodge, during the year to various 
war funds amounted to £1,400: £400 to the Scottish Branch of the 
British Red Cross Society,* £200 to the Fund for Scottish Military 
Prisoners in Germany, £200 to the Y. M. G. A. Hut Fund, £200 to 
Scottish Hospitals for Limbless Sailors and Soldiers, £100 to Free- 
masons' War Hospital in London, £100 to King George's Fund for 
Sailors, £100 to Scottish Hostel for Blind Sailors and Soldiers, £100 to 
Edinburgh Royal Blind Asylum and School (to be devoted to the higher 
education of blinded sailors and soldiers). What a splendid showing! 
These donations do not include the contributions made by individual 
lodges, which to the Limbless Sailors' and Soldiers' Fund, alone, amounted 
to £2,343, in May, 1918. 

By the will of the late Sir Robebt K. Inches, £250 were added to 
the Annuity Fund, free of legacy duty. 

At the Annual Communication, Brother Colonel Sir Robebt Kino 
Stewabt, R.". W.'. Past Grand Master, occupied "the Throne." The 
honor of Knighthood had been bestowed upon him by King George 
shortly before. 

A letter was read from "Brother Brigadier-General Robebt GtOBDOn 
Gk)BDON GiLMOTTB, M*'. W>'- Grand Master Mason," regretting inability to 
attend the installation, owing to military duties. He appointed "Brother 
The Right Honourable The Lord Montoomebie" as Grand Master Depute 
and "Brother Sir Henby Dundas" as Substitute Grand Master. 



* Scotland does not publish any statistics of membership. There 
appear to be about 1,800 Grand Lodge members. The number of 
lodges was obtained by actu^ count of a list showing that 564 lodges 
had contributed to the Annuity Fund, while 279 are reported by-name 
as not having made "special collections." Immediate Past Grand Master 
Robebt Kino Stewabt reported that the grand total of Scottish Free- 
masons had been increased during the year by 25,354, but does not say 
what that grand total was before or after this addition. A careful 
reading of the Proceedings, covering Quarterly Communications, the 
Annual Communication, and meetings of the Grand Committee, the 
Annuity Board, and Benevolent Fund Committees, together with reports 
of Provincial Grand Masters, did not yield any information of a definite 
character, though valuable suggestions were obtained thereby, leading 
to the conclusion that there appears to be a total memberdiip of 
about 90,000. 
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The presiding Acting Grand Master reported that the grand total 
of Scottish Freemasons had been increased, during the past year, by 
25354 new members, as compared with 15,837 the preceding year. A 
phenomenal showing! The income of the Grand Lodge was £19,234, as 
against £12,877 in the previous year. £3,060 was paid to Annuitants 
during the year. Since the beginning of the Annuity Fund, in 1889, 
the sum of £56,700 was disbursed. 

The Grand Secretary presented a tabular statement showing the 
number of "intrants" to have been 488*166 in 119 years, between 1800 
and 1918, or an annual registration of 4,102 per year. 

On November 28th, 1918, the funds of the Grand Lodge together with 
the "Schemes of Masonic Benevolence," amounted tp £202,598. 

A request from the Grand Lodge of California that the Grand Lodge 
of Scotland surrender jurisdiction over Lodge Maui, No. 984, Hawaiian 
Islands, was granted, with the proviso that when the Lodge has received 
a charter from the Grand Lodge of California it return the Scottish 
charter, in order that this "may be endorsed with a record of the 
transference." 

Recognition of the Grand Lodge of Panama was declined.

277 Lodges. 25,980 members; net gain, 1,938. Grand Lodge fund, 
£27,111 2s. 2d. Total financial assets, £99,525 2s. 2d., or approximately 
$475,000.00. 

"Chain prayer" letters were disapproved as "unseemly." 

The Boll of Honor gives the names of 2,763 Brethren enlisted with 
the Australian Expeditionary Forces, 209 of whom were reported as 
killed in battie. 

The Grand Master urged that rooms set apart by dedication "for 
the solemn purposes of Freemasonry,*' must not be used for other 
affairs. He deprecated the introduction of "a festive board within the 
hallowed walls of a regularly dedicated Lodge room" as "most repugnant." 

Both sons of the Grand Master and the husband of his only daughter, 
"all active and zealous members of our Institution," were together "at 
the front" The elder son died in France, yielding up his life "fighting 
to preserve the freedom and the liberties of the people." 

The Grand Master visited, during the year, 108 Lodges. He reported 
that the moneys of the War Fund are expended with care; every case 
where reliet is needed, is dealt with with the utmost promptitude and 
in a very liberal spirit To avoid difficulties that might arise from 
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returned war service men becoming Masons and then asking to have 
their names placed upon the Lodge Honor Roll and make claims upon 
the benefits of the War Fund, he ruled : 

"This Fund is intended only for those who were members of Lodges 
at the time they enlisted, and who have come back to us disabled and 
incapacitated for active service." 

Another sensible ruling, '*in the interests of harmony," was that 
"our Lodges must not be made the battle ground for contending factions 
in the so called- higher degrees." 

And here is another declaration worth pondering and passing on : 

"The laws of Freemasonry are of two kinds — ^local and universal. 
The former, enacted by each Grand Lodge for the government of its 
members, to be varied or repealed at the pleasure of the bodies which 
originally framed them, while the laws universal are those Ancient 
Landmarks which are irrevocable and not to be altered or departed 
from by any Grand Lodge." 

The Report of the Committee on Foreign Correspondence was sub- 
mitted by V.'. W.*. Brother S. Soott-Younq, Grand Treasurer, as 
chairman. The brief concluding paragraphs are particularly fine. We 
quote these thoughtful words: 

"The domestic turmoil in which all nations now seem to be in- 
volved, is a social aftermath of the upheaval, just as epidemic diseases 
always follow such a catastrophe. 

"For Freemasons the world over the opportunity now arises to bring 
the great and sublime truths of the Fatherhood of God and the Brother- 
hood of Man, to bear upon their fellows, and speak the word and do 
the deed which shall calm the angry passions and antagonistic influences 
which are apparently endeavoring to trample law, order and decency 
under foot 

"May God grant to every Mason wisdom and understanding of the 
deep things of life, that we mav whisper effectually, 'Peace, be still !' to 
the seething waters around us. 

New York, for 1917 and 1918, is accorded the courtesy of a sum- 
mary review covering two and a half pages, written by Brother C. A. 
Eluott. M.*. W.'. Brother Townsend Sgvddeb'b inspiring words at 
the "reconvened" Communication are quoted. There are references also 
to the addresses by Miss Silvercruys and Brother Whitehaib, and the 
establishment of the Sea and Field Lodge. The Grand Historian's 
report is commended.

The Report on Proceedings and Reports of Sister Grand Lodges is 
submitted by Grand Secretary C. R. J. Gloveb. The reviews were 
written by Grand Representatives of the various Grand Lodges, each 
one telling his story in his own way, thereby giving him "the oppor- 
tunity of adding to his knowledge of the condition of Freemasonry in 
the country or state he represented." The plan no doubt helped the 
writers and some of them supply very interesting accounts. New York 
for 1918 is reviewed by the Grand Secretary. Grand Master Pennet*s 
address is characterized as "a highly valuable document." More than 
one-half of the two-page report is devoted to the loss sustained by the 
Grand Lodge in the death of M.*. W.'. Brother Edward M. L. Ehlers. 
There is a brief reference to the address by Miss Silvercruys and a quo- 
tation from the words of introduction spoken by Past Grand Master 
Scudder.

The Grand Master visited eighteen Lodges. He called attention to 
the wonderful record of the three great ''Charities" of the Grand Lodge 
of England, in 1918, a year of "great trial and sacrifice," when the 
combined incomes of the Royal Masonic Institution for Boys, the Royal 
Masonic Institution for Girls, and the Old People's Institution, amounted 
to more than a million and a quarter dollars, all derived from voluntary 
contributions. Western Australia, too, made a magnificent showing. 
This Grand Lodge has the further proud distinction of being able to 
report that in the past successive seventeen years not one single Lodge 
has been in arrears in the payment of dues. 

The Grand Master announced that the conclusion of peace would 
be celebrated by a Solemn Thanksgiving, under the auspices of the 
•Grand Lodge in conjunction with the two District Grand Lodges under 
the Scotch Constitution, thus including all the Freemasons of the State. 
The only room suitable and available for the occasion being the ballroom 
of Government House, the Grand Master put this at the disposal of the 
Grand Lodge. 

Following the Federal High Court decision that Masonic bodies are 
not liable to pay taxation on their incomes, a substantial amount paid 
heretofore was refunded. 

The West Australian Widows*, Orphans' and Aged Freemasons' Fund 
contributed, during the year, to the support of thirty-nine orphans, three 
aged Brethren and three aged widows of Freemasons. 

The Grand Lodge recommended that each Lodge should purchase a 
copy of the Report on Foreign Correspondence for every candidate 
raised during the year, "as a means of advancing their Masonic knowledge 
and stimulating their interest in the Craft." 
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The Most Rev. C. O. L. Riley, D.D., V.D., Archbishop of Perth 
and Past Grand Master, was re-appointed as M.'. W.*. Pro Grand Master. 

R.*. W.'. Brother F. L. Pabkes represented New York. 

The Grand Anniversary Festival was celebrated and ''the usual Toasts 
were honored." 

The excellent Report on Foreign Correspondence was submitted by 
Grand Secretary J. D. Steven son, as chairman of the Committee. 
Each review is signed by the member responsible for its preparation. 
New York, 1918, receives courteous consideration. The address by 
the Rev. and R.'. W.'. Brother Chables Casbol Abbotson, on tlie 
occasion of the celebration of the 200th anniversary of the Grand Lodge 
of England, is characterized as "a magnificent effort" : 

*'A8 an epitomuEed history of the rise and progress of Freemasonry 
it stands unnvalled in contemporary Masonic history." 

There are references also to the addresses by Miss Silvercruys and 
Brother Whitehaib and remarks by Past Grand Master Scuddeb. The 
review closes with these heart-strengthening words: 

"They think grandly, they act grandly. All honor to the Grand Lodge 
of New York!"

FREEMASONRY ABROAD 

Masonic conditions on the continent of Europe appear still to be 
influenced by the consequences of the great upheaval caused by the 
world war. This is especially evidenced by the fact that very few com- 
munications and transactions have reached us from the jurisdictions 
with whom we have been in the habit of exchanging these courtesies in 
former years ; therefore, there is very little material on hand from which 
to write a report such as might give a true picture of the present situa- 
tion of the craft. To be sure by direct or indirect sources a few items 
of interest have reached iis. They however are not sujfficient in number 
to form a correct idea in which way the great struggle has affected the 
masonic domain. Even a personal visit of the writer last fall to Holland, « 
France, Belgium, Switzerland and Germany did not permit a sufficient 
lifting of the curtain so as to enable him to see the changes which un- 
doubtedly must have occurred, both in masonic conditions and in political 
affaii:s. We are anxiously awaiting the return of olden times, when, in 
the free exchange of the records of masonic activity, former relations 
will commence to be re-established, and when masonic work, more 
intense than ever before, will again unite all disciples of the Royal Art 
by an unbroken chain. 

One of the interesting events of the war period may be mentioned: 
that is, the transformation of the former masonic circle in Elarlsbad into 
a regularly constituted lodge, under the title of "Munificentia, cur 
Verbriiderung am Sprudel." It received its charter on November 28tli. 
1918, from the Bavarian Grand Lodge "Zur Sonne." It seems doubtful, 
however, whether the political events in connection with the peace treaty 
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will permit it to continue its labors under the protection of the "Sun." 
It would not be surprising if the new lodge would declare its indepen- 
dence, unless another afBliation with the Gxecho-Slovakian Grand Body 
at Prague, which lately has come into existence, will appear advisable. 
Be that as it may, under the able leadership of its former presiding 
officer, now its Master, Br. Oscab Guthebz, the Munificentia will con- 
tinue its successful career true to the best masonic traditions and wHl 
always open its hospitable temple to all members of the craft who are 
trying to regain health and strength from the springs at the famous inter- 
national resort According to the first statistics received, its membership 
list shows a roster of 62 brethren ; to them we extend our best wishes for 
achievement in the large field of masonic charities which they have 
undertaken. 

One of their principal endeavors has been their devotion to the pro- 
tection of child life and children's welfare, particularly in the "Brzgebirge'* 
which is adjoining the Karlsbad district. The consequences of the war 
have caused conditions there which beggar description. Suffice it to say 
that the mortality amongst infants in some nearby counties had reached 
60% ; there is neither clothing, nor nourishment nor fuel in many homes 
to meet the requirements of innocent babies that had come into a world 
unprepared to receive them. Here our brethren found a fruitful domain 
to practice the teachings of our order; and they have not shirked their 
duty. But alone they are unable to master the task before them. Hence 
they have appealed to us for assistance, and while much has already 
been done by the American people to alleviate similar sufferings, we 
trust that this cry for help will not go unheeded. "Bis dat qui cito daf * 
seems to be the proper maxim for a condition confronting these 
unfortunates. 

A new Grand Lodge has been founded in Vienna. It was dedicated on 
June 1st, 1919. Its official organ, "Wiener Freimaurer-Zeitung," reports 
the Inauguration festivities at that time. The principal address was 
made by Grand Master, Br. Dr. Biohabd Schlesinoeb, followed by the 
Grand Lecturer, Br. Dr. Alexandeb Mintz, who gave the following motto 
to the new masonic power: "through love of mankind forward and on- 
ward to culture, light, liberty and unity." 

We mourn with the Grand Lodge of Hamburg and that of the Three 
Globes the untimely demise of their respective Grand Masters, Bros. 
Uhbbaoh and Techow. Both departed this life in consequence of auto- 
mobile accidents. While their places may be filled by other able brethren, 
the craft can ill afford to lose such sturdy warriors who have upheld the 
banner of high masonic standards and principles for more than a 
generation. Through the work they did and loved so much, as well as 
through their personal influence, they erected lasting monuments in the 
hearts of their brethren — "acre perennius."

A circular letter bearing date of November 1st, 1916, held up by 
the British military censor has lately been received, notifying us ot a 
literary committee which was formed under the auspices of the oldest 
Prussian Grand Body for the study of masonic literature and embodying 
therewith the formation of a scientific society which will be composed of 
the most prominent students of masonic history and usage. There will 
also be connected with this novel institution a central library for all 
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essays, constitutions, historical documents, official publications, periodi- 
cals and similar records of all masonic bodies in the world. These are to 
form the basis for strictly literary and non-partisan studies referring to 
the history of freemasonry, the masonic Grand Lodges themselves and 
other masonic organizations of various kinds. A request is made to assist 
the new undertaking by transmitting a copy of our constitution, as well 
as the reports of the development and history of our craft; and it is 
further suggested that prominent historical masonic students within our 
own state should take an active part in the work of the committee. At 
the time when the letter was written, Bros. Dahms, Diergks, Fbigke, 
Kleibeb and von Kupffer formed the membership of the committee 
selected for this new venture.

The first masonic publication to reach us after the termination of 
the hostilities comes from Germany through the. Provincial Grand Lodge 
of Hamburg in Berlin, and we note with pleasure that masonic activity 
had continued unabated during the war period. 

The centenary of the birth of Br. Hermann Setteqast was duly 
commemorated on April 30th, 1919, by a festive communication. It was 
largely attended. The proceedings under the auspices of the provincial 
Grand Body were conducted by its Gr. Master Br. Mollee. The program 
consisted of various addresses rcfviewing the character and the activities 
of that great masonic leader. After the presiding officer's welcome, 
W. Br. Albebt Berent, honorary master of the constituent lodge "Ger- 
mania zur Einigkeit" delivered the principal oration on "Settegast as 
Mason," and explained that the latter's fight centered in his opposition 
to Prussian militarism in German freemasonry and that for his manly 
stand on this question alone his name should remain immortal. The 
presence of M.'. W-*- Br. A. Haoedorn, Grand Master of the mother 
Grand Lodge, who came especially from Hamburg to participate in the 
proceedings, lent additional importance to a service which paid due 
tribute to a valiant craftsmaifa. 

Similar ceremonies were conducted on the same day at the grave of 
the departed brother, in the presence of the officers of the Provincial 
Grand Lodge, by Br. Hugo Heilmann, Deputy Provincial Grand Mas- 
ter. He reminded the brethren, by decorating the last resting place of 
Br. Setteoast symbolically with three roses, that it is the duty of the 
living members of the fraternity to follow Br. Settegast's example by 
upholding the old principles and the universality of freemasonry, irre- 
spective of confession, race or color, expressing at the same time the hope 
that ultimately masonry would unite all humanity. 

In further remembrance of this centenary a small pamphlet has been 
issued, entitled: "Hermann Settegast, a life picture dedicated to the 
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masonic world on the centenary of his birthday." It emanated from the 
able pen of Br. Db. Alfred Oehlke. 

A solemn lodge of sorrow was convened on April 7th, 1919, with Br. 
Heilmann in the chair, assisted by Bros. Mt^FFELMANN and Bosenbebo. 
An appropriate necrologe was delivered in memory of Past Grand Master 
Fb. Uhbbach, who unfortunately lost his life in an automobile accident, 
similar to the one which cut short the earthly career of the former 
representative of the Hamburg Grand Body near New York, R.". W-*- 
Br. Ben NO Loewy. 

Another serious loss was suffered by the Provincial Grand Body when 
Br. Max Radziejewski, M.D., entered the eternal East. He was a 
prominent oculist in the German capital. His repute was of the highest 
both in profane and masonic circles. For many years he wielded the 
gavel in the Lodge "Friedrich Ludwig Schroder," which conferred upon 
him at the time of his retirement from office, the title of honorary master ; 
and when the brethren assembled on November 2nd to pay their last 
tribute of respect, the officiating clergyman, in reviewing his life work, 
"recalled the innumerable charitable deeds of this grand humanitarian. 

Special business meetings of the Provincial Grand Lodge were held 
on June 12th and October 11th, 1919, while the St. John's Festival took 
place as usual on June 24th; and the anniversary of the foundation of 
the Provincial Grand Lodge on October 18th, 1919. 

.The annual report submitted at the end of the masonic year 1918- 
1919 shows that the eleven lodges forming the Provincial Grand Lodge 
increased its membership from 1,183 to 1,199, exclusive of 94 honorary 
members, 28 permanent visiting and 20 serving brethren. In 84 meet- 
ings, work in the first degree was performed, while the second degree 
occupied 10 and the third degree 9 sessions ; in addition to the ritualistic 
work, 120 conferences of officers of various lodges and general meetings 
took place. 



GRAND LODGE "ALPINA" OF SWITZER- 
LAND (SCHWEIZERISCHE GROSS- 
LOGE "ALPINA") IN BERNE 

Grand Master: Bro. Db. Jaoob Schwenteb, Lecturer, Berne. 

Deputy Grand Master: Bro. J, H. Scheuohzeb.

The Grand Lodge was founded June 12, 1844, and controls 35 Lodges 
with 4,206 members (May, 1919), a net gain of 25 in spite of an excep- 
tionally large number of deaths. Cash balance, Frcs. 5,572.79; total 
assets Frcs. 366,916.60. Until June, 1920, corresponding to the term of 
the present Grand Malster, its reports, proceedings, etc., will be pub- 
lished in the German language and its seat will be at Berne. 

The annual Communication was held on May 31st, 1919. 

The Grand Master referred to the great after-war problems agitating 
the people of Switzerland. These problems must be solved and the Craft 
niust help to find the ri^ht solutions: 
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"We Freemasons of Switzerland, sons of a lon^r republican tradition, 
will give our best energy to the work, each in his place and according 
to his strength." 

He finds that there has been a great gain in membership and ascribes 
this to the defeat which materialism suffered in the war. He suggests 
the desirability of calling an international Masonic congress and wants 
inquiries to be made of all Masonic Grand Lodges whether the holding 
of such a congress in Switzerland would meet with favor. 

It is to be regretted that the International Bureau for Masonic 
Affairs, which has been conducted for 18 years under the auspices of 
the Grand Lodge "Alpina," is about to discontinue its work, a circular 
having been received from M-'. W*'. Quabtieb LaTente to that effect. 
Lack of financial support appears to be the reason, as the operation of 
its activities practically produced a deficit, year in, year out, and 
although many appeals have been made to all masonic powers in the 
world, the responses received appear to have been insuflScient to permit a 
continuance of the institution. 

It was the original aim of the Swiss Bureau to become an interna- 
tional center for all masonic bodies of the world, but at no time, even 
before the war, was sufficient encouragement given to the program of such 
internationalization as to create any real enthusiasm, especially amongst 
the more conservative masonic jurisdictions. Of course, the war itself 
has still more restricted masonic work rather to national than to inter- 
national lines. No one will wonder then why the Swiss foundation finds 
itself compelled to retire from the field of its former successes. For, no 
matter what opinion one might have on the subject of an international 
federation, it must be admitted that the work performed by our Swiss 
brethren during the last 18 years in this connection has been most 
creditable, conscientious and unselfish, especially during the period of the 
great confiict. Masonic charities practiced under the auspices of the 
Bureau, reported by us in previous issues, are deserving of the highest 
praise and commendation, and in all rfairness, the craft at large owes a 
debt of gratitude for the excellent work that has been done under the 
supervision of Bro. Quaktier la Tente. 

May we express the hope that it is not too late to devise ways and 
means whereby the institution may be continued. We trust that by the 
end of next August, the preliminary date set for the Bureau's end, a 
sufficient number of masonic organizations will be found willing to 
effectively support the continuance of this work. 

THE GRAND LODGE OF THE NETHER- 
LANDS (HET GROOT-OOSTEN DER 
NEDERLANDEN), AT THE HAGUE, 

(Fluweelen Burgwal 22)

Grand Secretary: Bro. H. P. van Nieuwenbubo. 
Deputy Grand Secretary and Address: Bro. G. A. KoOPS, Emman- 
straat 64, The Hague. 
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This Grand Lodge was constituted December 25, 1756. Its jorisdic- 
tion covers one Provincial Grand Lodge each in the East Indies, Gape 
Colony and the Transvaal, being sovereign altogether over ld7 St. John's 
Lodges. 

The total membership foots up to 5,543, a net gain of 543. 

The 43rd Annual Session of the "Great East" took place at the Hagae 
(*s Gravenhage) on June 14th and 15th, 1919. 

Bro. M'*. W>*« Gbegoob responded as Grand Representative of the 
Grand Lodges of New York and New Jersey. 

The proceedings are reported very fully. Stenographic records of all 
that was said and done, with reports of Grand Officers and committees, 
are given. The discussions occasionally run to a high plane of Masonic 
philosophy. The Grand Master presents his conclusions freely on every 
topic. It is most interesting to follow the gradual clarifying of ideas 
till the moment is ripe for action. 

A considerable part of the debating turned about the proposed estab- 
lishment of an official bulletin of the Grand Lodge. The plan finally 
adopted is in substance as follows : 

The organ shall be known as the Correspondence Journal of the 
Administrative Council of the Order of Freemasons under the Grand East 
of the Netherlands. The Administrative Council shall appoint the editor. 
In this Journal shall be published the doings of the Administrative 
Council and resolutions concerning which a clear understanding is 
desirable. Every member of the Fraternity is entitled to a copy of each 
issue. The expenses shall be paid out of the General Administration 
Fund. 

The Brethren rededicated themselves to Truth sr the foundation of 
the Craft, Wisdom as its character, Brotherliness as its spirit. They 
joined in the hymn : 

God is my Light; 

He is the God of Strength; 

Holy is His Name 

And great are all His works, 

And all the Heavens are His dominion. 

Referring to conditions in 1918, when the war was raging in France 
and Flanders, the Grand Master said : 

"We miss those who were with us in Grand Lodge, last year. Our 
English Brethren have left us. Their Lodges have been transplanted to 
British soil. We were glad to have had them in our midst; they stood 
in their own manner true to the same principles that govern us. We are 
keeping in communication with them and treasure our pleasant memories 
of them. Our best wishes go out to them." 

During the beautiful ceremony of the brotherly chain, he spoke elo- 
quently of the Kingdom of the Spirit whence human hearts draw the 
inspiration which makes men know one another as brothers. The 
ceremony is suggested in these words: 

"Hand in hand, with the Rose upon the breast and the light radiant 
above us, we symbolize the Mystic tie of friendship that cheers our lives. 
... In our thoughts the Brethren in all the earth are with us in this 
circle: and as it grows, it embraces all mankind, all that breathe and 
live and those, too, who have passed into the world beyond, for in spirit 
they live on with us." 
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The Grand Officers are elected for a term of six years. Every three 
years five of these Officers go out of office. The Deputy Qrand Master is 
appointed by the Grand Master from among the ten Grand Officers.

We are in receipt of a circular letter (No. 101) of this apparently 
new masonic jurisdiction, furnishing a list of the names of its Grand 
officers, who were elected at the last meeting of the Grand Lodge Jugo- 
slavia. The communication is dated November 20th, 1919, and expresses 
the hope that the ties of fraternal friendship which binds the Jugoslavian 
brethren to our Grand Body will become firmer and closer as the years 
roll by.

Past Grand Master James C. Lohse died, August 3d, 1918. He was 
a native of New York City and one of the founders of the Grand Lodge 
"Valle de Mexico," to which the York Grand Lodge is the legitimate 
successor. 

Grand Senior Warden Thomas Moffat Hughes, born in Wisconsin, 
died, July 16th, 1918. 

The York Grand Lodge works in the English language and its Pro- 
ceedings breathe the right Masonic spirit. Many of its members fought 
in the war for the freedom of the world. In spite of all this, some 
Correspondents make unkind remarks about this Grand Lodge, the one 
of Alabama going so far, as quoted in the Grand Master's address, as to 
suggest that there is pro-Germanism at work. The un-Masonic and 
wholly unwarranted utterances are criticised in a kindly manner, the 
Grand Master declaring that the assailed Brethren of the Grand Lodge 
are "as loyal Americans as ever drew breath." 

The Grand Master believes that the Grand Lodge should adhere 
strictly to work in English, for, he adds: 

"We are a mere nucleus of Americans and English here in a foreign 
country, and we do claim Jurisdiction over all English-speaking Masons 
in this country." 
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Past Grand Master Watnb A. White writes the Report on Foreign 
Correspondence. He reviews twenty-four jurisdictions, interspersing his 
presentations with militant comment. New York receives brief notice. 
The recognition of the Grand Lodge of Panama is regretted, the reviewer 
suggesting that after taking in all the Supreme Council bodies, a 
fraternal welcome may be extended to the I. W. W. 

Brother White bids farewell to the Brethren of the Round Table, 
having gone to New Mexico "in search of health, arriving there none 
too soon." We are sorry to read this and extend to him our best wishes 
for speedy recovery and many joyous days in his new home.

We regret to state that we have 
not sufficient data before us to recommend any action in this respect at 
the present time and beg to suggest that the matter be held in abeyance 
until further details are submitted.
